F Deſign of the following Sheets is to furniſn 
| young Students in Phyſick and Surgery with 
25 proper Materials to inform their Judgment, and 
regulate their Practice. For which Reaſon, almoſt every 
Subject has been introduced that will contribute to this va- 
luable Purpoſe; ſeveral of which will appear entirely new 
to an Engliſh Reader, becauſe they have never been treated 
of in our own Language, in the ſame Manner, before. 

In the inſtitutional Part” of Medicine 1 have conſulted 
various Authors; but I did not receive ſuch Aſſiſtance 
from many as I might reaſonably have expected. Boer- 
haave is very diffuſe in Phyſiology, and paſſes over the 
reſt in too curſory a Manner. Haller, a very ingenious 
and accurate Writer, has confined himſelf entirely to this 
Subject; and Stabl, together with his Followers, have ad- 
vanced ſo many ſingular Notions, that I had neither Inclina- 
tion to obtrude them upon the World, nor Room to ſhow 
their Fallacy. I am chiefly obliged to the celebrated Hoff- 
man, who is, without Controverſy, the moſt ſkilful and the 
moſt learned of all foreign Phyſicians. He did not begin 
to write ſyſtematically till forty years* Experience had in- 
formed his Underſtanding, and ſettled his Judgment. 

The Study of Phyſic is not ſo eaſy a Matter as many 
Medicaſters would make us believe; for it not only re- 
quires a Skill in the learned Languages, but a competent 


Knowledge in natural Philoſophy, and ſome Parts of the 
Mathematics, 
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Mathematics, particularly Geometry, which laſt will accuſ- 
tom the Student to ſuch a demonſtrative Method of Reaſon- 
ing, as will not only aſſiſt him in the Diſcovery of Truth, 
but prevent his being impoſed upon by the ſpecious Argu- 
ments of hypothetical Writers. Nor can he be excuſed 
without ſome Acquaintance with Botany, which will be beſt 
learnt by traverſing the Fields ; for the Sight of a Plant in 
its natural Place of Growth is a more likely Method to im- 
preſs it on the Memory, than the moſt diſtinct Knowledge 
of its male and female Organs of Genefation, whatever 
Linnæus and others may pretend. But theſe are only pre- 
liminary Applications; it will be neceſſary for the Student 

to attend judicious Lectures on every Branch of Medicine, 
to go thro* Courſes of Chemiſtry, and to be preſent at the 


Demonſtrations of Anatomy. After this it will be proper 
for him to frequent the Hoſpitals, where dangerous and 


uncommon Caſes are more frequently met with; nor 
ſhould he forget to acquire a Knowledge in Pharmacy, and 
the Compſition of Medicines, which is beſt attained in 
the Shop of a ſkilful Apothecary. 7s 

Above all, I would recommend a careful Attention to 
the Phenomena of Nature; for a Knowledge derived from 
thence will ſtand on the moſt ſolid Baſis. This will be 
greatly promoted by a diligent Peruſal of the beſt practi- 
cal Writers ; I mean, ſuch as are not fond of wreſting 
every thing for the Support of ſome favourite Theory; 
but who have ſufficient Skill to make uſeful Obſervations, 
and who apply them properly, to render the Cure of Dif. 
eaſes more certain and eaſy. 

Whether what I have here done will contribute to ad- 
vance this Knowledge, mult be ſubmitted to the Reader's 
Judgment; but, 1 flatter myſelf, he will find ſome Things 
that have a Tendency to facilitate his Studies, which are 
not eaſily to be met with elſewhere ; at leaſt, they will 


- refreſh his Memory; and have this Advantange, that he 


may 
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may conſult them with the greateſt Readineſs... To Per- 


ſons living in the Country, who have not had a liberal 


Education, and yet are obliged to practiſe for want of Phy- 


ſicians in their Neighbourhood, more properly qualified, 


this Treatiſe will be of great Ufe, as it alſo will to thoſe 
who uſe the Sea, or who travel in foreign Countries, and 


are not willing to be incumbered with -a Multitude of 


Books. 

It will be readily perceived, that it required ſome Labour 
and Application to bring ſuch a Variety of Subjects within 
ſo narrow a Compaſs. However, I ſhall think my Time 


well employed, if it contributes to advance medical Learn- 


ing, and tends to place the Practice of Phyſic on a more 
certain Foundation. And JI muſt do my Bookſeller fo 
much Juſtice as to declare, that he was not very anxious 
about his private Advantage, provided he could con- 
tribute to the Benefit of the Public. 

In this ſecond Edition, the Syllabus of Symptoms, and 
the Explanation of the Terms of Art, are omitted, in or- 
der to leſſen the Bulk of the Volume, and render it cheaper 
and more portable. Nor will the young Student regret 
the Loſs of theſe Articles when he is informed, that the 


Syllabus is made more correct and copious in the fourth 


Edition of my Practice of Plyſic juſt publiſhed, and that 
the Bookſeller intends to print the Explanation of the 
Terms of Art, accented as they ought to be pronoun- 
ced, in a very ſmall Pocket Volume, for the Uſe of 
thoſe who may ſtand in need of ſuch Aſſiſtance.

All the Veſſels Le an Elaſticity, which brings their Sides nearer 
to each other, and diminiſhes their Diameter, when the Quantity of 
Fluid contained therein is diminiſhed. When the Fluid ceaſes to 
circulate through them, the Sides unite, and quite deſtroy the Cavity. 

All the /o/i4 Parts of the Body, though equally compoſed of Veſſels, 
are different with Regard to their Conſiſtence ; ſome are hard, and, . 
others are ſoft. The hard, ſuch as the Bones and Cartilages,

The Bonxs are the bd Parts of an human Body. Tbe Sab⸗ 
ſtance of a Bone is a Web of ſolid Fibres, differently diſpoſed u- 
cordia to the Conformation of each Bone. They are com of 

ee Subſtances ; 1 4 Compact, a Spungious or Cellular, 4 Reti- 
aal. The compact Subſfanceç is the external Part of the Bone, — 
is compoſed of ſeveral Laminæ, laid one on the other. The Hull 
Subflance is at the Extremities of the long Bones. The reticle is 
formed of flender Threads, which proteeds from and croſs | Ne. 
gious Subſtancte. | 

Theſe three Subſtances are always in the long and round Bosse 
but in the flat Bones, for Inſtance of the Skull, there is no fetlenlar 
Suhſtance; but the compact Subſtance forms two Tables, between 
which the ſpungious lies. 

All the Cavities of che reticular and cellular Subſtance anſwer is 
each other, and are lined with a very fine Membrane, full of Blood 
Veſſels; which may be called the internal Periofteum. 

The 4rteries depolite an = Subſtance into theſe Cells, which is 
called Marrow N $ the Intervals of the reticular Sub- 
ſtance is as liquid as that in the Cavities of the long Bones has = 
a greater Conſiſtence. The Membrane juſt ſpoke of is tied to the 
Bone by ſmall Veſſels, and by Fibres, which from the Mem- 
brane, into the Pores of the Bones. By theſe Pores the Marrow is

The Terru are true Bones fixed in Afveoh,-or Socket. This 
Part of the Tooth contained in the Albeolur is the Root, through the 
Extremity of which, an Artery, Vein, and Nerve are into 
the Subſtance of the Tooth.

The Uſe of the Bore is to ſupport and bound the reſt of the Body:

The PzrxiosTEVUM is a cloſe Web, which is attached to the Bone 
by ſmall Threads and ſanguineous Veſiels, as well as Nerves which 
enter the Pores of the Bones, and give them a Kind of Senſibility, 
and which communicate with the internal Perioſteum. The Periofleam 


ſerves to ſuſtain a great Number * Nerves, which render it a” 
e, 
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fible,-and an Infinity of ſmall capillary Veſſels. Theſe Veſſels ſerve 
to convey Nouriſhment thereto, which is prepared and ſeparated from 
dhe Blood by the Periaſſeum; from whence it is carried and depoſited 
into the Subſtance of the Bones. This, when the Bones are broken, 
= reunite them, and replaces the Subſtance that is exfoliated. 
A The CaxT1Lacets are white, ſmooth, poliſhed, ſupple, and elaſtic, 
Subſtances, void of Cayities. and Marrow. They are not ſo hard as 
the Bones, and harder tha? other Parts. They cover the Extremities 
of the Bpnes of the Joints, . increaſe the Volume and Extent of the 
Bones, and: ſerve to unite. them more cloſely. All the Cartilages of

There are two Sorts of Muſcles, ſome are hollow, as the Heart, 
Arteries, Stomach, Inteſtines, and Bladder ; their Uſe is to contain 
and compreſs the Fluids; the other Muſcles ſerve to move the other 
Parts of the Body. Their 4#ion confilts chiefly in contracting the 
Fibres, by which they draw the different Parts of the Body, by means 
of the Tendons.

The GLanps are little Bodies formed by the interweaving of 
Veſlels of every Kind, covered with a Membrane, and deſtin d to 
ſeparate ſome particular Fluid from the Maſs of Blood, or to perfect 
the Lymph. Thoſe which ſeparate a Fluid from the Blood are called 
conglomerate, Thus the Kidneys which ſeparate the Urine from the 
Blood are called conglomerate Glands. Thoſe which ſerve to perfect 
the Lymph are termed ,cong/obate. Thus the Glands of the Groin, 
the Armpits, and thoſe of the Me/entery, which have no other Func- 
tion, are ſaid to be conglobate. 3 5 
Of the VESssETs, ſome contain the Blood, others the Lymph, 
others again ſerve to filtrate a particular Fluid. The ſanguineous 
Veſſels are of two Kinds, the Arteries and the Yeins: The AxTERIES 
are. elaſtic Tubes which proceed from the Heart, from whence they 
receive the Blood, and convey it to all Parts of the Body. They are 
of a conical Figure, whoſe Baſis is towards the Heart.

The LacTEaL VsssELs are called lymphatic Veins, becauſe they 

receive the white Chyle from the Inteſtines, being full of _ 
when that Fluid is abſent. 
The Cana/s deſigned for Secretions are called /ecretory and excretory« 
The fecretory Veſſels are thoſe which ſeparate a particular Fluid from 
the Blood, and are thoſe which principally compoſe the cong/omerate 
Glands. ''The excretory Veſſels are thoſe which receive the ſecreted 
Fluid, and depoſite it in certain Parts, or carry it out of the Body. 

The Nenves are white cylindrical Cords, which proceed from the 
Brain and ſpinal Marrow; they are covered by the Dura Mater, and 
are diſtributed into all Parts of the Body. They are compoſed of an 
Aſſemblage of very fine hollow Threads, through which a moſt 
ſubtile Fluid is conveyed, which they receive from the Brain. By 
Means of this Fluid, called animal Spirits, the Nerves are the Princi- 
pium of Motion and Perception by which the Soul acts on the Body. 

The Knowledge of the Diſtribution of the Nerves and their Rela- 


tion to each other, is very important. Hence proceed the ſympa- 


thetic Motions, whereby a Diſorder in one Part ſhall be. communt- 
cated to another, and produce different Accidents. 

The AssoRBZNT PoREs are on the Surface of the Body, which 
convey certain Subſtances thereinto. Hence Mercury when applied 
outwardly cauſes a Salivation; hence the Water of dropſical Patients; 
or that which is injeted i into the Belly of a Dog, may be g 
in a ſhort Time. 

All Parts of the Body are covered with the Membrana Aube 
and the Skin, which is the common Tegument. 

The MauzR ANA ADiPOSA is a Web of ſeveral very fine mem- 
branous Leaves, in which there are an infinite Number of fine tranſ- 
parent Veſicles or -Ce/lulz. It is placed on the internal Surface of 
the Skin, and enters between the Fibres of the Muſcles, and has a 
Communication with the P/ezra and Peritoneum, The ſanguineous 
Arteries depoſite an oily unctuous Juice into theſe Cells, which

The Sx ix, according to the modern Anatomiſts, is compounded 
of four Parts. The f-/! and internal is properly the Skin, which is 
compoſed of membranous, tendinous, and nervous Fibres, and is 
full of Veſſels which are chiefly lymphatic. This Web may be 
ſtretched greatly every Way. On its internal Surface there are two 
Kinds of ſmall Glands ſet therein, whoſe excretory Ducts open on 
the external Surface of the Skin, the firſt are called miliary, and the 
ſecond ſebacrous. © © | 

The ſecond Part of the Skin is called the papillary Body, and con- 
fiſts of ſmall Eminencies, as are ſeen on the external Surface, which 
are called Papill Pyramidales. They are formed by the 7 — 
12 of the Nerves, diſtributed in the Skin, and are the Organs 
of touching. | ; | | 

The ind Part is the reticular Body, It is a mucous Subſtance 
which eaſily condenſes, and covers all the Skin. It is full of Veſſels 
which form a vaſcular Web. Fine and ſubtile Injections, Inflamma- 
tions, or Paleneſs of the Skin, prove their Exiſtence and Commu- 
nication. ' | ATE. 

The fourth Part is the Epidermis or Scarf-Skin, which is a very 
thin, tranſparent, and ſenſible Membrane, and cloſely attached to 
the reſt by ſuch fine Filaments, that they eaſily break. Its Uſe is to 
defend the nervous Papi//z from the immediate action of external 
Bogies, whoſe Impreſſion would be too painful without it. This 
forms the external Part of the Veſicles, which riſe on the Skin in 
Bliſters or Rurning. It eaſily grows again. The Calloſities on the 
os” Hands, and Knees are formed by ſeveral Lamine of this Mem- 

ane. N 
The Skin is pierced with imperceptible Pores ; Part of which anſwer 
to the Extremities of the Arteries, which ſerve for Perſpiration, the 
other-are properly the abſorbent Pores. 

The Co/our of the Shin is different in different Parts of the World; 
the Cauſe of which is not abſolutely determined. 1 1 

The NaiLs and the Haiz may be conſidered as Dependants on 
the Skin. The Nails are ſmall whitiſh tranſparent Bodies, not un- 
like Horn. Some think they proceed from the Papillæ of the Skin, 
and others that they are a Continuation of the Epidermis. 

The Hairs are ſmall, round, long Bodies, which proceed from the 
Skin. Their Root is bulbous, and is covered with a Capſule, and 
ſeems hollow and vaſculous, like the Root of the Feathers of Birds. 
They are encompaſſed with ſeveral blackiſh Lines, which extend from 
the Root to the Extremity, and are perhaps ſanguineous Veſſels,

The Membranes of the Brain are the Dura Mater and the Pia Maler 
the Dura Mater contains the whole Brain ſomewhat looſely, that the 
Veſſels, which run between its Duplicature and upon the Surface of 
the Brain, may not be too much preſſed by the Skull; it flicks very 
cloſe to the Baſis of the Skull, and to its Sutures by the Fibres and 
Veſſels it ſends to the Pericranium; it is faſtened' to the Pia Mater 
and to the Brain by the Veſſels which paſs from one to the other. 
It gives a Coat of Coyering to all the Nerves which riſe from the 
Brain, to the ſpinal Marrow, and to all the Nerves which riſe from 
thence.

The Bx ain is the whole Maſs contained within the Bones of the 
Skull.

The Brain properly ſo called, is compoſed of two Subſtances ; the

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The Hear is the principal Organ of Circulation, it is a hollow

turned a little towards the left Side. It has two Cavities near each 
other, whereof one is called the right Ventricle, and the other the et.

The Aorta, which carries the Blood into all Parts of the Body, pr 
ceeds from the % Ventricle, which is thickeſt.

of each Ventricle there is another ſmall Cavity, which is called Auricle. 


The Vena Cava, which brings back the Blood from all Parts of the 
Body, is joined to the right Auricle. The pulmonary Vein, which 
brings the Blood back from the Lungs, is joined to the left Auricle. 
The Auricles are, like the Ventricles, ſet one againſt the other. In 
the inward Part of theſe Ventrieles there are ſeveral Valves; thoſe 
which are placed at the Entrance of the Arteries, ſuffer the Blood to 
paſs from the Heart, which enters theſe Arteries, and hinders it from 
returning the ſame Road, they are called /emi/anary. Thoſe which 
are placed at the Entrance of the Auricles, permit the Blood to enter 
into the Ventricles, and hinder it from returning back the ſame Way. 

The Luncs and the Diaphragm are the principal Organs of Re- 
ſpiration. The Lungs are compoſed of ſmall Veſicles, which anſwer 
to all the Ramifications of the Trachea Arteria. Theſe Ramifications 
are called Bronchia. There is between theſe Veſicles a cellulary Web, 
which fills op the Intervals which are left between them. — 

The pulmonary Artery and Vein are infinitely branched out upon 


theſe Veſicles, which form a wonderful vaſcular Net; within the 


Bronchia are little Glands called Tracheales. a 

The Diaphragm is a fleſhy and tendinous Partition, which ſeparates 
the Thorax from the lower Belly, and is placed tranſverſely and ob- 
liquely in ſuch a Manner, that the fore Part is raiſed higher than the

The ABpomen, or lower Belly, is divided into Regions and Parts. 
The whole Surface of the Belly is divided into Regions, that by the

The Principles of the Chyle ſeem to be ſulphureous, mucilaginous, 
ſaline, and aqueous: It is a Kind of natural Emulſion, both with 
Regard to the Colour, as to the Ingredients and Manner of Prepara- 
tion; there is this Difference between the artificial and natural Emul- 
Gon, that the latter is far more pure, and is prepared with a much 
reater Apparatus; not by a ſudden Expreſſion of Part of the Liquid, 
— by a gentle and ſucceſſive Percolation. The Che is made ſooner 
or later, according to the Difference of Temperaments, Strength, 
Aliments and Cuſtoms ; therefore how many Hours Chylification re- 
quires, cannot be certainly determined. 1 
When the Chy/e- enters the villous Oſcula of the Lacteals, it is 
not a. Fluid extracted merely from the Aliment and Drink, but a 
Mixture of ſeveral Fluids; that is, the Sa/iva and thinner Mucus of 
the Mouth, the two-fold Fluid of the Oeſopha us, the one proceeding 


from the villous Membrane of the Tube itſelf, the other from its 


Glands. To theſe may be added the glutinous Fluid of the Stomach, 
the pancreatic Juice, the Fluid of Peyers's Glands, which are nume- 
rous in the ſmall Inteſtines. Hence the Reaſon appears why Men 
may live upon Bread and Water, why the oriental Nations uſe Rice 
in the Room of all Kinds of Pulſe, and why Acids, Spirituous Li- 
quors, ſaline Things, and many vegetable Juices, Herbs, Roots, 
acrid and aromatic Subſtances are the leaſt fit to generate Che.

The Spaſms 
which affect the Hypocondriac, and the Pains which torment thoſe 
that have the Gout, generally ceaſe. Perſons advanced in Years, 
that are of a weak Conftitution, and obnoxious to Diſorders; are 
never better than in the Summer. Obſtinate quartan Apues, and 
other Diſeaſes which have continued ing from an In- 
fraction of the Viſcera, are either leſſened in the Summer, or quite 
ceaſe, It is likewiſe ' obſervable, that free Perſpiration helps to cure 
the moſt dangerous Diſeaſes, on which Account thoſe that are lean 
are more eafily cured, than Perſons of -a ſpungy Habit.

great and dangerous, for it increaſes. the impure Juices, and diſpoſes

Thus in every Szaſox of the Year, when Perſpiration is ſuppreſſed, 
Diſeaſes are ted; hence in the Spring proceed Madneſs, Hæmor-

[ the Small. po, Meaſles, catarrbal and con- 
timial Fevers. For when the Atmoſphere is unequal and changeable, 
that is, ſometimes moiſt, ſometimes hot, ſometimes cold, and ſome- 
times windy, as in March, Diſeaſes are y rife. For when 
the Air becomes warm from putrid Moiſture, which has long ſtag- 
nated in the Earth, and the corruptible Exhalations begin ay, diſ- 
ſolved, it is dangerous to be abroad, and to continue long in this 
Kind of Air, eſpecially if the Body be weak. 


Even the Diſeaſes which happen in Summer, ſuch as ardent, bilious, | 


continual and intermitting Feverz, are not ſo much owing to Heat and 
Dryneſs as to a cold moiſt Air, which predominates early in the 
Morning and in the Evening. 

The Autumn, according to the Experience of all ſkilful Phyſicians, 
is full of Diſeaſes, on account of the Inequality and ſudden Changes 
of the Weather.

The Sebaceous PANT is an — thick, viſcous Matter, which 
is filtred by the ſebaceous Glands, and is depoſited i in ſmall Fo/licule, 
where it acquires a certain Confiſtence. Particularly it forms. black 
Spots on the Noſe and between the Shoulders, which are ſqueezed 
out in the Shape of little Worms, and which ignorant People take 
to be living Animals. In the gia ang it ares the Linen of a 
yellowiſh Red. 

The Uſe of it is to defend the Skin from the Addons of the Salts, 
which abound in Sweat, and in the inſenſible Perſpiration, to render 
the Skin of the Face ſmooth and poliſhed, and to hinder the Exco- 
riation of the Parts which are moſt liable to Friction. This 
Fluid becoming dry, forms the ſmall Scales which abound in the 
Head and other Parts of the Body. When it is retained in a Follicula, 
or a Gland, it forms the Tubercles er ſmall Tumvurs which ariſe on 
the Skin. Theſe Glands lie on the internal Surface of the Skin, and 
within the Skin itſelf, chiefly among the hairy Parts; behind the 
Ears, on the Outſide of the Noſtrils, in the Midale of the Cheeks, 
in the Neck, under the Arms, between the Shoulders, on the Scro- 
tum and Prepuce, as well as on the other Parts of the Pudenda of both 
Sexes. . 

The Cexumen, or Far-wax, is yellow and bitter, it crackles and 
flames in the Fire. When it is Copions and 2 hard in the Ear, 
it may cauſe Deafneſs. _ 

The Gum of the Eyxs is to prevent the falling of the Tears upon 
the Cheeks, to guide them towards the Noſe, and to make them paſs 
through the Puna Lachrymalia., When it is too thick and plentiful 
it becomes a Diſorder. 

The Ax1MAL SPIRITS, according to the common Opinion, are 
ſecreted from the Blood in the cortical Part of the Brain, and in the 


ſpinal Marrow by the Arteries. It is an extreamly fine, ſubtile, and 
moveable Fluid. Theſe Spirits paſs from the cortical Subſtance into 
the Medullary, and from thence to the Nerves, which carry them 


from the Head to all Parts of the Body, and then bring them back to 
the Head. It is this active Principle which gives Motion, Strength, 
and Vigour to all Parts of the Body, with the neceſſary Tenſion; by 
this we perceive Objects, and perform all our Actions. 8 
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Our Pereeptions and our Actions depend upon the Facility with 
which theſe Spirits paſs from the Brain to the Nerves, and back from 
the Nerves to the Brain. For if the Brain, the Cerebellum, or the 
ſpinal Marrow is hurt, there happens in all the Parts where che 
Nerves are diſtributed, which A from the diſordered Part, Con- 
vulſions and Palſies ; if any Nerve is tied or cut, the Parts below the

This Fluid ſerves to-moiſten and deterge the Eyes and the Eye-lids, 
after which it tends to the internal Angle of the Eye, and is abſorbed- 
by the Puna Lachrymalia, and conveyed: to the lachrymal Bag, 
from whence it goes into the Noſe by the Na Canal. - 
In its natural State the /achrymal! Lympha runs off entirely this 
Way; but if the Eyes, the /achryma/ Glands, and the ſmall Glands 
of the Eye-lids are irritated by any ſtrange Body, ſuch as Duſt, 
Muſtard, Pepper, the Vapour of an Onion, Smoak, or the like; or

The Liver ſeparates this Fluid from the venal Blood, brought 
thereto by the Vena Porta, which it receives from the Spleen, Ste- 
mach, Inteftines, and Epiploon, by a ſingle Trunk of a Vein, formed 
of the Re-union of the Veins, which proceed from theſe different 
Parts. For one Part of the Blood comes from the Spleen, when it 
has undergone ſome Change; another Part from the Stomach and 
Inteſtines, where it has been loaded, according to ſome, with Part of 
the Chyle; and another Part comes from the Epiploon, from whence 
it brings Part of the Fat.

This Juice is almoſt inſipid in its natural State, and is analogous 
to the Saliva. Its H is to moiſten the Maſs of Aliments in the 
Duodenum, to ſoften the Bile, to render it more fluid, and to mix with 
it, in order to diſſolve the Aliments more minutely, and to render 
the Chyle more fit to enter the lacteal Veins. _ 

The Ualxs is a ſerous and ſaline Fluid of a Citron Colour, ſepa- 
rated from the Blood, which the emu/gent Arteries carry to the Kid- 
neys, from. whence it deſcends to the Bladder by the Ureters, and is 
emitted from Time to Time by the Canal of the Ureibra.

The Vitat Fuxcrhons are the Circulation of the Blood, the Adios 
of the Brain, and Reſpiration. 

The Circulation of the Blood. is a Motion, by which it is 8 
from the Heart into all Parts of the Body, from whence it is b 

back to the Heart again. This Motion is chiefly cauſed by the Dila- 
tation and Contraction of this Organ, and is the Principle on which 
Liſe depends; for when it ceaſes in any Part, it dies, when it is 
diminiſhed,” the Operations are weak, and when it. ceaſes totally, 
Life is extinguiſhed. 

The Aion of the Brain is to ſeparate a very ſubtle Fluid from the 
Blood, called the animal Spirits, which are diſtributed by the Nerves 
into all Parts of the Body, and. whoſe Motion i is ſo rapid, as to pals 
from the Brain to the Extremities of the Body in an Inſtant, at the 
Command of the Will, and return back with the ſame Rapidity. 
The Brain is the Reſervoir of this F luid, by which the Soul has Per- 
ception of Objects, and performs all caxporeal Actions. 

Reſpiration is an Action by means of which the Air enters into the 
Breaſt, and returns back; it is compoſed of two Motions, the one is 
called Iaſpiration, and the other Expiration. By N the Air 
enters into the Lungs, by Expiration it returns back from thence. 

; Phyſicians are not agreed about the Effects of Reſpiration ; ſome 
think the Air is inſinuated into the Veſſels of the ungs, to give 
greater Fluidity and Motion to the Blood; others that it conveys 
very ſubtile nitrous Corpuſcles thereinto, which gives it the red 
Colour ; others again believe the Air ſerves .to condenſe the Blood, 
which has been heated by Circulation. This is certain, that the 
Air entering into the Lungs, and all the ſmall Ramifications which 
ſurround its Veſicles, is broke, comminuted, and rendered more 
fluid; and that it is deprived of a Seroſtty, which proceeds from the 
Lungs by Perſpiration, in the Form of a Vapour, which is viſible

Its Properties are Fhudity, Elafticity, and Weight ; it is ratified by 
Heat, and condenſed by Cold. la are 
It is ſo nece/ery, that an Animal cannot live a Moment without it, 
and it ſerves for Reſpiration, to tranſmit Sme/ls, Colours, and Sounds. 


By its Fluidity it inſinuates into the Veſicles of the Lungs, and into 


the Blood, by means of the Aliments, By its E/afticiry the ſmall 
Quantity of it contained in the Blood keeps up the Equi/ibrium, with 
the Weight preſſing externally upon our Bodies. als £1 

The Air is ſuſceptible of different Qualities, It may be hot, morft, 
cold, dry, ſerene," pure, and temperate. It is ſubject to Variations, 
more or leſs ſudden, and to be mixed with impure, corrupted, conta- 

tous, metallic, fulphureous Exhalations, which are all prejudicial to 
th. The beſt Quality of the Air is to be pure and ſceueet, void of 
all bad Exhalations, neither too hot nor cold, nor dry, nor moiſt. 

The fudden Changes of the Air are inevitable and dangerous, 
. whence proceed a great Number of Diſeaſes, which reign in the 
Spring and the Autumn, towards the Approach of Winter. Hoſpitals, 
Ggmps, Places where Lead is melted, and the Earth juſt thrown up, 
are generally unhealthy, on account of the bad Exhalations. Lighted 
Charcoal in a cloſe Place fills the Air with ſulphureous Particles, which 
are unwholeſome, and ſometimes kill the ſtrongeſt Perſons. 

Too hot an Air diſpoſes to malignant Fevers; if it be without 
Moiſture, it produces diary and putrid Feuers. Agues are epidemic in 
the Fens of Cambridgtfire the Hundreds of E/ex, and in ſome Parts 
of Kent, on account of the Vapours, which weaken the Fibres of 
the Body, and obſtruct the Pores of the Skin; beſides a co/d and 
moi Conftitution of the Air produces Coughs, Diflillations, Pleuriſier, 
rheumatic Pains, as alſo Agues and Fevers of the like Kind. | 
_  Hedic and conſumptivve People are in great Danger in very hot and in 
very cold Weather, When the Paſſage through the Pores of the Skin 
is ſtopt by Cold, the Patient is apt to fall into a Loeſeneſi, : otherwiſe 
the Legs commonty ſ<well, and afihmatic Symptoms will increaſe. 

The Loſs æubich we ſuſtain daily, makes it neceſſary that it ſhould 
be repaired by Subſtances analogous to thoſe of our Body, ſuch as 
Aliment and Drink, the Sbimulus to which is Hunger and Thirft ; 
Wherefore it is neceſiary to know in general their Kinds and principal 
Qualities, in order to make a proper Choice. 0

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Solid Aliments are taken from Seeds, Fruits, Leaves, Stalks, and 
Roots; of all which the Seed is the moſt laboured, and contains a 
mealy and milky Subſtance, from whence a ſoft Oil may be drawn, 
friendly to human Bodies. m3. 

The principal and moſt general Aliment is Brand, which is made 
of Wheat, Rye, Barley, and Tarky Corn. That of Wheat is moſt 
nouriſhing. ey is dry, and Rye is laxative. . The Cruſt is mo 
eaſy of Digeſtion, the Crum. is more oily and heavy. > 

The other farinaceous Subſiances are Beans, Peaſe, and Lentils, 
which nouriſh thuch, bar ate heavy, windy, and xiſcour; and en- 
ſequently their conſtant Uſe are apt to cauſe Obſtructions. 

Rice, Barley, and Oats, properly prepared, ane moiſtning, emol+ 
lient, and reſtorative. Nuts, Almond:, and Cheſauts are full of a 
nouriſhing Oil, but are hard of Digeſtion. der * 

Fruits which are pulpous and tart, abound with Water, and are 
refreſhing, moiſtning and ſedative, appeaſing the too rapid Motion 
the Blood, quenching Thirſt, and digeſting eafily ; ſuch as Straw- 
berrits, G oofeberries, Currants, Apricocts, and Figs; as alſo Peaches, 
Pears, and Apples. Theſe ſhould be eaten ripe and in a ſmall Quantity 
but they are windy, and therefore are beſt boiled, or baked, — 
made into Sweetmeats. 4 

Pot-herbs and Roots are leſs nouriſhing than the mealy Subſtances. 
Lettice, Succory, Sorrel, Purſelain, refreſh, moiſten, looſen the Belly; 
and appeaſe the Orgaſm of Blood, Artichoaks,  Cellery, Crefſes, Af+ 
paragus, Parſley, are a little A Trufles, Champignons, Garlic, 
Shallots, Pepper, Cloves, N. s, Muſtard, &c, heat very much. 

Animals are terreſtrial, volatile, aquatic, or amphibious. Theſe differ 
greatly with Regard to their Kind, Age, Manner of living and Subs 

nce. * 
Fi nouriſh the leaſt of all Animals, becauſe they abound with 
Phlegm. Young Animals are full of a ſoft and nouriſhing Juice, 
but that of the older is more nouriſhing. The Jaices of the old are 
ſpirituous, gelatinous, and agreeable to the Taſte, but the Fleſh is 
hard and difficult of Digeſtion. n 

Wild Animals are more light and digeſtible than the tame. Their 
white Parts contain a very fucculent Subſtance of tender Fibres, and 
yeild a ſoft Aliment, eaſy of Digeſtion. | . 

Liguid Aliments are Milk, Eggs, Chocolate, Soops, and Broths., _. 

Milt is properly nothing but Chyle, and conſequently does not 
need any great Preparation in the Stomach. It is a good Aliment 
for weak Perſons whoſe Stomachs are languid, and for Children.

Water is the prirci- 
pal, moſt ſalutary, and moſt neceſſary for Life, of which ſoft Water

All thich, muddy, heavy, flale Beer, not ſufficiently boiled, offends 
the Head, generates Wind,  Obſtruftions, the Strangury, n 
and the Cholie.

Spice, Vinegar, &fc. in a ſmall Quantity, may correct the Faults of 


; is Aliment, but are pernicious when uſed to create 'an Appetite ; 


whence your made Diſhes are commonly bad. The Appetite, ex- 
cited by the Quality and Diverſity of the Viands, provokes Per- 
ſons to eat more than they ought ; which cauſes Indigeſtions, fre- 

vent Indiſpoſitions, and ſometimes dangerous Diſeaſes. Therefore 
the Skill of the Cooks of theſe Times contribute greatly to ſhorten 
their Maſters' Lives. 

The Method of preſerving Health therefore is to live upon plain 
Staphe Aliment, lightly ſeaſoned, and in a Quantity agreeable to the 
Age, * of the Stomach, Seaſon of the Year, Sex, Conſtitu- 
tion, and chiefly to what Nature has found by Experience to require. 
For it is as great a Fault to take too much as too little. Perfect Di- 
geſtion is the beſt Rule for regulating a Meal, eſpecially if the Perſon 
is more briſk and lively, after a Repaſt than before. 

We have Examples of many Perſons, who by their Frugality, have 
lived to a very advanced Age; wherefore thoſe that are fond of Life 
and Health, ſhould imitate their Eg: Exceſſes in eating and 


drinking are extremely pernicious.

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Perſons of a delicate Conſtitution, or who are juſt recovered from 
2 Diſeaſe, ſhould uſe ſoft light Aliment, agreeable to the Stomach ;* 
for they make the beſt Chyle. | 

Acrid, tenacious, viſcous Aliment, Pies of all Kind: ; Things that 
are fat, and of a blackiſh Sublance, are generally unfit for Chylifica- 
tion, or render the Chyle bak. | | N e 

Strong, robuſt, young Perſons who uſe much Exerciſe ought to eat 
more than others, and may be more free with the grofſer Kind of 
Aliment: For their Stomachs being ſtrong, the lighter Kind of Food 
would digeſt too eafily, and be diflipated too ſoon. | | 

. Children, whoſe Stomachs are weak, and Veſſels fine, onght 'to ' 
uſe a light, ſlender, thin, ſoft Aliment, eaſy of Digeſtion. Where- 
fore Infants ſhould be fed with fluid Milk, to avoid cauſing Obſtrac- 
tions in their fine and delicate Veſſels. Wherefore the Milk. of a 
Nurſe newly brought to bed is more agreeable to Infants than that of 
one who has been delivered five or fix Months, and whoſe Milk be- 

ins to have too great a Conſiſtence. Nurſes ſhould obſerve an exact 
— and ſhun all Sorts of violent Paſſions; for they diſturb 
Digeſtion, and communicate their bad Effects to their Children. 
When Infants are weaned, they ſhould not be accuſtomed to ſpiritu- 
ous Liquors and ſtrong Food, eſpecially the Salt, and Smoak-dried, 
which are hard of Digeſtion, and yield bad Nouriſhment. The beſt 
Method is to eat a little at a Time and often. | 

In o Axe the Fluids are more thick, the Secretions flow, and the 
Solids more ſtiff than in Youth; wherefore they require leſs Food, 
and of a more ſoft, nouriſhing, moiſtening Kind, eafy of Digeſtion, 
and not too much at a Time, eſpecially in the Evening. 

At all Times of Life, but eſpecially in old Age, the conſtant and 
immoderate Uſe of Salt and {noak-dried Meat, acid and aromatic 
2 — as well as ſpirituous Liquors, tend to harden and to 
ſtiffen the Parts of the Body, inſtead of affording good Nouriſhment ; 
beſides the Digeſtion of theſe Aliments is difficule, and render the 
Blood fo acrid, as to hurt the capillary Veſſels. ifa 

However, an acguired Habit is hard to be leſt off, and we find 
many Perſons enjoy a good State of Health when their Meat and 
Drink are very indifferent, becauſe they are become cuſtomary, and 
they are apt to fall ſick when they attempt to change their Manner of 
Life; for Cuſtom is a ſecond Nature. All great Changes ought to 
be brought about inſenſibly. - Yo! GN 

For this Reaſon it is good not to contract a Habit of any Kind; 
wherefore Perſons of a Conſtitution ſhould live in a. various 
Manner, and refuſe no Kind of Aliment ; and ſhould ſometimes be 
in Town, and ſometimes in the Country ; ſhould uſe much Exerciſe, 
and ſhould even now and then exceed the exact Bounds of Modera- 
tion, and at other Times omit a Meal now and then. 

Hunger ſhews the beſt Time of eating, but Cuſtom confines us to 
certain Hours. Perſons who find no Inebnvenience from dining and 
iupping every Day, need not change their Manner of Life. In

is wanting. and Wen much i is not eaten at a Time, ſomething 
taken between Meals is not amiſs. However, it is neceſſary to: ob- 
ſerve that when the Stomach is bad, Perſons ſhould not nn ge eat 
again till the laſt Meal is digeſted. 

When a Per/on is greatly /atigued, and his Spirits diſſpated, it will 
be neceſſary to reſt before eating. In Caſes of Diſtreſs and Sorrow, 
the Aliment ſhould be very light, and ſmall in Quantity, becauſe the | 
Stomach is weak at tlwſe Times, 

In the Summer, when the Spirits and fluid Parts are apt to evanorates | 
the Aliment ſhould be light, moiſt, fluid, and eaſy of Digeftion, to 
repair the Loſs with greater Speed; whereas in Winter the Stomach 
will admit of groſſer Food. 

As Digeſtion depends in Part on the due Preparation of the Ali- 
ments, it is neceſſary to chew them well, eſpecially if they are hard, 
that they may be more intimately mixed with the Sa/iva ; ſor. thofe 
who eat in a Hurry, without much chewing, are very ſubject to In- 
digeſtions. Por this Reaſon Infants ſhould have little ſolid Aliment, 
and old Perſons, and thoſe who have loſt their Teeth, for Maſtication 

is of excellent Uſe to promote Digeſtion ; whereſore light eu is 
beſt for thoſe who cannot perform it. 

It is not poſſihle for thoſe to preſerve their Health who do not go 
to ſtep in a regular Manner; for Sleep repairs the Spirits, Which are 
diſſipated by watching; and conſequently it reſtores the Strength of 
thoſe who are weak, indiſpoſed, or labour much; it likewiſe pro- 
motes Perſpiration, contributes greatly to Digeſtion, and more to 
Nutrition. 

The Night, when all Nature is in a profound Tranquillity, is the 
moſt proper Time for Sleep; for the Ap. oor of the Body and Mind are 
better reſtored in the Night than in the Day. Thus noQuimal La- 
bour and Lucubrations impair the Health. 

A found undiſturbed Sliep is much the beſt. Unguiet interrupted Sleep 
contribates little to reſtore the Strength, but hinders Perſpiration and 
Digeſtion. 

xerciſe and Cuſtom ought to regulate the Duration of Steep, ſix or 
ſeven Hours at a Time is generally thought to be ſufficient ;. for too 
much Sleep makes a Perſon ſluggiſh, heavy, dulls the Faculties, and 
renders them unfit for Buſineſs, 

Inmoderate watching is as prejudicial to Health as Sleep is benefi- 
cl. It may occaſion great Diſorders in the Animal Oeconomy by 

the Spirits and fluid Parts of the Blood. The beſt Place for 
Sleep is in a dry ſpacious Room, where the Air is good ; for cloſe, 
little, moiſt Places, too much heated, are bad. The beſt Poſture is 
to lie on the right Side at Night, and on the left in the Morning, 
with the Head raiſcd and the Body bent. 

Motion and Re contribute no leſs to Health than Sleep. Motion 
or Exerciſe increaſes the Circulation of the Blood, attenuates and di- 
vides the Fluids, and promotes a regular Perſpiration, as well as a 
due Secretion of all the Humours ; for it accelerates the animal Spi- 
rits, and facilitates their Diſtribution into all the Tibres of the Body, 

which 
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which ſtrengthens the Parts, creates an Appetite, and helps Digeſtion · 
Whence it atiſes that thoſe who accuſtom themſelves to Exerciſe are 
generally very robuſt, and ſeldom ſubje& to Diſeaſe. 
But immoderate Exerciſe diſſipates the Spirits, weakens the Body, 
on =" Elaſticity of the Fibres, and exhauſts the fluid Parts of 
the Blood.

Exerciſe may be ſaid to be either active or paſhve ; the aclive is 
walking, hunting, dancing, playing at Bowis, and the like: as alſo 
ſpeaking, and other Labour of the Body and Mind.

Paſſions of the Mind in general chiefly affect the Stomach, 
invert its Motion, hinder Digeſtion and Chylification, whence many 
Crudities ariſe, fruitful of various Diſeaſes; and it is very dangerous 
after violent Commotions of the Mind, to ſit down to a Meal, or 
during that Time, to be greatly affected with any Accident that may 
happen.

A Diss is commonly defined to be a Change of the natural 
State into a preternatural, to which may be added, that one or more 
of the Fun#ions of the Body are hurt. * 
The Names and Differentes of Diſeaſes are taken from the Subfances 
which they primarily affect, that is, either the SoLrps or the FL ups, 
and from ſome other particular Circumſtances wherewith they are ac- 


companied. | 

Thoſe which attack the Sola are called 8SiuIL AR and Ox ANI, 
and thoſe which affect the Fluidi are thePLETHOR a and CAcoch ur. 

Of SiMiLar Diſeaſes ſome conſiſt in the Atonia or Relaxation of 
the Fibres, others in their Contra&ion, and others in their Ruptures. 

OrGanic Diſeaſes are of two Kinds; the fr? ariſes from a bad 
Conformation. This includes Tumours of, and Excaſſes or Defeds in, 
any Member, Hare Lips, Luxation, Hernias, &c. 7 

The ſecond is a Solution of Continuity, ſuch as Wounds and Ulcers in 
the ſoft Paris; Fractures and Caries of the Bones. | 7 
"A PLETHORA is too great a Quantity of the Fluids which reſtrains 
the Functions. It may be either general or particular. 

A Cacocnyymy is an Alteration of one or more of the Fluids 
which diſorders the Functions. 7 
" Befides theſe Diffin#ions, Dis Ass are divided into other Claſſes 
with Regard to the Circumſtances which attend them. - 
Some are acute and Hort, others long The former ariſe from the 
inflammatory Staſes of the Viſcera, or from the nervo-membranaceous 
Parts being hurt by an acrid cauſtic Matter. The latter from a Stag- 
nation of the Blood and Humours, and Spaſms. 

Some Diſeaſes are CONTINUAL, others INTERMITTING. The 
continual are when the Acceſſions or Symptoms are urgent without I- 
termiſſion, becauſe the Cauſes adhere firmly to the Genus nervo/um and 
membranaceous Parts, and produce an univerſal Gand continual Spaſm, 
as in Feuern. But when the Cauſes are lodged in the Prime Vie or 
the Excretories, then the Spaſms intermit, the Symptoms are appeaſed, 
and the Diſeaſe becomes pertodical, | 

Of AcuTe Difeaſes ſome are BENIGN others MALIGNanT. In 
the former the Cauſe is not of fo pernicious a Nature, nor ſo prone 
to Corruption as the malignant, which ſoon induce Putrefaclion, and 


are moſt deſtructive to the Strength and Life, 


CHzonic 
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CHRonic Diſeaſes are malignant when the Juices are very inpure 
and prone to a putrid Corruption. Thus a Gonorrhea, the P/ora, in- 
termitting Fevers, the Scurvy, a Diarrbæa, may be either benign or 
malignant. 3 | 

Some are common Or EPIDEMIC: Theſe invade many in the ſame 
Place, and proceed from a vitiated Air. Others are POD, and 
attack Perſons here and there, and are derived from a bad Diet and 
Manner of living. 12110 

Diſeaſes are likewiſe END EMI and 'PanDEMIC. The endemrc are 
proper to certain Places, and as it were Inmates, and ariſe from the 
Air, Situation, common depraved Diet, and bad Water. The pandemic 
affect the People in general at one and the ſame Time, without Regard 
to Sex, Age, Condition, or Temperament; ſuch as peflilential Diſeaſes. 
Hither may be referred Camp- Diſeaſes arifing from a bad Diet, Nafti- 
neſs, Marſhy Places, Scarcity, Famine, unwholeſome flagnating Waters, 
and the like. / | N 

Some Diſeaſes are conTactous or igſectioas, and others not. 
The infz4ious proceed from a fubtile Miaſma of a fermentative Na- 
ture, 12 paſſes with the Air and Aliments into the Stomach, at 
firſt infecting and corrupting the Humcurs therein contained, and af- 
terwards the Lympha and Blood. Theſe are the Plague, ſpotted, dyſen- 
terical, and malignant catarrhal Fevers; as alſo the Small. por and 
Meaſles. Among chronic Diſeaſes, the contagious are the Itch, Leproſy, 
the French Pox, a Clap, and bad conditioned Ulcers. It is worthy 
Remark, that all acute Fevers which ariſe from an inflammatory Stafis 
of the BLoop, and chronic Diſeaſes, which proceed from a Cor- 
ruption of the Viſcera, are not infe#ious; whereas thoſe which are 
attended with a Corruption and. Putrefaction of the LYMPHA are of a 
fermentative and contagious Nature. 

Diſeaſes are su LE or COMPLICATED, ariſing from one or more 
proximate Cauſes, Thus the endemic and epidemic Diſeaſes may be 
mingled. Fevers of all Kinds, the Small-pox, and Meaſles may at- 
tack the Cacochymic, Scorbutic, Hypochondriac, the Arthritic, and 
thoſe who labour with the Lues Venerea, or are troubled with Worms, 
and then they are harder to cure. 191445 

Some Diſeaſes are IbiorATHH0é, others $YMPTOMATIC.:, The 
former diſturb the Function where they are ſeated ; but when the 
Cauſe of the Diſeaſe reſides in any other Place, beſides the Part 
wherein the Fundlions are diſturbed, it is ymptomatic. Thus Breeding 
of Teeth produces Epilepfies and Conwulfions ; Diſorders in the Stomach, 
from acid Crudities, producing Spams and Inflations, cauſe the Ler- 
tigo, Head. ach, Noiſe in the Ears, Deafneſs, and Melancholy. Thus 
vomiting is ſymptomatic in Fits of the Gravel; a Cough from a Con- 
geſtion of a Suburra of acid and acrid Humour in the Prime Vie. 
An Epilepſy is idiopathic, ariſing from a fractured Skull. A Cough, 
when there are Tabercles, Obſtructions, or Vomice in the Lungs. Vo- 
miting, when the Pylorus or Duodenum are eroded by a corroũve bili- 
ous Humour. 


There a e Di/e-fes which are apt to return, as Agues, Hæmorrbages,

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womiting of Blood, Afthmas, Palfies, Apoplexies, and Pains of the 
Head. Some chronic Diſeaſes will ſometimes appear again aſter they 
ſeem to be-cured ; for Inſtance, the Jaundice, Drop/y, Phthifis, Lues

Diſeaſes are likewiſe anxiveRSARY, which return at a certain 
Seaſon of the Year, particularly the Spring and Autumn. 
They are diſtinguiſhed alſo into RECENT and IiNvETERATE, the 
ſormer are more eaſily cured. _. | 
Some Diſeaſes are yerEDITARY, others aDvenTITIOUs. The 
former depend on the native Weakneſs or Faultineſs of ſome lid 
Part; the latter on a bad Diet and Way of Life, which rather deſtroy 
the/Crafis of the Fluids. | | | 
Diſeaſes are concrvovs and 'inNconGRUOUs, The former are 
agreeable to a certain Age, Temperament, Sex, and Seaſon of the Year. 
Thus the Epileph, Small-pox, and Meaſles are more proper to Infancy ; 
the Piles and Apoplexy to old Perſons ; tertian Agues, to the Summer; 
for if they happen in Autumn they are very obſtinate. If the Menſes 
continue after fifty they greatly overflow. Pluriſies are eaſily cured 
in young Perſons, but not in old. | 
Some obſerve that from fancy to old Age Diſeaſes generally deſcend 
from the Head to the loaver Parts. Thus Infants are troubled with 
Achores, Tinea Capitis, the Cruſta lactea, Fluxions from the Ears, Epi- 
lepfies, Famours of the Glands, Parotides, Ophthalmias, Lippitudes. 
When- Children are growing up they are ſubje to Head-aches, Ca- 
tarrhs, and Coryzas. Young Perſons and Men are more liable to Diſ- 
eaſes of the Breaſt, dry Conghs, true and baftard Pleurifies, Peripneu- 
monies, Vomice of the Lungs, Conſumptions, burning Fewers, and Co/- 
tiveneſs. In green old Age the Bleeding and blind Piles ; Flatulencies, 
the Jaundice, Quartans, Cathexies, the Gravel, and flatulent Colics. 
In more advanced Years, the Scuruy, Cachexy, Strangury, Stone of the 
Bladder, Teneſmus, ulcerated Piles, the fixed Gout, the Sciatica, or 
Hip-gout, the Gonagra, or Knee-gout, Maraſmus, Atrophy, and 
Bloody Urine.

PER10D1ICAL Diſeaſes return at a fated Time, in a certain Month, 
at the Changes of the Moon; or in a certain Week, Day, or Hour. 
The Periods of the Menſes and bleeding Piles are well known. It has 
likewiſe been found by long Experience, that the Bleeding at the Noſe, 
and Spitting of Blood have returned monthly, with Coldneſi of the 
Extremities, Nor is it uncommon for Women, whoſe Men/es are ſup- 
preſſed, to vomit Blood every Month. Agues not only return on 
certain Days but Hours likewiſe. Many Phyſicians of the firſt Class 
_ thele periodical Returns to the Influence of the Moon and other 

nets. 

RETROGRADE Diſeaſes are thoſe wherein the peccant Matter being 
thrown out on the external Parts, leaves its Station and returns to the 
internal, where it occupies the nervous Parts, and produces the mol: 
grievous Maladies. If it falls on the Brain or its Membranes, there 
will ariſe Phrenſies, epileptic Convulſions, Paiſies, Aphonias, Gutta Se- 
renat, and Loſs of Memory. If it affects the Præcordia, it will bring on 
the convul/ive Aſthma, the ferine Cough, the ſuffocating Catarrh, difficult 
Breathing, and Loſs of Strength. If it attacks the Stomach, thence will 
proceed moſt violent Pains, Cardialgiæ, Hiccups, Diarrbæat, and dan- 
gerous Inflammations of theſe Parts. In this Caſe the Phyſician muſt 
abſtain from all Repellents, Cathartics, Emetics, and Bleeding, and 
keep the Body in a gentle equable Perſpiration, taking Care not to 
meddle with Topics. | 

ManiFesT Diſeaſes are thoſe whoſe Cauſes are eaſily known; the 
OccuLrT are either ew, or ſuch whoſe Nature, Cauſes, and Events 
are not diſcovered. This is the S 74 of Hypocrates which Syden- 
ham ſuſpected to be owing to the peculiar Configuration of the Cele/- 
tial Bodies; to ſuch a Cauſe Cambden, in his Britamia, aſcribes the 
Sweating Sickneſi. In theſe Caſes 4t will be ſafeſt to give the wweake# 
Medicines ; ſuch as fixed Diaphoretics, gentle Laxatives, and temperate 
Analeptics.

Fzvers are known by a frequent Pulſe, and begins with Shivering, 
which is ſucceeded by Heat. In Infants the Pulſe beats about 100 
Times in a Minute; in Adults 70; in old Perſons 60; therefore when 
theſe Numbers are remarkably exceeded the Pulſe is frequent. |, 

InTERMITTING Fevers have ſeveral Fits in fourteen Days, 
which appear and diſappear by Turns. | 

A QuorT1D1an Fever, or Ague returns every other Day, at the 
ſame Hour, and the Fit is terminated in leſs than 24 Hours. | 
A TerTtian has an Jntermiſjon of two Days, and generally be- 
gins about nine in the Morning ; thoſe that come in the Nighe are of 
— - 2m Kind. The Shivering or Shaking ſeems to come from the 

ck. 7 

A QuarTan has an Intermiſſion of three Days; the cold Fit 
continues about two Hours, without Vomiting, &c. and the Heat ter- 
minates in about five or fix, without any remarkable Evacuation. 
The Head during that Time ſeems uncommonly heavy. 5 

ConTinuar FEvers are thoſe which have no remarkable Re. 
miſſion or Excerbation through their whole Courſe. | 

An ErHEMERA is terminated in twenty-four Hours. The Shiwer- 
ing is but ſmall, the Pulſe large and frequent, the Face red, the Heat 
moderate ; there is a Laſſitude, a Pain in the Head, Want of Sleep. 
It goes off by Sweating. / | | 

A CaTarRHAL Fever generally begins in the Evening with Shi- 
vering and Coldneſs of the Extremities, Coftiveneſs, a Deſire of making 
Water, which yet is but little; an «univer/al Languor, a falſe Appe- 
tite, Thirſt, difficult Swallowing, a Stimulus in the Larynx, Heat in 
the Neoftrils and Fauces ; after which Sneezing, a Heawine/s of the 
Breaſt. At Night Heat with a guick Pulſe, a wiolent Cough, a Heat 
in the Fauces, troubled Sleep: In the Morning Sweating, Heavineſs, 
and a Torpor of the whole Body, Want of Appetite. It goes off by 
a Sweat, by hawking up viſcid Phlegm, by a Running at the Noſe, 
or by a Diarrhea. | 

The HecT1ic Fever is attended with continual Heat, the Pulſe is 
hard, quick, and unequal ; the Skin and Tongue are hard, rough, and 
dry; there is a FlySing in the Cheeks, the Body is weak, flaccid, 
and continually waſting, and the Zones ſtick out in every Part. 

The SLow Fewer has milder Symptoms, and before Noon the Pulſe 
is natural; the Appetite is not ſo bad, the Weakneſs ſo great, nor the 
Skin ſo dry. The Urine is not ſo dark-coloured. 4 
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A Lodchial Fever happens from. an Obſtruction of the Lochia in 
Childbed Women. 9 1 5 ve” 

The Nervous Fever begins with Symptoms /o flight that the Pati- 
ent can ſcarce believe himſelf ill. He is at firſt AH, and ſeels a 
little Chillneſi, with now and then a Fluſb of Heat; Laſſitude, Hea- 
vineſs, and Dejection of Mind, Heavinefs or Giddineſs in the Head, 
a Dijreliſh of every Thing; little Thirſt, an Inclination to vomit ; 
the Pulſe is low, quick, and unequal; it is generally worſe in the Evening. 

The SMALL-Pox is an eruptive contagious Feuer, which on the 
fourth Day throws out red Spots on the Skin, which growing to /ar, 
Puſtules, are filled with a virulent Matter, ſuppurate, dry, fall of, 
and leave Pits behind them. Sometimes the Matter is watry or ſerous. 
It is divided into 4:#in& and confluent. 

The MEasLES are aneruptive catarrhal Fever, generally epidemic, 
which drives out an acrid cauſtic Matter in the Form of red Spots, 
like Flea-bites, which appear on the fourth Day. | 

The SCARLET Fever is known by the red broad Spots on the Shin, 
of a ſcarlet Colour. They appear on the i Days of the Fever, 
ſometimes before the Fewer is perceived. They are ſeen in the Face, 
where ſpotted Fevers ſcarce ever appear, but without any Elevation. 

The MiLiAxx Fever is diſtinguiſhed by red or white Puſtules 
about the Size of Millet or Poppy-/eed. Sometimes they contain a 
pellucid Fluid. They appear on the third or fourth Day, ſometimes 
not till the ſeventh or fourteenth. bed | 

MaLticnant or Purzip Fevers are attended with a ſudden Loſs of 
Strength ; the Pulſe is tenſe and hard, but quick and ſmall. There is a 
Head-ach, Giddineſs, Nauſea, and Vomiting. The Tongue 1s white at 
firſt, but becomes daily dark and dry, at laſt tiff and black. Some- 
times they are epidemic, attended with Spots, which break out on the 
fourth or ſeventh Days. 

SpoTTED Fewers, properly ſo called, are contagious and greatly 
Malignant. The Head in an Inſtant perceives its dire Effects, and 
nothing ſooner ſubdues the Strength than theſe. They are attended 
with Spots of various Colours, which break out on the fourth, f/th, 
or ſeventh Day, chiefly on the Back and Loins. They are frequent 
in 


PESTILENTIAL Fever are the acute? of all, and proceed from a 
poiſonous Miaſma brought from the Eaſtern Countries, and are at- 
tended with Buboes, and Carbuncles. They differ from other contagious, 
malignant, and ſpotted Fevers in being ſo very acute, for they | vr, 
times kill the fix! or ſecond Day. | 

An Erxys1iyELACeous Fever may properly be placed among the 
eruptive, which. by an intenſe Motion of the Blood and Humours 
drives an acrid Serum of a ſulphureous cauſtic Nature, to the extreme 
Parts, with a Tumour, Redneſs, Heat, and Pain. The Tumour attacks 
a particular Part, often the Face, and is of the Colour of a Rofe. 

INFLAMMATORY Fevers ariſe when the Blood or Humours are con- 


geſted contrary to Nature, and greatly ſtretch and preſs the Nervous

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The SrOCCHA or SANGUINEoOUs Fewer is acute and continual, being 
excited by the Blood too much congeſted in the nerwo-membraneout 
Parts, which, unleſs timely diſcuſſed by the Benefit of Nature and 
Art, induces a fatal Inflammation. It begins with a /ight Shivering, 
and a very gentle Senſe of Cold, and ſoon diſcovers the moſt violent 
Symptoms, which continue till the Time of the Cris.

It is ſometimes very acute, the 
Symptoms are more vehement, cauſing a violent Inflammation of the 
Stomach or Duodenum, which kills the Patient before the eventh Day.

A PerIPNEUMONY is an Inflammation of the Lungs, attended with 
Difficulty of Breathing, Weight in the Breaſt, a Cough, and a purulent 
Spitting. | 

* Prev 15Y has been generally underſtood to be an 1» fammation 
of the Pleura, but Hoffman, taught by many Diſſections, affirms, 
that it is of the Syperficies of the membranous SubMlance of the Lungs. It 
is attended with an acute and pricking Pain of the Side, Difficulty of 
Breathing, immoderate Heat, a hard, frequent Pulſe, a dry, or a moiſt 
Cough, and ſometimes a bloody Spitting. f | 

A PARAPHRENIT1S, or Inflammation of the Diaphragm, is attended 
with the uſual Symptoms of a Fewer; beſides which the Breathing is 
thick, ſhort, and ſuffocating, and performed only by the Motion of 
the Thorax.

St. Vitus's Dance is attended with wague and violent ſpa/modic 
Mations, in which all Parts of the Body are agitated inwoluntariy 
with various antic Potures and ridiculous Gefliculations. 1 

A CaTaLeyPs1s is known by an Abolition of all the Senſes and 
voluntary Motions, and the Body continues in the /me Poſture as it 
was in at the Attack of the Diſeaſe. The Force of the Imagination 1s 
greatly increaſed, inſomuch that the Patient, when recovered, fan- 
cies he has been in a Trance. 

The BeriBery of the Eaft-Indies is attended with an ani venſal 
Laſſitude of the Body; the Motion of the Hands and Feet are depraved 
and have a trembling Motion, with a Kind of tingling.

A Spoonful or two of reftified Spirits of Wine will 
throw Cats into terrible Convulſions. | 

All Poiſons act by the extreme Subrlity of their Parts, whereby they 
infinuate themſelves into the nervous Parts, and induce the moſt ix- 
tenſe Motions. This is evident in the Plagae, whoſe Contagion is com- 
municated by a moſt bie Vapor. This alſo appears from the Bites 
of mad Animals, and from Poiſons inſtilled into Wounds. G, of 
Antimony communicates an emetic Quality to Wine without any ſenſible 
Loſs of Subſtance. The Decoction of Quickſilver in Water will 
kill Worms. bit Hellebore, Aurum, Tobacco-leaves, Colocynthis, 
loſe their deleterious purging Qualily, and the Seeds of Datura, 
Henbane, and Night/hade their narcotic Effefts, if boiled a confiderable 
Time in Water, that their fine Parts may evaporate, Cobalt and 
Arſenic, though hard to diſſolve, will, if boiled, communicate their 
Virulence to Water. They made a terrible Havock with this Water 
at Rome in the Time of Pope Alexander. ! 

Poiſons, eſpecially the mineral and vegetable, exert their gernicioui 
Effefs principally on the Stomach, which is a very nervous and /enfo- 
ble Part. This appears from its producing Cardialgiz, Anxiettes, 
Conflrifions, and Compreſſions of the Prrcordia, Nauſem, Vomitings, 
Inflammations, Spots, and ſpacelous Stigmata, Which are ſeen a 
Death. And as foor as the Virulence infinuates itſelf into the perwous 
Fibres of the Stomach, it is preſently diffuſed through the nervous 
Syſtem, and creates hoſtile Spa/ms. 291 | 

Since Poiſons act by the extreme Subtlety of their Parts, it is no 
Wonder they are more pernicious in Wounds oxttoardly, than in a 
larger Doſe taken 7wardly. It is well known that the French and 
Spaniſh Hunters formerly uſed to kill the Deer with Darts anointed 
with the Juice of White Hellebore. Others dipped the Points of their 
Darts in the Juice of Napellus, that the Wounds made by thoſe. 
Weapons might be mortal. It is ſaid that the Bantamites poiſon their 
Javelint with a Preparation of Citron Juice and Arſenic. Hildahus 
affirms,” that a fmall Quantity of Arſenic applied to cancerous Ulcers 
has oceafioned Fewers, Deliria, and Comvulficens. Wepfer declares, 
that the Head having been anointed with Arſenic and Butter have 
cauſed a Fewer, Deliria, a Syncope, Swelling of the Head and Death.

Such is the Nature of a virulent Miaſma, that by acting on the Fluid, 
it is ſtrangely, propagated and multiplied, and a fine Vapour proceeding 
therefrom infects others with the ſame Diſeaſe.

The P/oas ariſes from the laſt Vertebra of the Back, and the four ſu- 
perior of the Loins, and is inſerted into the leſſer Trochanter. 
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The Macus ariſes from the concave Part of the Os Ilium, and is inſert- 
ed into the leſſer Trochanter. The Padtinæus ariſes from the Os Pubiz, 
near the joining of the Bone with its Fellow, and terminates in the Li- 
nea aſpera, four Fingers' Breadth, below the leſſer Trochanter. ( 

The Glutzi Muſcles are three, the Maximus, Medius, and Minimus, all 
which ariſe from the external Superficies of the //ium, 1chium, and Os 
Sacrum. The Maximus terminates four Fingers Breadth below the 
greater Trochanter ; but the Medius and Minimus in the Trochanter itſelf. 
The firſt and ſecond Heads of the Triceps ariſe near the Synchondrofis of 
the Pubes ; the third from the Tubercle ot the Os 8 and is inſerted 
into the whole Length of the Linea aſtera of the Os Femoris. :

The Faſcia lata ariſes fleſhy from the ſuperior and anterior Spine of 
the /ium externally, but ſoon becomes membranous, and is joined by 
a conſiderable Detachment, from the Tendon of the Gluteus Maximus, 
and from the Linea aſpera of the Thigh-bone, and then covering in an 
eſpecial Manner the Yafius Externus, is inſerted at the Top of the Tibia, 
and Fibula, and then proceeds to join the Faſcia, which covers the upper 
Part of the Muſcles, fituate on the Outſide of the Tibia, and from which 
a great Part of the Fibres of thoſe Muſcles ariſe.

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T has been already obſerved, that a human Body is divided into the 

Head, the Neck, the Thorax, the Abdomen, and the Extremities. In 
the Trunk of the Body, which-excludes the Extremities, are three Capa- 
cities or Venters, the Head, the Breaſi or Thorax, and the Abdomen. 

The V1scERa, of which we are now treating, are contained in the 
Thorax and Abdomen. The Abdomen, or lower Venter, is extended from 
the Diaphragm to the Groin and the Os Pubis. The Regions into which 
it is divided have been already mentioned ; but, with regard to Surgery, 
it is neceſſary to be more particular, that the Situation and Conſtruction 
of the Viſcera may be better known, and that Wounds happening in thoſe 
Parts may be more ſkilfully managed. 

The ABDOMEN is divided into the anterior and poſterior Parts. The 
anterior is divided into three Regions, the ſuperior is called the Epiga/- 
tric, the middle the Umbilical, and the inferior the Hypogaſiric. Each of 
theſe are ſub-divided into three other Parts, namely, a Middle and two 
Laterals. The firſt, which is the Epigaſiric, commences at the Enfiform 
Carti age and terminates two Fingers' Breadth above the Navel ; the 
Middle of which is named Epigaſirium, and the Sides are called Hypo- 
condria. The Epigaſtric Region contains the Stomach, the Pancreas, and 
Part of the Colon. The right Hypochondrium contains the large Lobe of 
the Liver, the Gall. Bladder, and that Part of the Colon which touches 
this Bladder, by which at this Place it is tinged of a Saffron Colour. 
The 4% contains a Part of the Stomach, the /plenic Vein, and Artery, a 
Part of the Colon, and the Spleen. 

The ſecond is the umbilical Region, and begins where the former ends, 
and is extended two Fingers' Breadth below the Navel, retaining the 
Name of the whole. It contains the greateſt Part of the Inteftinum Du- 
odenum and Meſentery. On each Side are the Region of the Loins. The 
Right contains a Part of the Colon, the right Kidney, the Meſenteric and 
emulgent Veins and Arteries, The Left, the left Kidney, with Part of the 
Colon, and the emulgent Veins and Arteries. 
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The third is the Hypogaſtric Region, which begins where the former 
ends, and reaches to des N She middle is called the Hypegaſtrium, 
and its Sides the Ilia, which are alſo right and left. Under the Hypo- 
gafirium lie the Refum, the Bladder in Men, the Uterus in Women, and 
the //ium.

The lower Part of the Hypogaſtric Region is divided into three: the

The poſterior Part of the Abdomen is extended from the loweſt Ribs 
to the Extremity of the Os Sacrum, in which the Buttocks are com- 
prehended. 

The lower Venter is likewiſe divided into the Parts contained and the 
Parts containing. The Parts containing, proper to the lower Venter, are 
the Muſcles of the Abdomen and the Peritonæum. 

The Muſcles occupy the greateſt Part of the whole Extent of the Belly; 
on which appears the Linea alba, which runs along the Middle of the 
Abdomen, from the Sternum to the JunQure of the O/a Pubis. It is formed 
of the Tendons of theſe Muſcles interwoven with each other. In the 
Middle of this is the Navel. There are five Pair: 1. The Re&us, fo 
called, becauſe its Fibres run ſtreight along from the Sternum and Canti- 
lages of the Ribs to the Os Pabis. 2. The Obliguus deſcendens, which 
ariſes from the fifth, fixth, ſeventh, eighth, ninth, tenth, and eleventh 
Ribs, and ends by its Aponeurofis in the Spine of the 1/ium, the Os Pulis, 
and the Linea alba. 3. The Obliquus aſcendens, which ariſes from the 
Oſa 1lii, the Os Sacrum, and the Spines of the Loins, and is inſerted 
partly into the lower Margin of the ſpurious Ribs, and partly into the 
Linea alba. 4. The Tranſverſalis, which proceeds from the tranſverſe 
Proceſſes of the Loins, is connected to the — and terminates in 
the Linea alba. 5. The Pyramidalis; the Baſis of this ſmall Muſcle 
ariſes broad from the JunQure of the Oſa Pubis, and grows gradually 
narrow, ending in a ſmall Tendon which is inſerted into the Linea alba.

It is 
perforated in two Places, one for the Paſſage of the Oe/ephagus, the other 
for the Redum. It ſcnds two Proceſſes out of the Abdomen, which in- 
volve the ſpermatic Veſſels and the Teftes. 

The UnnB1L1cus, or Naver, is made by the Re- union of the umbi- 
lical Veſſels, which are cut after tying, when an Infant is juſt born. 
Theſe Veſſels are the umbilical Vein, Artery, and Urachus, which drying 
become uſeleſs after the Birth, except the Urachus, which ſerves to ſuſpend 
the Bottom of the Bladder. Th 
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The Abdatzen contains the Qmentzm, the Inteftines, the Meſentery, the 
$:emach, the Liver, the Spleen, the Kidneys, the Urinary Bladder, the Pan- 
creas, the ſeminal Veſſels, the Uterus, the Aorta, or great Artery, the Vena 
Cava, the Venn Porte, the iliac, the emulgent, the meſenteric, and other 
Fins and Arteries. 2 wx, Kenn an 

The OMENTUM, or 2 is a fatty Membrane which lies under 
the Peritoneum next to the Inteſtines, and is commonly extended from 
the Stomach to the Navel. But in very fat Perſons it deſcends to the 
Bottom of the Belly and into the Groin, where it cauſes a Tumour called 
Epiplocele. It is connected to the Bottom of the Stomach, the Duadenum, 
and Spleen ; as alſo to the Colon and Pancreas, The lower Part hangs 
looſe, and fluctuates. Its Uſe is, by its Slipperyneſs, to aſſiſt the Motion 
of the Inteſtines, to defend them from Cold, to aſſiſt the Preparation of 
the Bile, by ſupplying it with Fat, for whatever flows back from the 
Omentum enters So Liver; to temperate the Acrimony of the Humours, 
and perhaps to ſupply occaſionally the Defe& of Nouriſtiment. | 

The VENTRICULUs, or S/omach. From the Mouth to the Anus, runs 
a long continued and membranous Canal, compoſed of the ſame Plans 
of Fibres throughout its whole Extent : But it grows large or ſtrait, in 
different Places, changes its Figure, and is called by different Names. 
The firſt Portion of this Canal is called the Oxs0ynacus, which reaches 
from the Root of the Tongue to the under Part of the Diaphragm, where 
it is conſiderably enlarged, aſſumes the Shape of the Pouch of a Bagpipe, 
and is called the Stomach, the Magnitude of which differs in different 
Subjects. It is compoſed of two Membranes, one of which is common 
and two proper. The common or exterior Membrane is not ſo thick as 
the two proper, which it covers. The ſecond or middle is compoſed of 
ſtrait, oblique, and tranſverſe Fibres, capable of being extended or con- 
trated, in Proportion to the Quantity of Aliments which it receives. 
The third is nerwous, cauſing the Wrinkles ; it is full of ſmall Glands, 


which ſecrete the Gaſtric Liguor, To theſe ſome add a fourth, called 


the villous Coat, which adheres cloſely to the former. It has tvs Orifices, 
the left called Cardia, and the right termed the Py/orus, The Uſe is to 
receive, contain, diſſolve, and change the Aliment, and then expel it thro 
the Py/orus. From the Stomach proceeds the Senſation of Hunger. 
The InTEesTiNEs are long, round, hollow Bodies, which extend from 
the lower Orifice of the Stomach to the Au They are deſigned to re- 
ceive the Chyle and the Excrements. They are ſituated in the Cavi 
of the lower belly, of which they fill the greateſt Part from the Stomac 
to the Os Pubis, and are covered with the Epip/oon. They are connected 
to the Loins by Means of the Meſentery, which ties them together, in 
ſuch a Manner, that the ſmall ones are in the Middle, and the large 
form a Kind of Circle round about them. | ' 
The ſmall Inteſtines are three; the Duodenum, the Jejunum, and 
the //ium. The great are likewiſe three, the Cæcum, the Colon, and the 
Reftum. They have four Coats as well as the Stomach, which are 
more thin in the ſmall Inteftines, and more thick in the great. They 
have a periftaltic or vermicular Motion, which is performed by the annu- 
lar Fibres, which run the whole Length of the Inteftines, like an Helix, 
or Screw, This Motion is very gentle and undulatory, that the more 
ſubtle Part of the concocted Aliments, turned into Chyle, may have 
Time to enter the Y7//z of the Inteſtines, and the Mouths of the lacteal 
I 4 Veſſels: 
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Veſſels : This likewiſe forwards the Exit of the groſs 
Maſs that is left behind, This Motion in the Liac Paſſion is mverted, 
as alſo in an incarcerated Hernia ; and then the Excrements are voided 
by the Mouth. re 

The ir (mall Inteſtine is the Duodenum, ſo called becauſe it is about 
twelve Inches long. About four Inches below its Beginning, this In- 
teſtine is perforated by the pancreatic and bilious Dudts, which convey the 

creatic Juice and the Bile into this Inteſtine. | 

The ſecond is the Jejunum, which has its Name from being more empty 
than the reſt, becauſe of the great Quantity of lacteal Veſſels contained 
therein, which carry off the Chyle towards its Receptaculum. It makes a 
third Part of the ſmall Guts, and is ſeated in the Region above the Navel. 

The third is the um, which is of a little darker Colour than the for. 

mer, and has fewer Lacteals. It is generally ſeated below the Navel, 
near the O/a Iii. It begins where the Valves, which are in the former, 
begin to diſappear, and ends at the Cæcum. This generally forms the 
Hernia, called Enterocele. It is alſo the Seat of twiſting of the Gut, 
or Jliac Paſſion. This is the longeſt of all the Inteſtines. 
Tie firft great Intefline is the Cæcum; but though it is called great, af. 
ter the Antients, it is leſs than an Earth-worm, and hangs down like the 
Finger of a Glove. It has a ſmall Orifice opening into the Colon, and 
is not perforated as its other Extremity. It is ſeated in the right Hypo- 
chondrium, above the Kidney. Some call this a Vermiform Appendix, and 
ſay the Gut itſelf is three ur four Fingers“ Breadth long, made like a 
Pocket, and is that thick globous Part of the Colon which is appended 
to the Jlium. - | | 

The ſecond is the Colon, which is the largeſt of the great Inteſtiner; it 

begins at the Cæcum, towards the right Kidney, to which it is connected, 
and aſcending under the hollow Part of the Liver, it touches the Gall. 
Bladder ; after which it paſſes under the Stomach, and is connected to 
the Spleen and left Kidney ; from whence it deſcends to the Os Sacrum, 
making the Figure of an 8. At its Beginning, it has a circular Valve, 
which ſuffers the Excrements to paſs, but hinders their Return. 
The /aft is the Rectum, which is ſo called becauſe it deſcends direQly 
from the loweſt Vertebra of the Loins to the Anus, where it ends, and 
is about two Hands Breadth long. It is the moſt fleſhy and thick of all 
the reſt, and is ſtrongly connected to the Neck of the Bladder in Men, 
and to the Vagina in Women. Its Extremity, the Anus, has three 
Muſcles, a Sphindier and two Elrwatores. 

Some Aratomifts affirm the Inteſtines have five Coats: 1. The men- 
branous or common, from the Peritonzum. 2. The Cellulus of Ruyſch, 
continued to the Meſentery, which may be rendered viſible by Inflation. 
3- The Muſculous, compoſed of a double Order of Fibres, longitudinal 
and annular, ſerving for the Motion of the Inteſtines. 4. The Nerve, 
furniſhed with Glands, Veſſels, and Cells: This is larger than the reſt, 
whence proceed Wrinkles and Valves. 5. The Villous, ſuſtaining the 
Ends of excretory Ducts, and the Beginning of the Lacteals; whence, 
if accurately examined, it appears like a Sieve, and is the Organ of the 
Percolation of the Chyle. h 

The MEesEnTERY is a double Membrane, fituated in the Middle of 
the Belly, and of a Figure almoſt circular. It is about three or four 


Inches in Diameter: It lies in Folds like Ruffles, and when Cm 
a 


. 
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about three Ells in Circumference, round about which the Inteſtines are 
connected. It ſuſtains the Veſſels going to and from the Guts, wiz. Ar- 
teries, Veins, Lymphadu#:, Ladeals, and Nerves, and alſo many Glands 
called from their Situation Meſenteric. When the Chyle is bad, and 
forms ObſtruQtions, theſe Glands ſwell conſiderably, eſpecially in thoſe 
who are afflicted with the Ling Evil. 

The Lives is the largeſt Vicus in the Body, and is of a duſky red 
Colour. It is ſituated immediately under the Diaphragm, in the right 
Hypochondrium. Its exterior Side is convex, and interior concave. Back- 
wards towards the Ribs it is thick, and thin on the fore Part, where it 
covers the upper Side of the Stomach, and ſome Part of the Guts. On 
the concave Side is the GaLL-BLapper, or Receptacle of the Bile, 
From the Gall-bladder towards the Duodenum runs the Cyſlic Dad, and 
from the Liver to this Duct another called the Hepatic, which carries off 
the Bile this Way, when the Gall-bladder is full. The Cy/ic and Hepa- 
tic Ducts unite and form another, called the Ductus communis Choledocus, 


which enters the Duodenum obliquely, four Inches below its Beginning. 


The Bile is preſſed out by the Stomach, when it is ſull, which is the Time 
when it is moſt wanted to mix with the Chyle. | 
The Liver is not divided into Lobes, as in Dogs, but is of an irregular 
Figure, and weighs about four Pounds. The upper Side of it adheres 
to the Diaphragm, and is allo tied to it and the Sternum by a thin Liga- 
ment called the Su/pen/orium. It is alſo tied to the Navel by a thin Li- 
gament called Teres or Umbilicale, which is the umbilical Vein degene- 
rated into a Ligament. It is inſerted into the Liver, at a ſmall Fiſſure 
in its lower Edge. Moſt look upon its Subſtance to be g/andulous : but 
Ruyſch would have it to be vaſculous, from a Congeries of very ſmall 
Veſſels. It is nouriſhed by the Branches of the Cæliac and Meſenteric 
Arteries in the Liver, called Arteriæ Hepatice : But its Blood-veſſels, 
that compoſe it as a Gland, are Branches of the Vena Porte, which enter 
the Liver, and diſtribute its Blood, like an Artery, to have the Bile ſe- 
creted from it, and the Branches of the Cava in the Liver, which return 
the redundant Blood into the Cava aſcendens ; it has allo ſeveral Bran- 
ches of Nerwes, and a great Number of Lymphatics. 72 
The SPLEEN is a reddiſh black Viſcus, ſituated on the left Side of the 
Stomach under the Diaphragm, near the Ribs. Its Shape is generally 
like a Neat's Tongue, concave towards the Stomach, and convex to- 
wards the Diaphragm and Ribs. It is ſupported by the ſub-contained 
Parts, and fixed to its Place by an Adheſion to the Peritonæum and Dia- 


phragm. It is connected to the Stomach by the Yaſa brevia, to the Pan- 


creas, Omentum and left Kidney, by Membranes. It is commonly about 
hve or fix Inches long, and three broad. The Subfance is not cellulous 
and glandulous, but waſeulous and fibrous, conſiſting of innumerable Ra- 
mifications of exceeding fine Blood-Veſſels, and ſerves to render the 
Blood more fluid, by which Means Obſlructions are prevented, and the 
Secretion of the Bile promoted. 

The Pancreas, or Sweet-bread, is a large Gland of a Fleſh Colour, 
lying a-croſs the upper and back Part of the Abdomen, near the Duode- 
mm. It has a ſhort excretory Du# about half as large as a Crow-quill, 
which always enters the Duodenum, together with the biliary Duct. It 
is about eight or nine Inches long, two broad, and near one thick, and 
weighs about three Ounces. In Men it is of the Shape of a Dog's 
Tongue. 
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Tongue. Its Uſe is to ſecrete a Liquor called the pancreatic Juice, which 
is of the Nature of Sa/iva, and ſerves to attenuate the Chyle. 

The Kionzrs are two reddiſh Bodies, repreſenting a French Bean, 
and like thoſe of Hogs, joining to the Loins, on each Side one; the 
concave Part of which reſpects the Inſide, the convex Part the ' Outſide. 
They are ſeated below the two ſpurious Ribs ; but in ſome, one is pla. 
ced a little higher than the other. They are connected to the lower 
Ribs, the Loins, the Colon, the renal Veſſels, and the Ureters. | 
have two Membranes, the Adipoſe, which is common, and covers them 
looſely ; the other proper, which is thin, and adheres cloſely to the Sub. 
ſtance of the Kidneys. In Men they are commonly about five Inches 
long, three broad, and one and a half thick. The Saperficies in Adults 
is ſmooth and even. They have large Yeins and Arteries called Emul. 
gents, the former of which proceed from the Vena Cava, the latter from 
the Horta. Their excretory Ducts are called Ureters; their Lymphatic: 

to the Receptacle of the Chyle. Their Subſtance outwardly is firm, 

* and waſculous, inwardly tubulous, ending in ten or twelve Pafille, 
full of ſmall Holes, which open into the Pe/vis. The Pelvis is the 
membranaceous Cavity of the Kidneys, ſending forth the Tubali Pelvic, 
which embrace the renal Papillæ. Their Uſe is to depurate the Blood, 
by ſecreting the Urine, which paſſes into the Pelvis, and from thence by 
the Ureters, into the Bladder. 

The GLanpduLE RENALESs are two Glands ſituated between the 
Trunks of the Horta and Cava, and the Kidneys. Their Figure is ir- 
regular, and in a Fœtus, they almoſt equal the Kidneys in Bulk; but 
they ſhrink gradually and become ſmall in Adults. Their Cavity is 

enerally filled with a blackiſh Liquor, but they have no excretory Du. 

heir Je is uncertain. 

The UkreTErs are two membranaceous Canals, almoſt cylindrical, of 
the Thickneſs of a Gooſe-quill, but of an unequal Diameter. Each 
Kidney has one which reaches to the Bladder. They ariſe from the 
Kidneys, where being enlarged, they form the Pelvis, and terminate in 
the inferior and poſterior Part of the Bladder near its Neck, running 
obliquely for the Space of an Inch, between its Coats ; which Manner 
of entering ſerves in the room of Valves. 

The Urinary BLaDDER is ſeated in a Duplicature of the Perite- 
num, in the lower Part of the Pelvis of the Abdomen. Its Shape is or- 
bicular, and its coats the ſame with thoſe of the Inteſtines, that is, 
common, muſcular and nervous. The inner nervous Coat is exceeding 
ſenſible. Its Sphin&er is a Series of tranſverſe or circular Fibres, which 
keeps the Bladder conſtantly ſhut. The Bladder is connected to the 
Peritanæum and Navel by the Urachus. The Neck of it in Men adheres 
to the Rectum, in Women to the Vagina, and before to the Ofa Puli, 
by Means of the Peritonæum. 

The Us ETAHRA is a membranaceons Canal, almoſt cylindrical, con- 
tinued to the Neck of the Bladder, to yield an Exit of the Urine from the 
Bladder. In Women, it is ſcarce two Inches, but much longer in Men,

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Of the GRNITAT Pants of Men. 
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Of the GeniTar ParTs of Men. 


N the GeniTar Pars of Men, the firſt Things to be obſerved are 
I the Teſſet, which are two, contained in the Scrotum, whoſe Shape and 

apnitude are well known. 'Their Office is to ſeparate the Semen from 
the Blood. Their common Tegument is the Scrotum, which is divided into 
the right and left Side by a Suture. It conſiſts of the Caricle, Cutis, and 
a muſculous Membrane called the Dartos, by which it is corrugated. 
The Septum divides it into two Parts, and is made by the Duplication of 
the Dartos. | 

The Teftes have three proper Coats, the Cremaſier Muſcle, or Ekwator 
Tefliculi; the Vaginalit, which covers the Teſticles looſely, and is a Con- 
tinuation of the Peritonzum; the albugineous, which is ſtrong, and ad- 
heres cloſely to the Subſtance of the Teſticles; it receives the ſpermatic 
Veſſels, and tranſmits them to the Tefes. Their proper Veſſels are the ſper- 
matic Arteries, which ariſe from the Horta, from a ſmall Beginning; 
the Spermatic Veins, the left of which proceeds from the 4½% Emmlgent, 
and the right from the Cava. They have no Valves, and form various 
Anaſtomoſes, and the Corpus Pampiniforme or Pyramidale. The Subſtance 
of the Teſtes is vaſculous, conſiſting of extremely ſlender Veſlels variouſly 
contorted. 

The Ey1D1DyYmes, or Paraſtatæ, are two, one to each Teſticle; they 
are oblong Parts almoſt cylindrical, lying on the ſuperior Circumference 
of the Teſticle, in the Likeneſs of a Caterpillar. They adhere to the 
Tefles by the albugineous Membrane, and by the Vas deferens. Their Sub- 
ſtance, like the Teftes, is vaſculons; and all the Veſſels open into one 
Du& called the Vas Deferens. Their Uſe is to receive the Semen from the 
Teftes, which is there farther elaborated, and then tranſmitted to the 
Vas deferens. 

The Vas Dzrerens, or Ejaculatorium, is a ſtrong whitiſh Canal, ap- 
pearing like a Nerve, of the Thickneſs of a Straw, one of which ex- 
tends from each Epididymus to the Veſiculæ Seminales and Urethra. They 
paſs from the Eprdidymes, together with the Blood-veſſels, till they have 
entered the Muſcles of the Abdomen, and then they paſs under the Peri- 
tonæum directly thro' the Pelvis, to the Yeficule Seminales, and partly to 
the Urethra, Their Uſe is to convey the Semen directly to the Yeficulz 
Seminales, and in Coition to the Urethra itſelf. 

The Ves1cuL® SEMINALES are two Bodies that appear like Veſi- 
cles, ſeated immediately under the Bladder, near its Neck, and receives 
the Semen from the YVaſa deferentia, which at a proper Time is to be diſ- 
charged through the Urethra. They are near three Inches Jong and 
one broad, and conſiſt of a ſtrong, vaſculous, and as it were — 
Membrane, divided into various Cells, which communicate with each 
other. Each Veſicle has an excretory Duc, which opens with a double 
Orifice into the Urerhra, by the Sides of the Reflrum Gallinaginis, which 
— in the under Side of the Urethra, near the Neck of the

The ProsTaTx, or rather Pros8TATA, is a ſingle globoſe Body of 
the Size of a ſmall Walnut, It is ſeated between the Vgfculæ 2

The Pen1s is the chief Organ of Generation; it begins Wi | 
dies called Crura, from the O 1/chia which unite under the Ofa Pubiß 
and are there ſtrongly connected by a Ligament. The inner Texture 
of the Penis is ſpungy, diſtinguiſhed into Corpus Cavernoſum Penis, yr | 
dis, and Urethra.

Of the GENITAL PARTS of Women. 


The external Parts are the Mons Veneris, which is that riſing above 
the Rima magna, tumid with the Fat that lies underneath. The 
Doubling of the Skin an each Side the Rima are called Labia, and within 
theſe is a leſſer Doubling termed Nymphe ; theſe help to cloſe the Ori- 
fice of the Vagina. 
The Ctitoris is all ſpongy Body, analogous to the Penis in 

en, ſeated in the upper Part of the Rima, the greateſt Part of which 
is concealed under the Skin or Præpuce. It begins with two Cura 
under the Oſa IJſcbia, which uniting under the Of/a Pubis, it proceeds 
to the upper Part of the Nymphe, — it ends under a ſmall Doubling 
of the Skin, and the End thus covered is called the Glan. There are 
Inſtances of its growing to a very large Size. A little lower than this 
juſt within the Vagina, is the Exit of the Meatus urinarius. | 

The Vacina is an ample Canal, not much unlike the [zte/ftinum rec- 
tum, and is ſeated between the Bladder and the Rectum. Its Texture is 
membranous, and its Orifice contracted with a Sphin&er ; juſt behind 
the Orifice of the Meatus urinarius is a Valve called the Hymen, which 
is always conſpicuous in Children; but as they grow up is changed into 

_ Carunculæ Myrtiformes ; the Ruptures of theſe yield the Meſaic Signs 
of Virginity, 

— Part of the Vagina is formed into Ruge, which are more 
conſpicuous in Virgins than thoſe that have had Children. Under theſe 
Rugæ are ſmall Glands, whoſe excretory Ducts are called Lacune. Thee 
ſeparate a mucilaginous Fluid, to lubricate the Vagira, which are the Seat 
of the Gonorrbæa in Women, as the Glands of the Urethra are in Men. 

The UTzxvus is ſeated at the End of the Vagina, which is about one 
Inch thick, two broad, and large enough to contain the Kernel of a 
Hazel Nut; but in Women that have had Children it is larger. Its 


ſhape is like a flattiſh Pear, Its Orifice into the Vagina is called Os op

Near the Sides of the Uterus, lie the Ovar1a ; they are of a depreſſed 
oval Figure, about the Size of Men's Teſticles, and have Spermatic Vg. 
Some ſuppoſe them to contain ſmall pellucid Eggs, which others, 
famous for their Skill, abſolutely deny. There are two Arteries and 
two Veins, which paſs to and from theſe Ovaria or Teftes, in the ſame 
Manner as they do in Men, but make more Windings, and the Arteries 
dilate more ſuddenly, in Proportion as they are ſhorter. Theſe Arte- 
ries and Veins detach Branches into the Uterus and Fallopian Tuber: 
Thoſe of each Side communicate with the other, and with the proper 
Veſſels of the Uterus, which are detached from the internal iliac Arte- 
ries and Veins. From theſe Veſſels on the Infide of the Uteras the 


Menſes flow. 
The Tus z FaLLOorIANÆ are ſeated near the Sides of the Owaries, 


one end of which is connected to the Uterus, and the Side to the Owa- 


rium; the other End is looſe, and being jagged is called Morſus Diaboli. 
Among theſe Jags is a ſmall Orifice which leads into the Tube, about a 
Quarter of an Inch Diameter, and thence growing gradually ſmaller, 


paſſes to the Uzerus, and enters there with an Orifice about the Size of 


a Hog's Briſtle. They are ſaid to convey the male Seed to the Ovaria; 
but how that can poſſibly be, as they are two Inches diftant from the 
Ovaria, is a great Queſtion, as well as how they can take the Eggs from 
thence ; not to mention that a ſtrong Membrane muſt be broken before 
they can get looſe to perform ſuch an unaccountable Journey. Beſides, 
in ſome Women theſe Tubes are not perforated, as Anatomiſts obſerve. 
What is ſaid about the Erection of theſe Tubes, and their embracing 
the Ovaria, is mere Imagination; for many Women conceive without 
the Oęſfrum Veneris, if their own Confeſſion may be depended upon.

Of the THoRax, or BREAST. 


Hovcn, in the general View of the Body, I have ſlightly touched 
upon the Parts contained in the Thorax, yet it will be proper here 
to be more particular, that no Part of the Body neceſſary to be known 


may be omitted. 


The Thorax is that Part of the Body ſituate between the Neck and 
the Abdomen. It is divided into the containing Parts, and the contained. 
The proper containing Parts are the Breaſts, the pectoral Muſcles, the Inter- 
coftals, the Diaphragm, and the Pleura ; beſides the Bones already treated 
of. The contained Parts are the Mediaftinum, the Lungs, the Heart, the 
— and the great Blood. veſſels, of which laſt in their proper 

aces. 

The Ba EASTs, of which thoſe in Women need only to be conſidered, 
are very well known, as to their ſhape; the Size, in young Girls, is 
ſmall ; it increaſes at the Age of Puberty, becomes conſiderable in preg- 
nant Women and Nurſes, and decreaſes in old Age. * 
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The N1zeLE is perforated with ſeveral Holes, which anſwer to. a 
many Tubes, from whence the Milk is diſcharged. The Skin round 
about it forms a duſcy Circle, which is called the Areola; in Virgins 
it is more red than in others. Within the Extent of the Areola are 
ſeveral ſebaceous Glands, placed on the internal Surface of the Skin. 
See Page q and 20. 1 

The glandulous Body of the Breaſt contains in its middle and anterior 
Part, a white and cellular Subſiance, which ſeems to be formed of the 
Aſſemblage of ſeveral excretory Tubes, which proceed from all Party 
of this glandulous Body. Theſe /2ea/ Tubes are ſlender at their Origin, 
and are dilated at this Place, where they make, by their Union 
Communication, a Kind of a Reſervoir, where the Milk is preſerved 'ti 
- itis taken up by other Tubes, which are about eight or ten in Number, 
and which proceed to the Nipple. The Interſtices of theſe Tubes are 
filled with a Kind of ſpongeous Web, and ſeveral ligamentous and 
elaftic Filaments, which run according to the Length of theſe Tubes. 
The Nipple has an exquiſite Senſation, which makes it grow ſtiff, when 
it is handled, or in giving Suck. * 
The PLEvuRa is a ſmooth, cloſe, ſtrong, tenſe Membrane, adhering 
to the Ribs and intercoftal Muſcles, and lining the whole Cavity of the 
Thorax, It is always covered with a Serofity, which oozes from its 
Pores, and outwardly is covered with a cellular Web. It is obſervable, 
that the Pleura makes a Fold over againſt the Vertebræ of the Back, 
which terminates on the whole Length of the Sternum. This Fold is 
called the MeBIAsTIxuu; it ſeparates the Thorax into two Cavities, 
the one right, the other left, It does not adhere to the Middle of the 
Sbernum, but more to the left, whence the right Cavity is largeſt. 

The Uſe of the Mediaſtinum is to hinder any Fluid ſhed on one Side, 
from paſſing into the other; to preſerve Reſpiration free on one Side, 
when the other is hurt ; and to hinder the Lungs from incommoding 
each other, when we lie on one Side. 

The Turuvs is a glandulous Body, very large in Infants lately born, 
ſeated in the ſuperior Part of the Thorax, immediately under the Ster- 
num, lying on the Pericardium, the Trunk of the Aorta, and the ſupe- 
rior Vena Cava, reaching to the Beginning of the carotid, and ſome- 
times to the Thyroid Gland. Its Figure is various, its Colour in Infants 
fleſhy, in Adults darker. In Children it is near three Inches long ; in 
grown Perſons it almoſt vaniſhes. Its Uſe is uncertain. | 

The PEerIiCcarDIUM is a ſtrong Membrane that encloſes the Heart, 
like a Purſe, but leaves ſufficient — for the Motions of this Viſcus. 
It is connected to the Mediaſtinum, to the Diaphragm, and to the great 
Veſſels of the Heart. It contains a Liquor to lubricate the Surface of 
the Heart, and ſerves to ſuſtain itin its proper Place. | 

The Hear is a hollow Muſcle of a conic Figure, which may be 
looked vpon as the principal Organ of the Circulation of the Blood. 
The larger Part is the Baſis, the ſmaller the Apex, or Point. Its upper 
Part is convex; its lower fattiſb. Its Situation is almolt iranſverſe, ot 
horizontal ; infomuch that its Baſis lies on the right Side, and the Apex 
with the greateſt Part of the Heart, on the leſt Side of the Breaſt, where 
its Beating is perceived. At the Baſis of the Heart are two ſmall Purſes, 
which ſeem to be Apendices, called the right and left Auricie, of which 
the right is much the largeſt, The Situation of the / is decker 
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ind of the ig forward. They have each two Orifces, whereof one 
anſwers to the Vein which diſcharges itſelf therein, and the other to its 
proper Yentricle. Each Auricle conſiſts of a double Row of fleſhy Fi- 

es, which are generally ſemicircular, and are ſtrengthened by others, in 
the Shape of Columns, between which there are conſiderable Spaces, 
which ſerve for the Conſtriftion and Expulſion of the Blood from the 
Heart, when this laſt is in its Diaſtole. | | 

The VENnTRICLEs are two remarkable Cayities, the one right, and 
the other /. The right is thinner and weaker, and generally more 
capacious than the left; it receives the Blood from the Vena Cave and 
right Auricle, and drives it into the pulmonary Artery and the Lungs. 
The A is ſtronger and thicker, and not ſo large; it receives the Blood 
from the plumonary Vein, and the /eft Auricle, and forces it into the Aorta. 
The right Ventricle is ſituated in the anterior Part of the Thorax, and the 
left in the peſlerior; wherefore they are beſt diſtinguiſhed into anterior 
and poſterior. 

The CoLumnz Carnez are both in the Yentricles and the Awricles, 
and are ſo many ſmall Muſcles, by the Concourſe of whoſe tendinous 
Fibres are formed peculiar Membranes, called Valves, placed at the Ori- 
fices of the Auricles. Theſe Co/umns run tranſverſely from one Side of 
the Ventricle to the other, partly, that they may aſſiſt the Contraction 
of the Heart in its Sele, and partly to prevent their too great Dilata - 
tion in the Dia/to/e. 

The VaLves are of three Kinds; 1. Tricuſpidal, which are three, and 
are placed at the Orifice of the right Ventricle, which anſwers to the 
Auricle on the ſame Side. 2. Two Mitral, which are fituated at the 
left Ventricle, where it communicates with the left Auricle, preventing the 
Return of the Blood from the Hęart into the Veins. 3. Three /emi- 
lunar, which are placed both at the Beginning of the Aorta and the pul- 
_— Artery, hindering the Return of the Blood from the Arteries into 
the Heart. | 
The MuscurLar Finres of the Heart have a wonderful Structure. 
In the left Ventricle there are frait Fibres, and there are piral com- 
mon to both. 'Theſe are of a double Order ; the external, which run 
from the Baſis and Tendon of the Heart towards the left ; the internal, 
which run towards the right, and interſect the former. When they act, 
they conſtringe the Cavities very regularly, and expel the Blood; this 
is called the Syfole of the Heart; when they are relaxed the two Ven- 
tricles are dilated, and this is called the Diaftole. | 

The AvgicLes are two hollow Muſcles, which are the Atagonifis of 
the Ventricles; for they contract while the Ventricles are dilated, and 
when the Ventricles contract they are dilated. 

The BLoop-VessELs are of two Kinds, the proper Arteries and Veins, 
called the Coronary, diſtributed through the Heart; and the common, of 
which two are Vein, the Jena Cava, and the Pulmonalis; and two Ar- 
teries, the Horta, and the Arteria Pulmonalig. 

The U of the Heart is to promote — of the Blood ; for 


it receives the Blood from all Parts of the Body by the Veins, and by its 


Motion ſends it back to all Parts of the Body, by Means of the Ar- 


teries. Upon this not only depend the FunRions of all Parts of the 
Body, but even Life itſelf. This-Motion of the Heart is worthy of the 
higheſt Admiration ; for it ſeldom beats leſs than forty-two thoeland 
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Times in an Hour, which is above eight hundred thobland Times ing 
Day; and this ſometimes continues for upwards of a hundred Vears to- 
gether. This is a Demonſtration of the ſtupendous Wiſdom of God. 

The Ossorhacus, or Gullet, is a membranaceous Canal extended 
from the Fauces to the Stomach, ſerving to tranſmit the Aliment from 
the Mouth to the Stomach. It is ſituated behind the Trachea, or Wind. 
pipe, and runs along the Vertebræ of the Neck and Back. The upper 
Part of is is called the Pharynx. The external Coat is membranaceous, and 
is continuous to the Pleura. The next is muſculous, and conſiſts of ſtrait 
and annular Fibres. The third is cellulous, like the Inteltines. The 
fourth is nervous, and is full of Veſſels and Glands. The laſt ig wvillous, 

and is called the Craſta YVilloſa, overſpread with a lubricating Liquor. 
x he DiayHRACM it a large, muſculous, ſtrong Membrane, dividing 

the Abdomen tranſverſly from the Thorax, whence it is called the Septum 
tranſuerſum. The fore Part is placed higher than the back Part, and 
the upper Part of the Surface is convex, the lower concave. It is con- 
nected ro the Sternum, ſpurious Ribs, Pericardium, the Mediaſtinum, and 
the Vertebræ of the Loins. It has two large Holes, one on the left Side, 
for the Paſſage of the Gullet and the Par Vagum, and the other on the 
right, to admit the Vena Cava. It has alſo an Interſtitium between the 
two Heads of the lower Part, ſerving to tranſmit the Aorta, the Vena 
Azygos, and the Thoracic Dud. It is encompaſſed with a Membrane above 
from the Pleura, below from the Peritonzum. The Subſtance is mu/+ 
eulcus, the upper Part of which is large and eliptic, and ariſes fleſhy from 
the ſpurious Ribs, the tranſverſe Muſcles of the Abdomen, and the Enfi- 
form Cartilage, and by its Tendon makes the nervous Centre of the Dia- 
phragm almoſt triangular. The lower ariſes from a double Beginning 
on both Sides from the Yertebre of the Loins, and is inſerted almoſt in 
the Centre of the Superior. The U is to aſſiſt Reſpiration, for in In- 
fhiration it is moved downward, and in Expiration upwards into the Ca- 
vity of the Thorax. It promotes the Motion of the Contents of the 46- 
domen, Stomach, Inteſtines, Liver, Spleen, Chyle, the bilious Fluid, Cc. 
It helps the Expulſion of the Fæces, Urine, of the Fætus at the Time 
of Labour, of the After-birth, &c. 

PuLMo, the Luxcs, is the largeſt Viſcus of the Thorax, and is com- 
poſed of two Lobes, one on each Side of the Mediaſtinum, and contain 
the Heart almoſt in the Middle, The left Lobe which is leaſt, is agal 
divided into two, and the right, which is greateſt, into three. In Infants 
it looks reddiſh, in Adults livid. Each Lobe is divided into ſmall Cells, 
which are the Extremities of the 4/pera Arteria, whence the Subſtance is 
veſiculous and ſpongious. The Figure of theſe Cells is irregular, but 
are ſo fitted to each other as to leave no void Space. In the Branches 
- theſe Cells are diſtributed the Branches of the pulmonary Artery and 

ein. 

t is connected with the Sternum and Vertebræ, by means of the Mai- 
aſtinum, to the Heart, by the plumonary Veſſels; and to the Aſpera 
Arteria. The Membrane which covers the Lungs is continuous with the 
Pleura. From this they derive Senſe and Motion, that is, of Dilatation 
and Contraction; for when they are dilated by the Air, by their owl 
row NMiſus and active Motion, they are again contracted and contri- 

ate to the Expulſion of the Air. The Bronchiæ and their Veſicles are 


covered on the Inſide with a glandulous Membrane, which ſeparates an 
unctuous

unAuous Humidity from the Blood, which is expelled in Expiration. 
This keeps the membranous Subſtance of the Bronchia from growing 


dry. 

One Uſe of the Lungs is intimately to mix, unite, and combine the 
different Parts of the Blood ; which is neceſſary for the free Circulation 
of the Blood through the very minute Veſſels, for the Preſervation of 
the Life and Health. But this will not account for the inſtantaneous 
Death of Perſons going into Wells whoſe Mouths have been long ſtop- 

d up, and Veſlels wherein Liquors have been juſt fermented. 

The As ERA ARTERIA, or Trachea, is a cartilaginous Canal extended 
from the Fauces to the Lungs, and is ſituated in the Middle and the an- 
terior Part of the Neck, being connected to the Fauces, Lungs, and 


Oęſopbagus. It is divided into the Larynx and Aſpera Arteria. 


The Lazxynx is the upper Part of this Canal, in which is an Aper- 
ture called the G/ottis, of an elliptic Form, which is evlarged and con- 
tracted by the Aſſiſtance of Cartilages and Muſcles, and ſerves to 
modulate the Voice in ſpeaking and finging. The Strufure conſiſts 
chiefly of five Cartilages, 1. The Thyroide or Scutiform, commonly 
called Pomum Adumi, from its Prominence. It is the largeſt of alk 2. 
The Cricoide or Annular, which is, as it were, the Baſis of the reſt. To 
the lower Part of this the Aſpera Arteria adheres. 3. 4. The two Aryte- 
noides, which form as it were a Gutturnium, or Exwer, which are joined 
to the ſuperior and poſterior Part of the Cricoide on both Sides, with pe- 
culiar Joints, that the G/ottis may more readily be contracted and dilated. 
5. The Epiglettis; it is ſhaped like an Ivy-leaf, and is joined to the ſu- 
perior and anterior Parts of the 7hyroide, upon which it appears behind 
the Root of the Tongue, to which it is connected by its middle Liga- 
ment, but by its two lateral to the Os Hyoides, and by its two poſterior to 
the Ary/enoide Cartilages. At the Time of ſwallowing it covers the 
Glettis, like a moveable Bridge, leſt any Thing ſhould fall therein. A 
Membrane inveſts the Larynx, which is very ſenſible, perforated with many 
O/cula, which pour out a lubricating Fluid. The Glands of the Ary- 
tenoides and the Glottis ſecrete a mucous Liquor, which lubricates the 
whole Aſpera Arteria. 

The Aſpera Arteria, or Trachea, properly ſo called, is the Remainder 
of the cartilaginous Canal above-mentioned.. At the Beginning it readily 
admits the Finger, but grows narrower towards the End. It enters the 
Thorax under the Sternum, and, before it enters the Lungs, divides into 
two Branches, the left and the right, which are called Bronchia, which 
are divided on both Sides into exceeding minute Branches, and are dil. - 
tribated throughout the Lungs, till they end in Veſicles. 

The Sub/axce conſiſts of Coats, and from ſixteen to twenty annular 
Cartilages; but theſe are imperfe&, far on the back Part they are 
membranaceous. The Coats are four, the external zembranaceous, the 
next glanduious, the third muſeulous, by Means of whoſe tranſverſe Fibres 
the Extremities of each Ring may be joined and contrafted ; the fourth 
or inward is robuſt and zendinous, by Means of whoſe longitudinal Fibres 
the Trachea and Bronchia may be rendered ſhorter. In this the many 
Ofcula of the Glands of the ſecond Coat appear. On the external Part 
appear ſeveral Glands; the Thyroideal lying on the upper Rings; It is

| HE Neck is called the third Part of the Trunk, and is ſeated 
| between the Thorax and Head ; extending from the Head to the 
Sternum and Collar-bones. 
It conliſts of the common Integuments, generally of ſeven Yertebre; 
of many Mu/c/es moving the Head, Neck, nx, Pharinx, Os Hyoide, 
Sc. of Arteries, the external and internal, carotid and vertebral, very 
remarkable; of the external and internal jugular Veins ; as alſo of 
the vertebral; of various Nerves; of Part of the Medulla Spinalis ; of 
the Aera Arteria and Oz/ophagus ; and of the Thyroide Glands, Some of 
- theſe are already treated of, and others remain to be ſpoken of hereafter,

THE Heap is called the fourth Part of the Trunk, and is ſuſ. 
tained by the laſt or higheſt Vertebra of the Neck. The Shape 
and Situation are well known. The Surface is divided into two Parts, 
the capillated or hairy Part, and the an- capillated, or Part without Hair. 
The anterior Part of the capillated is called the Sinciput, the poſterior 
the Occiput. The upper Part is called the Bregma or Vertex, and the 
lateral Parts the Temples. The non-capillated is termed the Face, in 
which are contained the Organs of the Senſes. 

The conflitnent Parts are likewiſe the containing and the contained, 
The common containing are the Cuticle or Epidermis, the Skin, and the Fat. 
The proper are the Hair, the four Muſcles of the Skull, of which in My 
ology. The Pericranium, which is a Membrane immediately inveſting 
the Skull ; it is thin, but pretty ſtrong : It is connected to the Skull, the 
neizhbouring Muſcles, and the dura Mater. Its Uſe is to ſuſtain the 
Veſtels for the Nouriſhment of the Skull, and to give Senſation thereto, 
for the Bone without this Membrane would be without Senſe. The 
Cranium, or Skull, which is for the Defence of the Brain, and is quite 
boney, conſiſling of eight ſtrong Bones joined together by the Help df 
 Sutures ; of which, in OHeolog y. 

I 'ne BaAIx, the chief Seat of the Soul, has two Membranes, the dr 
Mater and the Pia Mater, to which ſome add a third called the Arace- 
modes lying between them. Though theſe have been ſpoken of before, 
Page 7. in the general View of the Body; yet it will be neceſſary here 
to be alittle more particular. 

The Dura Marx is a very compact Membrane lining the Inſide 
of the Skull, firmly adhering to its Baſis, and but lightly at the uppe! 
Part except its Sutures. It has three Proce//es, the firſt, named Falx, be- 
gins at the Chriſia Calli, and runs backward under the ſagittal Suture to 
the Cerebellum, and divides the Cerebrum into two Hemiſpheres. Tit 
ſecond Proceſs runs from the lower and back Part of the former to the

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Edge of each Os Petroſum, and ſuſtains the poſterior Lobes of 

ac 3 wa that they might not 2 the Cerebellum. The third 

is very ſmall, and runs from the laſt-deſcribed Proceſs down towards the 

at Foramen of the Skull, and poſſeſſes the ſmall Space in the Cere- 

Eilan, between the Proceſu vermifornis. The Proceſſes of the dire 
Mater ſerve alſo to keep the Brain ſteady. 

The dura Mater has ſeveral Sinuſes in it; theſe are large Veins which 
receive the Blood from the lefſer Veins of tbe Brain ; their Number is 
uncertain. The /uperior longitudinal Sinus runs from a blind Hole a little 
above the Criffa Galli, all along the upper Edge of the Falr. The 
tranſverſe Section of this Veſſel is not circular, 2 a Triangle, whoſe 
Sides are Arches of a Circle: The upper Side is convex outwards, and 
the lower Sides convex inwards. On the lower Edge of this Proceſs 
is generally another, called the longitudinal Inferiar. is runs into the 
Re4us, and, when wanting, is ſupplied by a Vein. The Re&us runs be- 
tween the two firſt Proceſſes of the dura Mater, and unloads with the 
ſuperior longitudinal Sinus into the two /atera: Sinuſes, But moſt com- 
monly the longitudinal Sinus goes more direQly into one lateral Sinus, 
and the Redtus into the other. From the Endings of the Re&us and len- 
gitudinal Sinus the two lateral Sinuſes begin. Theſe, when they come to 
the Os Petroſum, dip down, and paſs through the eighth Foramen into 
the internal jugular Veins. There is another called circularis, which 
runs round the fore Part of the Sella Turcica. Its two Ends empty 
themſelves into the four Sinu/es, one on the Top of each Os Petroſum, 
which paſs into the /ateral Sinuſes, and one at the under Side of the ſame 
Bones, which paſs indifferently into both the cervical and lateral Sinuſes. 
Theſe two laſt have always communicating Branches. The cervical 
Sinuſes run from the Baſis of the Skull, through the great Foramen, on 
both Sides the Medulla Spinalis of the Neck, and through the tranſverſe 
Proceſſes of the cervical Vertebræ. There are alſo two more of theſe 
Veſſels which run from the circular Sinuſes between the Os Spbenoides and 
the Os Petroſum, directly into the internal jugular Veins. : 

The Pra MaTEx is an exceeding fine Membrane inveſting the Brain 
even between its Lobes, Hemiſpheres, and Folds, It ſerves to contain the 
Brain, and ſupport its Blood-veſle!s, which run here in great Numbers; 
for the Arteries to divide themſelves upon, that the Blood may not en- 
ter the Brain too impetuouſly ; and for the Veins to unite upon, that they 
may enter the Sinuſes in fewer and larger Branches. 

The AracHNo1Des, another Coat of the Brain, is ſituated between 
the two former, and is like a Spider's Web. In the upper Part of the 
Brain it adheres to the pia Mater ſo cloſely, that it cannot be ſeparated 
from it without Laceration. In the lower Part, about the Cerebellum, 
it is very conſpicuous, tho* ſome doubt, and others deny its Exiſtence. 

The CereBRUM is that Part of the Brain which poſſeſſes all the up- 
per and fore Part of the Cranium. It is ſeparated from the Cerebellum 
by the ſecond Proceſs of the dura Mater. Its upper Side is divided into 
oY _ two anterior and two poſterior, which laſt are by much the 
argeſt. ; 

Te IneunpiBULUM is placed at the Meeting of the four juſt men- 
tioned Lobes. This ſeems to be a lymphatic Canal, which runs from the 

| Ventricles of the Brain to the Glandula Pituitaria, which ſome call an 
aherbent Gland from its Uſe, being ſuppoſed to tranſmit the ,

The Coxrus CAaLLosUM is ſeated between the two Hemiſpheres of 
*he Brain lower than the Circumvolutions. It is white, of a medull 
Subſtance, and is called a callous Body becauſe its Conſiſtence is a lid,

firmer than that of the reſt of the Brain. 


The VenTRICLEs, called the ſuperior, anterior, or lateral, are two / 


Cavities in the Subſtance of the Brain; they generally occupy the 
whole Extent of the Hemiſpheres of the Brain. They are ſeated under 
the Corpus Callojum, and are divided into right and leſt by a very thi 
Membrane, named Septum lucidum, which is extended between the Cyr. 
pus calloſum and the Fornix. 
The Forxw1x is a medullary Body, beginning from the fore Part df 
theſe Ventricles with two ſmall Roots, which ſoon unite, and running 
towards the back Parts called Crura Fornicis. J 
In the Baſis of theſe two Ventricles are four Prominences, the tus 
anterior are called, from their inner Texture, Corpora Striata, the other 
two are called Thalami Nervorum Opticorum. Beyond theſe are tus 
more Proceſſes called Nates, and under them, nearer the Cerebellum, two 
called Teffes, Above the Nates is ſituated the Glandula pinealis ; and 
upon the Thalami Nerworum Opticorum, the Plexus Choroides, which con- 
ſiſts of a Number of Blood-veſſels, Glands, and Lymphæducts. 
Under the Beginning of the Fornix is a ſmall Hole, called Forann, 
and Radices Fornicis, or Iter ad Infundibulum; and under the Middl 
of the Fornix one ca'led Foramen poſterius, which is covered with 1 
Valve, named Membrana, or Valuula m.jor. And the Space under the 
two anterior Ventricles, between the Foramina and the Cerebellum, i 
called the third Ventricle. | 
The CertBELLUM is ſeated under the ſecond Proceſs of the dun 
Mater. When this is divided lengthwiſe the fourth Ventricle appear 
whoſe Extremity is called Calamus Scriptorius. The two medullary By 
dies at the Baſis of the Cerebe/lum are called Pedunculi. | 
The MepurtLta OBLoxncaTa firſt appears in two Bodies from the 
anterior Part of the poſlerior Lobes of the Cerebrum called Crura Med 
læ oblongatæ. The Union of theſe between the Cerebrum and Cerebellu 
js called /-mus ; and immediateiy beyond this is an Eminence named 
Proceſſus annularis, For the Subſlance and what remains, Sce Page 7. 
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Next1oLocy is that Part of Anatomy which treats of the Bled 


wefjels, whether Arteries or Veins. The Arteries are Veſſels, which 


receive the Blood from the Heart, and diſtribute it into all Parts of tht 
Body; and the Veins thoſe that carry back the Blood from all Parts i 
the Heart. The Arteries have two Motions, which the Veins have not 
In one they are dilated, which is called the Diaſfole; in the other the

The ArTER1Es are only two in the whole Body, that is, the, Pulme- - 
nary and the Aorta, or Arteria magna, from whence all the reſt proceed 
as Branches, Their Figure is conjcal, for their Diameter continually de- 
creaſes, unleſs about the Extremities, where they become cylindrical, and 
are changed ſometimes into reticular Plexuſſes, Pencils, Se. And at 
length end in Veins and Iymphatic Veſſels. They are ſo fine at laſt 
that they cannot be diſtinguiſhed by the naked Eye, and therefore Re- 
courſe has been had to fine coloured Injections. 

The AorTa proceeds with a ſingle Trunk from the left Ventricle of 
the Heart, and at its Beginning reflects back two Branches called the 
coronary Arteries, which are diftributed into the Subſtance of the Heart 
and its Auricles. The Aorta thence proceeds a little obliquely to the 
Right, from whence it returns backward to the Left, forming a Semicir- 
cle. From the upper Part of this, called the Aorta aſcendens, ariſe 
three conſiderable Branches. And the Trunk continued {rom the Aorta 
is called the Aorta deſcendens, which deſcends through the Thorax and 
Abdomen towards the Os ſacrum. It is larger in Women than in Men. 
Of the three Branches of the ſuperior Horta, the one is called the right 
Subclavian, and the other the /f#, and the third the %% Carotid, From 
the right Subclavian proceeds the Carotid on the ſame Side, 

The SUBCLAvian ARTERIES go off almoſt tranſverſely under the 
Clavicles, whence their Name, and terminate on the upper Edge of the 
fiſt Rib, and are then called Axillary. Each Subclayian in its Paſlage 
ſends off four principal Branches, the internal Mammary, the intercoftal 
Superior, the Cervical, and the diafhragmatic Superior. 

The InTERNal MammaRy deſcends inwardly along the Ribs very 
near the S/ernum, and Joſes itſelf in the Refus Muſcle, furniſhing as it 
paſſes along, ſmall Branches to the Thymus, the Pericardium, and the Me- 
diaſinum. Others traverſe the internal Muſcles to be diſtributed in the 
Breaſts, The weriebral or internal cervical enters the Foramina in the 
tranſverſe Proceſſes of the Vertebræ of the Neck, furniſhing in their 
Road ſmall Branches to the ſpinal Marrow and the adjacent Muſcles. 
This Artery arriving at the Top of the Neck is variouſly contorted be- 
fore it enters into the Skull, then it pierces the dura Mater, and by 
the grand Foramen of the occipital Bone enters the Skull Theſe two 
Arteries unite ſoon after their Entrance, and ſend off Branches to the 
Crebellum, and then paſſing forwards divide, and communicate with the 
Carotids; and the carotid Arteries communicating with each other, 
there is an entire Communication among them all. The vertebral are 
diſtributed in the Cerelellum. 

The Cexvicar ARTERY is ſoon divided into two Branches; one of 
which goes to the fore Part of the Neck, the Trachea, the Oęſaphagus, and 
the Plarynæ; the other to the Muſcles of the Neck and the adjacent Parts. 
The Sura DiaPHRacmuaTic deſcends along the Pericardium, to 
which it gives Branches, and is loſt in the upper Part of the Diaphragm. 
The SUpertoR INTERCOSTAL proceeds from the lower Part of the Sub- 
avian, deſcends along the internal Surface of three or four of the upper 
Ribs near the Vertebræ, and gives a Branch to each of theſe Ribs fliding 
any their inferior Edge, diſtributing themſclves along the intercoſlal 
Muſcles, K 3 The 
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The SUBcLAvian Ax TERIES are each continued to the Cubit in one 


Trunk, which is called Avillaris as it paſſes under the Arm- pits, and 
Humeralis, as it paſſes by the Infide of the Os Humeri. Soon 72 it bas 
paſſed the Joint of the Cubit it divides into two Branches, called Cubi. 
 talis ſuperior, and Cubitalis inferior, which latter ſoon ſends off a Branch 
called Cubitalis media, which is beſtow@ on the Muſcles ſeated about the 
Cubit. The CuB1TAL1s SUPER 10K paſles near the Radius, and round 
the Root of the Thumb, and gives one Branch to the Back of the 
Hand, two to the Thumb, and one to the firſt Finger, and a Branch to 
communicate with the Cubitalis inferior. 4 

The CugirALIis IxrERIOR paſſes near the Lua to the Palm of the 
Hand, where it takes a Turn, and ſends one Branch to the Outſide of the 
little Finger, another between that and the next Finger, dividing to both; 
another in the ſame Manner to the two Fore-fingers. Theſe Branches 
which are beſtowed on the Fingers, run, one on each Side of each Fin 
to the Top, where they have ſmall Communications, and very — 
there is a Branch of Communication between the Sumeral and inferior 
cubital Arteries. 

The CaroTiD AR TERIESs aſcend along the anterior Part of the Neck 
on the Sides of the Trachea, and when they are come to the Larynx they 
each divide into two Branches, of which the principal is the internal Ca- 
rotid; this penetrates the Skull through the ſixth Foramen, and in its 
Way makes ſeveral Contortions: And juſt before they enter the Fora- 
mina oft the Skull, they each ſend a ſmall Branch through the fifth Fora. 
men to that Part of the dura Mater which contains the Cerebrum. And 
then by many Flexions enter the Brain and its Membranes, and ga to 
the Eyes, Nottrils, and internal Parts of the Ear. Theſe Arteries like- 
wiſe communicate with the vertebral, as was obſerved before. 

The ExTexnal CakroTip ſends Branches to the Larynx, Pharynx, 
Muſcles of the Os Hyoides, Maxil/z, Tongue, Lips, Mouth, Noſe, Eyes, 
Ears, Temples, and all the external Parts of the Head. 

From he 7runk of the deſcending Aorta on each Side, are ſent off the 
INFERIOR INTERCOSTAL> Which paſs under all the Ribs, two or three 
of the ſuperior excepted; they likewiſe go to the Medulla ſpinalis and the 
Muſcles of the Abdomen. Two Branches which go to the Lungs, called 
Bronchiales, ſometimes proceed from hence about the fourth Yertebra of 
the Back, but not always on the right Side; for it ſometimes comes from 
the Intercoſtal of the fourth Rib. | 

As the Aorta paſſes under the Diaphragm, it ſends two Branches into the 
Diaphragm called the Ax TERIX PaxtNnicz, which ſometimes proceed 


from the Celiac, immediately below the Diaphragm. The Coeliac 


AKkTERY ariſes from the Horta, which ſoon divides into ſeveral Branches, 
which are beſtowed on the Liver, Gall. bladder, Spleen, Pancreas, Stomach, 
Omentum and Duodenum. "Theſe Branches are named from the Parts they 
are beltowed npon, except two on the Stomach, which are called Core- 
naria, ſuperior and infericr ; and the Branch beſtowed on the Duodenun 
named Inteſtinalis. 

At a ſmall Diſtance below the Cœliac Artery, the sUrERIOr MISFIxTI- 
RIC ariſes from the Aorta, whoſe Branches are beſtowed on the Meſentery, 
the /mall Inte/tines, and Part of the Colon. A little below theſe ariſe the 
Emulgents which belong to the Kidneys : And a little lower than the 
Emulgents the $PzRMATIC AKkTER1ES ariſe forward from the 2

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which go to the Tees in Men; in Women chiefly to the Cirrus but 


partly to the Owaria and the Fa/lepian Tubes, ſome lay principally to the 
Ovaria. | a | 
Lower laterally the Herta ſends Branches to the Muſcles of the Lein, 
Abdomen and adjacent Parts, called LumBaLles ; and one forward to the 
lower Part of the Colon and Rectum called MesznNTRICA INFERIOR: A 
Branch of this going to the Rectum is named HzwuorrnoDALs 
INTERNAL. Between the Arteria Celica, Meſenterica ſuperior and inferior, 
and the Branches of each near the Guts, there are large communicant 
Branches to convey the Blood from one to another. | 

When the Aorta divides upon the Loins it ſends off an Artery by the 
Middle of the Os Sacrum to the Pelwis called, the Iiace, which in about 
two Inches* Space divides into external and internal. The Internal, com- 
monly called the HyroGasTRriIc, firſt ſends off the Umbilical Arteries, 
which are dried up in Adults except at the Beginnings, where they are 
kept open for the collateral Branches on each Side, one to the Bladder, 
one to the Penis in Men, and in Women to the Uterzs. Other Branches 
are ſent to the Buttocks and adjacent Parts. 

The ILIAc EXTERNEA run over the Oſa Pubis into the Thighs, and 
as they paſs out of the Abdomen they ſend off Branches called Ericas- 
T#1C.A tothe fore Parts of the Integuments of the Abdomen under the Muſ- 
cles called Recfi: The Epigafiric ſend each a Branch into the Pelvis, and 
through the Foramina of the Of/a innominate to the Muſcles thereabouts. 

As ſoon as the Jliac Artery is paſſed out of the Abdomen into the Groing 
it is called INcutnaL1s, and in the Thigh CruzaLlis, where it ſends a 
large Branch to the back Part of the Thigh. But the great Trunk is 
continued internally between the Exten/ores and Flexores of the 85 and 

aſſing through the Triceps Muſcle into the Ham is there called Poplitea. 
low the Joint it divides into two Branches, one of which is called 
Tibialia antica; It paſſes between the Tibia and the Fibula to the fore 
Part of the Leg, and is beſtowed on the great Toe; and one Branch to 
the next Toe to the great one; and another between theſe Toes to com- 
municate with the Tibialis poftica ; which Artery, ſoon after it is divided 
from the Antica, ſends off the Tibialis media, which is beſtowed on the 
Muſcles of the Leg. The Tibialis poſtica, goes to the Bottom of the 
Foot and all the leſſer Toes. The Tibialis antica is diſpoſed like the 
Culilalis ſip rior ; the Peſtica like the Cabitalis inferior, and the Media in 
exch have the like Uſes. 

The PuLMonaky ARTERY ariſes from the right Ventricle of the Heart, 
Winch divides into two Branches, one to each Lobe of the Lungs. And 
being ſubdivided again and again into ſmaller Branches, they are diſtri- 
buted into every Part of the Lungs. 

The STRUCTURE of the Arteries is membranaceous and conſiſts, ac- 
cording to ſome, of five Coats, the Yaſculous, the Cellulous, the Tendi- 
nous, the Muſculous, and the Nervous. Others think this is true of 
_— of an Ox but not of a Man, and that in Reality there are but 
three. 


Of the VEIXSꝭ. 
The Veixs are Veſſels which bring back Part of the Blood from all 


Parts of the Body which had been diſtribated there by the Arterien. 
X K 4 They 
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They begin where the Arteries end, and are at their Beginnings exceed. 
ing ſmall; - but ſeveral of their Branches uniting form a larger Vein, 
which at Length, by the Acceſſion of others, become Trunks of a con- 

fiderable Thickneſs. The largeſt are neareſt the Heart. | 
The Yin: have no apparent Motion, but have ſemilunar Valves in their 
Cavities, which facilitate the Courſe of the Blood towards the Heart, 
The Yeins are not ſo thick as the Arteries, but are ſaid to have the ſame 
Number of Coats. In their Ramifications there are generally two Veins 
for one Artery ; and there are likewiſe Veins where there are no Arte. 
ries at all of a proportionable Size, ſuch as the external Veins of the 

Arms and Legs. Their Ramifications are therefore more numerous than 

thoſe of the Arteries. Their Trunks are much the ſame in moſt Sub- 
jects, but their Ramifications differ greatly; and even thoſe on one Side 

of the Body are not always like thoſe on the other. 
The PuLMonary Vein proceeds from the 4% Auricle of the Heart, 
and at firſt forms a Simus and ſoon after divides into four, then into innu- 
merable Branches, which are diſtributed throughout the Lungs. 

The Veins in general have the ſame Names as the Arteries which they 
accompany. 'Thoſe of the Brain unload themſelves into the Sintſes, and 
theſe again into the internal Jugulars and Cerwicals ; from thence the 
Blood goes to the Subclavians which joining make the Cava DESCEN- 
bens. | | | 

' The internal Jugulars are ſeated by the carotid Arteries, and receive the 
Blood from all Parts which the Carotids ſerve, except the hairy Scalp, 
and Part of the Neck, whoſe Veins enter into the external Jugulart, 
which run under the Muſculus quadratus Gene often two of a Side, on 
each Side. 

Two of the cerwical Veins deſcend through the Foramina of the 
tranſverſe Proceſſes of the cervical Vertebræ, and two through the great 
Foramina of the Spine, and one on each Side the ſpinal Marrow : Theſe 
join at the loweſt Vertebra of the Neck, and then empty themſelves into 
the Subclavians, and, at the Interſtices of all the Vertebræ, communicate 
with each other. 

he Yeins of the Limbs are more than double the Number of the Ar. 
teries, there bcing one on each Side each Artery, even to the ſmalleſt 
Branches that can be traced, beſides the Veins that lie immediately un- 
der the Skin. Thoſe that accompany the Arteries have the ſame Name; 
but thoſe ſeen on the Back of the Hand have no proper Names, except 
the Salvatella. which run towards the little Finger. They run from 
thence to the Bend of the Flbow, where the uppermoſt is called Cepha- 
lica, the next Mediana, and the next Baſilica, all which communicate 

near the Joint of the Elbow, and joining with others that accompany 
the Arteries, paſs into the ſubclavian Vein, 

In the Therax, beſides the upper and lower Trunks of the Vena Cava, 

) there is the Az1g95, or Vena ſine Pari; it is compoſed of the intercefal 

b ouNems e brenic, and bronchial Veins, and enters the Cava af/cendens near the 
_. Auricle. The Bronchial is often wanting. | 

In the Abdomen there are the Cava deſcendens, the Emulgents ſrom the 

Kidneys, the /unbe! and ſpermatic Veins ; as alſo the Sacra, the Iliaci, 

and the Epigahric; all which are named after the Arteries. There 18 

likewiſe one large Vein called the Vena Porte, whoſe Branches ariſe 


from all the Branches of the Cæliac, and two Meſenteric Arteries, 9 
thoſe 
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thoſe Branches of the Cællac and ſuperior Me/enteric which are beſtowed 
on the Liver. Theſe united into one Trunk enter the Liver and are there 
again diſtributed like an Artery, and have its Blood collected and brought 
into the Cava by the Branches of the Cava in the Liver. The Yexe 
Porte carries Blood to the Liver, inſtead of an Artery, for the Sepa- 
ration of the Bile ; a flow Circulation in this Caſe being ſuppoſed 
necellary. x | 

In the Leg the Veins accompany the Arteries in the ſame Manner 
as in the Arm ; the external Veins of the Foot beipg on the upper Side ; 
and = them is derived one, near the Malevolus internus, which 
is called the Saphæna. Another Branch running extervally about the 
Knee is called Peplitæa, and on the Calf of the Leg Suralis.

Of NEUROLOGY. 


Nerve is a round white ſmooth Body like a Cord, which is for- 
med of the Aſſemblage of many Filaments which proceed from 
the Medulla oblongata in the Skull, and from the Medulla Spinalis in the 
vertebral Canal, and from thence are diſtributed into all Parts of the 
Body. They generally run ſtrait along ſending off Branches at very 
acute Angles. There is no conſiderable Variety in different Subjects, 
nor yet in different Sides of the ſame SubjeR, as in the Arteries and 
Veins. 

The firſt Coat they may obtain is from the pia Mater, in which the me- 
dullary white Fibres are but looſely connected; but when they pierce the 
dura Mater they are ſtraitly embraced by that Membrane, which covers 
them in their Progreſs ; whence they become white, firm, ſtrong Cords. 
To theſe Coats an infinite Number of Veſſels, both Arteries and Veins, 
are diſtributed. The Nerves are the Organs of all our Senſation and 
Motion, which depend upon their Communication with the Brain ; for 
if a Nerve is tied, all Motion below the Ligature ceaſes ; thus, if the 
phrenic Nerves are tied, the Motion of the Diaphragm is at an End, till 
the Ligature is taken off. 

The Nerwes are divided into thoſe of the Medulla oblongata, and thoſe 
of the Medulla Spinalis, the former of which are en Pair, and of the 
latter thirty, To which may be added the accefory Nerves, or the Com- 
panions of the eighth Pair. | 

The Ouracrexy Nerves are the frft Pair of the Medulla oblongata, 
and ariſe from that Part of the Brain where the carotid Arteries are 
about to enter, and running under the anterior Lobes of the Brain, be- 
come a little larger, till they reach the Os Cribriforme, into the Foramina of 
which the ſmall Fibres inſinuate themſelves, and are immediately ſpread 
on the Membrana Narium. 


The Opric Nerves are the ſecond: They ariſe ſingle from the Tha- 


lari Nervorum Opticorum, and paſs out at their proper Hole of the 
ſphenoide Bone, and enter the Globe of the Eye to be expanded in the 
Membrana Retina. Theſe Nerves in their Road, unite before the In- 
ſundibulum, and croſs each other, according to Petit. They do not 
pierce the poſterior Part of the Eye, oppoſite the Pupil, but a little lower 
and more internally. The

The Moronzs Ocuri are the third Pair: They proceed from the 
anterior Edge of the Proceſſus Aunularit, and going out at the Foramey 
lacerum are diſtributed to the Globe of the Eye, the Muſculus rectus Fal. 
lopii, the Attollens, Abducens, Deprimens, and Obliguus minor. 


The Parugric Nerves are the fourth Pair, which ariſe behind the 


Eminences called Teſſes, and go out at the Foramina /atera, to be enti 
ſpent on the Muſcul: Trochleares, or Obliqui majores Oculorum, which a 
vance the Eye forwards in Staring and Fury. 

The GusTaToRr are the fifth Pair, and are very large in the Brain; 
Below the dura Mater they are divided into three remarkable Branches; 
the ſuperior is called the Ophthalmic, and is beſtowed on various Parts of 
the Eye and Eye-lids ; the Muſcles of the Forehead and Noſe ; as alſo, 

the Teguments of the Face. The ſecond may be called the ſuperior Max. 
illary; becauſe when it has out of the Skull through the Fora. 
men rotundum, it is diſtributed through all Parts of the Maxilla ſuperiqr, 
the Lips, Noſe, Palate, Uyula, Gums, and Teeth, A Twig of this re. 
flects back to the Ear, which being joined to a Branch of the ſeventh 
Pair conſtitute the Chorda Tympani. Beſides, when it is in the Skull it 
ſends out a Twig or two, which, with a Branch of the fixth Pair, ſome. 
times forms the Beginning of the interceſal Nerve. The third may be 
called the inferior Maxillary, becauſe when it is come out of the Skull 
through the Foramen Owale, it is beſtowed on the Parts of the lower Jaw, 
the Teeth, and chiefly the Tongue, whence the whole takes the Name of 
Gu/latory. 

The InTERCosTAaL Nerves proceed from Branches of the fifth and 
ſixth Pair, after they have eſcaped the Os Petroſum, and are there joined 
by Branches from the eighth, ninth, tenth, and firſt and ſecond Spinal, 
which form the cervical Ganglion, which is the largeſt of the Body; it 
is ſeated immediately behind the Pharynx, from which the Nerve now 
called intercofial goes out, to deſcend down the Neck with the carotid Ar. 
tery, ſupplying in its Courſe the Muſculi Flexoris of the Head and Neck, 
and communicating with the cervical Nerves. As the Intercoflal is abput 
to enter the Thorax, it again forms a Ganglion, from which the Trachea 
Arteria and Heart are ſupplied with Nerves which join with Branches 
of the eighth Pair, and paſs between the two large Arteries and Auriclts 
to the Subſtance of the Heart. The Intercoſtal, after this runs down 
the Vertebræ of the Thorax, from between which additional Nerwes are 
conſtantly ſent thereto, till it paſſes through its own proper Hole of the 
Diaphragm ; after which it forms another Ganglion cloſe by the Glan- 
aul Renales, into which the eighth Pair enter. From ſuch à Ganglion, 
or Knot, on each Side, the Nerves of the Inteſtines, Liver, Spleen, Pancreas, 
and Kidneys, are derived; and the Extremity of this Nerve is ſent down 
to the Pelvis to ſupply the Parts there. ; 

The Apvucexs is the f Pair, which ariſes from the fore Part of 
the Corpora Pyramitalia, and after piercing the dura Mater ſends off a 
Branch, which joining to the reflected T wig of the Ophthalmic Branch of 
the fifth Pair, forms the Original of the Iate coal, and paſſes thro" the 
Foramen lacerum, to be ſpent entirely on the Muſculus Abaudor Oculi. 

The InT:«cosTaL ariſing from Branches of the two former, or from 
the ſixth alone, paſſes out of the Skull, by the Canal of the internal Ca- 
rotid, and near the eighth Pair through the Neck ; thence through the 


Therax and Abdomen, as far as the Js, forming ſeveral Plexus Ut 
various 
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various Places, and Gang/ia, beſtowing Twigs on all Parts contained in 
the Neck, Thorax, and Abdomen. | 

The AUDiToRY is the ſeventh Pair: Theſe ariſe from the Side of the 
Root of the annular Proceſs in two Trunks, whereof one is called the 
Pertio dura, the other the Portio mollis. Theſe entering the Meatus au- 
Jitorius internus, and immediately dividing, one Part ſoon looſes its firm 
Coats, and is expanded on the inmoſt Camera of the Ear; while the 
other palling through the Aquedudus Fallopii, comes out of the Skull, 
involved in all its Coats, between the Sty/o:4e and Maſtoide Proceſſes, and 
ſupplies the Mu/culi obligui Capitit, Stylo-byoidei, Style glaſi, Stylo pharin- 
gel, and Platiſma Hyoides, on which, and to the Skin of the Neck, a 
gr-at Number of its (mall Filaments run. The ſuperior Branches of it 
ſupoly tne Parotid Gland and external Ear, and the whole Side of the 
Face as far forward as the Chin. | 1 

The eighth Pair is the Pax Vacun, which ariſe from the Side of the 
Baſis of the Corpora Olivaria, then running to the Hole common to the 
O//a Temporum and Occipitis, they are there joined by the Accefſorius 
Willifii, From thence deſcending through the Neck and Thorax to the 


Abdomen, it be ſtows Branches on the Larynx, Pharinx, Heart, and Lungs ; 


but chiefly on the Stomach. It ſends back Nerves from the upper Part 
of the Thorax to the Larynx, which are thence called the Rc ua NT. 


In the Neck, Thorax, and Abdomen, it makes various Plcxures with the An- 


gual, cervical, and intercoſtal Nerwes. | 

The ninth Pair appear firſt at the inferior Part of the Corpora Pzrami« 
dalis, and paſs out of the Skull at their proper Holes in the Os Occipitis, 
and after ſending off Branches to the Glandula T hyroidea, Muſculi flerno- 
hyoidei, and ferno Thyroidei, they are loſt in the Subſtance of the Tongue. 
Theſe may more properly be called the Gus rATOAY NERVES, than the 


fifth Pair, 


The tenth Pair comes out from the Beginning of the Medulla Spinalis, 
between the Os Occipitis and firſt Vertebra Colli, and is all, except what 


goes to the Canglion of the Interce/tal, ſpent on the Muſculi obligui and 


Extenſoris Capitis. 
The AcckssoRxY Nerves above-mentioned proceed from the Medulla 
Spinalis and have their Beginning about the third or fourth Pair of the 


Neck. They are ſmall at firſt, but are enlarged by Filaments ſent off 


from the three firſt wertebral Pair. They enter the Skull by the large 
Foramen of the occipital Bone, and paſs out again with the eighth Pair, 
which they afterwards leave, piercing the Mattoide, and paſhng back- 
wards on the Elevator Scapulæ, they communicate with a Branch of the 
3 vertebral Pair, and go to be loſt in the Maſculus Cucullaris os 

raßexius. b f 

All the Nexves of the MEpuLLa SIN ALIS paſs through the lateral 


Holes of the wertebral Canal, and through the anterior Holes of the Os 


ſacrum. However, the Medulla does not reach all the Length of this 
Canal, but generally terminates about the firſt or ſecond Yertebra of the 
Loins in a blunt Point, from which ſeveral nervous Filaments procced, 
called by the Ancients Cauda eguina. Theſe Nerves derive their Origin 
from two Plans or Ranks of Fibres, of which one proceeds from the 
anterior Part of the Medulla, and the other from the poſterior. Theſe 
two Plans approach each other a little beyond the Edge or Side of the 
Medulla, and enter as many membranous Skeaths as there are Nerves, 


Theſe 
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"Theſe Sheaths are ſupplied by the dura Mater, and they are pierced at 
the Beginning with' two ſmall Holes very near each other, for the 
Paſſage of the two Plans which compoſe the Nerves. Theſe unite ſoon 
after, and form a kind of a Ne, or Ganglion, which produces the 
Trunk of the Nerve. 

The Neves of the Medulla Spinalis have ſeveral Names, and are thir. 

in Number; of which ſeven are cervical, twelve dorſal, five Jumbar, 
and fix belong to the Os ſacrum. 

The firſt CRAvICAL Pair goes out between the firſt and ſecond Ver. 
tebra; and, after having ſent off ſeveral Branches by which they com. 
manicate with the interco/lal Nerve, as alſo the tenth Pair and the ſecond 
cervical, it is beſtowed on the Muſcles Splenius, Complexus, and the Te. 
guments of the Occipat. 

The /econd Cervical communicates with the ninth Pair of the Head, 
and with the firſt and third of the Neck, and then is diſtributed to the 
Teguments of the Neck and Side of the Head; alſo to the Parotid Gland 
and external Ear, where it joins with the Portio dura. 

The third Cervical, aſter having communicated with the fecond and 
fourth Pair, is not only diſtributed to the jugular Glands, but alſo to the 
Skin which covers the lateral and inferior Part of the Neck, the Cla- 
vicle, and the Top of the Shoulder, to the Muſcles Trapezius and Supra- 
ſpinatus ; and communicates with the acceſſory Nerve of the eighth 
Pair. | 
The DraynracmarIC or PnR ENI Nerve is likewiſe formed by a 
Branch of the third Pair, with the Concourſe of two Branches of the 
ſecond and fourth Cerwicals. It enters the Thorax behind the Clawick, 
and before the ſubclavian Artery, and runs along the Pericardium to be 
Joſt in the Diaphragm. The it Phrenic makes a ſmall Turn round 
that Part of the Pericardium which covers the Apex of the Heart. 

The four laft cervical Pairs paſs betwecn the Portions of the Scalenur 
Muſcles, and uniting their Trunks together paſs under the Arm-pits, 
where, with a Branch of the third cerwical Pair, and the Trunk of the 
frft dorſal, they form a Plexus, from which proceed fix confiderable Cords, 
as fo many particular Trunks, which are diſtributed to the Arm, and are 
called brachial Nerves, Theſe different Pairs likewiſe beſtow Branches 
on the adj cent Parts: The fourth beſtows Branches on the Muſcular 
Scalenns, the Elevator Scapulæ, and the Trapezius. A pretty conſidera- 
ble Branch runs along the C2//a ſuperior of the Homoplate, to be loſt in 
the Supraſpinatus, the Infraſpinatus, and the Rotundus minor. 

The f/th Pair fends a Branch anteriorly, which unites with one from 
the tb, which is diſtributed to the Scalenus Muſcle, the large Pectoral, 
and the adjacent Teguments, Another Branch which communicates with 
the ſixth, glides under the pecloral Muſcles, and is diſtributed to the Serra- 
tus major, and the Sub/capularis, and goes to be loſt in the atis 
Da-, and the adjacent Teguments. 

The fxth and ſeventh Pairs furniſh, as was obſerved hefore, 
Branches for the Formation of the brachial Nerwes, which according to 
Da Verrey are five, the Cutaneus, Muſculo cutaneus, Cubitalis, Radial, 
and Medianus; but according to Monro and Winſlow, fix ; Cutaneus, 
Muſculs cutaneus, Muſcularis Ulnaris, Radialis, and Articulan is. 

The CuTanevs runs down the fore Part of the Arm, and ſerves the 


Teguments as far as the Palm of the Hand. | Thi 
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The MuscuLo-cuTanevus through the Coraco-Brachialis, and. 
after ſupplying the Biceps and Brachiæus internus, is on the Tegu 
ments Ti Back of 2 Cubitus and Hand. _ (pr 
The MuscuLar1s proceeds down the fore Part of the Arm to be loft 
in the Muſculi Flexores Carpi, Digitorum, &c. | 
The ULNARISs * the Extenſores Cubiti, and Teguments of the 
Elbow, and paſſing through the Sinuoſity of the external Condylè of the 
Humerus, runs along the Lua, where it gives Twigs to the Teguments 
and adjacent Muſcles, and at length is lott in the Back of the Hand, 
Muſeult interaſſei, and Lumbricales in the little Finger, and Side of the 
Ring-finger next to this. s 


The Ra DIALIs goes down the fore Part of the Arm near the Radzas, - 


beſtowing Branches on the circumjacent Muſcles in its Progreſs; at the 

Ligamentum aunulare Carpi, it divides, and is ſent to the Thumb, Fore- 

finger, Middle-finger, half the Ring-finger, and to the Back of the Hand. 
The ARTiCULAR1s runs almoſt round the Top of the Os Humer, 


and ſerves the Muſculi Extenſores Cubiti, Retraftores, and Flewatares 


Humeri. 

The twelve DorsAaL or CosTaL Nerves, run internally along the 
Ribs, and accompany the intercoſtal Arteries and Veins, and in their Pro- 

reſs beſtow Branches on the Intercoſtal Muſcles. The five lower Pair 
ad off Branches to the Muſcles of the Abdomen. The loweſt commu- 
nicates with the firſt Lumbar, and is bellowed on the Muſculas Quadratus 
Lumbaris, and the Iliacus internus. 

The five LumBar Pair of Nerwes in general ſend off Twigs to the 
vertebral Muſcles, and communicate with each other, and with the J- 
terceſtal Nerve. 

The „r ſends ſeveral Branches to the Abdominal Muſcles ; as alſo the 
Pſoas and Iliacus; while others go to the Teguments and Muſcles of the 
ſuperior and anterior Part of the Thigh, and the main Trunk of it is loſt 
in the Crur.l. 

. Fl ſecond paſſes through the P/oas Muſcle, and is diſtributed much as 
the former. | 

The third is loſt in the Muſculus Pefineus, There are Branches which 
proceed from theſe three Pair, which make one Trunk called the On- 
TURATOR, or polterior CKURAL Nerve: This runs along the anterior 
Part of the Peivis, and ſlipping through a ſmall Sinuoſity ia the inte- 
- Part of the Foramen magnum Offis Jſcbii, is ſpent on the Muſculas 

riceps. 

The third Crural Nerve is formed by the Union of Branches from the 
firſt four /umbar Nerves, which running along with the Pſoas Mujcle, 
paſſes with the large Blood-veſſcls out of the Abdomen, below the tendi- 
nous Arcade of its Muſcles, and is diſtributed to the Muſcles and Te- 
guments on the fore Part of the Thigh: One Branch of this crural 
Nerve accompanies the Vena Saphæna as far as the Ankle. 
 TheSciartic or IscaiaTic NERVE, is the largeſt in the Body, and 
is formed of the Remainder of the fourth and fifth /uanbar Nerves joined 
with the fitſt, ſecond, and third of the Os Sacrum; it goes out at the 
large Hollow behind the great Tubercle of the Os chium, and paſſing 
over the Quadringemini Muſcles, deſcends along the poſterior Part of the 
Thigh, ſending off every where as it goes Branches to the Teguments 
and Muſcles of the Thigh and Leg. At the Ham it divides into two 


Parts, 
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Parts, the ſmaller of which mounts over the Fibula, and ſerving the Mu 
euli Peronei, Flexores Pedic, and Exrenſores Digitorum, is continued to the 
Toes, along the broad Part of the Foot : The larger Trunk finks under 
the Muſcu/i Gemelli, and then divides ; one Part is ſpent on the Muſcley 
at the Back of the Leg and Teguments, and the other is continued by 
the inner Ankle to the Foot, and then ſubdivides; one Branch of which 
is diſtributed after the ſame Manner as the Ulraris, and the other as the 
Raialis in the Hand. 

The three fir # Pair of the Os Sacrum, as was juſt obſerved, are almoſt 

all loſt in the Formation of the Sciatic Nerve. However, ſome Branches 
go off to the Bladder, the Yeficulz ſerrnales, the Proftates, and the Penis 
in Men, and to the Uterus, Fallopian Tubes, and Clitoris in Women. The 
| fourth Pair ſends off Twigs to the — of the Anus, to the Perito- 
nun, the Scrotum, and to the Muſculi Erectoret. The fifth Pair, which 
are ſmall, go to the Muſcles of the Anus; and the ſixth to the Cocqæ 
and the Muſcles that cover it. Theſe Nerves proceed from the anterior 
Holes of the Os ſacrum, nor is there any remarkable Nerve goes out 
from thoſe behind, whatever ſome have pretended.

Of ADENoLOGy. 


DenoLocy is that Part of Anatomy which treats of the Gr. awvs, 
which are Organs proper to ſecrete any particular Fluid from the 
Blood, or to elaborate that which is called LyMPpHa. They are divided 
into two Sorts, the ConGLoMERaTE and ConGLOBATE, or Lymphatic, 
Some call the latter Simple and the former Compound. 

The fmple conſiſt of elaſtic, circular Fibres, which impel the Lympha 
and Chy/e into their proper Dutts. The Compound have each a leſſer 
Canal, which being continued forms a larger: Hence, wherever there 
are conglomerate Glands, there are likewiſe excretory Veſſels, —_— 
which ſome particular Fluid is to paſs. Theſe Fluids differ greatly 
among themfelves, as may be ſeen in the Sa/iva, Bile, Fluid of the 
Nerves, Urine, Mucus, Sweat, Semen, and Milk. Hence the Secretion 
made by the Glands cznnot be one and the ſame, but how it is perfor- 
med is a very important Queſtion. 

Some affirm, it is owing to a particular aſſimilating Ferment in the 
ſeveral Parts ; others to the Figure of the Canals, which will admit but 
one Kind of Fluid. Winſlow affirms, that the Canal of each Gland is 
lined with a kind of Down originally imbuted with its own proper Fluid, 
which will admit no other, as whited-brown Paper dipped in Oil will 
ſuffer nothing but Oil to paſs through it. But Hofman thinks it owing 
to the greater or leſſer Diameter and Amplitude of the ſecretory Canals. 
To which Kill adds the different Angle the ſecretory Duct makes with 
the Trunk of the Artery, and the different Velocities with which the Blood 
arrives at the Orifices of the ſaid Ducts. For he affirms that the moſt 


viſcid Secretions are made at the greateſt Diſtance from the Heart, ant 


where the Motion of the Blood is ſloweſt; and e contra. But none of 
theſe Opinions are ſatisſactory to me; for though it is allowed, with 
Hoffman, that thicker or thinner Fluids may be cccaſionally ſeparated 


from the ſame Glands, according as their Orifices are enlarged or di- 
miniſhed; 


minil 


yirul, 
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iniſhed, yet every Gland, upleſs there is an external Injury, as in the 
vinglene NS always ſecretes a Fluid of the ſame Kind, though 
not of the ſame Conſiſtence. This, it is acknowledged, will not hold 


good in thoſe Emunctories of the Body which Nature has appointed to 


drain off the ſuperfluous Fluids from the Blood ; as for Inſtance, the 
Urine is greatly impregnated with Bile in * But the ſudden 
Appearance of that Diſtemper, after Colics that cauſe a Spajm of the bi- 
liary Dads, is a Proof that that Humour was præexiſtent in the Blood, 
and that when the Separation of it ceaſes, it is ſoon overloaded with bi- 
lious Particles, as appears from the Colour of the Skin, and the Saffron 
Hue of the Urine. Yet true perfect Bile can be ſecreted no where but 
in the Viſcus deſigned by Nature for that Purpoſe. The ſame may be 
ſaid of the pancreatic Juice, the Semen, Milk, Sc. Theſe Things being 
allowed, I am afraid all our Attempts to account for theſe Secretions 
mechanically will be vain and fruitleſs; and though a Phyſician may 
diſplay his Learning in giving plauſible Reaſons, in explaining how the 
various Operations of Nature are performed, yet we ſhall in Reality re- 
main as ignorant as before: Nor need we be at all anxious about it, 
for no good Purpoſe of Healing will be effected, by our not knowing 
what is placed out of the Reach of human Underſtanding. But after 
all, if any Phy/ialogi/t ſhould think it an eaſy Matter to give a ſatis factory 
Explanation of the whole animal Ozconomy, let him acquaint the World 
how the Paſſions act upon the human Body,; why violent Anger, ſudden 
Joy, and extreme Terror are often attended with ſuch ſpeedy and dreadful 
Effects; why Ideas in the Mind excite lively Senſations in the Body; 
and why pregnant Women, when they are diſappointed of their Longing, 
ſo often mark the Fætus with various Figures. Theſe Effects mult cer- 
tainly be produced by a Mechaniſm we are not Maſters of, which cught 
to teach theſe ſanguine Enquirers alittle more Modeſty ; and then per- 
haps we might hope for an accurate Hiſtory of Nature, which would be 
of more Advantage to Medicine than all the Theories hitherto invented. 


Of the GLANDS in particular. 


Some call the Enceyrnratos, or the whole Contents of the Skull, a 
Gland; others the cortical Part of the Brain; but if the Injections of 
Rayſch can determine the Matter, this is likewiſe denied. Others again 
enumerate the Glands of the Brain in the following Manner. The Pi- 
neal Gland, the Pituitary Gland, the Glands which are about the Sinus 
of the dura Mater, and the Glands which are about the Choroide Plexus, 
diſcoverable by a Microſcope. Their Uſe is uncertain. 

The Glands whoſe excretory Ducts open into the Mourn, beſides the 
Parotid and Maxillary, are the ſublingual, the labial, the buccal, the Pala» 
tine, the Amygdalz, thoſe on the Surface of the Epiglottis, and the Pharynx. 

In the Eyes are the lachrymal Gland, thole that compoſe Part of the 
Caruncula lachrymalis, and the Ciliary, upon the Edge of the Eye-lids. 
In the Nos are the Glands of the pituitary Membrane. In the Eaxs, 
the Ceruminous Glands which furniſh the Wax, and ſome of the Sebaceous 
Kind ; to theſe may be added thoſe of the Membrane which lines the 
Tzmpanum, and the Euſtachian Tube. 

In the TuoAx is the Thymus, which ſome call a conglomerate Gland; 
add to this the Bronchial, which ſupply the Cavities of the g 
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with a lymphatic Fluid ; the Tracheal, in the Appera Arteria, and thoſe on 
the Infide of the Larynx, as they relate to the Lungs, called the 4% 
woidal, Likewiſe the Thyroidzal Gland, and thoſe on the convex Side 
the Epiglettis. | 
In the ABpomen, beſides thoſe in the Peritonæum, there are the Par 
eveas, the Liver, the Kidneys, the Glands of the Stomach, thoſe of th: 
Inteſlines, the Capſules atrabiliariæ, which ſome reckon conglomerit- 
Glands the Proftates, the Glands in the ſpongious Web of the Urethre; 
to which may be added thoſe of the Inſide of the Bladder and the Ur: 
ters which ſupply a Fluid 1 to defend their Coats from a too lively 
Impreſſion of the Urine. Add to theſe the Glands on the inner Part of 
the Prepuce, and of the Corona of the Glant. | 
In the Parts of Generation proper to Women are the Glands on the 
Inſide of the Uterus, thoſe of the Vagina, thoſe ſeated under the reifen 
Plexus, the glandulous Body which ſurrounds the Urethra, as alſo the 
ſebaceous Glands, which are obſervable on the Infide of the Labia. | 
To theſe may be added the mucilaginous Glands of the Joints, which 
ſupply a Liquor to render the Cartilages ſupple, which are called Synovia, 
Hitherto of the Conglomerate Gland;. | | 
As for the ConcLoBaTe GLanDs, there are none in the Skull, un- 
leſs thoſe glandulous Grains are ſuch, which are ſeated along the ii. 
tudinal Sinus, There is a conglabate Gland which touches the Parotid, 
and another at the Baſis of the lower Jaw. There are ſome which ac- 
company the Jugular Vein, called Jugular Glands. Others are placed 
behind the Neck near the occipital Bone, termed occipital Glands ; othen 
again at a greater Diſtance, named cervical. | | 
In the Thorax are the dorſa! Glands, which are generally two, con- 
nected to the Oe/ſephagus, over againſt the fifth Yertebra of the Back, 
Some glandulous Grains at the Baſis of the Heart are looked upon u 
conplobate Glands, and ſome place the Thymus in the ſame Rank. 
fn the Abdomen are the Gaſtric Glands, which touch the upper Orifice 
of the Stomach ; the Hepatic in the hollow Part of the Liver near the 
Entrance of the Vena Porte ; others are adjacent to the Neck of the 
Gall-Bladder, called the Cz/ic ; others touch the internal Surface of the 
Spleen, termed Sp/enic ; and others again on the upper Part of the i- 
' $/v0n, named the Epiploic. There are likewiſe /umbar Glands, which 
are near the Receptacle of the Chyle. The Meſenteric are diſperſed 
throughout the whole Extent of the Me/entery. The [lac touch ihe 
Veſſels which bear this Name, and the Sacred are placed on the in- 
ternal Surface of the Sacrum. | 
On the Extremities of the Body there are alſo Conglobate Glands ; the 
f-/t are axillary, which are generally three in Number; they are covered 
with common Teguments. There are ſometimes g/andulous Grains it 
the bending of the Elbow, which are ſo many cong/obate Glands. ln 
the Groin there are eight or ten cong/obate Glauds, not covered with 20 
Muſcle: They are divided into two Parcels, which lie at about 40 
Inch Diſtance from each other. There are two or three cong/obate Gland 
about the Middle of the Thigh, which are called crura/, and there art 


likewiſe ſome to be met with in the Ham.

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Of the LyMPHADUCTS, and V AsA LACTEA. 


Esipts the lymphatic Veins and Arteries which may be obſerved on 

the Skin, the White of the Eye, Cc. there is another Kind called 
VaLvulLaR LYMPHATICs from the great Number of VaLves which 
are found therein. Theſe Veſſels may be ſeen on the Surface of the 
Viſcera, and particularly the Liver, where they form a wonderful Sort 
of Net- work. They are moſt readily diſcovered along its /uſþen/atory 
Ligament. They accompany the greateſt Part of the Yeins, as well as 
all the cong/obate Glands, in which theſe Veſſels ſeem to terminate. 
Theſe Veſſels, which proceed from the Glands, are generally more con- 
ſiderable than thoſe that enter in, and they paſs from thence to the next 
conglobate Glands. 

Theſe Veſſels are tranſparent, and ſeem to be compoſed of one thin 
Membrane, through which may be perceived a clear Fluid, a little mu- 
cilaginous, called LyMyxa. They diſcharge this Fluid into the Re- 
ceptacle of the Chyle, the thoracic Duda, and into ſome of the Veins which 
they accompany. That Part of it not uſed for Nouriſhment is taken up 
again by the Veſſels in every Part. It ſerves to dilute the Chyle, and 
to render it more fit for Nouriſhment. 

The Vasa LacTEa are the Venæ Ladteæ, the Receptaculum Chyli, and 
the Ductus T horacicus. » 

The VIEW LacTEz are a great Number of fine pellucid Tubes, 
which begin from the /all Guts, and proceeding thence through the 
Meſentery they commonly unite, and form larger Veſſels, which paſs 
through the meſenteric Glands, and thence into the Receptaculum Chyli. 
Before they enter the Glands they are called Venæ Ladteæ primi Generzs ; 
and from thence to their Entrance into the Receptacle ſecundi Generis, in 
which they diſcharge their Contents. This ReceyTacLE is generally 
placed on the firſt Yertebra of the Loins to the Right of the Aorta, where 
it is partly hid by the right muſculous Append of the Diaphragm. It is 
two Thirds of an Inch long, and one Third over in its largeſt Part. It is 
formed by the Union of three Tubes, one from under the Aorta; the 
ſecond from the Interſtice of the Aorta and Cava, and the third from the 
Emulgents on the right Side. The upper Part is gradually contracted 
into a ſlender Pipe of a line Diameter, called the DucTus Txoraci- 
cus, This paſſes between the Appendices Muſculoſe Diaphragmatis to 
the right of, and ſomewhat behind, the Horta, to the Azygos Vein, by 
which it is hid; and being arrived at the fifth Yertebra of the Back, or 
thereabouts, it turns off a little to the left, and diſcharges itſelf into 
the 4% ſubclavian Vein. But before it enters the Vein it riſes as high 
as the left internal Jugular, and then deſcends. A more minute De- 
ſcription of its Courſe is not neceſſary, becauſe there are great Variations 
in different Subjects. The /a&eal Veins and thoracic Dutt have ſeveral 
Valves to prevent the Return of the Chyle, which -paſſes from the 
Inteſtines to the Receptacle, from thence to the thoracic Duct, and at 
Jaſt into the 4% ſubclavian Vein. 
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Of SURGERY in general. 
Urctry is the Art of healing by MAN VAL OPERA Tioxs and by 
the 1 of ExTErNAL MEDICIX ES. 


By this Definition it appears that Surgery is not confined only to Ope- 
rations, nor to external Diſeaſes ; for it muſt be owned, that external Dif. 


_ eaſes often require internal Remedies, becauſe Operations may ſometimes 


be unſeaſonable without a due Preparation of the Body, or may not be 


ſufficient to reſtore Health alone. Likewiſe there are ſome internal Di/. 


eaſes, which cannot be cured without external Means. 

The Human Bopy is the Subje# of Surgery, whether /iving or dead; 
becauſe it has a Tendency to preſerve and reſtore the Health of the 
Living ; and by diſſecting thoſe that are dead to gain a Knowledge of 
the Structure of the Parts, which is abſolutely neceſſary in many Caſes, 
for the due Performance of manual Operations. 

The Obje& of this Art is all ſurgical Diſeaſes, and even the human 
Body after Death; becauſe the Cauſes of many Diſeaſes cannot other- 
wiſe be diſcovered than by opening dead Bodies. The Exp of Sargery 
1s to heal or palliate thole Diſeaſes which properly come under the Care 
of the Practitioner in this Branch of Medicine. FD __ 

Surgery is divided into TyeEoRICAL and PRACTICAL ; the former con- 
fiſts in the Knowledge of the Rules and Precepts of the Art, the Deſign 
of which is to explain all the Phenomena which are obſervable in a Body, 
whether diſeaſed or ſound: This requires the Study of Phyfiology and Aus- 
tomy; Diſeaſes and their Remedies, 

PRACTICAL SURGERY conſiſts in the Execution of all the Rules, and 
in their Application to the different Diſeaſes, of which the theorical Part 
gives any Knowledge. Thus Theory and Practice mutually aſſiſt each 
other, and no Man deſerves the Name of a Surgeon, who is ignorant of 
either: -Precepts lay open the Road to Practice, and Practice often lays 
down the Foundation of forming new Precepts, or to rectiſy thoſe for 
merly made, | 

A Surceon ſhould be endowed by Nature with feveral Qualities 
both of Body and Mind, which ought to be well conſidered before any 
one applies to the Study of this Art. He ſhould have a ſolid Judgment, 
and a quick Penetration, a happy Dexterity, and a feady Hand; together 
with a piercing Sight; moſt of which are improveable with Application 


- and Exerciſe. For Study, while a Perſon is young, will accaſtom the 


Mind to reafon juſtly, and to acquire that Kind of Sagacity which 1s ne- 
ceſſary to lay hold of the principal Point, when a Multitude of Objedls 
offer themſelves to Conſideration, A frequent Exerciſe in the different 
Parts of Anatomy will accuſtom the Hand to perform every Action with 
Steadineſs, and bring the natural Dexterity to greater Perfection; and 
thoſe who uſe themſelves to perform Operations on dead Bodies, will 
do the ſame on the living with more Readineſs and Eaſe. 
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Of OPERATION's in general. 


N OPERATION, as was ſaid before, is the methodical Application 

of ſome In/irument, or the Hand of the Surgeon, upon the human 
Body to preſerve Health when preſent, or reſtore it when abſent. 

Now as the greateſt Part of Operations are performed by the Means of 
certain INSTRUMENTS; and when they are over, there being a Neceſſity, 
in order to perfect the Cure, to make Uſe of certain Means compre- 
hended under the general Name of Dzessincs, I ſhall firſt ſay ſome- 
thing of In/iruments, then of the different Kinds of Operations, and laitly 
of Dreſſings. 


Of INSTRUMENTS. 


SURGICAL INSTRUMENTS are divided into NATURAL and ArT1FI- 
c: The NATURAL are the Hands and Fingers of the Surgeon, and 
in general all Parts of the Body, which may be of any Uſe in the Ope- 
ration, The 2nalities required in the Hand are Cleanlineſs, Steadineſs, and 
Dexterity ; the Supplene/s of the Joints, and of the Wriſt, Delicacy of 
Touch; and therefore hard callous Hands are very improper : For which 
Reaſon a Surgeon ſhould never apply himſelf to any Work which may 
make his Hands ſhake, deſtroy their Neatneſs, diminiſh their — 
and the Suppleneſs of the Joints, or render the Epidermis hard and thick. 

When the Hard; are not ſufficient, Ax TIF IcIAL INSTRUMENTS mult 
be made Uſe of to perform Operations. Theſe are made of Gold, Siluer, 
Steel, Copper, Lead, Word, &c. Thoſe which are defigned for cutting, 
dividinz, or pricking, ſuch as the Sca/pel, the Biſtoury, Lancets, Needles, &c. 
mult be of Steel, as well as all thoſe that are likely to meet with great 
Reſiſtance. : 

When great Flexibility is required, in ſome Caſes Lead may be made 
Uſe of for Canulas or Probes. Copper Inſiruments mult never be introduced 
into the Body. Catheters and flexible Probes ſhould be made of Silver. 

IssTRUMENTsS may be ranked into two Claſſes; the firft are thoſe 
which help to make ready the Dreſſings, ſuch as Needles, Thread, Sciſſors, 
and a Spatula; the other ſerve to dreſs Wounds, and to perform the 
different Operations: Such are a Caſe of Lancets, a ſmall Razor, Probes 
of ſeveral Kinds, ſome groved to direct the Incifion-Knife, others with 
a triangular or globular Point; Canulas Syringes, ſtrait and crooked Sci/-' 
ſors, called Prof -Sciſſors, a trait and crooked Biftory or Scal/pel, a ſtrait 
wuble-odged Scalpel, a Spatula, trait and crooked. Needles, a Salvatory, or 
Plafter-box. The Inſtruments to perform the Operations are for the Cheſt 
or Study, and are much larger and more numerous, and therefore it will 


be molt proper to give an Account of them under the Operations to which 
they belong. 


Of the Different Kinds of OyeraT1ONs. 


The OyeraT1ONs of Surgery are commonly ſaid to be of four Kinds : 


1. SYNTHESIS, 2. DIZREs15, 3. ExARESsISs, and 4. PROSTHEsS1s, or 


Re. union. 
L 2 SYNTHESIS 


* 
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SynTHEs1s is an Operation by which divided or diſtant Parts arg 
re · united. Wherefore it is diſtinguiſhed into Syntheſis of Continuity, and 
Synthefis of Contiguity. Syntheſis of Continuity unites that which is divided, 
as Wounds or Fractures; and Synthefis of Contiguity, which replaces the 
Parts which are out of their natural Situation. 'This laſt is called by 
ſome DzorTHoOs1s. = 
_ D1ixxres1s, or the Diviſion of Parts joined, when the Union is con- 
trary to Nature. Thoſe Parts are likewiſe divided, which are an Obſta. 
cle to the Cure of certain Diſeaſes. The Dierefss remedies, for In. 
ſtance, the Inperforation of the Anus, of the Vagina in Women, of the 
Glans in Men. It includes likewiſe cutting for the Stone, and the Per. 
foration or Incifion in the Thorax, to evacuate the Fluids which are ſhed 
upon the Diaphragm, Tc. 

The Diæxksis is diſtinguiſhed by the Manner in which it is per- 
formed, as by perforating, ſcraping, ſawing, filing, and nipping. 'The 
firft is performed chiefly in Fractures of the Skull, to raiſe the Parts 
which are depreſſed, to procure an Outlet for the Blood which is ſhed 
upon the dura Mater, to draw out extraneous Bodies, &c. It is like- 
wiſe performed when there is an Abſceſs in the Marrow of one of the 
long Bones, for Inſtance, the Tibia, to give Vent to the Pas, and to diſ- 
cover the Progreſs of the Diſeaſe. It as alſo done when any extraneous 
Body lies behind one of the flat Bones, as the Shoulder or Hip- bones, 
when it cannot be extracted without the Perforation of the Bone. Scra- 
ping is performed with a proper Inſtrument to take away the Surface of 
the corrupted Bone. Sawing is ufed to divide the Bone in Amputations. 
This Operation by ſome is called Ar1zres1s. Filing regards the 
Teeth when they are to be ſeparated, rendered ſmooth, or to take off the 
Caries. Nipping is performed with an inciſive Forceps, to take off the 
1 of broken Bones, when they are likely to hurt the adjacent 

arts. | 

Pundtlure is another Kind of a Diæreſis, which is done with a pointed 
Inſtrument ; ſuch is the Operation performed on the Eye to Ceprels the 
cryſtalline Humor, when it is become opaque; and ſuch is the PunQue 
with the Trochart to evacuate the Waters collected in the Abdomen. 

Hither may be referred the drawing of Teeth, the extracting of a 
Polypus, and the like. | 

A Cautery is likewiſe a Diæreſis, as it is deßgned to conſame the Part 
to which it is applied. It is either a&ual or potential. The firſt is per- 
formed with Metals red hot, and is chiefly uſed for a Caries in the Bones. 
The latter is applied to procure an Aperture or Vent, whereby ſome 
noxious Humor may be evacuated. 

Ex *REs1s is an Operation by which all extraneous Bodies that are 
prejudicial are extracted. Such is the Extraction of the Stone formed 
in the Bladder. 

ProTHES1s is an Operation by which ſome Inſtrument is added to 
ſupply the Defect of a Part which is wanting, either naturally or acci- 
dentally. This may be done either to facilitate the Functions, as when 
artificial Teeth or Palates are added to facilitate the Pronunciation. 
To reflore ſome Fun&ion, as a wooden Leg, when Perſons cannot walk 
without its Aſſiſtance. To /efer a Deformity, for Inſtance, by the Help of 
a Glaſs-eye, a fictitious Noſe, &c, To correct a bad Conformation, 2s % 
a ſteel Boddice, &c. But this is now the Buſineſs of I»/trument Maler.. 
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Of DatssINGs. 


The ArParaTus for Dakssixos is the ſeveral Things neceſſary 
thereto, ſuch as Compreſes or Bolſters, Canule, Splints, Lint, and Ban- 
dages. 1 ; | 
 CourressEs are made of Linen, ſeveral Times doubled, to lay on 
ſome Part. They are either applied dry or dipt in ſome Liquor. Their 
Shape and Size are according to the Occaſions for which they are ap- 
plied. The Linen ought to be white, worn without Seam, Hem, or 
Liſt. Their C is to fill up void Spaces, to make the Bandage and 
Splints fit eaſy, and preſs effectually upon the Parts; to retain the Dre/- 
ſings and the Parts themſelves in their due Situation; as alſo to defend 
the Part from the Injuries of the Air. When the Compreſs is to make 
a confiderable Reſiſtance, as in many Fractures and Luxations, it is often 
made of a Piece of Emplaſter folded together. Sometimes a Farthing 
Ball filled with Saw-duſt, is uſed to retain the Head of the Humerus, 
and a Farthing itſelf is folded up in a Bit of Rag, for a Compreſs 
after Arteriotomy in the Temples. , 

As for PLasTEeRs, they are only conſidered here with Regard to their 
Figure and Size, proper for the Part to which they are applied. They 
are not only great or ſmall, but oval, round, ſquare, crucial, likea T, 
and many other Figures. They are ſpread _ Linen, Leather, or 
Taffety ; and the Part on which they are applied, if hairy, muſt be ſha- 
ved. They are generally uſed as Remedies to eaſe, diſperſe, or matu- 
rate in Tumours and Luxations. And ſometimes to defend Wounds 
from Air and other Injuries ; as alſo to keep Tents, Daſſili, and Pleagets 
in their Places, | 

CaxuLz are ſmall Pipes which are put into certain Wounds to keep 
them open and diſcharge the Fluids contained in their Cavity. They 
are made of Gold, Silver, or Lead, and are either round or flattiſh. 

SPLINTS are made of the Paſteboard (ſerving to make Hat-boxes, &c) 
of an oblong Form, and ſerve to ſupport and defend any Part. 

Lixr is made of Linen, neither fine nor courſe, and pretty well 
worn, but not too old, and is ſcraped off with a Knife. A groſſer Sort 
is cut into Bits, and unraveled. Sometimes it is applied in a flat or 
oval Shape, and then it is a Pleaget. Sometimes it is made cylindric or 
globular, then it is a Doi}, which are either applied looſe, or tied about 
the Middle with a Thread. When it is made very cloſe and like a 
Cone, it is called a Tet. 

The Uſe of PuepceTs is to ſtop the ſlight Hæmorrbages of recent 
Wounds ; for Lint is of itſelf an innocent Styptic. In the larger Sort 
it ſhould be dipt in ſome Szyptic Liguor, in Alcohol, or in Oil of Turpentnie 
heated. Lint will alſo heal, incarn, or cicratize clean Wounds, by ab- 
ſorbing the Matter therein and excluding the Air. It is uſed likewiſe to 
keep Wounds and Ulcers open, leſt they ſhould unite before the Bottoms 
are cleanſed ; and they at the ſame Time imbibe the acrid Humours and 
Pur, which proceed th#refrom. Laſlly they keep down and compreſs 
the fungous or proud Fleſh, which retards their Cicatriſation, being 
covered with proper Ointments, Digeſtives, and Balſams. 

Doss11s are uſeſul for the ſame Purpoſes, and differ in nothing but 


the Shape, 
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TzwnTs are now in Diſuſe, unleſs to ſtop up or to keep open, or dilate 
Wounds in the Thorax or Abdomen, that the confined Blood or Matter 
may have a Vent. In this Caſe the Tent ſhould be only a Bit of fine 
Rag or Lint rolled up and made like a Cone, with a downy Apex, and 
ſecured from ſlipping into the Cavity of thoſe Parts by a Thread faſtened 
to its Baſis. But if the Tent is deſigned to dilate the ſmall Aperture of 
any Fiſtula or Abſceſs, ſome make Uſe of Gentian, but the common Me. 
thod is to dip a Spunge in melted Wax, and to preſs it cloſe between 
two Plates *till it is cold; then it is to be cut into the Size and Shape 
agreeable to the Deſign ; and when the Heat of the Parts gradually | 
ſoftens the Wax, the Spunge will ſwell and enlarge the Aperture. 

SzsTONs were at firſt made of Horſe-hair, but now of Threads of 
Flax or Silk, either looſe or twiſted together. The Uſe of them is to 
deterge and cleanſe the Sinus through which they are made to paſs by 
the Means of a.Seton Needle. They are commonly made behind the 
Neck, and relieve many Diſorders of the Head and Eyes. | 

BANnDAGE is a Piece of ſtrong Linen Cloth of a certain Size, ſuitable 
to the Diſorder and Part to be inveſted. It ſhould not be too much 
worn, nor too courſe, nor too fine, and cut according to the Direction of 
the Thread. It ſhould be free from Knots, Hems, and Roughneſs. 

Bandages are either ſimple conſiſting of one entire Piece, or compound 
made up of many Pieces — together. Thoſe that will admit rolling 
up, are rolled at one or both Ends, and ſo are either ſingle or double 
headed. When the Bandage is to be uſed and will admit of it, it 
ſhould be held in the Hand, and be unrolled in proportion as it is ap- 
plied, and not be ſuffered to hang down looſe. 

Their general Uſe is to preſerve any Part in its natural Situation, or 
to keep on and cover the Dreſſing, that it may not ſlip, and to make a 
Compreſſion upon certain Veſſels. 

Other Uſes are mentioned occaſionally, in an Edition of the General 
PrAcTiCE or PhrYs1c. | 


Of TumoRs in general, 


HEN any Part is enlarged beyond its natural Dimenſions it is 
called a Tumok ; this is of four Kinds; Tumors cauſed by the 
the /oft Parts being diſplaced, ſuch as Ht rwnias or Ruptures. 2. Tu- 
MoRs of the hard Parts, as ExosTosEs, and thoſe which are made by 
the Luxation or diſplacing of the Bones. 3. Tumors produced by any 
 frange Body; for Inſtance, a Muſquer Ball, which being contained in 
any Part occaſions an Eminence. 4. Thoſe cauſed by the Accumulation 
of any Humor in a ſoft Part, which are properly Humor AL Tumoss: 
Theſe laſt will be treated of in this Place. | 
HumoRaLt Tumors are divided into four Kinds, the PuLEGmon, the 
ErYsS1PELAs, the Oepema, and the Scirryus. They are likewiſe 
diſtinguiſhed into interna/ and external, 1 critical. The Es- 
SENTIAL are thoſe which depend on no other Diſeaſe. The CRITI cal, 
which are made in the Manner of a Criſis, and are the Effect of fome 
primitive Diſeaſe, ſuch as wenereal and peſtilential Buboes, Carbuncles, the 


Puſtules of the Small-pox, and all Tumors which are formed by a A 
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that is, by a Tranſlation of the morbific Matter from the interna] to the 
external Parts, or from one Part to another. 

TumoRs are alſo benign or malignant. The firſt are free from all 
Danger, and the latter, by their bad Quality, threaten the Life of the 
Patient. Or they are Symptoms and Conſequences of ſome grievous Diſ- 
eaſe, ſuch as peſtilential, ſcorbutic, wenereal, ſerophulous, and cancerous 
Tumors. _ 

Again, Tumors may be great, which are properly Tumors ; or mean 
and then they are Tubercles; or ſmall, which are called Pufules, Beſides 


| theſe they are Hard or /of? ; red or white ; livid or black ; painful or in- 


dolent ; ſanguine or bilious ; pituitious or melancholic ; windy or emphyſema- 
tous, according to the Humor which predominates. With regard to 
the Parts which they occupy, they are either cutantous, carnous, glandulous 
or tendinous. 


Of theCauvsets of TumoRs. 


Tumors neceſſarily ſuppoſe two Things, the Fluxion of a Fluid into a 
Part, and the OZ/tacle or Hindrance of the Return of that Fluid; for if 
the Veſſels were open, and the Paſſage free, there would be no Accumu+ 
lation, and conſequently no Tumor. The AccuMULAT10N of Fluids is 
made in two Manners, by Fluxion and Congeſizon. +3 

FLux1ow is a ſpeedy Collection of Humors in any Part from an Ob- 
ſiruction of the Paſſages through which they ought to flow. This ariſes 
from the Strength of the Force with which they are ſent, and Weakneſs 
of the Part on which they fall, which has not Power to free itſelf from 
them. | 

CancesT10Nn is a Collection of Humors in any Part, which is made 
ſoxwly, which is cauſed by the Weakneſs of the Part oz/y; as not being 
able to make the Humors paſs forward which it receives. Cold Tumors, 
that is, the Oædematous and Scirrhous, are made by Congeſtion , the hot or 
inflammatory, by Fluxion, 

It may not be improper to obſerve, that the Ancients attributed the 
Cauſe of the Phl/egmon to Blood ; the Ery/ipelas to Bile, the Oedema to 
Phlegm, and the Scarrhous to Melancholy. But it will be more proper to 
ſay the Phlegmon is owing principally to Blood ; the Ery/ipelas to Blood 
impregnated with an acid and exhalted Bile; the Oedema is cauſed by the 
Lympha or a Seroſity; and the Scirrhus by a thick, viſcous Lympha loaded 
with ſaline, fixed, groſs Particles, 

The AxTEctpexnT Cavuses of Tumors are either external or internal: 
the EXTERNAL are an Air too hot or too cold, ſometimes vitiated with 
malignant Exhalations, Crying, Struggling, violent Exerciſe, Blows, Falls, 
Wounds, Contiſions, Bites, Eſcharotics, Cauftics, Epiſpaſlics, &c. Some of 
theſe Cauſes produce a Rarefaction or Condenſation of the Humors; 
Others raiſe a Swelling ; a Dilatation of the ſanguineous and Iympha- 
tie Arteries ; others again ſtraiten, contract, compreſs, rend, bruiſe, eat, 
in a Word derange the Veſſels and Fibres in ſuch a Manner that the 
Fluids cannot paſs freely, whereby they are accumulated, and the Vo- 
lume of the Part augmented in which they ſtop. 

The IxTEXNAL Cavses are a Plethora, or too great a Quantity of 
Blood and Humors, which ſo diſtend the Veſſels that their Spring is 
weakened, inſomuch that they cannot preſerve the Circulation : And

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Abundance of Zympha and Serofity relaxes them ſo much, that they reg. 


dily receive them, without having a Power to drive them forward, 4 


Cacochymy is another internal Cauſe of Tumors. A groſs thick Blood, 

a viſcid impure Lympha are very likely to cauſe Obſtructions, by choak- 

ing ap the Paſſages, and ſo ſtopping or interrupting the Circulation of 

- --r "2 in any Part, eſpecially with the Concurrence of ſome external 
auſe. 


Of the Die Nos ric and PoronosT1C S1cns of TumoRs, 


The D1acnosTiC Sicns of external Tumors are taken from a Com- 
pariſon with the natural State of the Part; or from any Change which 
is evident to the Sight, Touch, or Hearing; as alſo from the Complaint 
of the Patient. As ſoon as a Protuberance is perceived, Enquiry ſhould 
be made whether it proceeds from the diſplacing of ſome ſoft Part, as in 
. Hernias, or by the Preſence of ſome /uxated or fradtured Bone, or by the 
Introduction of ſome ſtrange Body. When the Tumor is not owing to 
* any of theſe Cauſes, we may conclude it is humoral. | 

The Kind of the Tumor is known by the Colour, Pain, Hardneſ,, 
or Softneſs. That which is red, prominent, hard and painful, is an In- 
FLAMMATORY Tumor, or Phlegmon, That which is red like a Roſe, 
aft, broad, riſing but little, accompanied with a burning Pain, and turns 
white on being preſſed with the Finger, is an Exys1PELas. If the 
Tumor is white, ſoft without Pain, and pits when preſſed by the Finger, 
it is an Ozpema. When the Impreſſion of the Finger leaves no Pit, 
but returns to its Figure like a blown Bladder, it is an Emyaysema. 
Laftly, that which is hard, indolent, and without Change of Colour, or 
is become uneven, livid, and ſhining, is a Sc1rRHuUs. 

All Tumors have different Times or Stages; a Beginning, Encreaſe, 
the State or Vigour, and the Declenſion or Diminution. The Begin- 
ning 1s when the Tumor makes its firſt Appearance, and the Symptoms 
are ſlight. The Encreaſe is when the Tumor augments more and more, 
and the Symptoms become more remarkable. The State or Vigour is 
when the Tumor is arrived at the greateſt Height and Strength without 
encreaſing. The Declenſion is when the Tumor and its Symptoms 
diminiſh, However, none but the curable Tumors run through all theſe 
Stages. The mortal and incurable have but two or three. For In- 
ſtance, Parotides in malignant Fevers; Buboes and Carbuncles which 
attend on the Plague, often carry off the Patient without coming to 
their State. It is worth obſerving, that inflammatory Tumors run ſooner 
—_— all their Stages than the co/z, for theſe laſt may continue ſeveral 

ears. | 

To ſettle the PRoGnosTiCs and Events of Tumors, it is proper to 
know that they terminate by one of theſe following Manners : 1. Re- 
SOLUTION ; 2. SUPPURATION; 3. DELITESCENCE 3 4. INDURATION;3 
5. GaNnGRENE, or MorTIFICATION. 

RESOLUTION is the moſt defirable Event that can happen to Tumors, 
unleſs the Humor is malignant. It is brought about by little and little, 
without any apparent Solution of Continuity; inſomuch that the Tuner 
ſenſibly diminiſhes and diſappears. The Signs of Reſolution in inflam- 
+ matory Tumors are the Diuixuriox of the Heat, Pain, Tenſion, Hard- 
reſs, and Pulſation; the Tumor itſelf growing leſs at the ſame "x 
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The Irenix of the Skin; becauſe Irritation -cauſed by the Acrimony 


of the Humor which tranſpires, is flight. The Molsr us of Plaſters, 
which for that Reaſon may be taken off eaſily. The Senſe of Lion 
ness and Liberty in the grieved Part. The Diminution of the Tumor, 
the Ligbineſt of the grieved Part, and the Moiſfure of the Plaſters, are 
likewiſe Signs of the Reſolution of cold Tumors. 4 

But if the Matter is thick and compact, diſtant from the Skin, lying 
among Fat, in great Quantity, and placed where there is a little Elaſticity, 
as for Inſtance near the Anus; or if the Skin is hard, thick and callous, 
as in the Feet of moſt, there are little Hopes of a Reſolution. 

SUPPURATION is a Change or Turning of the Humor which forms 
the Tumor into a Matter called Pus. This is performed ſpeedily in 
hot Tumors, and ſlowly in the coll; and is beneficial when it happens ta 
venereal, peſtilential, and critical Buboes. But in Jnflammations of the in- 
ternal Parts, an Eryſipelas, an Oedema, a Cancer, and a Scrophula, it is 
diſadvantageous. 

The Signs that a Suppuration is beginning are an Enereaſe of the Heat, 


Pain, Tenſion, Pulſation, and the Fever. As it encreaſes there are ir- 


regular Shiverings ; when the Suppuration is compleated all theſe Symp- 
toms decreaſe : The Skin ſhines, looks white, and is thin; the Tumor 
grows ſoft and riſes to a Point, unleſs in thoſe Places where the Skin 
is hard or callous, or where the Ps lies deep; for then it is known by 
a Flufuation. A Tumor terminating in this Manner is called an An- 
scess, in which the Pas is good when it has no Smell, but is white, 
thick, and of an equal Conſiſtence. If it is thin, ſanious, of various 
Colours, and has an ill Smell, then it is bad. | 

A DeLiTESCENCE is a ſudden Return of the Matter of the Tumor 
into the Veſſels, which ſometimes is tranſlated to another Part, and forms 
another Tumor. 

A Deliteſcence is beneficial when the Matter thus returned paſſes off 
by Urine, Stool, or inſenſible Perſpiration ; for then no bad Accident 
will ſapervene. But when it is tranſlated to another Part, it is more or 
leſs diſadvantageous according to the Nature of the Humor, and the 
Part on which it falls. It is more dangerous in the Brain than in the 
Liver , as alſo in the Liver than in the Lungs. 

A Deliteſcence may be cauſed by Repercutients ; by the Coldneſi of the 
Air; by a bad Regimen; by a Fever; by Narcotics ; and by the Paſſions 
of the Mind. A Heawvwineſs in the Head; Sleepine/s ; a Delirium or a 
Phrenſy, declare that the Tranſlation is made to the Brain. Pain and 
Terſion in the right hypogaſtric Region; Hiccuping, and womiting ſhow it 
Is carried to the Liver; Pain in the Side, and Difficulty of breathing are 
digns that it is depoſed in the Thorax. 

An InvuraTion or Sciaanus happens when the Tumor is in a 
glandulous Part, when the external or internal Heat is violent ; and when 
the Matter impacted is inert and thick, with and Obſtruction of the 
Emunctory of the Gland: For then the more fluid Parts of the Humors 
will be evaporated ; the Remainder will be hardened, and the ſmall 
Veſſels will concrete together into a ſolid Body. | 

It is a Sign that the Aduratton is formed, when the Pain, Redneſs, and 
Puſation ceaſe, if at the ſame Time the Tumor is circumſcribed, and 
feels ard to the Touch. : 


| 
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A Gancrene or MorTiricaTion. In this laſt the Humors cor. 
age and Life totally ceaſes in that Part. But in a Gangrene the Mor- 
tification is not compleated, becauſe it attacks only the external Part; 
whereas in a Sphace/us or Mortification the Corruption penetrates to the 
Bone of the Part, which becomes inſenſible and without Motion. 

A Mortification may be cauſed by the opening the principal Trunk of 
an Artery ; by making the Bandages or Ligatures too ſtrait; by the 
Head xo a Bone got out of its Cavity; by a conſiderable Tumor near 
a great Veſſel; by the Weight of the Body in a tedious Diſeaſe ; and 
by the epineurotic Membranes being inflamed, and compreſſing the 
Parts which they ſurround. As alſo by deſtroying the Veſſels of a Pan 
with an actual Cautery ; by great Contuſions and Fractures of the Bones, 
and by Weaknefs of the Elaſticity of the Fibres, as in a Dropſy. Add 


to theſe inflammatory Tumors, when the Tenſion and Swelling are very - 


conſiderable, the Pain violent, and the Heat exceſſive. l 

There is another Kind of Mortification, which ariſes from the Impo. 
veriſhment of the Blood, which may be occafioned by ſome venereal or 
feorbutic Virus; by the Weakneſs of the Elaſticity of the Veſſels, which 
cannot act upon the Fluids; by the Want of proper Aliments ; by ex- 
ceſſive Labour; by the Paſſions of the Mind; by the immoderate Uſe 
of ſpirituous Liquors, and by intenfe Application to abſtruſer Studies. 
For all theſe Cauſes have a Tendency to deprive the Blood of its due 
Nouriſhment, and of the Quantity of Spirits neceſſary to maintain the 
Regularity of the animal Oeconomy. 

The Signs of a Mortificatian are, a violent Pain, a remarkable Tenſion 
and Redneſs of :the Part; by the Separation of the Epidermis upon 
touching the Skin; by the Phlyctænæ filled with a reddiſh Seroſity; 
foon after which the Skin becomes pale, livid, and black, with a Pri- 
vation of Senſe and Motion. Then there is a cadaverous Smell, a 
fiinking Fluid oozes out, and a kind of Circle ſeems to ſet Bounds be- 
tween the found and the diſeaſed Parts. 

In a Mortification which proceeds from Want of due Nouriſhment, the 
Part is cold, the Skin pale, and ſeems to be ſunk. The Epidermis 
does not come off, nor are there any Phhyænæ. The Senſe and Mo- 
tion decay; and if there is any Redneſs it ſoon degenerates into a black 
Spot, which encreaſes by little and little. The Pulſe is weak and hard. 

The ProGnosTic SiGns may be taken from its Progreſs, Nature, 
Canſes, and the Age of the Patient. The Sphace/us is more troubleſome 
than the Gangrene, becauſe there is no other Remedy than Amputation. 
There are no great Hopes of curing that which proceeds from a Defect 
of due Nouriſhment. The Mortification which proceeds from an inter- 
nal Cauſe is exceeding dangerous, from an external, leſs. In very old 
Age it is almoſt always mortal. | | 

Corp Tumors are not attended with ſach great Number of Symp- 
toms as the inflammatory, unleſs an Inflammation fapervenes ; and then 
they will become painful, ſuppurate, degenerate into malignant, carcino- 
malous, ſcrophulous, or ſcorbutic Ulcers ; or they may terminate in a Gan- 
grene, eſpecially the Oedema, when the Seroſity by Length of Time be- 
comes acrid, and corrodes the Fibres, or withers them, and prevents the 

Cuculation of the Blood and Spirits. 


Of 
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Of the Cure of Tumors in general. 


The InvicaT1oNs in the general Cure of Tumors are, 1. To divert the 
Courſe of the Humours from the Part, in the Beginning; but with 
great Caution. 2. To reſolve, if poſſible, thoſe already amaſſed. 
3. If the Reſolution of the Tumor cannot take. Place, then to promote 
a Suppuration. 4. To give Vent to the Pus when it is formed. 5. To 
cleanſe, incarn, and cicatriſe the Ulcer that proceeds therefrom. : 

The firft Indication is anſwered by Bleeding, by Diet, by Evacua- 
tions, and by Reſokvents. In atory Tumors receive a ſpeedy Relief 
from Bleeding, becauſe it diverts the Blood from the grieved Part ; di- 
miniſhes the Pletbora, and conſequently in Part empties the Veſſels, re- 
laxes the Fibres, reſtores the Circulation, diſperſes the Swelling, abates 
the Tenſion, and eaſes Pain. The more conſiderable the Inflammation 
is, the more frequent and copious the Bleedings muſt be in the Begin- 


ning; Regard being had to the Strength and Age of the Patient. The 


Ditr mult be very regular and ſparing, for the more the Aliment is 
leſſened, the leſs will the Fluxion be ſupplied. Therefore the Patient 
muſt abſtain from Fleſh and ſolid Food, and live upon thin Veal and 
Chicken Broth, and avoid all ſpirituous Liquors. If there is a Caco- 
chymy with Loathing and a Bitterneſs in the Mouth, gentle Ewvacuations 
mult be uſed ; as alſo aceſcent Liquors with Nitre. 

But there muſt be no Attempt to repel the Tumor. 1. If there is 
Danger of a Gangrene. 2. If the Tumors are critical. 3. If they 
are ſeated in the Emunctories; ſuch as Parotides, Buboes in the Groin, 
under the Armpits, and Swellings of the Glands of the Neck. 4. If 
the Humor is malignant, as peffilential and wenereal Buboes, the Bites of 
mad Animals or venomous Beaſts. 5. If the Pain is exceeding violent. 
6. If the Patient is cacochymical. 7. If there is any Eruption on the 
Skin, ſuch as the Herpes and the Itch, for then the morbific Matter 
may be removed from the external to the internal Parts. 

If Tumors proceed from a thick, viſcid, and fixed Humor accumu- 
lated by Congeſtion, it will be but loſt labour to endeavour to repel 
them, 

The Second InDicaTION, which conſiſts in reſolving the Humors, 
may very properly be attempted, provided they are not too thick nor 
too plentiful. The Reſolvents ſhould be compoſed of Emollients with 
Volatiles, that they may relax, penetrate, and open the Pores of the 
Skin, attenuate the Fluids, and diſperſe them by inſenſible Perſpiration, 
or cauſe them to return into the Veſſels. But if it ſhould happen that 
the aqueous and fine Parts fly off, the Remainder will grow thick, and 
form a Schirras. Malignant Humours are never to be reſolved ; for if 
they were, Metaſtaſes might be procured of dangerous Conſequence. 

The Thizp InDicaT10N is to bring Tumors to a Suppuration. This 
takes Place in Inflammatory Tumours, by applying moift and emollient Topics, 
to relax and ſoften the Skin, and to melt the viſcid and indigeſted Hu- 
mour. It may alſo be promoted by Plaſters, Ointments, and other unc- 
tuous Topics, which ſtopping the Pores of the Skin and hindering Per- 
ſpiration, encreaſe the Heat of the Part, and retain the more ſubtile 
Parts to attenuate the more groſs, | 1 
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The FovrTn InpicaTion follows the forming of the Pur, which is 
to give Vent to the purulent Matter, by opening the Tumor degenerated 
into an Ab/ce/s, which is always to be done by Incifion with à Knife, 
unleſs it be a wenereal Buboe, or ſcrophulous Tumor, and then Cauſtics are 
beſt. It muſt always be opened in the moſt favourable and depending 
Part, to facilitate the Diſcharge of the Matter. Sometimes the Patient 
will not admit the Knife, and then the Cauſtic muſt be uſed. It muſt 
be opened as ſoon as ever the Suppuration is compleated, for fear left 
the Pus ſhould corrode the /ubjacent Parts and make a Sinus. In Caſe of 
venereal and peſtilential Buboes there is no waiting for perfect Maturity, 
becauſe their Progreſs is too flow. If the Flufuation is perceptible, it 
is ſufficient. 

When the Alſceſi is opened, the Direction of the Fibres of the Muſcles 
mult be followed, that the Re-union may be more ſpeedy, and the Ci. 
catrix without Deformity. The Trunks and large Branches of the Vein 
and Arteries muſt be avoided as much as poſlible, for Fear of an Hamer. 
rhage, Likewiſe, if the Nerves and Tendons are injured, the Part will be 
deprived of Senſe and Motion. There is no Danger in evacuating the 
Pas all at once. : 

The Fir TA IxpicaTtoON is to cleanſe, incarn, and cicatriſe the Ulcer 
which may be dreſſed at firſt with dry Lint, or with ſoft Digeſtives ſpread 
on Lint, if there is no Hemorrhage. Over the Doflils of Lint may be 
a large Pledget of Tow ſpread with Baſilicon, which will lie ſofter than 
a defenſative Plaſter ; which are to be continued with a proper Regimen, 
'till the Cavity is incarned by Nature, and cicatriſed with dry Lint or 


deſiccative Powders. 
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Wound is a Solution of Continuity made in any Part of the Body 
by an external Cauſe. | 

The Causks of Wounds are Falls, Blows, Strokes, Stabs, and Puntures. 
A Fall is either more or leſs conſiderable from the Height of the Place 
from which it is made; the Subſtance or Body fallen upon, and the 
Part of the Body which receives the principal Shock. Some Weapons 
ſtab, others cut, others bruiſe, and others again burn or cauteriſe. Thus 
a ſmall Sword, a Spontoon, a Dagger, and a Bayonet ſtab; a Back- 
ſword, a Knife, an Axe, and a Sabre cut ; violent Struggles, hard Bo- 
dies, Stones, Clubs, Mallets, Muſket and Cannon Balls, Hand-grenades, 
Bombs, &c. contuſe and tear; actual and potential Cauteries, Corro- 
ſives, Spirits, &c. burn and cauteriſe. 

IVounds differ according to their Figure, their Length, Breadth, and 
Depth. Some likewiſe are made according to the Direction of the Fi- 
bres of a Muſcle ; others are oblique, and others tranſverſe. Any of 
theſe may be attended with Loſs of Subſtance. Wounds likewiſe differ 
with regard to the Parts of the Body in which they are made. 

ound are alſo fimple, compound, or complicated. A, fimple Wound is on- 
Iv a Diviſion of the ſoft Parts, which requires nothing but a Re union. 


A compound Waund is joined to ſome other Indiſpoſition; for a 
e — 
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ſuch as Hurts of the Bones. A complicated Wound is attended with ſome 


other Diſeaſe, Symptom, or Accident. | 
When an Inſtrument that made the Wound is left in the Part it is 
complicated with its Cauſe. When a Tumor ſupervenes; and there is a 


Wound and a Fructure at the ſame Time, it is corplicated with the Diſ- 


eaſe. If Pain, an Hzmorrhage, Conwulfion, Pally, Inflammation, Fever, 
Diarrhea, or Reflux of purulent Matter ſupervenes to the Wound, it is 
complicated with the Accidents.

The Sions of Wounds are evident to the Sight and 7 ouch, or to Reaſon. 
By Sight we know'in what Part of the Body it is made, and whether it 


is with or without Loſs of Subſtance. By Touch with a Finger or a 
Probe, we diſcover the Direction, Depth, and Penetration. By Reaſon 
we may determine what Part the Wound is in, when it penetrates into 
any of the three principal Venters or Cavities of the Body, by obſerving 
what Action or Function is hurt, as well as by taking Notice what 
Kind of unuſual Matter diſtils from the Wound, 

When a Wound is in the Heap, and paſſes beyond the common Tegu- 
ments, the Skull will appear, and a Fracbure of the external Table, if any; 
bat not of the internal Table, as has ſometimes been the Caſe; and 
then there is no judging but from the Aion hurt, the Situation : 
Wound, the Pain, and the Accidents, The Frafure of the Skull is known 
from the Sound the Patient hears when it was done, like that of the 
breaking of an earthen Veſſel; from fainting, Loſs of Senſes, Nauſea, 
vomiting, bleeding at the Noſe, Ears, and Mouth, 

A Wound in the BxeasT may be examined by the Finger or Probe: 
But if the Inſtrument was ſmall, and the Wound cloſed up, then there 
may be a puffing up of the Tegument by the Air which proceeds there- 
from, which not having free Paſſage, may glide under the Teguments and 
even under the large pectoral Muſcle, which feels like the Part of a Leg of 
Veal blown up by the Butcher. The Penetration may likewiſe be known 
from the Oppreſſion of the Patient by the falling of the Blood upon the 
Diaphragm. 

When the Luxcs are wounded, a forid frothy Blood will proceed from 
the Wound and the Mouth; and the Reſpiration will be more or leſs 
difficult in Proportion to the Quantity of Blood ſhed upon the Dia- 
pbragm. When the Mediaſtinum is wounded, the Breathing will be only 
more frequent. But when the deſcending Vena Cava, the Aorta, or the 
Heart are wounded, the Patient dies preſently. It is not an infallible 
Sign that the Thorax is not penetrated when no Air proceeds from the 
Wound ; but we are ſure the Air cannot come out of it without a Pe- 
netration. ä 

When there is a Wound in the AzDomen it is of no great Conſe- 
quence if none of the contained Parts are hurt, no more than thoſe of 
the Thorax ; but if it be otherwiſe there is great Danger ; for neither 
the Liver nor Spleen can be wounded without a great Loſs of Blood. 
When the Kidneys ſuffer, Urine will proceed from the Wound. Wounds 
of the Inteſtines, Stomach, and Bladder are attended with fainting, Nau- 
ſeas, vomiting, hiccuping, and different Excretions. But though the 
Wounds of all the Viſcera are dangerous, they are not abſolutely mortal, 
as Experience has teſtified. 

In general, the YVounds of the Teguments and Muſcles are not ſo hard 
to Cure as thoſe of the membranous, epineurctic, tendinous, or 2 

arts, 
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Parts, ſuch ts the Points. The internal are more dangerous than the 
external; thoſe of the Trunks of the Veſſels, than the Branches, becauſe 
Hemorrhage; are more eaſily ſtopped in the latter, if they can be come 
at. Wounds made with cutting Inſtruments are more readily cured than 
Stabs; and contufed and gunſhot Wounds are worſe than either, Simpl: 
Wounds are not dangerous, the compound are more ſo, but the complicated 
are always difficult to cure. | 

The STacts of Wounds are reckoned to be four : 1. When they Bleed, 
2. When they /uppurate. 3. When they incarn. 4. When they cicatriſe. 

In the FIRST STAOE Hemorrhages and Pain will ariſe, except ſome 
Gun. ot Wounds, which do not always bleed. If the Diviſion is ſimple, 
and without Loſs of Subſtance, the Blood muſt be ſtopped, the Pain af. 
ſwaged, and the Lips of the Wound muſt be brought near together, 
keeping them ſo for ome Time, and being rightly managed, may be 
often cured without Suppuration. 

Wounds with Loſs of Subſtance, and thoſe which will not heal without 
Suppuration, grow moiſt by little and little the firſt four or five Days 
with a Serofity or Ichor, lefs red, but more plentiful in Proportion as it 
haſtens towards the /econd Stage. In about twenty-four Hours after the 
Wound is inflicted, . the divided Lips turn back, and become lightly 
inflamed. f | | | | 

In the SeconD Sr, if the Wound is large, the Suppuration is pre- 
ceded by a ſlight Fever, which diminiſhes in Proportion as the Suppura- 
tion encreaſes, and ceaſes when it is over, which happens ſooner or later, 
according to the Nature of the Wound, and Temperament and Age of 
the Patient, as well as the Accidents which ſupervene. 

In the Tulip STace the Fleſh becomes level with the Skin; and in 
the Fux a Cicatrix is formed, which when good is <vhite, /mooth, 
and not prominent. | 

So long as the Bleeding or Diſcharge of 7chor continues, the Wound 
is faid to be cxupe ; when a thick, tenacious, uniform Pus or Matter ap- 
pears, and takes off the corrupted Extremities of Fibres and Veſſels, it is 
then in a State of DictsTioNn. After the Inflammation of the Wound 
ceaſes, and its Cavity begins to fill up by the Ends of the Fibres ſprout- 
ing out, it is then in a State of INcarnaTion, Laſtly, when the Wound 
is filled up, and Skin from the Margin gradually ſpreads itſe]f over the 
Whole, it in a State of CIcATRISATIOx, which completes the Cure. 

The general Intention in the Cure of Wounds is to reunite the divided 
Parts, which conſiſt, after the Removal of foreign Bodies, if any, in 
cloſing the divided Lips, and retaining them in their natural Situation ; 
at the ſame Time preventing the ſprouting of fungous or proud Fleſh, and 
preventing as much as poſſible any other Accidents that may ariſe. 

The Lips of Wounds without Leſ of Subflance, may be brought to the 
natural Situation by the Fingers, and ſhould be retained in that Poſture, 
either by the true or dry Suture if neceſſary, When the Wound is 
tranſverſe the Lips may fometimes be brought together by the Flexion or 
Exten/ion of the Member, and then it is to be kept in that Situation. 
If the Wound is longitudinal, and not deep, a proper Bandage alone 
will ſerve the Turn. When the Wound is ſuperficial and in the Face, 
whoſe Beauty muſt be preſerved as much as poſſible, the dry Suture is 
beſt. But when the Wound is deep and oblique, or tranſverſe, the 


true Suture is to be preferred. / 
The 
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The Dax Surun is laying one or more Plaſters over the Wound» 
which will ſtick cloſe to the Skin, and ſhould be extended conſiderably. 


on the ſound Skin, that it may hold firmly: and there ſhould be ſmall 
Holes in the Middle, that the wounded Lips may be ſeen in order to 


apply more Remedies, and to allow a free Paſſage for the ſerous Mat- 
ter. Before the Application of this, the Hair, if any, muſt be ſhaved 
of, Old Plaſters will ſtick beſt. | 

The Txu or BLoopy SUTUREs now in Uſe are, 1. The InTsxxuUp- 
TED SUTURE, which is made by paſſing a Hrait or crooked Needle with a 
waxed Thread through the wounded Lips brought together about an 
Inch from the Edges of the Wound, that the Stitches may hold faſt and 
not tear out. This muſt be firſt made in the Middle, and tied with a 
ſimple Knot. Then at about an Inch Diſtance another may be made, 
and ſoon. After this a Compreſs miſt be laid on, over which the 
Threads are to be tied again with a ſlip Knot. 2. The TwisTed Su- 
TURE for a Hair-Lip is made by thruſting one or more Needles through 
the Lips of the Wound, and twiſting the Thread round each Extremity. 
3. The GLover's SuTURE, in which the Silk is brought round as 
common Gloves are ſewed. The Stiches may be a tenth of an Inch 
diſtant from each other. This is for Wounds of the Inteſtines. 4. The 
Curb SUTURE is made by placing two Quills or Pieces of Plaſter 
rolled up near the Margin of the Wound, and putting the Loop of the 
Thread round one Quill, and paſſing the Needle and Thread through 
the Lips of the Wound, and tying it on the other Quill. This 1s never 
uſed but when the Wounds are very deep, and where ſtrong Muſcles 
entirely cut in two leave no Hopes of a ſpeedy Re-union. 

After the Wound is ſewed up, there muſt be a ſuitable Compreſs and 
Bandage ; dreſling only with dry Lint, or a mild Balſam ſpread on Lint, 
to exclude the Injuries of the Air. Such a Diet and Regimes is to be 
— as is moſt agreeable to the Age, Temperament, Strength, and Con- 

tution. 

By this Anple Method Wounds are often cured in eight or ten Days 
Time; whereas Tents, Doffils, &c. are of no other Uſe but to protract 
the Cure, which is generally terminated by an unſightly C:catrix. For 
Incarnation is the Work of Nature alone, and not the Effect of /arcotic 
Medicines, being produced merely by the Germination of the ſmall vaſ- 
cular Fibres and Veſſels themſelves.

A* Ulcer is a Solution of Continuity in a ſoft Part, arifing chiefly 
from ſome internal Cauſe, uſually an Abſeeſs. Indeed any Cor- 
ruftion of the Humors and Veſſels may be called an Ulcer. 

With regard to their Dimenſions they are great or little; deep or ſu- 
ferficial, Sc. With relation to the Parts which they attack, they are 
either external or internal, With reſpect to the Place, if they are deep 
they are called cavernous, When they are attended with carnous Excre- 
/cences they are termed Ulcers with an Hyperſarcoſis., When they are 
lurrounded with Hardneſſes and Calloſities, they are ſaid to be callous Ulcers. 
When the Ulcer is inveterate, ſinuous, and callous, it is called a F/ mw

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and if it be recent, and without Ca//o/ity, when ſeated near the Aut, it

The Cavsts of Ulcers make a conſiderable Difference, becauſe we 

mult principally attend to the Cauſes in the Cure of Diſeaſes, for they 
mult be deſtroyed before a local Diſorder can be-remedied. Ulcers which 
ſucceed Wounds and open Abceſſes, and whoſe Cauſe is only local, are 
benign; when they proceed from any Diſorder of the Blood they are 
malignant. . 
They are diſtinguiſhed by the Nature of the Virus, by which they are 
cauſed. Thus they are weneral, ſcrophulous, pſoric, ſcorbutic, or cancerou, 
The Pforic includes Tetters and the Iich, which are, properly ſpeaking, 
Ulcers. However tetterous Eruptions, and itching Puflules may have the 
Virus of ſome of the different Diſeaſes juſt mentioned for their Cauſe. 

Thoſe Ulcers are alſo accounted malignant which proceed from a Ca- 
cochymy of the Fluids, or from the Suppreſſion of any uſual Evacuation ; as 
alſo thoſe that are formed by Humors which have for a conſiderable 
Time flowed from the ſame Place. | 

The Cauſes of Ulcers are of two Kinds, the one internal, and the other 
external. For ſometimes the nutritious Fuices are prevented from flowin 
to the Extremities of the diſordered Veſſels, and ſometimes their ge 
Qualities are depraved which are neceſlary to repair the Loſs of Subſtance, 
and to cicatriſe the Ulcer, 

Remedies deſigned only to conſume fungous Excreſcencies by being con- 
tinued too long on Wounds, or after the Opening of an Abſceſs : Dreſſing, 
performed with an improper Apparatus, as for Inſtance, Tents, Dofſils, Pled- 
gets, Canulz, &c. and other Things improperly applied may be the exter- 
nal Cauſes of Ulcers, whoſe Diſorders are Hardngſſes, Callefities, and 
Sinugſities. 

The internal Cauſes of Ulcers are the Suppreſſion of periodical Zuacua- 
tions; local Diſeaſes, ſuch as a Caries, Varices, or a wenereal, ſcrophulou, 
fſeorbutic, pſoric, or a cancerous Virus. 

The Sioxs of UrLceas are either Diagnoſtic or Prognofiic. The Di- 
AGNOSTIC belong either to benign or malignant Ulcers, 

The Signs of a malignant Ulcer are different with regard to the Dil 
eaſe from whence it proceeds, or which maintains it. This reminds us 
of the Symptoms of each particular Virus, becauſe it is theſe which cha- 
raReriſe malignant Ulcers ; and when none of theſe are exiſting, we may 
know that the Ulcer is benign. For the Edges of a Scokzurie ULcet 
are hard, and the Parts about it look Sui, with little white Spots; 
the Fleſh is ſoft, livid, and bloody; the Matter proceeding from it 1s 
fanious, clammy, and of a bad Smell. The Scurwvy itſelf is attended with 
a ſtinking Breath, frequent and fœtid Spitting, Looſeneſs of the Teeth, 
Swelling and Rottennels of the Gums, which either look red, ys 


black, with the A ppearance of Ecchyms/es or Flea- bites, am 0 
e 
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Eyr· dur, and conjunctive Coat of the Eye. So that if ſome of theſe 
Symptoms attend an Ulcer, we cannot doubt what Species it belongs to, 

The Vensztat Ulcer is roundiſh, attended wich a- remarkable 

Hardneſs of greater or leſſer Extent and Depth: The Fleſh is pale, and 

the Matter /impid and ſanious, reſiſting every common Method of Cure, 

but ſeeming to yield to Mercurials, If an Ulcer, attended with theſe 


Symptoms, has been preceded by ſome wenereal Diſeaſe, as a Chancre, 


Buboe, Clap, Excreſencies peculiar to the Lues Venerea, &c. there is Rea- 
ſon to believe it is the Conſequence of this Malady, and that it is kept 
up by the venereal Venom. 5 

A Scxoyr#UVLovs ULcer is the Conſequence of Bard, indolent Tu- 
mors, and difficult to brigg to a Suppuration, eſpecially if the Patient or 
his Parents have had the King's Evil, and if the conglobate Glands of the 
Neck, Arm-pits, and Groins are affected; if the Eyes are tender, and 
full of Tears; if the Nofri/s and upper Lip are ſwelled and N 
if a pituitous Humor drops from the V%; and if the Belly is large 
and hard, then the Nature of the Ulcer is out of Doubt. 

A Cancerovus ULlcek is attended with an acute Pain, the Edges are 
hard, elevated, and reverted ; it is ſoon filled with fangous and /anious 
Flip and flinking corrofive Ichor proceeds therefrom, which eats, by De- 
grees, into the Fleſh, and forms Sinuoſities on every Side. The Yeins 
of the Tumor are dilated and varicous, and its whole Aſpect is diſagree- 
able and frightful. | : 

The 88 Pio, or HerPes Mitianis ; as alſo Hzrpes Exepens ; 


The Ring worm and Tetter only attack the Body of the Skin, and their 


Surface is of a paliſh red. They are a little elevated with a great Num- 
ber of Pimples, which yield a Humor more or leſs thick, which cauſes a 
troubleſome Itching, and then drying form branny Scales. The Herpes 
exedens is attended with ſmall creeping Ulcers. 3 

The Iren begins firſt on the Hand, and between the Fingers, with an 
intolerable Itching, which proceeds to the Hams, and then ' all over the 
Body. The Puftules are generally ſmall, like Millet-ſeed, which yield a 
radiſh Serofity. Sometimes they are much larger. 

The Vaxicous Ulcer is known by the various Dilatations of the 
Veins round about it. | 

An ULcex with a San1ts ſends out a great Quantity of /anious Mar- 
ter, which colours the Plaſters and Compreſſes black. It has fungous 
and liſted Fleſh, which lies over the cariaus Bone, and is apt to bleed 
when touched, If the Bone is bare, the Inequalities are readily per- 
ceived, and if otherwiſe the Probe or Finger will eaſily diſcover them. 

AFisTuLous ULcex is generally ſtraiter at the Entrance than at the 
Bottom ; the Sides are hard and callous. 1

This requires only to be deterged 
and brought to the State of a clean Wound, and then it may be treated 
as ſuch, with incarning. and cicatri/ing Applications, In order to perform 
this it will be neceſſary to lay the Ulcer open, if there be any Occafion, 
that ite whole Surface may be cleanſed and deterged. The Digeflize: 
proper for this Purpoſe are the Tinfure of Myrrh and Aloes, and Vella

| . Uuetrs, beſides being conſiderably deep, have generally 
a Callefity, which muſt neceſſarily be removed, before they can be cured. 
This muſt be performed either with a &zife or with E/charotics. In ot- 
der to do this the Ulcer muſt be laid open as much as poſſible by Ircifios, 
or by dilating the Orifice with a Spurge Text. But it is beſt, if poluble, 
to lay open the Fiſtula to the Bottom with a Knife; then an rje&ion may 
be uſed with equal Parts of Turpentine, the Jol of an Egg, Egyptian Qint- 
ment,, and Myrrh, well incorporated together.

; VeNnEREAL ULcCErs are not to be treated with Digeſtives, as the 
former, for they will do more Harm than Good, but with Mercuriall, 
which have a ſpecific Property to deſtroy the wenereal Virus. Iknow a 
Salivation is the uſual Method of curing theſe Diſorders, but all that 
Trouble and Danger may be ſaved, if ſmall Doſes of Quickſilver, mixed 
with ſo much of a Purgative as, by cauſing it to tend downwards, will 
revent a Spitting, be given every Day, or every other Day for ſome 
F ime, 'till the Symptoms diſappear. I know ſome give Pills of 
ſuch a Compoſition Night and Morning, but this is rather too hazat: 
dous ; for ſome Conſtitutions are very prone to ſalivate. Some adviſe 
the rubbing of a ſmall Quantity of the blue Ointment into the Parts about 
the Ulcers, and others lay a mercurial Plaſler over them. Others, inſtead 
of Digeſtives uſe the Agua Phagadenica, or a Solution of Sublimate in 
Spirit of Wine, Rum, or Brandy; others again fumigate them with Cin- 
nabar. During the Cure the Patient mult avoid every Thing that heats 
the Blood, and may uſe a Decoction of the Woods for common Drink, 
Cancerous Ulcers ſeem molt out of the Reach'of Medicine z. for

Emollients have this 
Advantage above other Topics, that being applied] to hard Tumors of 
what Kind ſoever, they produce no bad Conſequence, whereas others 
may increaſe the Inflammation, and make them — into a Schir- 
rus or Cancer, when not applied at a proper Time. 

Emollients are Baths of warm Water, the Roots, Flowers, and Leaves of 
Mallows and Marſh-mallows, Beet, Engliſh Mercury, Root of white 
Lillies, Linſeed, Bran, Linſeed-oil, Oil of ſweet Almonds, Nut-oil, 
Ointment of Marſh-mallows, c. 

REsoLVE NTS divide and attenuate the thickened Humors, put them 
in Motion, and increaſe the Spring of the Solids. Conſequently they 
reduce the ſtagnating and coagulated Humors into their natural States, 
and diſpoſe them to paſs through the Pores, or to circulate with the relt 
of the Fluids. 

Refolvents are ſometimes to be uſed alone, and at others with Emol- 
lients, and ſometimes again their Uſe muſt be preceded with that of 
Emollients. All hard Tumors muſt be ſoftened before they can be fe- 
ſolved; nor muſt we paſs directly from the Uſe of Emollients to — 
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Uſe of Reſolvents, for there muſt be firſt a Mixture of both, without 
which Precaution it will be impofible to reſolve, the Tumors. 
Neſolvents are, hot Water, Flowers of Melilot and Camomile; Seeds 
of Daucus, Dill, Aniſe, Cummin, and Fennel; Pepper, Ginger, Saf-

SUPPURATIVES ; When Emollients and Reſolvents cannot reſolve a 
Humor congeſted in any Part, becauſe it is too thick, or being extra- 
vaſated cannot be reſorbed ; as alſo, becauſe the Tumor tends to Suppu+ 
ration, or is critical; the Suppuratives or Ripeners are to be applied. 

Suppurative Medicines are thoſe which being applied to any Part change 
the ftagnating Humors into Pur. They act by cauſing a Rupture of 
the ſmall Veſſels, by mixing the corrupted Solids with the Fluids, by 
putting the Humor in Motion, and by concocting and digeſting it. 

The gentleſt Ripeners are applied to thoſe Tumors that are formed ſpee- 
dily, and the ſtrongeſt to loch as are ſluggiſh and advance but ſlowly. 

Suppuratives ; all Emollients are ſuppurative ; Flowers of Melilot and 
Camomile ; the Leaves of Sorrel, Beet, Spinnage, and white Lilly- 
roots. Theſe muſt be baked under the Aſhes. uſtard-ſeed, Butter, 
Fat of Animals, Yeft, Gums diſſolved in Oil, Baſilicon, the common 
Plaſter alone or with the Gums, Turpentine, Volks of Eggs, Oils of 
Melilot, Camomile, and Bays, the drawing Plaſters, c. TY 

DeTERsIves and CLEANSERs, applied to Wounds and Ulcers take off 
foul Matter and fungous Fleſh, and at the ſame Time increaſe the Elaſti- 
city of the Solids. Theſe are proper for Wounds and Ulcers, when too 
great a Suppuration relaxes the Veſſels, and produces proud Fleſh. _ 

Deterſives are, Yarrow, Agrimony, St. John's Wort, Honey, Sugar, 
Myrrh, Aloes, Camphire, Turpentine, burnt Alum, and Vitriol ; Brandy, 
Spirit of Wine, Aqua Phagedenica, Honey of Roles, and Egyptian Honey. 

SARCOT1CS are Remedies which promote the Generation of 
Fleſh, and are, Turpentine, the Balſams of Capivi, Peru, and Tots, 
Ointment of Gum Eleni, and the Traumatic Balſam ; as alſo that called 
F riar's Balſam. | 

Corrosives, CavusTics, or EscaroTics, eat, corrode, and burn 
the Fleſh on which they are applied. | 

The Corro/ives conſume the viſcous Humors and fungous Fleſh, by 
producing a flight Eſcar. | | 

Cauſlics and Eſcharotics eat, burn, and deſtroy the Parts on which they 
are applied by making an Eſcbar more or leſs deep in Proportion to the 
Time on which they Tie on. They ſerve for opening Tumors and de- 
ſiroying the callous Lips of ill-conditioned Ulcers. As alſo to conſume 
Glands that are not proper to be taken off by the Knife,

tions, Embrocations, Pomatums, Linements, Injections, Lotions, Fumi- 
pations, digeſtive Ointments, Collyriutis, and Gargariſms. T5 theſe 
may be added Bleeding, Leeches, Cupping, Bliſters, Setons, Glyſtert, 
Suppoſitories, Bougies, prepared Spunge, Baths, and mineral Waters, 
Theſe different Helps and Affiſtances, though ſome will hardly allo 
them to be called Medicines, may be properly uſed as ſuch; for they 
certainly act _ the Fluids by evacuating and altering the Humors, 
and upon the Solids, in relaxing them or enereaſing their Spring.

The Effects which are produced from theſe external Remedies, pri 
uſed, are very ſalutary, and therefore I ſhall give a general Idea of them, 
and mention what Succour may be reaſonably expected from them. 

BLeeDING, or VENEZSECTION, in various Difeaſes is à preſent Re. 
medy, and in many Caſes exceeds all others. But as it is ſometimes 
hurtful, it requires the greateſt Care and Caution in its Adminiſtration. 
It is evident, that many grievous and dangerous Diſeaſes proceed merely 
from a Redundance of BIGod; as alſo from a Deficiency of thoſe 'critical 
Evacuations which in Women are made by the Urerus, in Mien by the 
hemorrhoidal Veins ;\ for a Plethora, either with Reſpect to the Veſſels gr 
the Strength, retards the free and equable Circulation of the Blood, and 
tends to collect the Inpuritiesof the Humors, to cauſe the Beile Stapna- 
tions, Infarions, Ob/truftions, and fatal Staſes, as well as Extravaſions 
and Ruptures of the Veſſels. ' Plenty of Blood reſiſts the contractile and 
elaflic Force of the Heart, Arteries, and other Veſſels. Whence pro- 
ceed ſpaſtic Striftures and Congeſtions of the Blood in the noble Parts, 
which produce grievods ' Diſeaſes in the Head, Breaſt, and Præcurdia, all 
which are prevented by /eaſonable and judicions Bleeding, unleſs the Blood 
- carried off by the Menſes or the Hemorrhoids, for then it is ſuper- 

ous, * | 

The Vernal Equintx is generally the beſt Seaſon for Bleeding, but it 
may ſometimes be anticipated when the Spring is forward, and the 
Warmth of the Air cauſes a Turgeſcence of the Blood. Some bleed at 
the autumnal Equinox, leſt the Blood ſhould grow thick and foul from the 
Coldneſs of the Air and the Inclemency of the Seaſon. But if the Ple- 
thira is urgent, there is no Neceſſity of waiting for any particular Sea- 
lon, eſpecially if the Weather is calm and ſerene. . en 

When the Blood is too little in Quantity, attended with Weakneſs, and 
a Pulſe low, weak, and languid, Bleeding is dangerous; but ſometimes, 
Lof; of Strength depends on too great 4 l of Blood, which may ren- 
der the Pulſe flow and weak. Yo this Caſe Bleeding is neceſſary, and 
the Pulſe will mend ſoon after the Blood begins to flow ; all the ſalutary 
Excretions will ſoon after become more natural and free; and it is a 
common Obſervation that the Menſes will often flow regularly after 
bleeding in the Foot, Likewiſe the Cauſtiveneſi of Flypochondriacs has 
becn removed by the ſame Means.

ing the Pu//e ceaſes, and the Face is pale; and in an apoplectic Fit the Fact 
is red, and the Pulſe is large and quick, 

In violent and obſtinate Pains of the Head; in melancholy Madneſs, 
Vertigo, Ophthalmia, Quinſey, Eryſipelas of the Head, Bleeding will be 
proper in the Forehead, Temples, under the Tongue, and in the 
= a grievous Head-ach, Ophthalmia, and Quinſey, it is beſt under the 
Tongue. In a Phrenſy, Melancholy, and internal Pain of the Head, 
the external Jugular will be moſt, properly opened; but if the Surgeon 
is ſo unſkilful that he cannot find it, then the Vein which runs the 
Length of the Forehead and is a Branch of the external Jugular, wil 
ſerve the Turn. A Ligature muſt be made round the Neck under the 
Chin, and the Patient muſt hold his Breath to facilitate the Operation. 
But if the Blood is carried to the Head with Impetuoſity from the Spaſm

Coro Bars reſtrain the preternatural Heats of the Blood and Hu- 
mors, cloſe the Pores of the Skin when are too open, conftri 
and ſtrengthen the Fibres of the Muſcles and Skin, and render their Of- 
cillations more viſcid, whence all the Functions become more lively and 
vigorous. By this Power of Contraction, chiefly, it ſtops Hoamorrhages, 
Gonorrhaas, the Flour Allus, and cures wenereal Impotency. When the 
Humors , have been rendered more fluxile, by proper Medicines, or the 
Uſe of the warm Bath, in the chronical Rheumati/ſm, Gout, Sciatica, Lame- 
ne/i, and the like, the col Bath will often perfect the Cure. In all 
Caſes Where the Blood is groſs and viſcid, if the Viſcera are ſound, and the 
Solids have not, through long Debauchery, entirely loſt their Spring, 
cold Bathing will be of excellent Service; as alſo in Weakneſſes and 
hypochondriacal and hyſteric Affections. In the Rickets, I have known 
it do Wonders; but the Child muſt immediately be put between warm 
Blankets, and made to ſweat after it. Some recommend it in Trem- 
blings of the Limbs, the Palſy, the convulſive Aſthma, and all nervous 
AﬀeQions. The prudent Uſe of the col Bath will yield Relief to ca- 
chectic and dropfical Patients, if their Diſtempers are not too far ad- 
vanced. Plunging over Head in cold Water, eſpecially Sza-water, will 
do more in the Cure of, Melancholy and Madneſs, than moſt other Me- 
dicines, Dipping, to prevent the Effect of the Bite of a mad Dog, is 
univerſally known. But it muſt be remembered, if a Perſon does not 
* — cold Bath over Head and Ears, he will be ſubje& to the 

ead-ach. 

Cold Baths are not proper for thoſe who are greatly debilitated, or 
are very old; in Suppreſions of the bamorrhoidal Flux, and of the Men/es, 
in Clic Pains, in the Hemiplegia, nor in Ulcers, whether external or in- 
ternal ; Perſons ſhould be prepared for co/d Bathing, by bleeding and Lax- 
atives, Reſpect being had to the Diſorder for which it is uſed. They 
ſhould batke in the Morning faſting, plunging themſelves over Head, as 
vas obſerved before. Their Stay in it may be from two or three Mi- 
nutes, to balf an Hour, according as they can bear it. Then, being 
well rubbed, they ſhould go into a warm Bed, with a Flannel Shirt, or 
between the Blankets, and there reſt for fome Time. The Repetition of 
this Courſe is beſt determined by the Effects, and the Benefit received by 
i, for which no general Rule can be given.

Chemical Pharmacy is that which analy/es natural Bodies in order to fepa. 
rate the uſeleſs Parts, and to make more exalted and eſſential Medicine, 


The Objects of Pharmacy are all natura! Bodies. They are divided in. 
to tbree Claſſes, Animals, MinERALs, and VEGETABLES. ANIMAL. 
comprehend not only their Fig, but their Bones, Nails, Hoofi, Milk, Blood, 
Hair, and Excrements. MinsRaLs include the ſeven Metals, Semi-metal, 
Foſſils, Stones, and Earths., VecGeTABLEs contain Plants, their Say, 
Juices, Gums, Roſins, Flowers, Fruits, Seeds, Roots, Excreſcences, Mos, 
Tartar, and all other Things which proceed therefrom. 
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Galenical Pharmacy may be reduced to three Operations, the Elefim, 
Preparation, and Medicines. | 

ELECTIOx confiſts in the Choice of the fmple Drugs, of which Medi. 
eines are made. In Order to do this with Judgement we ſhould obſerve 
ſeveral Circumſtances. | | 

I. The PLaces ; ſome delight to grow in Woods or Fields, others an 
cultivated in Gardens. Some are more natural to Bogs and Maßen; 
others to dry Places; ſome in Mountains, others in Vallies, Walls, Rocks 

| Highways, or Ditches ; ſome in fat Earth, and others in /andy Soil. 

II. The ClimaTE; for ſome are excellent in hot Countries, and other 
in cold, Thus Sena from the Levant is more purgatiwe than that which 
grows in other Places. Orris and Fennil are better in Florence than inthe 
more northern Countries. Scurwy graſs and Saffron are of greater Virtue 
in England than in other Places. | | 

III. Vietnity ; for ſome acquire Virtue from the neighbouring Plants, 
ſuch as Dodger from Thyme ; Polypody and Miſleto from the Oak. Some 
have moſt Virtue at a Diſtance, as Colocynthis. 

IV. The Time ; for ſome are in greater Vigour in the Spring, others 
in the Summer, and others in Autumn. The general Rule is, that Plants 
ſhould be gathered, if poſſible, in fine Weather, and before they run to 
Seed. Fruits, Seeds, and Fungi ſhould be gathered, when they are come 
to their full Growth. Animal; ſhould be killed when young and vigorous,

II. Drugs muſt be cleaned from their groſs and uſeleſs Parts. Thus 
Senna is cleaned from Sticks and dead Leaves; certain Roots, from their 
fibrous Cords in the Infide ; and Raiſins are freed from their Stones. 

III. Some Things muſt be dried, either in the Sun or the Shade, as 
Vegetables and Animals, which being freed from their Humidity may be 
kept without ſpoiling. Flowers ſhould be put in ſmall Bags of whited 
brown Paper, otherwiſe they would looſe their Colour and Smell ; ſuch 
as Flowers of St. John's Wort, and the ier Centaury.

The Mixruxz of Medicines conſiſts in the blending and uniting them 
together, to make Compoſitions.

Theſe are elevated 
by the Means of Fire to the Top of the Veſſel in Vapours, where they 
condenſe and fall down again in Drops into the Receiver. Secondly, 
SUBLIMATION, Which is an E/evation or Volatiliſation of dry Things by 
Fire, which adhere to the Top or Sides of the Cucurbit or Matraſe. 

There are two Kinds of Diſtillation, the one is by Aſcent, as'mentioned 
above, when the Fire is made under the Veſſel that contains the Matter 
to be diſtilled ; the other is by Deſcent, when the Fire is made over the 
Matter that is to be heated, by which Means the Humidity is rarefied, 
and the Vapours not being able to riſe on Account of the Fire which re- 
pels them, they precipitate and fall to the Bottom of the Veſſel. 

Diſtillation and Sublimation require ſeveral Degrees of Fire which are 
four; the fu is three or four Charcoal of the Thickneſs of one's Finger 
well kindled. The /econdis fix or ſeven ſuch Charcoal. The third will 
make the Fire-place of the Furnace Worm-red. The fourth, or hightf 
Degree, will cauſe the Fire-place of the Furnace to be of a white Heat ; 
or it is the moſt extream Fire you can make.

By this Kind of Diſtillation the more ſubtile and volatile Parts of Li- 
uors are ſeparated from the groſſer by the Force of Heat, which cauſes 
Gon to riſe up in a Stream. Thus inflammable Spirits are diſtilled, and 
all the more active Parts of Vegetables which boiling Water or Spirits 
are capable of extracting, and are ſuitable to be elevated with them in 
the Form of Vapours. Hence we are enabled to gain the eſſential Oz/s 
of Vegetables, in which the whole Virtue of Aromatics and the Spiritus 
Rector, or the peculiar Odour and Flavour of all Plants refide. For 
if a Pound of Cinnamon is put into boiling Water, and then carefully 
diſtilled, a milky aromatic Liquor will come over, with a little very fra- 

ant reddiſh Oil ſinking to the Bottom, replete with the Virtues of the 
— If aſter this the Decoction of the ſame Cinnamon is re- 

ated, and then diſtilled over again, you will gain nothing but a watery 

iquor, void of Smell, and Jeftirute of every Mark of the Spice. 
The ſame Thing will happen, if a Trial is made of any other Wood 
or Bark whatever. 1 

The RE Tor is another Inſtrument which ſerves to diſtil the groſs 
Oils of Animals and Vegetables, Quickfilver, and mineral acid Spi- 
rits, which require a much ſtronger Degree of Heat to raiſe them than 
the former. - To the Neck of this a Receiver is luted, which ſtanding 
out of the Furnace, the Vapours ſoon condenſe in it without the Help 
of a r Though in hot Weather ſome cool it with wet 
Cloths, or keep it partly immerſed in Veſſels of cold Water. They are 
made of Glaſs and generally placed in Sand; but when an extraordi- 
nary Degree of Heat is required, they are coated with a proper Lute 
and placed in a naked Fire. | 

LoxG-NECKs are a Kind of Inſtruments laid on their Side with little 
or no Aſcent. They are placed in a naked Fire, and the Necks being 
put through a Hole in the Side of the Furnace, a Receiver is then lute 
thereco, They ſerve to diſtil the acid Spirit of Vitriol. The Matter 
which remains in the Retort or Long-neck after Diſtillation is called 
Caput Mortuum. | 

Some Things are ordered to be diſtilled in Ba/neo Mariæ, or the Heat 
of a Water Bath, which is proper for Spirit of Roſemary or Lavender, 
or ſuch volatile or vinous Spirits that will riſe with a leſs Degree of 
Heat than that which will make Water boil. 

The principal Danger in Diſtillations ariſes from the Generation of 
elaſtic Air, which either burſts the Receiver, or blows off the Head of 
the Still, which has often been attended with bad Conſequences. The 
Way to prevent it is to raiſe the Fire ſlowly, and to leave a ſmall! Hole 
in the luting, which may be occaſionally ſtopped or opened by Means 
of a wooden Plug, or by inſerting at the Juncture an upright Pipe, 
which muſt be ſo long as to prevent the Eſcape of the Vapours of the 
Ciltilling Liquor. 

In the Choice of Simples for Diſtillation of e/ential Oils, there is 
no depending upon the Taſte, for Ginger, Arum, Pepper, Muſtard, and 
Creſes, which have all a ftrong Taſte, yield little or yo eſſential Oil,

Some Vegetables yield three Kinds of Oil, ſuch as the alic ner- 
vine Herbs; for from the Seeds of Hyſſop, Origanum, or Balm, a tem- 
rate Oil may be expreſſed of little or no Smell; the Leaves and 
Jowers diſtilled with Water yield an Oil with a moſt agreeable Smell; 
and that which is left at the Bottom of the Still when dry, may be 
diſtilled without Water, and it yields an empyreumatic Oil of an acrid 
Taſte and fctid Smell. | | | 
| Herbs and Flowers dried gently in the Shade yield more Oil than when 
they are freſh gathered. Thus two Pounds of dried Lavender Flower; 
will yield an Ounce of Oil; whereas if they had been diſtilled freſh 
would yield little more than half an Ounce. The ſame may be 
ſaid of Sage, Balm, Marjoram, and Mint. Two Pounds of a Plant 
properly dried may be reduced to about one, for if they are too dry, 
they yield not only a leſs Quantity of Oil, but it is of a thicker $ub. 
ſtance and a deeper Colour, becauſe then the more ſubtle Parts of the 
Oil have been carried off. | 
River-water is beſt to macerate the Subſtances to be diſtilled, of 
which there ſhould be three Parts of Water to one of the Plant ; and it 
wiil be neceſſary to add three Handfuls of common Salt to two Gallons 
of Water ; that is, there ſhould be ſo much Salt added to the. Water as 
will make it ſtrong enough to keep the Herbs or Flowers ſaſpended 
therein; for when they fink to the Benne of the Still they will burn 
to. Beſides the Salt helps the Extraction of the Oil, as well as pre- 
vents Putrefaction. 
The Maceration in the Summer Time ſhou!d only continue about 
twenty - four Hours, becauſe a longer Time would bring on a Tendency 
to Putrefaction, eſpecially in Herbs turgid with a penetrating Oil, ſuch 
as Mint and Marjoram. In theſe Kinds of Diſtillations one Part in 
four of the Still ſhould be left empty; for when there is a greater Va- 


cuity the Oil will not aſcend fo eaſily; and if it is elevated with a 2 


greater Heat it looſes its agreeable Smell. If the Still is too full, the 
Liquor will either riſe too high, or the Oil will have the Appearance of 
being Mixt with Mud, from the Particles of the Herbs that come over 
with it. | 

At firſt there will be Occaſion for a greater Degree of Fire, ſo as to 
make the Water boil, without which the Oil will hardly aſcend, yet 
afterwards it muſt be more moderate, leſt the Oil ſhould come out in 3 
Steam, and vaniſh in the Air. The Fire at firſt ſhould flame, but af- 
terwards Charcoal alone is ſufficient. The whole may be finiſhed in 
four or five Hours, becauſe the Oil that is wanted aſcends firſt, after 
which follows Water not void of Taſte and Smell, which may be kept 
for another Diſtillation. 

The Oil; of Marjoram and Roſemary, on Account of the Salts where- 
with they abound, ſhould be diſtilled with a more temperate Heat 
than that of Mint; this again than that of Spike; and Spike, than 


that of Lavender : For it is hardly poſlible to conceive what an Altera-

SUBLIMATION is much the ſame as Diſfillation, only the former ele- 
rates ſolid Bodies, as this laſt does Liquids, though ſometimes. both ma 
be obtained by one and the ſame Operation. f the. Matter when it 
is ſublimed concretes into a Maſs, then it is called Sublimate ; if it ariſes 
ſomewhat in thg Form of Powder it is called Flowers. The Veſſels that 
ſerve to perform this Operation are different from thoſe of Diſtillation ; 
for as the Fumes of ſolid Bodies do not ariſe very high, there is little

Of Saule Ius TRUMENTS. 


A Furnacs is a Structure defigned to hold Fire, in ſuch a Manner, 
that it may be eaſily governed and applied to the Veſſels in which the 
Matter intended to be changed by Fire is contained. Hence every Fr. 
. wace muſt have a Fixe-yPLACE, in which the Fire is to be kindled and 
kept up as long as is neceſſary. This likewiſe ſuppoſes a Pugw or 
* Chimney, through which the Smoak may make its Exit; an Opening to 
+ admit the Air, which is commonly the A. pit; and a Door whereby 
to convey the Fuel for the Maintenance of the Fire. Beſides it ſhould 
be ſo contrived, that the Fire may not be burnt in vain, but directed to 
the Parts where it ought to exert its Force. Add to this, that a Place 
" muff be made to receive the Veſſels expoſed to the Action of the Fire, 
"ET my be there kept in a proper Heart till the Operation i 
performed. | | | | 
” The moſt Siur LE Furnaces of all, called the Furnace for ort. 

Fi, is commonly made of an Iron Ring or Hoop five or fix Inches 
deep with a Grate at the Bottom like the common Stoves, and has 
either Feet at the Bottom, and may be removed" from one Place to 
another, or js fixed in Brick-work, being deſigned for the making of 
DecocTions and Iurus ions. | ' 

The Sand Furnace is deeper than the former, the lower Part of 
which js built in the ſame Manner as for common Coppers, in which a 
Fg nei Iron Pot muſt be placed to contain the Sand. It will be bet 

if it has a Rim round the Top to hang it on the Brick-work, and may 
be from ſix to twenty Inches in Diameter, according to the Size of 
the Retorts and Glaſſes, or other Veſſels, that are to be placed therein. 
The Sand is to be put into this Pot, and ſhould be large and coarle- 
rained, that the Heat may paſs through it more freely. If there is ary 
little Stones in it they ſhould be ſifted out, leſt they ſhould break the 
Glaſſes. In the fore Part of this Furnace there is a Door, through 
which to convey the Fuel, which ſappoſes an Aſh-hole to be made 
underneath it. In the back Part there is an Aperture or Hole made to 
come out near the Rim of the Pot, by which the Smoak is diſcharged 
| Into the Chimney or Flew. 

The common M:LTixnG Furnacs is a hollow Cylinder with a Flew, 
made in the back Part like the former, but without a Door; for the 
Fewel and Veſſels are put in at the Top, which may be covered when 
there is Occaſion with a Tile or Iron Plate. There is another Furnace 
of this Kind with a Flew or Chimney on the Top. | 

The Furnace for a Cop PER ST1LL not only differs in Make from the 
foregoing, but has a particular Contrivance to convey the Heat roand 
all the Sides ; for the Flew which is made for the Conveyance of Flame 
and Smoak, runs all round the Still in a ſpiral Manner. It begins at 
the farther End of a long narrow Grate, and when the Circumvolutions 
are ended at thè uppermoſt Part, it diſcharges the Smoak into a common 
Chimney. e | | 


- 
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The ATHanoR FURNACE. is deſigned to e 
a Year or longer, and has been made Uſe of to find out the Philo- 
opher's Stone. However, as ſome chemical Operations are very te- 
dious, it is the beſt for ſuch Purpoſes, there being no Occaſion to inſpect 
the Fire but once in a Day or two. The Body of this Furnace is made 
of a conſiderable Height like a Tower, in order to receive a la 
Quantity of Fuel at once; and as the Top is cloſely covered, it will 
only burn as it falls down to the Level of the Flew. As the Deſign is 
to convey the Heat from the Body of the Furnace to a Bath on one Side 
of it, there is a Door which opens into a large Flew, that ſerves to convey 
the Heat to the Sand-bath ; and on the oppoſite Side there is another 
to inſpect the Fire. 

Wind Furnaces are generally nothing more than high Chimneys, 

through which the Air paſſes with great Velocity in a conſtant Stream, 
by which Means a very conſiderable Degree of Heat is excited. In this 
Chimney Iron Bars are placed horizontally at a convenient Diſtance 
from the Bottom, and above them is an Iron Frame and Door, through 
which to convey the Fuel and Crucibles, the Part below the Bars is 
left open for the free Admirtance of the Air. 
With Regard to the different Hears requiſite for divers Operations, it 
is obſervable, that the Heat of a Balzeum Marie, or Water-bath, is 
much more equal than that of Sand ; for this laſt, unleſs ir be kept al- 
ways ſtirring, which is inconvenient, is much - hotter at the Bottom than 
at the Top. But as Water cannot be heated beyond a certain Degree, 
a Sand bath will ſometimes become neceſſary. When Veſſels are pla- 
ced in immediate Contact with the burning Fuel, it is called operating 
in the naked Fire, and this is capable of the greateſt Heat of all. 

Baineum MaRiz, or a Water-bath, is when a Veſſel which con- 
tains the Matter to be heated is placed in a Pot filled with Water, under 
which a Fire is made, ſo that as the Water becomes hot, the Matter 
in the Veſſel will be hot too. Some Proceſſes may be performed by the 
Help of a lighted Lamp, placed under the Veſſel in the ſame Manner as 
under a Tea kettle. A reverberatory Heat is made in a Furnace covered 
with a Dome ; for the Heat or Flame, which always aſcends upwards, 
meeting with Oppoſition, will be reflected back on the naked Veſſel 
placed on two Iron Bars. A /ighted Lamp may alſo be made uſe of to 
ſoften the Necks of ſmall Glaſs Veſſels, in order to cloſe them up or 
ſeal them hermetically, which is done with red-hot Pincers: As alſo 
to heat the Neck of a ſmall Matraſs in the Place where it is intended 
- be broken, and applying a Bit of Linen to the Place dipt in cold 

ater, \ 
When Glaſs Veſſels, as ſome Operations require, are to be placed in 
the naked Fire, the thickeſt Glaſs 1s not the moſt convenient, for though 
they are ſtrongeſt in Appearance, they will not bear the Fire ſo well as 
the thinneſt, but will be apt to crack and fly, ſpoiling the whole Proceſs. 
To prevent the cracking of all Veſſels as much as poſſible, it will be 
proper to heat them very gradually, and, when the Proceſs is finiſhed, 


to take out the contained Matter ; for then it may be expoſed ſuddenly 
to the cold Air, which will cauſe it to crack, by which Means the Con- 
tents will be better ſecured than by giving it a Blow. 


to let them cool in the ſame Manner, unleſs the Veſſel is to be broken 
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The. Violence of the Fire in a reverberatory Heat will aſten cauſ- 
(lads Retorts to melt, and therefore it will be proper to coat them with 
ſome Sort of Paſte, to the thickneſs of Half a Crown, which being 
dry will preſerve and defend them from ſuch Accidents. This is call, 
Lurz, of which there ane various Compaſitions ; but Wirnd/or-Loan 
ſofined with Water to a proper Conſiſtence, and beat up with 
Hair as they uſe in plaſlemug Mortar, or even Horſe- ng at 
well enough. When this Loam is nat to be had, white or Tobacco. 
pipe Clay mixed with ſo much waſhed Sand as will prevent its flicking 
to the Fingers, will ſerve in its Stead. _ Some make Uſe of two Part 
of Sand and ane of Loam for the ſame Purpoſe. Theſe ſerve likewiſe to 
Tate the Joints of Veſſels in the Diſtillation of volatile Salts and Spirits, 
But in the Diſtillation of acid Spirits the Matter may be diluted with a 
Solution of Pot-aſhes inſtead af Water. In moſt other Caſes, a Piece 
of wet Bladder may be uſed, which being lined . with a Kind of a Glue 
will ſick. very readily. The ſame may be done with a Paſte made of 
Flour and Water. or Linſeed- moal made of the Cake left after the Ex- 
preſſion of Oil of Linſeed. 1 | 

There are variety of other Inſtruments which the chemical Operator 
will have Qccafion to make Uſe of, ſuch as Bolt-heads or Matraſſes, 
Retorts, Receivers, tubulated Glaſs- heads, Sublimers, Crucibles, Tongs 
like a Forceps, c. but as theſe are to be had at proper Shops, it would 
be loſt Labour to attempt to deſcribe them. Heſides ſuch Veſizls as are 
xequiſite for each Operation will be mentioned hereafter. , However it 
may be proper to remark, that unglazed earthen Veſſels are poroys, 
and imbibe much Liquor; and the glazed are liable to have their glz- 
Zing eaten off by Acids. Glaſs Veſlels are ſubject to neither of theſe 
Incanveniences: Next to theſe are thoſe made of Stone Mare. 


Of MENSTRUUMS. 


Another Method of Solution is by a Menſiruum, which is a diſſolving 
Fluid, that divides the Body it acts upon into ſuch minute Parts, that 
they become ſeemingly one homogene Liquor. The principal Menfirya 
are WanER, ACID SPIRITS, VINOUS SPIRITS, ALKALINE L1QUORs, 
and O1Ls. | 

WATER will diſſolve SaLTs, VectTABLE Gums, and ANIMAL 
Gelrits. But it will only diſſolve a certain Quantity of Salt, and more 
of one Salt than another. Thus a Pound of River- water will diſſolve a 
Pound of Efſam jalt; a Pound of Salt of Tartar ; ſix Ounces and fix 
 Drams of Green Vitric!; four Ounces and fix Drams of common Salt; 

four Ounces and three Drams of Salt Petre; four Ounces and two 
Drams of Sal Ammoniac; two Qunces of vitriolated Nitre ; one Ounce 
and ix Drams of Alum; or, laſtly, ſeven Drams of Borax. Theſe Ex- 
periments are of great Uſe in the Separation of Salts when various Kinds 
are mixed with Water. For Inſtance, if Alum has been added to 2 
Solution of Salt, and enough of the Water is evaporated for Chryſta- 
lization, the Aluin will ſhoot firſt and leave the Salt behind. It is like- 
wiſe remarkable, that when Water is ſaturated with one Salt only, that 
does not prevent it from diſſolving a conſiderable Portion of another, 35 


may be readily found upon Trial. * 
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| Water will likewiſe diffolve ſaline Bodies, ſuch as ige Fruits, the Pulp 
of Caſſia, Mamma, Sugar, and Gam, Likewiſe all animal Juices, 
Fat only excepted, very readily mixes with found - Bile ; as alſo 
all factitious Soaps; and though it will not diſſolve Gzmmy Rofins, yet 
with Water they will make a Kind of Emulfion very uictul in Medicine. 
Beſides, after pure Earths are corroded by Acids aud are turned into a 
Liquor, they may be diluted by Water, and will ſtill continue limpid. 
Add to this, that Sulphur will by no Means mix with Water . alone, 
but when intimately joined ro Altalinets they are diſſolveable in Water. 
Oils, Balſams, Rofins, and gummy Roſins, may be firſt mixed with Bile, 
Sugar, Honey, or the Volk of an Egg, and then they will unite with 


Water. 

ACID SPIRITS, the principal of which are Spirit of Vitrial, Spirit 
of Nitre, Spirit of Salt and Vinegar. Theſe diſſolve Al KALIN EarTHS, 
ALKALINE SALTS, and MEtTaALLic Bopits. Spirit of Nivre is the 
common Menſtruum of all metallic Bodies, except G; for it will not touch 
that though it ſpeedily diſſolves Sz/ver ; but Agua Regia will diſſolve 
Gold; therefore in this Caſe the Acid does not act as an Acid, but as a 
fingular Body. Spirit of Vinegar diffolving Lead becomes oily and fat; 
and yet when Spirit of Nitre corrodes Lead, it receives no ſuch Altera- 
tion. When Spirit of Vinegar eats Iron, its Nature is entirely changed 
without a Poſſibility of recovering it ; but when by corroding Copper 
it converts into Verdigreaſe, and by a freſh Supply turns into a green 
Liquor, from which Cry/a/s may be gained, if theſe Cryſtals are put 
into a Retort and urged with a violent Degree of Fire, a ſtrong and 
very acid Spirit of Vinegar will come off, little 'changed, though it 
adhered fo ſtrongly to the Copper. Spirit of Nitre will unite with rec- 
tied Spirit of Wine after a terrible Conflict, great Heat, and ſending 
off very red Fumes. With Oi it will flame, and generally raiſes a 
great Heat. Spirit of Vitriol likewiſe produces an intenſe Heat, with 
the ſame Fluids. Spirit of Oil of Vitriol united with a ſufficient Quan- 
tity of Spirit of Wine loſes its acid Taſte; whereas Spirit .of Salt ad- 
mits of no ſuch Union, and preſerves its Acidity unaltered. It like- 
wiſe diſſolves Filings of Iron, but flowly, and will not touch Lapis 
Hematitis, nor Crocus Martis, However, no other Acid will extract the 
Sulphur of Iron ſo powerfully as this; for if the Solution of Iron with 
Spirit of Salt is inſpiſſated, a Vitriol may be obtained of a yellow Colour, 
an aſtringent Taſte, and an agreeable Smell, which will not cryſtallize, 
but melts in the open Air. It rectified Spirit of Wine is poured upon 
this, it will ſoon imbibe the Sulphur of Iron, and a ſmall Portion of 
the vitriolic Salt, and ſo extract a Tincture of Iron of a golden Colour, 
a fraprant Smell, and a ſubaſtringent Taſte, which, for reſtoring the 
debilitated Tone of the Solids, has not its equal, and is of great Uſe in 
Medicine, Itis farther remarkable, that concentrated Spirit of Salt 
— raiſe a violent Efferveſcence when mixt with Oil or ſtrong Spirit of 

itriol. g 

SPIRIT of WINE rectiſſea is the Menſtruum of all EssENTI T Ons, 
Of all VRO E TABLE Rosius, of Gummy Ros1ns in a great Meaſure ; 
of all pure alkaline VoLaTiLe SALTs ; of very dry fixed ALKALINE 
SALTS ; of many Soars ; of SULPHURs united to alkaline Subſtances z 
it will mix with Waters, Wines, and all Acids produced by Fermentation; 


but it will not touch Sea alt, Salt petre, Sal Ammoniac, nor Pure Earth ; 
nor 
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nor yet Metals, Semi-metals, Stones, or Gems. It has been the common 
Opinion, that this Men/ffruzm will not diſſolve any Salts, which cannot be 
true; ſor if you take two Quarts of rectiſied Spirit of Wine, and ten 
Ounces ul Salt of bar” * A and very ns and then draw 
off the Menſfruum, you will obtain a very penetrating Spirit impregnated 
N three Ounces of the Salt, and the remaining ſeven will appear in 
a liquid Form at the Bottom of the Matraſs, which Moiſture it extracted 
from the Spirit of Wine. It will likewiſe diſſolve ſome neutral Sals, a 
the Sal diureticus, Moreover, if Spirit of Nitre and Spirit of Salt 
be dropt ſeparately upon two different Portions of pure volatile Sal An- 
moniac, to the Point of Saturation two neutral Salts will be produced, 
both which will readily unite with Spirit of Wine. But if you prepare 
the neutral Salt with Spirit of Vitriol and the ſaid volatile Salt, it will by 
no Means mix with this Menſtruum, becauſe the Acid of this laſt is of a 
Kxed Nature. t | 6 

OILS will diffolve Rosius, Gummy Rosixs, VeceTaABLE BAI- 
SAMS, SULPHURs, and BiTUMEns. They will likewiſe unite with 
other Oils and Fat; and yet in the Diſtillation of T, ine and Amber, 
with various Degrees of Heat, ſeveral Oils may produced of a 
different Weight, Thickneſs, Colour, and Purity, which will not readily 
mix among themſelves. But what is ſtranger than all, O.ls, before they 
are boiled and deprived of a /urking Acid, will diſſolve Metall. 
That they will unite with red Lead and Litharge, which are metallic Bodies, 
is pretty commonly known. Likewiſe if Half an Ounce of /caden Shit 
is put intoa Vial, and one Ounce and a Half of Oil-olive poured on 
it, and then put over the Fire, the Lead will melt before the Oil boils; 
but as ſoon as the Oz/ begins to boil, the Lead will begin to diſſolve. 
The ſame may be ſaid of Tin. Even Bra/s and Iron reduced to a fine 
Powder, and digeſted a conſiderable Time with Oil-olive, Part of the 
Metal will be diſſolved ; which may be known from the Colour and Tale 
ol the Oil. 

ALKALIES diffolve Oils, BALs Aus, Guus, Rosins, Gumur 
Rosins, and SULPHURS: And becauſe they will mix with Water, 
rectiſied Spirit of Wine, and Oil, they are of great Uſe in making certain 
Tinctures which could not be made readily, if at all, without them. 
Sometimes Quicł. lime will greatly augment their Power, as is evident 
” the Method of making Soap-lye, for the more ready manufacturing 
of Soap. 


Of PRECIPITATION. 


P&Ec1PITATION is the Method of cauſing a Body diſſolved in any 
Menſtruum to fall to the Bottom of the Veſſel by the Addition of another 
Subitance. In this Operation there is little more required than to add 
the Matter which cauſes Precipitation by Degrees, and to continue it no 
longer than it occaſions any of the Matter to be precipitated to fall to 
the Bottom. . 

One would immagine there was a Kind of Election in Menffruums, for 
they certainly will unite to one Body ſooner than another, which is the 
Occaſion of the Precipitation of the deſerted Matter. Thus, if Silver 
is diſſolved in Agua Fortis, add Copper to the Solution, and the Silver will 
ſink to the Bottom. So if Copper is diſſolved in the ſame 1 
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and then ron be thrown in, the Copper will be precipitated. Likewiſes 


if Iron is diſſolved in Aqua Fortis, put Zinc into the Solution, and the 
Tron will preſently be ſet at Liberty and fall down. Laſtly, if Salt of 
Tartar is added to the Solution of - Zinc, this will undergo the ſame Fate 
2s the former. Again, a ſtrong fixed Acid will precipitate Bodies diſ- 
ſolved in a _ * _ o_ if Mother of —_ —— Crabs- 
es, or Egg-ſhells are diſſolved in Vinegar, Spirit itriol poured on 
the Solution will make them fall to hs Bottom: So alſo, if Spirit of 
Vitriol is added to the Sugar of Lead it will ſeparate the Lead from 
the Vinegar, with which it is made. But if the Mixture is diſtilled, 
the Vinegar will be elevated, and the Lead will remain at the Bottom 
united with the Spirit of Vitriol, For the fame Reaſon, fimple Water 
will precipitate Ro/ins diſſolved in rectiſied Spirit of Wine, for this more 
willingly unites with Water than with Roſin. | | 


Of CRYSTALLIZATION. 


CrxysTALLIZATION happens when any Salt having been diſſolved in 
Water concretes again; and theſe Concretions are called CRxysTALS. 
This may be brought about by evaporating the Water ſo much, that 
there will not be enough left to keep the Salt diſſolved, and then letting 
the Liquor ſtand at reſt in a cold Place. It was before obſerved, that 


Water will diſſolve more of one Kind of Salt than another; to which 


may be added that it will diſſolve a greater Quantity when hot than 
when cold: But when there is as much as poſſible diſſolved in boiling 
Water, it will, in Proportion as it eools, let fall gradually that Portion of 
Salt wherewith it was over-charged, the Knowledge of which is of great 
Uſe in this Operation. For though the uſual Method is to evaporate 
the Water 'till a Pellicle or thin Skin appears on the Surface of the 
Liquor, yet this Rule will not always hold good, particularly in Nzzre ; 
and therefore the Method is, to take up a little of the Liquor in a Spoon 
and ſet it to cool, and if the Water is ſufficiently evaporated it will 
ſhoot into ſmall Threads, But this will require many unneceſſary 
Trials if there is no Attention given to the Quantity of Mitre, which 
a certain Meaſure of Water will keep diſſolved. But if this is nearly 
eſtimated it will ſave moſt of that Trouble. To aſſiſt the Judgment in 
this Caſe, it will not be amiſs to repeat what Quantity of Salt Water 
will take up when the Air is neither hot nor cold. And though this 
may ſeem Actum agere, I am willing to acquaint the Reader how Boer- 
haave has determined this Matter. 7ij. of pure dry Sea: ſalt reduced into 
a fine Powder, will diſſolve in Zvi. and 3iij. of pure diſtilled River- 
water, Jij. of Sal Gem thus prepared require 3 vi. and 3iv. of the ſame 
Water. 3 ij. of pure dry Sal Ammoniac in fine Powder will diſſolve like- 
wiſe in Zvi. and giv. of Water. Nine Drams of pure Mitre in fine 
Powder will diſſolve in Zvi. of Water. Fs. of very dry Borax requires 
3x. of Water to diſſolve it entirely. 3) of Alum diſſolves in I xiv. 
of Water, Zj. of Epſom Salt will diſſiolve in 3j. and gij. of the ſame 
Water. 3j. of Salt of Tartar diſſolves in Jiſs. 1hree Ounces of 
Water ſhook along while will diſſolve ziſs. of common green Vitriol. 
And now we are on this Subject it will not be improper to take Notice, 
tat the ſame Water that diſſolves Fj. of Sea-/alt and will take up no 
u ore, will ſtill admit 3s. of Mitre. Likewiſe 3j. of Ni diſſolved in 
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39 and ons third of Water, if 31s of Sea: ſal be added, the whole will 

de alſo diſſolved. 2 Nr | 
Hence we may learn the Method of /eparating Saits of various Kinds; 

for thoſe Salts which diſſolve in Water in the greateſt Quantity, will 

likewiſe diſſolve the ſooneſt. Therefore if we are deſirous of ſeparating 

witriolated Nitre, or any other neutral Salt from common Salt, if we pour 


Water upon it, it will imbibe the common Salt and leave the other at 


the Bottom. Thus Alm may be ſeparated from Vitrial, becauſe this 
laft is more eafily diſſolved. This likewiſe teaches us another Way to 
ſeparate them; for if we add 4/um to the Solution of Salt, and evaporate 
a ſufficient Quantity of Water, the Alum will cryſtallize, and leave the 
common Salt behind. This Method will ſerve to ſeparate Salt perre 
from common Salt wherewith it is generally mixed. 

It will not be amiſs to obſerve, that a/ta/ine Salts will not eryſtalize, 
and that the wo/atile cannot, becauſe they will fly away before the Water 
is evaporated. Likewiſe there are neutral which have a metallic Body 
for their Bafis, which will not cryſtallize without the Addition- of Spirit 
of Wine, which may be about a twentieth Part of the Weight of the 
whole Liquor. In general, to bring about Cryſtallization with a due 
Regularity, that the Cryſtals may be obtained of a Figure proper to the 
Salt, the Evaporation of the Water ſhould be flow and not continued 
*till a Pellicle is formed, that the Liquor may not be over crowded with 
ſaline Particles; for if it is, the Concretion will follow too haſtily, 
whereby the Beauty of the Cryftals will be ſpoiled. The beſt Way of 
knowing when there is a ſufficient Evaporation, will be to let fall a few 
Drops of the Liquor on a Piece of Glaſs, for if it then it runs into 
cryſtalline Threads, you may be ſure the Operations will ſucceed ac- 
eording to your Wiſh. * 


Of DIGESTION. 


DigesT10N is the Maceration or ſteeping any Subſtance in its proper 
Menſtruum for any limited Time. This is ordered to be performed 
ſometimes without Heat, and ſometimes with. In the firſt Caſe any 
Glaſs Veſſel will ſerve the Turn; and in the ſecond, Matraſſes or Balt- 
heads are commonly uſed, when the Heat is ſo gentle as to cauſe little 
or no Evaporation ; but when a greater Degree of Heat is neceſſary, and 
the riſing Fumes are not to be ſuffered to fly off, Digeſtion ſhould be per- 
formed in a Veſſel of peculiar Structure called a Pelican. However, 
this may as well be done by putting the Neck of a ſmaller Matraſs into 
that of a larger, and ſecuring the jucture with a Piece of a wet Bladder. 
When the Steam that ariſes into the pper Matraſi is condenſed and 
drops back into the Veſſel from whence it came; this is called Cikcv- 
LATION. Sometimes a ſingle Matraſs alone, if the Neck be very 
long and ſmall, will ſerve the Turn, becauſe the Steam will cool and 
condenſe before it riſes to the Top, and fo fall down again. When 
Digeſtion is directed, it is always ſuppoſed to be with Heat, unleſs 
the contrary is expreſſed, the Degree of which is, to be according to 
the Subſtance to be digeſted. Sometimes it is performed in a Bath or 
Sand-heat, and then the whole Succeſs depends upon the due Regulation 
of the Heat, for it ought to be gentle all the Time ; but if the Subſtance 


is of a hard Texture, the Menf{ruum ſhould be made to boil a" 
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End of the Procefs ; and during the Time of Digeſtion the Veſſe 
ſhould be frequently ſhook. As to the Time of Digeſtion no general 
Rule can be given, becauſe ſome require à longer and fome a ſhorter 


Time. : 


This Operation ſerves to extract the Virtues of varioas Subſtances, 


which in many Herbs and Plants may be done by Water, and even 
their e/ential Oils, when they are not ſeparated from the Herbs, 
are diſlolveable by this Menfiraum ; becauſe all Vegetables participate mote 
or leſs of a gummy and faline Matter, to which thoſe Oils are united. 
It will likewife extract the Virtues of many aromatic Plants, as well 
as thoſe that are bitter and aftringent. By this Means likewiſe a Men- 


/ruum will diſſolve and ſeparate particular Subſtances, and leave the 


reſt untouched : Thus Water will extract the gummy Part of a Sub- 
ſtance, and leave the Rofin behind; and rectified Spirits of Wine will 
unite with the roſinous and oleous Parts of Vegetables' in the fame 
Manner, | 

Digeſtion is likewiſe” of great Uſe in making of ExTzacTts, by em- 
ploying ſuch a Menſiruum as will diflolve the Parts in which the Virtues 
chiefly reſide. If the Extract is made with Spirit of Wine, it will be 
roper to diſtil off a conſiderable Quantity to preſerve it. Evaporate 
Water in the Heat of a Bath. But for this, particular Rules will be 
laid down in their proper Places. It is hardly neceſſary to mention that 
Subſtance, the Virtues whereof refide in their volatile Parts, are ab- 
ſolutely improper for Extrafts, becauſe they would all fly off in bringing 
them to a due Conſiſtence. & 


Of CALCINATION. 


CarcinaTioNn is the Reduction of hard Bodies into Powder, or at 
leaſt to a Subſtance that will readily powder, by the Means of Fire, at- 
tended with a Change of their Qualities. Thus the Bones and Horns 
of Animals are calcined to a Whiteneſs, or at leaſt to the Exhalation of 
their oleous and ſaline Particles, which is otherwiſe called UsT1on. Thus 
Lead by reverberating Heat is turned into Minium and Filings of Iren 


into the Crocus aftringens. Vegetables are burnt in the open Air into dhe 


Abbes, with Intention to obtain their fixed Salts. This is termed Incrxe - 
RATION, Some Things may be burnt to a Whiteneſs by the Rays of 


the Sun, by Means of a Burning-glaſs, as Antimony for preparing the 


Claſs. And Vitriol partaking of Copper has been thus burnt to a 
Whiteneſs, in order to make the ſrpathetic Poweder. That Stones and 
Shells are reduced to a Lime by Calcination is generally known. The 
Calcination of Metals and Semi- meinli is promoted by the Mixture of Nitre, 
Gold, Silver, and Mercury excepted. Thus Powder of Antimeny mixed 
with Powder of Mitre, and thrown into a red-hot Crucible, will ſud- 
denly take Fire, flaſh, and make a Noiſe, which is called DzToxnaT10N. 
There is another expeditious Method of calcining Metals, which is to 
nike them red-hot *till they ſparkle, at which Time if they are touched 
with a Piece of Brimſtone, they will fall down in Drops into the Veſſel 
underneath which may be reduced into Powder. 

Fixzs alone will reduce the Body of Tin into Aſhes ; Iron into Droſs, 
after the inflammable Part is conſumed. Quictſiluer put into a cloſe. 
Glaſs Veſſel, and continued in Digeſtion for Months, will turn * 
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red Powder. In like Manner the Regulus of Antimony may be cor- 
. Minerals, as Antimony, Arſenick, Zinc, and Biſmuth by the Help of Fir 


into Powders, Saffrons, and Calces. Thus all Acids turn Ven into Ruf, 


zum, and red Precipitate. Oil of Vitriol abſtracted from Antimony or its 


Zinc, Antimony and its Regu/us, and Cobalt, when they are diſſolved in 


not even excepting Gold. | 
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verted into a grey Powder, which has a diaphoretic Virtue, - elan 


are ſublimed into Flowers, which are nothing elſe but Calces. 
Ac1ps have likewiſe a great Power of turning Minerali and Meta; 


Copper. into YVerdigreaſe, Lead into Ceruſi, and Tin into a Calx. Oil of 
Vitriol, Spirit of Mitre, or Agua Fortis abſtracted from Mercury, leave ; 
yellowiſh or red Powder behind them, as is evident in Arcanum coral. 


Regulus will quit a Calx of a more fixed Nature. This is likewiſe done 
by diſſolving Metals in Acids, and cauſing a Precipitation. Thus Gull 
diſſolved in Agua Regia, will by the Aﬀulion of Oil of Tartar be turned 
into a yellow Powder endowed with a falmjnating ality, 

A Solution of Silver in Spirit ef Salt will, when precipitated, yield 
white Powder. The ſame Thing happens to ron, Tin, Copper Biſnull, 


their ſpecific Menffruums, and are again diſunited by the Addition of 
other Things. Sur rnus will likewiſe calcine Metals; for if it is mixt 
with Antimony and placed over a gentle Fire, keeping it conſtantly flir. 
ring, it will turn into Aſhes. The ſame will happen to Iron, Copper, Tin, 
and Lead, if they are mixt with Su/phur and melted. Quichſilver joined 
intimately with Sulphur and then ſublimed turns into Cinnabar. 

NiTz&e not only turns Antimony into Ceruſi, but will have the ſame 
Power over Tia, Lead, Biſmuth, or Regulus of Cobalt, if melted therewith, 
In like Manner Iron may be turned into a beautiful Crocus with Nite, 
Common SALT mixt with melted Tin or Lead will produce a Kind of 
Aſhes. Regulus of Antimony blended with Salt and calcined will turn to 
Aſhes. ALKALINE Fixed SALTs have alſo the ſame Power of pro- 
ducing Saffrons and Calces, Thus if five Parts of Antimony are mixt with 
one Part of Salt of Tartar and melted, the Regulus will fink to the Bot- 
tom, and will ſhine like poliſhed Steel; but if it be reduced to an im- 
palpable Powder, it will be reddiſh, and is called Medicinal Regulus of 
Antimony. Alkaline Salts firſt melted with Sulphur tarn into a reddiſh 
Maſs called Liver of Sulpbur which will diſſolve all Metals into Powder, 


Of MIXTURE. 


What Mixruxz is, is very well known; but as frequent Miſtakes art 
committed in blending different Things together, to the no ſmall Pre- 
judice to the Virtues of Medicines, it may not be improper to give 4 
Caution or two about it. Volatile Salts or urinous Spirits are * to 
mix with Oil, becauſe they thicken the Oil and loſe their Volatility, 
which is inviſcated and loſt among the oleous Particles. Yolatile Salt 
blended with Acids, become fixed and turn into a neutral Salt, like Sd 
Ammoniac ; and therefore they are guilty of an Error who order tb 
Things in Potions or otherwiſe, unleſs knowingly and with Deſign to 
obtain the Remedy reſulting from thence, as in the Sfiritus Minderer 
Acids mixt with Subſtances of a ſtrong or fragrant Smell tend to di, 
miniſh it, becauſe the Fragrancy 5 reſides in the oleous Parts, ? Spirit o 
therefore the Exhalations will be greatly weakened ; whereas on LEY ater, 
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other Hand, Alkalines render them more odoriferous. Spirit ef Sal Am- 
moniac, or any other urinous Spirit well rectiſied, mixt with rechiſad Spirit 
Wine, or Tinctures, or Elixirs made therewith, will preſently coagulare, 
which however, by the Addition of a little Water will regain their Flui- 
dity. TinQures and Elixirs extracted from roſinous and oleous Subſtances 
with Spirit of Wine, will be precipitated by Water. But this is no Ob- 
jection againſt taking Drops of this Kind in Mead or other aqueous Fluid, 
for though it is rendered white and turbid, it may be coveniently taken. 
Violatile Salts mixt with other Things in a Braſs Mortar preſently be- 
come æruginous, and unfit for the internal Uſe. Syrrup of Violets blend- 
ed with an Acid turns purple; with an alkalious fixed or volatile Salt 
changes greeniſh ; with Crabs-eyes, Coral, &c. the Colour becomes 
livid. Acid Syrrups, Robs, and Conſerve: joined to alkalious Subſtances, 
cauſe an Efferveſcence, and acquire another Taſte which is generally 
bitteriſh. 2 * 


Of EFFERVESCENCES. 


ErPERVESCENCES are ſometimes produced in fo unexpected a Man- 
ner, that a previous Knowledge of what occaſions them is neceſſary for 
thoſe who begin to be converſant about chemical Operations. An Efer- 
veſcence is defined to be an inteſtine Motion arifing. from two Bodies 
mixed together, attended with frothing, the riſing of the Bubbles, and 
Rarefaction. This Motion is called inteſtine, becauſe the ſmalleſt Par- 
' ticles which conſtitute the Body are affected thereby, and are put into a 
violent Commotion, Agitation, and Disjunction. As this never hap- 
pens without a copious Elevation of Bubbles, it is pretended, that theſe 
are produced by the Expulſion of the æthereal Matter out of the Pores, 
which carry with them Part of the Fluid, as appears from the ſalient 
Particles ; and by rarefying the Matter cauſes it to occupy a greater Space. 
Now as Heat ariſes chiefly from the inteſtine Motion of the ſu!phureous 
Parts; hence it appears why an Efferveſcence is generally attended with 
an Incaleſcence, which is more or leſs intenſe in Proportion to the in- 
flammable and ſulphureous Matter the Bodies contain, as may be ſeen 
when Oil of Vitriol is mixed with diſtilled Oils. 

It is an old Obſervation, that Acids of all Kinds will effeveſce with 
every Sort of Allali, whether ſaline or earthy, and be changed into a neu- 
tral Salt or a Concrete of a middle Nature. But it is a grand Miſtake to 
ſuppoſe that nothing but an Acid and an Allali will produce an Efferwe/- 
cence ; for calcined Earths will raiſe a great Conflict with common Water, 
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Pre- of whichthe common Practice of making Lime-water is a ſufficient Proof. 
'e 4 The ſame is obſervable of Oyſter-ſhells and other marine Subſtances 
Ma burnt into Calx. Likewiſe Oil of Vitriol and ſtrong Spirit of Salt will, 
lity, with the coldeſt Water in due Proportions, produce a ſtrong Efferveſ- 
Salt! cence, and a moſt intenſe Heat. An Ounce of Oil of Vitriol and an 
; Cul Ounce of Water raiſe the greateſt Commotions. Refified Spirit of Wine 
heſe and Oil Vitriol when mixt, will cauſe a Heat, and turn to a roſy Co- 
E lour, and without any great Ebullition. All eſential Oils will raiſe a 
rern. = Ebullition, Heat, and Change of Colour, when added to Oil of 
yy triol or fuming Spirit of Nitre.

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Same natural Salts mixt with Oil of Vitrial, will maintain à fieree 


Engagement with a great Fume, Ebullition, and Heat. This is obſer. 
vable => the mixture of the ſaid Oil with — Salt or = Ammo- 
niac, from whence white and very trating Vapours will proceed, 
Beſides, from the Mixture of this Ol and — Nitre, a yellowiſh red 
Steam will ariſe, ſtriking the Noſe ſtrongly. And yet if it is added to 
Arcanum duplicatum, or witriolated Tartar, or Stibiated Nitre, which ate 
alſo natural Salts, every Thing will remain very ſtill and quiec. 

Some Chemiſts have attempted to prove, that Acids will raiſe an Ef. 
ferveſcence with Acids, becauſe Spirit of Nitre and Butter of Antimny 
wil produce that Effect, but they did not conſider, that it proceeded 
fromthe Antimony with which the Butter is turgid, for it is well known, 
that Agua Regia, which is made wich Spirit of Nitre and common Salt, 
will diffolve Antimony. Now, as the Butter of Antimony is nothi 
but the concentrated Spirit of Salt with antimonial Particles diffol 
therein, the Spirit of Nitre uniting with it produces Agua Regia, which 
laying hold of the ſtibiated Particles raiſes the ſaid Efferveſcence. 
However, ſome Acids ſeem to produce this Effect with others; for 
concentrated Spirit of Salt made with Sa! Ammoniac and Oil of Fitrial, 
will, when mixed with Oil of Vitriol, raiſe a violent Ebul ition with a 
Noife, and the Elevation of white Fumes ; but Spirit of Nitre has no 
ſuch Power. Notwithſtanding which it appearing from ſome Experi- 
ments, that ammoniacal Partic es will ſecede from the ſaid Spirit of Salt, 
it is highly probable, that theſe raiſe the Conflict, and not Acids 
acting upon Acids, as ſuch. 

All Efferveſcences will not produce Heat; for if volatile Sal Ammoniac 
is mixed with Spirit of Salt or Vitriol, or with fuming Spirit of Mitre, 
there will be a pretty ſtrong Ebullition, which inſtead of cauſing Heat 
will be attended with a remarkable Coldneſs ; which ſhows, that this 
Salt is diveſted of Oil, on which Account it is leſs apt to excite Heat in 
a human Body. And in Reality we learn from Experience, that a ſingle 
Drop of eflential Oil will cauſe the human Body to be more hot than a 
whole Dram of the volatile Salt. 

If Oil of Lavender is well mixt with double Agua Fortis, the Oil will 
ſoon ſwim on the Top without any Conflict or Re- action at firſt ; but 
when it has ſtood a little while in a hot Place, a ſtrong Efferveſcence will 
ariſe with a thick Steam, and the tranſparent Liquor will become muddy, 
thick, turn yellow, and at length coaleſce into a Rofin, which after be- 
ing waſhed with common Water is inflammable. 

The fuming Spirit of Mitre ſo often mentioned is double Agua Fortis de- 
Prived of its Phlegm, and is ſo ſtrong as to riſe in Fumes on Admiſſion 
of the Air. Now if you take a Dram of the genuine Oi of Clopes and 
put it into a Glaſs which is narrow at the Bottom and wide at the Top, 
and pour the ſame Quantity of the above Spirit upon it, it will break 
out into a very bright Flame with a quick Ebullition and few Vapours, 
burning away and leaving nothing in the Glaſs but dry Aſhes. Oil of 
Saſſafras, Oil of Turpentine, Oil of Carraways, and Oil of Cinnamon 
will do the like, though with ſome Variation as to the Manner of their 
burning. If you try the ſame Experiment with Oil of Amber, Petro- 
leum, Oil of Natmegs, the genuine Oils of Juniper, Lavender, Mar- 
joram, Mint, Rue, or Thyme, they will indeed, raiſe a great Effer- 
veſcence, but will not flame. of 
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Of PUTREFACTION awd FERMENTATION. 


PUTREFACT10N is the intimate Solution of Union and Connection of 
the Parts of which a mixt Body conſiſts, changing its Temperature, Pro- 
perties, and Virtues ; attended with faztid and volatile Vapour. There

mer of which the Body is divided into exceeding ſmall Parts, without 
altering its Qualities ; as n a Solution of Go/4 in Agua Regia; for tho? 


4 the Gold is divided as it were into Atoms, inſomuch that a few Drops

* ticles are precipitated with any lixivious Salt, it will plainly appear, that 
lt the Corpuſcles of the Gold have perfectly retained their Nature. A 
— RADICAL SOLUT10ON is when the Parts of Bodies are diſunited, their 
4 Connection removed, and the very intimate Mixture on which their ſpe- 
ch cific Difference from other Bodies depends, quite reſolved, fo that they 
* are transformed into another Texture and Conſtitution, with new Pro- 


perties and Virtues. We have an Inſtance of this in the Digeſtion of 
Aliments in the inteſtinal Tube, by the Help of the ſalival diſſolvent, 
and animal Heat, whereby their intimate Union and Texture are 
deſtroyed, their Taſte, Smell, Colour, and Confiſtence, and all other 
Qualities are removed ; from whence new Chyle is generated, and the 
Fzces which go off by Stools. We have another Example in the Fer- 
mentation of Vegetables, particularly feveet Grapes, which by that 


into an acido-ſpirituous or vinous inebriating Liquor. 

The Cavs of this putrid and fermentative Diſſolution is the inteſtine 
Motion of the moiſt Parts, and the copious Influx of an extremely ac- 
tive hot Matter ; for no Solution of any Subſtance can be —_— about 
without Moiſture ; ſo that without Vater, which is the principal Moiſture, 
neither Putrefaction nor Fermentation will enſue. This is the 
uriverſal Menſtruum which inſinuates deeply into the Pores of Bodies, 
and by its conſtant inteſtine Motion disjoins their Parts, and alters their 
Situation, But this is performed more ſpeedily with the Aſſiſtance of 
Heat, which is a more rapid Motion of the æthereal celeſtial Matter, 
endowed with an expenſive Power, propelling from the Centre to the 
Circumference. And while the Moiſture acts upon the fermenteſcible 
and putreſcible Matter, it reſolves the ſaline, — and earthy 
— takes them up, and carries them along into the ſame Motion of 

uidity. 

Fermentation and Putrefaction agree in this, that they both are per- 
formed by the inteſtine Motion of the moiſt and hot Elements, though 
their Effects are greatly different; for a ſulphureous inflammable Spirit is 
produced by Fermentation, and a volatile urinout Spirit by Putrefaction; 
whence this laſt is always attended with a ſtrong ſœtid Smell. Animal 
Juices being void of Acids, will never ferment, for without theſe, which 
are firſt to A ſet at Liberty to act upon the oily Parts, there can be no 
ſuch Effect produced. 

There are Vegetables likewiſe that will not ferment ; but they are all 
ſubje& to Putrefaction. Some of thoſe that aui not ferment are Gar- 
lic, Onions, Leeks, Squills, Horſe-radiſh, Muſtard, Arum, Cabbages, 
Scurvy-graſs, and other Herbs, Seeds, and Roots, which when rubbed

have a" tartiſh Sweetneſs. All Flowers, Leaves, and Roots that tend 
rather to Acidity than Putrefaction. The Sap of certain Trees which 
diſtil from them when wounded in the Spring, as the Birch, Vine, Wal: 
nut, and Pine-tree, All ſaponaceous Juices of Vegetables, ſuch a 
Manna, Honey, the Pulp of Caſſia, Sugar, and other Kinds of them that 
are not gummy, balſamic, untuous, or roſinous. | .

Bro we come to treat of the METERIA MEDICA, it may 


not be thought improper to ſay ſomething of Hzx ns and PLanTs, 


and to give ſuch a Deſcription of their various Parts as may render 


the Study of this Science more eaſy and pleaſant. 


A PLANT is defined to be an organica! Body, deſtitute of Senſe and 


ſpontaneous Motion, adhering to ſome other Body in ſuch a Manner as 
to draw Nouriſhment from thence ; and having a Power of propagating 
others like itſelf by its Seed. The Parts of « Plant are the RooT, STALK, 
Lear, FLoweR, and Sexp. | ON 


Boer baave defines à Plant or Vegetable to be a Body generated of the 
Earth, or of ſomething ariſing from the Earth, to which it adheres or is 


connected by Parts called Roots, through which it attracts the Matter of 
its Nouri/oment and Increaſe, conſiſting of Veſſels and Juices ſenſibly 
diſtinct from each other. | . 

A ROOT is that Part of a Plant by which it receives its Nouriſh- 
ment, and is of various Forms, according to which it takes a different 
Name. A FinBRovus Roor is that which conſiſts wholly of ſmall Fibres, 
ſuch as thoſe of Graſs, Pinks, c. A TUBEROUs RooT has an uniform 
fleſhy Subſtance, and is of a roundiſh Figure, as Turneps, Potatoes, fc. 
A BuLBOus Roor has ſeveral Coats involving one another, as Onzons, 
Tulips ; or that which has ſeveral Scales lying over one another, as Lilies 
and Crown-imperials : The firſt of theſe is called a tunicated Root, and the 
ſecond a /quamous Root. A TESTICULATED Roor is a double tuberous 
Root, for it conſiſts of two Knobs reſembling a Pair of Teſticles, as in 
the Orchis, A HAN DED Roor is of the Ar it being divi- 
ded as it were into ſeveral Fingers, as in the handed Satyrions, A crU- 
ous RooT is compoſed of ſeveral Knobs, as in Anemone. A GRANU- 
Lous RooT is of the grumous Kind, and has ſmall Knobs reſembling 
ſo many Grains of Corn, as in the white Saxifrage. A Tar-Root is 
a tuberous Root extended in Length, as in Parſneps and Carrots. | 

CAULIS, the Srark of a Herb, or the Trunk or Bopy of a Tree, 


is that which riſes ſingle above the Earth, from whence the Leaves and 


Branches proceed. Or according to ſome it is the 155 Part of the 
Plant riſing in Height, wherein thhe back Part is not to be diſtinguiſhed 


from the fore Part, nor the left Side from the right. In Corn it is called 


Culmas, 

LEAVES are defined to be Parts of a Plantextended into Length and 
Breadth in ſach a Manner as to have one Side diſtinguiſhable from the 
other. Theſe are properly the extremeſt Parts of a Branch, and the 
Ornament of the Twigs : They conſiſt of a very glutinous Matter, and 
are every where furniſhed with Ye/els, which Ho call Veins and 

erves. 8 | 

The Leaves are undoubtedly very ſerviceable in promoting the Work 
of Vegetation, becauſe, according to Dr. Hales, they are inſtrumental 
in bringing Nouriſhment from the lower Parts, within the Reach of the 
Attraction of the growing Fruit, _— like young Animals, is wo 
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ed with proper Inſtruments to ſuck it thence. Befides the main excye. 
tory Du of Vegetables are in the Leaves, and carry off the redundant 
watry Fluid by Perſpiration, leaving the nutritive Parts to coaleſce ; 
Part of Which Nouriſhment is conveyed to Plants through the Leaves, 
as they plentifully imbibe the Dew and Rain. So that the Leaves per- 
form the ſame Offices, to Yegetables, as the Lungs do to Animals, 

the Inſpirations and Expirations are not ſo frequent, but depend wholly 
on the alternate Changes from hot to cold, for Inſpiration ; and from 
cold to hot, for Expiration. Nor is it improbable, that Plants which 
have rich and racy Juices may imbibe and aſſimilate more of this aerial 
Feed into their Conſtitutions, than others which have more watery and 
vapid Juices. The Vine, for Inſtance, does not draw much watery Nou- 
riſhment from the Earth by its Roots, and therefore imbibes more in 
the Night than other Trees, which abound with watery Nouriſhment. 
This may be the Reaſon why Plants in hot Countries are more full of 
fine aromatic Principles than more northern Plants, for they undoubtedly 
imbibe more Dew. 5 

Leaves are diſtinguiſhed by the Writers on Botany into the Siurrt 
Lear, which is not divided in the Middle. The Comyound is divided 
into ſeveral Parts, each reſembling a ſimple Leaf, as in Liguorice. The 
DiciTaTED LEAF is a Compound Leaf divided into ſeveral Parts, all of 
which meet together at the Tail, as in Hemp and black Hellebore. A 
TRIFOLIATED LEAF is of the digitated Kind, conſiſting of three Fingers, 
as in Trefoil. The QUINQUEFOLIATED is adigitated Leaf conſiſting of 
five Fingers, asin Cimquefes, 

The PENNATED LEAF is a compound Leaf divided into ſeveral Parts 
called Lobes, placed along the Middle Rib either alternately or by Pairs. 
When the Middle Rib is terminated by an odd Lobe it is ſaid to be n- 
equally pennated, as in Goats-rue ; and when it is not terminated by an 
odd Lobe it is equally pennated, as in Caſſa. When the Lobes are all 
nearly of the ſame Form and Bigneſs it is an wniform penna ted Leaf, 
as in Liguorice. When they are not ſo it is ſaid to be difform,, as in 
Asrimony. | 

5 winGeD Lear is as it were divided into ſeveral pennated Leave, 
as in the Orobus. A Ramovs Lear is that which is {till farther divided 
than the win ed Leaf, as in the O/munda regalis and female Fern. An 
ExTire Lear or Lobe, is that which has no Diviſion on its Edges ; a 
in the Apple Tree. A SinvaTED Lear is that which is cut into the 
Edges into ſeveral long Segments, as the common Malls. A Skx- 
RATED LEAF is that which is cut about the Edges with ſeveral acute 
Segments, reſembling the Teeth of a Saw, as in the Nettle. A cRrENa- 
TED LEAF is that which is cut about the Edges into ſeveral Segments, as 
in Betony. A LacintaTeD or Jacced Lear is that wich is cut about 
the Edges into ſeveral pretty deep Portions in an irregular Manner, as in 
the Horned Poppy. 

Beſides theſe, the Botaniſis conſider the Leaves of Plants with Regard 
to their Sirudure, Surface, Figure, and Confiftence ; the Edges, Situation, 
and Size. As to their ST&KUCTUkE, they are /ing/e in the pple ot 
Pear Tree; or double, as thoſe of Angelica and Parſley. As to their Sus - 
FACE, they are either flat, as in Nummularia, O igany, Aſarum, and An- 
droſenum ; or hollow, as thoſe of Onion or Aſphodelus ; or in Bunches, 4s 


in ſeyeral Kinds of Kali or Hor/teeks, With Regard to their — 
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rines, Leaves are either zbhin and fur, as thoſe of St. Jobs Wore; or 
thick and groſs, as thoſe of ſeveral Kinds of Hoxfreks, or as thoſe 
of Gnaphalium. As to their Epces, Leaves are either cat flightly,' as in 
ſome Species of Geums ; or deep as in ſome of the Faceas. th Re- 
ference to their Sir uATion, Leaves are either alternate, that is, ran- 
ged alternately, as in the Alatermu, or oppoſite to each othet, us in the 
Phyllyrea. Laſtly, with Regard to their 8128, Leaves are either 
large, as thoſe of Colocafia and Sphonayliurr; or moderate, as in tho 
of Biſtert and the Fig Tree ; or ſmall, as thoſe of the Appl and Pear tree. 

A FLOWER is defined to be the Organs of Generation of both Sexes, 
adhering to a common Placenta, together with their common Coverings ; 
or of either Sex ſeparately, with its proper Covering if it has any. 
The Parts of a Flower are 1ſt. The Ovary or Germen, which is the 
RuDIMENT of the Fruit, and is called the female Organ of Generation. 
2. The STYLE, which is a Body accompanying the or Germen, 
either ariſing from the Top of it, or ſtanding as an Axis in the Middle, 
with the Embryoces of the Seeds round it. 3. The Summits, Au- 
THER ®, or APICEs, Which are thoſe Bodies that contain the Fabine 
facundans, or prolific Powder, analogous to the Sperm in Animals. Theſe 

nerally hang upon ſlender Threads called Stamina, or Chives. 'The 
| 246 are thoſe Leaves with beautiful Colours which give the Denomi- 
nation of a Flower. Mr. Ray reckons, that every perfect Flower has 
the Petals, Stamina, Apices, and Stylus or Piftil, and ſuch as want any 
of theſe Parts he accounts imperfe#?. The CaLYx are thoſe tender Leaves 
which cover the other Parts of the Flower. | 

Flowers, from the Number of their Peta/; are called Monopetalons, di- 
petalous, tripetalous, tetrapetalous, &c. | 

Linnæus, who diſtinguiſhes Plants by their male and female Organs of 
2 is more particular about the Parts of Flowers, which are as 
ollow :; | 

The univerſal Parts of FRUCTIFICATION are two, the FLowzr 
and Fx ir; the particular are ſeven with their Kinds. 

I. The CALYX, which ſuſtains or involves the other Parts of the 
Flower, of which there are ſix feveral Sorts; Periantbium, Involucrum 
Spatha, Gluma, Amentum, and Calyptra. | 

PERIANTHIUM is the more common Kind of Calyx, and often confiſts 
of ſeveral ſmall Leaves; but if it is awonophyilous, or with one Leaf only, 
oy divided in various Manners. It does not always involve the whole 

wer. 

Involucxum contains many Flowers collected together, each of 
which has its particular Perianthium. It confiſts of ſeveral little Leaves 
placed in the Manner of Rays, and are ſometimes tinged with Colours. 

A SPATHA involves one or more Flowers collected together, which 
are often deſtitute of a proper Perianthium : It conſiſts of a Membrane 
which joins to the Stalk of ſeveral Figures and various Conliſtence, It 
is in ſome Diphylla, or two leaved. | 

GLuma, BALE is a Kind of Calyx peculiar to the Graſs Kind; it con- 
liſts of two or three membranaceous Valvulæ, generally tranſparent to- 
wards the Edge. When it is ſeparated from Corn it is called Chef. 

AMENTUM is an Aggregation of Flowers of the ſame Sex, fixed to 
a Kind of an Axis. if there are any Squame at the ſame Time, they 
ſerve inſtead of a Calzx, It is alſo calied Jalus, in Engliſh, à Catfein.

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- CALYFTRA, or a Cap, is a thin membranaceous Irwolverum or Cs. 
vering, which is generally conical, and is put on the Parts of Fructif. 
cation. This is very common to the Autberæ or Apices of Moſs. ' ' \ 

II. COROLLA ſurrounds. the Parts of Generation immediately. 
Of this there are two Kinds, the Petallum and the Nectareum. | 
 P8TALLUM or Petal, is that Coro//a' which is generally taken Notice 
of for the Beauty of its Colours. When the Corella conſiſts of one 
Petal, it is divided in the Tube and the Limbus. When it is made up

' | NeCTARBUM is a Kind of Corolla, but more frequently a Part of it, 
which is deſigned for the Reception of Honey. It is of various Figures; 
ſometimes it conſiſts of a Fowee or Pit; ſometimes of a Sguama or deale: 
88 alſo of a /mall Tube, ora Tubercle. A tubulated Corollula confiſts of 3 
campanulated Limbus, cleft into four or five Parts with open Laciniæ turned 
back. A /igulated Corollula conſiſts of a. plain linear Limbus turned 
outwards with three or four truncated Teeth. * 

III. The STAMEN is the male Organ of Generation, and conſiſt 
of two Parts, the Filament, and the Anthera or Apex. 4 

The FLA ENT ſuſtains the Antbera, and is ſometimes ſaid to be fi- 
bulated, from its Likeneſs to a Shoemaker”s Azul. 1 

The Au THERA or APEX is the eſſential Part of the Stamen, or the 
Male genital Organ. It conſiſts of an uni- lacular or a multi-locular ſmall 
Bag, and generally adheres to the Top of the Anthera. 

IV. The PISTIL comprehends the female Parts of Generation namely, 
the Germen, the Sty/um, and the W . Fifa mie La 

The GERrMeN, called otherwiſe the Ovary, contains and cheriſhes the 
Embryoes of the Seeds: In Plants it ſerves in the Room of an Urerus. 

The STiLE is placed upon the Germen, and ſuſtains the Stigma. It 
ſerves inſtead of a Tube. Sometimes it is wanting. k 
» ST1iGMa is the ſemale genital Organ, and is of various Shapes: It ge- 
nerally terminates the Stile; but if the Stile is wanting it is placed upon 
the Germen. | | 
V. The -PERICARPIUM belongs to the Fauir, and is placed 
upon the Germen. It grows thick, and contains the Seeds. Sometimes 
it is wanting. The Species of this are nine, Capſula, Conceptaculum, Si- 
ligua, Legumen, Nux, Drupa, Pomum, Bacca, and Strobulus. 

The CaysuLA conſiſts of ſeveral dry elaſtic Valves, generally open at 
the Apex. It is ſaid to be Uni-locular, or multi-locular, according as the 
'Seeds are diſtributed into one or more Cells. 

The ConcePTACULUM is diſtinguiſhed from the a7i-locular Capſula, in 
having its Valves more ſoft and leſs rigid. 

The S1L1Qua conſiſts of two Values opening from the Baß, to the 
Apex, and ſeparated by a membranaceous Diſſepiment, from which, by 
means of an umbilical Funicuius the Seeds depend. | 

A Ltcumen is an oblong, flattiſh, bivalved Pericarpium, having 3 
Jongitudinal Suture above and below. The Seeds are joined alternately 
to the ſuperior Limbus of each Valve. | 

Nux, or a Nut, is a Pericarpium approaching to the Hardneſs of a 
Bone. 

D«vea. conſiſts of a ſoft, fleſhy, ſucculent Pulp, in the Middle of 
which lies the Nucleus. In ſome Fruit it is called the Stone. 
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PomuM has a ſolid carnous Pulp, in the Middle of which the Seeds, 
are reſted, defended with membranaceous Coverings. W 

Bacca contains naked Seeds in the Middle of a ſucculent Pulp. 

STxoBULUS is made of ſeveral Yagine laid upon each other which 
are contorted towards the Apex. 3 W 

VI. SEMEN, a Sed; this is generally known. It has two Parts, the 
Semen and the Corona. | of. hold — 

The SE£M+N, or Body of the Seed is of various Figures and Shapes. 

The CoRONa is either fimple or pappousr. The pappous is either . 
or placed on a Szipes. Both theſe are again divided into the ſimple and 
ramous. The ſimple conſiſts of fimple Radi ; the ramous conſiſts of pen- 
nated or feathered Raati. * 1 

VII. RECEPTACULUM is that Part on which the Flower or 
Fruit is ſeated; or both together. Its Shape is various. 

According to the Diſpoſition of the male and female Organs Linæus 
diſpoſes Plants into various Claſſes. In Purſuance of which he calls 
ſome Flowers Hermophrodites, as having the Stamina and Piſſill in the 
ſame Flower : Of theſe ſome do not adhere together, and others do in 
ſome Part or other, or with the Pil. Of thefs that do not adhere to- 
gether, ſome have no Proportion with Reſpect to Longitude between 
themſelves, or have two Stamina ſhorter than the reſt, Of the former of 
which one Kind is the Monandria, having only one Stamen in an Her. 
maphrodite Flower. Diandria has two Stamina in an hermaphrodite 
Flower, &c. Of the latter there is the Monode/phia, having the Sta- 
mina united into one Body with the Filaments ; Diadelpbia, whoſe Stami- 
na and Filaments are joined and make two Bodies. There are various 
other Diſtinctions, which thoſe that have a Defire to ſee may conſult his 
Syſlema Nature, or his Genera Plantarum. Such Diſtinctions as theſe, 
however accurate, are not, in my Opinion, ſo proper for Beginners as 
the Method of Ray; for when the Diſtinctions of Plants are taken from 
the Flowers alone, they are only to be ſeen at one particular Seaſon of 
the Year; not to mention that the Fructification of ſome are not viſible 
to the naked Eye, and in others not with a Microſcope. 

It is now generally known, that the Apices or Anthere of the Stamina 
are ſmall Capſule, or Bags full of a Farina or Daft, called the Farina 
facundans, and that the Stamina, with the Autberæ and Farina, make the 
male Part of the Plant, and the Piſil the female. There are likewiſe 
ſome Plants that are entirely Female, and others wholly Male; and yet 
the female Plants will produce Fruit without the Impregnation of the 
Male; but whether this Fruit or Seed, when ſown, will produce another 
Plant is not ſo certain. Labbat, by an Experiment, plainly proves the 
contrary ; yet how or in what Manner the Farina enters into the fe- 
male Organs to fœcundate the Seed, Authors are not a'l agreed. In 
Hermaphrodite Plants, which have both the male and female Part in the 
ſame Flower, one would think there ſhould be no great Difficulty, and 
yetit is in Reality a diſputable Point: But in thoſe which grow in dif- 
ferent Parts of the ſame Plant, or or in two Plants at ſome Diſtance aſun- 
der, it is no Wonder that the Method of Fœcundation cannot be readily 
accounted for. I ſhall therefore not trouble the Reader with a Recital 
of Opinions, which will leave him as much in the Dark as he was before. 

However myſterious the Method is, by which Ser Ds are fzcundated, 
Je: we are certain, that they have all Caſes to preſerve them till they

fed in Shells almoſt as as Wood, as Nuts, the Kernels of ” 


Plumbs, Apricots, and Peaches. Many, beſides the Shell, have a thick 


green Coat, as Walnuts ; and others have very rough Huſks, as Cheſry;, 


Beſides theſe external Teguments evety Grain has its Epidermis or Skin, 
in which the PULy or PLacgwTa, and Germ are contained. One-may 
judge of all the reſt by a Bean or Pza. Take off the Huſk fromthe 
Bean, and it will readily divide into two Parts, called Lobes of the Plz. 
centa. Theſe are a Maſs of Meal, which being mixed with the Nou- 
riſhment derived from the Earth, furniſhes Matter proper to nouriſh the 


Germ, Embryo, or Plantule. In the Fiſſure appears a Point which is the 


Germ, fixed there like a ſmall Nail, which ſhoots out a Rast downward, 
and a Bud upwards. The firſt ſpreading itſelf in the Earth to catch the 
Moiſture thereof, and the latter mounting itſelf in the Air becomes the 
Stem or Body of the new Plant, | 

The $MALL Roor or PebicLE is connected to the two Lobes by 
Tubes whoſe Branches are diſperſed into the Lobes, ſeemingly to de. 
rive a nutritious Juice from thence. The Body of the Plant is wrap- 
ped up in two Leaves which entirely cover it, ſhutting it up as it were 
in a Box, or between two Shells. Theſe two Leaves advance firſt out 
of the Grain and out of the Earth, preſerving the P/antule from the 
Rovghneſs of the Soil. Theſe are called the ſeminal Leaves. The Laber 
of ſome Grain will ariſe out of the Earth, and perform the ſame Offices 
as the two Leaves, 
ln the Covering of a Grain, and in the Se of the hardeſt Nuts there 
is a ſmall! Aperture for the Paſſage of the Radicle, which aſterwards 
ſends out ſmall hairy Filaments to receive and carry Nouriſhment to the 
Body of the Plantule. The Lobes deprived of Nouriſhment grow dry, 
and the /emina/ Leaves wither away. Then the Plantule beginning to 
gather Strength by little and little, begins to diſplay the different Parts 
which were in a Manner rolled up one in another. 

The Piru of a Plant conſiſts of a vaſt Number of ſmall Yeficles ex- 
tremely thin, fine, and full of Sap. It occupies the Middle of the Hal 
or Trunk, and of the Branches. | 

Around the Pith are placed hollow Fibres one by the Side of another 
in Bundles, which aſcend from the Bottom of the Plant upwards, which 
are tied together by Fibres, which paſs obliquely from one Rank to 
another like Net- work. This is properly called Woop, and the Uſe of 
the Vacuities is to convey the Say for the Nouriſhment of the Plant. 

About the Wood are placed other hollow Fibres nearly in the ſame 
Manner as the former, which are called Bank, which is diſtinguiſhed 
into three Parts. The inner Bark, which is the fineſt Part lying imme- 
diately next to the ood. The Epidermis, or the external Covering, which 
is a Net wwork extended over all the Outſide of the Tree. The midde 
Bark lies between both the former. 

The inner Bark ſeems to be a Maſs of fine Pellicles laid one over 
another, or f.rous Webbs paſſed one upon another; the firſt Layer of 
which ſeeins to get looſe in the Spring, and join the Wood of the Tree, 
and encircling it in every Part gives a new Covering to the whole 


Length of the Tree. Every Year they gain a freſh Addition, in 
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that theſe annular Coots, which are viſible on a tranſverſe Section of the 
Trunk, ſhew by their Number how many Years it has been in growing. 
The moſt external Part of theſe Rings is always leſs ſolid than the 
Heart, and is called the fappy Part of the Wood. x 2% 
Befides the Fibres which aſcend from the Root, of which the Wood 
and the Bark confift, there are other Veſſels which run in the ſame Di- 
rection as theſe Fibres, and are placed at certain Diſtances throughout 
the Subſtance of the Wood. Theſe are the Trache or Hir-weſſels, and 


the Veſſels proper to a particular Species. 


The TrRacutz Of Air. veſſeli, conſiſt of Fibres which turn about in a 
ſpiral Manner, the Branches of one Part run towards the external Air z 
and the other deſcends towards the Root, enlargin itſelf as it go 
along. The Proyer VessELs are placed lengthwiſe — the Fi

tothe Top of the Plant, and the external Air. They contain an olan 
Subſtance, which is different in different Plants. In ſome they contain 
Turpentine ; in others a viſcous Liquor, which will afterwards. concrete 
into Rofin. Some have a kind of Milt, and others a real Oil. Some- 
times this Matter is a kind of Sugar; and other Plants produce Manna. 

From ſeveral Parts of the Tree, but commonly towards the Top, ſe- 
veral Rows of Fibres proceed in Bundles, and traverſe the Food, the 

py Part, and the Bark, whoſe Extremities reach the external Air. 
Theſe Rows are compoſed of ho/loww Fibres, the proper Veſſels, and eſpe- 
cially the empty Trachex. Theſe Veſſels thus united, enlarge or ſwell 
the Bark, and are called Knors. All this Aparatus is deſigned for the 
Uſe and the Growth of the Bud, which are ſo many entire Plants, 
wrapped up and lodged in the Xots of the Tree to receive all the ne- 
ceſſary Aid for their being diſplayed in due Time. Some would 
have the Juices filtred through theſe Kors, to render it more fit to nou- 
ſh the Fruit. |

Its Flower is 
compounded of many multifidous Floſculi, ſeated upon the Embryo, and 


or downy, The Leaves are divided into roundiſh Segments of a dull 
green Colour above, and hoary underneath, and are remarkably bitter, 

ormwood heats the Body, attenuates groſs Humors, promotes Per- 
ſpiration, reſtores the debilitated Functions of the Viſcera, ſtrengthens a 
weak Stomach, excites an Appetite, and by corroborating the weak 
Fibres of the Inteſtines, it ſtops Diarrhœas, Superpurgations, and eaſes 
flatulent Colics. It is good in the Jaundice, Dropſy, Green-ficknels, 
Cachexies, and will often cure Agues when the Blood is in a low . 
Rate. Externally the Juice or Decoction is drying and detergent, and is 
good for foul Ulcers. 

But Wormweood muſt be avoided when the Fibres are too criſp, and 
there is a convulſive or inflammatory Tenfion. Thoſe who conſtantly 
uſe it in Purl, bitter Wine, or Tin#ures often, in Proceſs of Time waſte 
away and die tabid. It is likewiſe noxious where there is any Ten- 
dency to an Inflammation, as alſo in the Suppreſſion of the Menſes 
from an exeſtuating Blood, Heat, or Inflammation of the Uterus. The 
Daſe of the Conſerve is from 3j to 3ſs. Of the Juice from Fs to Jij. 
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miſce, Fiat Emplaſtrum quod ſuper Alutam duttum Umbilico applicetur.

fharmac. They are proper for thoſe who are troubled with a Cacheꝶ, 
Drop/y, the Scurvy, the flatu/ent Cholic, and hyſteric and hypochondriac 
Diſorders. It encreaſes Heat, excites the Appetite, and provokes 
venereal Diſeaſes. It is excellent in the 4//hma, Coughs, and catarrhal 
Diforders of the Breaſt, greatly promoting Expectoration. Sailors ule it 
w prevent the Scurvy. It expels Gravel, but is bad in a Nephriti 
and the Stone. It likewiſe is hurtful to hot Conſtitutions, and when there 
zs a thin ſharp Defluxion or ſpitting of Blood. The free Uſe of it cauſes 

the Bleeding Piles. The Doſe is from one to four Cloves ; the laſt

They are good in Hoarſneſs, Coughs, Catarrhs, 
Aſthmas, and Conſumptions; in Eroſions of the Inteſtines and Dyſen- 
teries either in Decoctions or Clyſters. Cataplaſms made with the 
Roots or Leaves ſoften and ripen hard Tumors and eaſe Pain. The 
Decoction of two Drams, or half an Ounce of the Root may be taken at 
a Time.

AMYGDALEZ DULCES, feweet Almonds. The ALMOND-TREE has 
a roſaceous Flower, like that of a Peach, with five Pera/a placed in 2 
Circle, from the Calyx of which riſes a Piſfil, which turns into an ob- 
long Fruit with two Coats like a Walnut.

it is good in ſerous, catarrhal, and cacheQic Caſes. It is good in

ANALEPTICS are ſuch Things as reſtore the loft Strength and revive 
the Spirits. They are generally called Coxp1ats. They act from a 
ſweet, fragrant, ſubtile, oleous Principle, which immediately affects the 
Nerves, and gives a kind of friendly Motion to the nervous Fluid. 
lie in no Place more bare than in the Noſe, which accounts for the 
Effects of Smell in fainting Fits. But in Diſeaſes the ſpeedieſt Way of 
reſtoring the Strength is to take away the Cauſes. Beſides this is not 
to be done merely by the Force of Medicines, which put the Spirits in 
Motion, and ſpur the Solids ; for in Convulfions and Fevers the Mo- 
tions are ſtrong, and yet the natural Strength is languid. Whence we 
may conclude, that true Strength . upon congruous Alimente 
turned into laudable Blood and Juices, yielding Plenty of animal Spirits 
which give Vigour and Firmneſs to the Body. | 

ANODYNES are Medicines which eaſe Pain and procure Sleep, ſuch 
as the ſeveral kinds of Poppies, Opium, and Saffron. Some Things 
procure Sleep by deſtroying the irritating Cauſe ; ſuch as Nitre, Cinna- 
bar, and Camphire, of which in their proper Places. 

ANTISPASMODICS are Subſtances which relax affic Stricturen, 
which ſome perform by immediate Contact, as Aſes Milk, Cream, Oil 
of Sweet Almonds, Emulfions, and the Fat of Animals, Some by a ſul- 
phureous Vapour appeaſe the unbridled Motion of the nerven, Fluid; 
ſuch as Sage, Betony, Marjoram, the Roots of Valerian, &c. As alſo 
Caftor, Muſk, and the like. 

ARANEZA, Spiders, their Webs. A Man-midwife lately informed 
me that he has often cured Agues in*Women with a Scruple of Cobwebs, 
when he durſt not give the Bark. ; 

ARISTOLOCHIALONGA, ang Birthwort. This has an anomalous 
tubulated, lingulated, monopetalous Flower, commonly crooked. The 
Calyx turns into a globoſe Fruit generally like an Egg, divided into fix 
Apartments ſull of flattiſh Seeds lying on each other. The Root heats 
very much, and raiſes Commotions in the Blood, wherefore it is good 
in tedious chronic Diſtempers, the Cachexy, the Whites in Women, Green- 
fines, and Diſorders of the Menſtrual Flux; for it is accounted 2 
great Emmenagogue. It is exceedingly bitter, and therefore good againſt 
Worms.

ries off the ſtagnating Humors by Urine. It is efficacious in the Jaundice, 
Stuffings of the Abdomen, chiefly of the Prime Viæ, the Glands of the 
Meſentery, Liver, and Spleen, in an Atonia of the Stomach, and ina 

' moiſt, viſcid, catarrhal Cough. It reſolves the thick Mucus that adhere 
to the Coats of the Stomach and Inteſtines, and reſtores a loſt Appe- 
tite. It is very uſeful in a mai H/ihma, melancholy, hyſteric, hypo- 
chondriac, and ſcorbutic Caſes. It will cauſe thoſe to ſweat freely who 
are otherwiſe very hard to ſweat. It is bad in all Diſeaſes that proceed 
from a Sharpneſs of the Humors, and a Spaſm, Criſpature, aud 
Erethiſm of the Fibres.

Aftringents/are of great Uſe in a Phi, 
Scurvy, Cachexy, and calculous Diſorders, when the Tone of the Glands 
and Viſcera is weak with a Stagnation of the Humors, unleſs the Veſ- 
ſels — obſtructed, the Fibres conſtricted, and the Lyngs beſet with 
Tubercles.

AURANTIA MALA, Oranges. The Orange Tree has a toſaceous 
Flower with five white Petals, and many white Stamina joined together 
at the Bottom with yellow Apices. The Piſtil is green and long, and 
turns into a globous Fruit very well known. At the Baſis of each Leaf 
there are two Apendices or Lobes in the Shape of a Heart. The outward 
Part of the Peel is reſolvent, diſcutient, and ſtrengthening. It is alſo 
a great Carminative, and is good in the flatulent Colic, Weakneſs of 
the Stomach, and Pains after Child-birth. It reſolves thick groſs 
Humors, helps Digeſtion, promotes the Menſes and the Lochia, and 
kills Worms. Some ſay it is a Specific in Difficulty and Suppreſſion of 
Urine, The Doſe in Powder is from Dj. to 3j. The Juice is tempe- 
rating, analeptic, and gently diuretic. It is uſeful in Orgaſms of the 
Blood, internal Heat, and Symptomatic Thirſt. With other Antiſcor- 
buties it is excellent in the Scurvy. | |

BARDANA, Burdock. This is well known to all. The Noot is pre- 
ferred by Simon Pauli to the Decoction of Woods againſt the venereal 
Diſeaſe, eſpecially for thoſe that are emaciated and of tender Conſti- 
tutions. Henry III. of France was cured of the Pox by a Decoction of 
this Root. It is commended for an Empyema, Conſumption, and a 
1 Spitting. Some praiſe it againſt the Gout. The Dee of the 
oot in Powder is 3j. In Decoction 3j. for every Pint of Water: 
Taken thus it promotes Urine, and expels Gravel and ſmall Stones. 
A Dram of the Seed taken in white Wine is a powerful Dijuretic. 
BETONICA VULGARIS, common Betony. The Flowers are mono- 
petalous, labiated and purpliſh, with a falcated upper Lip reclined back- 
ward; the lower is trilobated with Stamina, ariſing from the Middle, of 
the ſame Colour with the Flower.

CAMPECHENSE LIGNVM, Logwoed. This is ſo called becauſe it 
is cut near the Bay of Campeachy in America.

Two Ounces of chipped Logwood may 
be boiled in a Quart of Milk and a Quart of Water, to one Quart, of 
which a Tea-cup full muſt be drank every two Hours. Or three Ounces 
may be boiled in two Quarts of Water to one half, and a-Quarter of a 
Pint may be taken three or four Times a Day. | | 

CANELLA ALBA, White Cinnamon, or ſpurious Winter's Bark. Itis 
rolled up in Pipes like Cinnamon, but is much larger and thicker, and 
of a whitiſh yellow Colour. It — in great Plenty in the Lowlands 
of Jamaica. It is ſtomachic, diſcuſſes Wind, and is good in catarrhal 
and paralytic Diſorders; but it is chiefly made Uſe of as an Anti 
ſeorbutic. It is not proper for hot bilious Conſtitutions. The Do's 
from 21s. to Zij. 

CA DUUS BENEDICTUS, the bled Thifthk. This Plant bas 2 
floſculous Flower, conſiſting of many multifidous Flo/cu/i, ſeated upon the 
Embryo, and comprehended in a ſquamous Calyx, which is defended with 
larger Leaves like a Capitellum. The Embryo turns into pappous Seeds. 
This Herb is of a bitter Taſte, and is inciding, deterging, drying, 
heating, and diaphoretic. It ſtrengthens the Stomach, takes away the 
Loathing of Victuals, is good in the Jaundice and cold ſerous Diſeaſe, 
an Atrophy, and moiſt Aſthma. It is beneficial in obſtinate intermitung 
Fevers, when the Patient is low and languid ; and, after they are cured, 
ſerves to reſtore the Tone of the Fibres. A pretty ſtrong Decoction 1s 
often uſed as a Vomit. In general it has a Tendency to promote all 
the Secretions.

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CARICÆ, aried Figs, have an emollient, demulcent, and expectora- 
ting Quality, by which Means they ſheath Acrimony in the Lungs. and 
elſewhere, and render the inſpiſſated Humours moveable that reſide 
therein, and render them fit for Expectotation. They are friendly to 
internal Ulcers, and help a little to cleanſe the Fauces from Foulneſſes. 
They leſſen the Acrimony of the Urine, correct the Bile, and reſtrain 
the Orgaſm of the Blood. They are good in a Cough, Aſthma, 
Hoarſeneſs, Heat and Difficulty of Urine, and the Gravel. Held in 
the Mouth they ſoften and eaſe Swellings and Inflammations of the 
Gums and Uwul/a ; they alſo eaſe the Pain of the Colic which Plambers 
ate ſubject to. Twelve Figs with a Dram of Liquorice boiled in a 
Pint of Water to one half, and then ſtrained, may be given by Spoon- 
fuls for a violent Cough. Two Figs ſteeped in half a Pint of Brandy 
for a Day, and then ſtrained off, may be ſet on Fire till it becomes of the 
Thickneſs of a Syrup. This may be given by Spoonfuls in a Cough, 
Hoarſeneſs, and Aſthma. In general five or ſix Figs are ſufficient for 
a Pint of Decoction.

CARDAMOMUM MINUS, the er Cardamoms. Theſe Seeds are 
contained in Hyſts or Pods, and are a warm, agreeable, pungent, Aromatic, 
without any Tendency to heat or inflame the Bowels. They are cordial, 
ſtomachic, carminative, cephalic, and uterine. They help Digeſtion, 
corre a ſtinking Breath, promote Urine and the Menſes, and ſtrengthen 
the Brain. Some recommend them to prevent the Vertigo and Apoplexy, 
and others ſay, that they excite the venereal Appetite, The Doſe in 
Subſtance is from Bis, to Dj.

It is like a ſhort thick Nail, 
at whoſe larger End there are four decuſſated Points like a Star, in the 
Middle of which is a Ball like a ſmall Pea, conſiſting of four little Leaves 
wrapped up together, which are the Petala of the Flower. Theſe being 
opened there appear ſeveral ſmall Fibres or Stamina, among which is 
a Style proceeding from a quadrangular Cavity. Clive, like other 
pices, have a heating and drying Faculty, and are in a Debility of 
tie Stomach, in the flatulent Colic, and in all cold cachectic, and ca- 
tarchal Diſeaſes, and thoſe which ariſe from a Deſect of Motion. On 
tns Account they may be very uſeful in many Diſeaſes of the Head and 
renereal Impotency. They by no Means agree with hot bilious Con- 
flitutions.

"Apex. The Piſtil is like a crooked greeniſh Worm, which at length 


turns to a ſmooth ſtrait Pod, not quite an Inch thick, and a Foot anda + 


half long, woody without and within, divided tranſverfly into various 
Cells by thin woody Laminz. Theſe are full of a ſoft ſweet Pulp, 


white at firſt, but black when ripe. In every Cell there is likewiſe a 


flattiſn Seed of a Chgſnut Colour. It is brought from Egypt and the 
| Eaft-Indies; as alſo dom America, The Pods from Brafi/ and the Ame. 
' rican Mandi are longeſt, and the Pulp more purgative and nauſeous, 
but it is not a Native of thoſe Parts of the World. The Pods ſhould 
be choſen freſh, ' heavy, and without making a rattling Noiſe when 
ſhaken. The Pulp muſt not be taken out till the Time of Uſe. It is 
generally eſteemed as a harmleſs Laxative or Cathartic, agreeable to all 
Ages and ,ConſtitutionsIt may be taken ſafely. in burning and in. 
flammatory Fevers when purging is neceſſary; as alſo in Diſorders of 
the Breaſt, Kidneys, and Bladder. It may be given as an Alterative in 
a ſmall Doſe for a confiderable Time; as for Inſtance, againſt Coſtive. 
neſs, Defluxions of Humours on any Part, and many chronical, Diſeaſes, 
All the bad Qualities it is ſuppoſed to have may be corrected with Aroma- 
tics, and by giving it in a liquid Form; nor need the Uſe of it be dreaded 
in hyſteric and hypochondriacal Diforders ; and at is very good in the 
ainful Tenſion of the Belly cauſed by ſome Antimonials. For Children 
juſt born 3 ij may be diſſolved in 3 vi. of Whey, and given by Spoon- 
fuls in the Space of twelve Hours, to bring away the Meconiam, before 
he begins to ſuck. Others may take from 3ij. to Jiſs. as a Laxative or 
 Cathartic. It may be mixed with Cream of Tartar, or with a Decoction 
of Tamarinds, or the briſker Purges. F 
CENTAURIUM MINUS, the /e/er Centaury. The Flowers are mo- 
nopetalous and ſhaped like a Funnel; they are of a beautiful red and 
divided into five Parts. The Calyx conſiſts of five acute Leaves; the 
Piſtil penetrates through the loweſt Part of the Flower, and changes 
into a cylindrical Fruit divided into two Apartments full of ſmall Seeds. 
This is a very bitter Herb, and incides groſs Humours very powerfully, 
and is good in Agues, the Jaundice, and Suppreſſion of the Menſes. 
It ſtrengthens the Stomach, helps Digeſtion, and kills Worms. The 
Doſe of the Tops in Flower is a Pugil in Decoction; of the powdered 
Leaves from Dj. to 2j. The Extract is likewiſe given to 3j. in Agues 
and Obſtructions. | 
CHAMEMELUM, Camomile. The Flowers are radiated, the Diſk of 
which conſiſts of ſeveral yellow Fhſculi, but the Corona 1s compounded 
of white Ser:i/o/culi ſeated on the Embryoes, and comprehended in 3 
ſquamous Calyx ; the Embryges turn to Seeds, fixed to the Tha/amw. 
The Flowers are lenient, emollient, reſolvent, anodyne, antiſpaſmodie, 
and ſtrengthening. They have a great carminative Virtue, and are 
very powerful in diſcuſſing Wind and curing the Gripes proceeding 
from thepce. They are likewiſe praiſed for Womens' Afﬀter-pains and 
the dry Belly-ach. As alſo for an Inflation of the Stomach, the Heart- 
burn, and the ſpaſtic Pains attending a Fit of the Gravel. Morton gave 


Dj. of the Powder of Flowers, Dis. of diaphoretic Antimony, ard 5 : of 
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Salt of Wormwood every ſixth Hour to cure Agues, with Succeſs. The 
Doſe of the Flowers in Powder is from 3s. to 3j. When it is given 
alone for Agues, a Do/e muſt be taken every four Hours. Externally 
they are emollient, diſcutient, mitigate Pains, and. reſolve coagulated

CINNAMOMUM, Cinnamon. This is a thin Bark rowled up in Pipes 
or Tubes, of a bright yellowiſh red Colour, of a pungent acrid Taſte, 
but not diſagreeable, being ſomewhat ſweetiſh and aromatic ; the Smell 
is very fragrant and delightful. That which is defective either in Smell, 
Colour, or Taſte is bad. It exceeds all other Spices, and is reſolvent, 
frengthening, reſiſts Putrefaction, and is a great Analeptic. It is of 
excellent Uſe in an Atonia of the Fibres, Want of Strength, languid and 
deſeftive Motions ; whence it is good in Faintings, the Syncope, Palſy, 
and Hemiplexy ; as well as in various Diſeaſes of the Prime Fiz, 
ſinking Breath, Nauſea, Eructations, Diarrhœas, Superpurgations, fla- 
tulent Colic, Green-ſickneſs, and Sluggiſhneſs of the Menſes. Given 
with Judgment it is excellent in Diſorders of Women with Child, and 
in hard Labour. But it muſt be remembered that large Doſes, and con- 
tinuing them too long raiſe Commotions in the Humors, cloſe the 
Mouths of the Glands of the Stomach, and diſpoſe to Inflammations 
therein, which will conſequently hurt all the Functions of the Body, and 
roduce various Diſeaſes. The Dee in Subſlance is from Dj. to 21s. 
f Infuſion from 3 ls. to 3ij. | 
COLOCYNTHIS, Cologuintida. This is a round Fruit about the Size 
of an Orange, whoſe dried Pulp is fungous, and as it were cellular. 
That which is brought to us is very light and white, extremely bitter, 
acrid, and nauſeous, burning the Fauczs. It is imported from Aleppo, 
without the Rind, and muſt be freed from the Szeds. It is a moſt vio- 
lent Purge, and powerfully brings away ſerous Humors, but muſt only 
be given to robuſt Patients and in ob/tinate Diſeaſes. Some look upon it 
25 a moſt virulent and deleterious Drug, and call it the Gall of the 
Earth, and the Plague of Plants, — it will ſuffer nothing to grow 
near it. Others praiſe it againſt the Epil, Apoplexy, Hob ach, 
venereal Lues, Leproſy, fleepy Diſeaſes, Dropſies, and the ſuffocating 
Catarrh. Various Methods have been propoſed to correct it, but the 
beſt is to reduce it to a very fine Powder, and to mix it with ſome other 
Subſtance that will keep its Particles divided; for groſſer Particles ad- 
hering to the Coats of the Inteſtines will cauſe too violent an Irritation, 
produce Inflammations, and corrode the Part. But its Decoction in 
Water or Wine is ſafeſt. Its Extract is likewiſe much in Uſe. It is 
given in Sub/ance from gr. v. to Dj. carefully ſtrained. In Decodion, 
trom Iſs. to 2j. In Decoctions for Cly/ers to 3j. In apoplectie Caſes 
from Zjſs. to 3Zij. When it cauſes Superpurgations or Convulſion, 
Plenty of Oil muſt be given by the Mouth, and in Clyſters. Colocynthis 
is ſeldom given in acute Caſes, in bilious Conflitutions, or when the Viſcera 
are hot; nor yet to Children, old Perſons, and pregnant Women. The 
Pulp applied to the Navel with Oxes Gall not only purges but kills 
orms. 
CONSOLIDA MAJOR, Comfrey. This has a monopetalous oblong 
Flower in the Shape of a Funnel, with a guingquefidous Calyx, and a long 
Piſtil of the ſame Colour of the Flower, which are ſometimes white aud 
ſometimes purpliſh, This changes into four Sceds reſembling the 
T1 Head 
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Head of a Viper. The Root aftringes, conſolidates, ineraſſates aud 
temperates, correcting ſalt acrid Serum. It has a thicker Mucilage than 
Marſh-Mallows, and maſt be uſed with the ſame Cavtions as other 
Aſtringents. The Root in Powder is given to 3j. In Decoction from 
— to 33. Some recommend it againſt Ulcers of the Lungs and 
optores. | 
| NTRAYERVA, the Rocr. According to Linens, every Peduncle 
of this Herb turns into a common Involucrum, a little Swelling, ſmooth 
and green underneath, but almoſt flat above, covered' with a common 
Receptacle joined to it, with a Multitude of ſmall Flaſculi ſeated on the 
Diſk, and edged round the Circumference with blackiſh Scales. The 
whole Perianthium is hollow and quadrangular, immerſed in the Re- 
ceptacle, and united to it. It has no Corolla but four ſhort thread-like 
Stamina with roundiſh Apices. There is a roundiſh Germen with a ſim- 
ple Style, and an obtuſe Stigma. The common Receptacle turns car- 
nous, in which are roundiſh ſharp-pointed Seeds, which are very tender 
and white, without a Pericarpium. The Root is ſudorific and elexiphar- 
mac, ſtrengthens the Stomach, helps Digeſtion, diſcuſſes Wind, and 
promotes the inteſtine Motion of the Blood. It is proper in malignant 
Fevers attended with a Looſeneſs. Junker ſays it is moſt uſeful in a 
ſerous Apoplexy, in an Atonia of the Stomach from a cold Cauſe, in 
catarrhal Defluctions, and in the flatulent and pituitous Colic. The 
Doſe is, as Ge, Frey gives it, to 3j. in Subſtance, and 3ij. in Decoction. 
CORIANDKRI SEMEN, Coriander- ſeed. The Plant has roſaceu 
Flewers of a paliſh purple, which are ſeated on the Top of the Branches, in 
the Form of an Umbe/la. They conſiſt of five unequal cordiform Petals, 
with a Calyx which turns into two Seeds, which, joined together, make 
a complete Sphere, firſt green, and afterwards of a pale yellow. They 
are a good Carminative and Stomachic ; they incide groſs acid Phlegm 
in the Stomach, and cure flatulent Diſorders thence ariſing. It is like- 
Wiſe beneficial in Catarrhs from vapid Humors, Cachexies, and light 
Obſtructions of the Glands. The Do/e in Powder is from Dj. to zj. 
CRO CUS, Saffron, This has a bilbous Root from which a Stalk 
tproceeds, ſuſtaining a ſingle, naked, liliaceous, monopetalous Flower, 
jubulated in the lower Part, and in the upper Part divided into ſix round- 
ſh Segments. Three Stamina ariſe from the Bottom of the Flower, 
with yellow Apices.” There is likewiſe a white' Pifiil, which is divided 
into three capitated and creſted Filaments of a yellowiſh red or Orange- 
colour, which is properly the Saffron. The Germen which ſuſtains the 
Flower turns into an oblong triangular Fruit, divided into three Cells 
full of roundiſh Seeds. Saffron is a great Cordial, for it chears the 
Spirits, and is good in a Languor or Defeat of the vital Motions ; in 
Faintings, Tremblings, Palpitations of the Heart, Sadneſs and Anxiety 
of Mind.

DEMULCENTS are ſuch Things as blunt, ſheath, or involve the 
burning corroding Acrimony of the Fluids, and likewiſe relax and mol- 
lify hard, rigid, tenſe Fibres, render them flexible, and dilate the Veſſels 
contraſted by Strictures. Outwardly they turn into Pus thoſe Humors 
that cannot by reſorbed be the Lymphatics, by ſtopping up the Pores, 
and by inviting more nutritious Juice, of which Pus chiefly conſiſts, into 
the relaxed Veſlels. 3 

Demulcents are of greateſt Uſe in Po1sons ; for Milk, Oil, and Fat, 
blunt their Spicula, relax the Spaſms of the Membranes, and promote 
their Expulſion by Vomit or Stool. In CRO; Diseaszs, | when 
the Acrimony of the Humors affect the Nerves, Emollients given in 
Infufions and Decoctions have wonderful Succeſs, as has been expe- 
rienced in Convulſions attended with Madneſs, and in ſcorbutic Con- 
trations of the Joints with violent Colics ; for they have been 
by a plentiful and frequent Uſe of Decoctions in Water or Whey, of 
the Roots of Marſb-mallows and Piony, the Leaves of Ma/lows, the

Mucilage of Quince Seeds is good in Erofions and Ulcerations of 
the Parts with Heat and Pain, as ulcerous Apthæ of the Fauces, the 
blind and painful Piles, Teneſmus, Dyſentery, Gonorrhœa, and cor- 
roding Fluor Albus. be 
DIAFPHORETICS are ſuch Medicines as gently promote Perſpira- 
tion. Theſe act in a various Manner. Earthy Subſtances and Alka. 
Jines deſlroy Acids which repreſs the ſpirituous Parts of the Blood, 
render it leſs fluid and abate'its inteſtine Motion; ſuch as Bole Armonie 
and burnt Hartſhorn, Others by the Vapours of a ſoft anodyne Sul. 
 Phur, relax the Striftures of the Skin and eaſe Pain; as the Flowers of 
Elder, Saffron, wild Poppy-flowers, gentle Opiates, Emulfions of Poppy- 
feeds, and the Thebaic Tincture. Others compoſe the violent inteltine 
Motion of the Blood ; as ſmall Doſes of Nitre with fixed Diaphore-

. tirs, duleified Spirit of Nitre, Emulſions of the four greater Cold Seeds, 


the Juice of Lemons, and Vinegar. Others again gently ſtimulate the 
Fibres and languid Veſſels, as Carduus Benedidlus, Scordium, Fumitery, 
Sar/aparilla, the leſſer Centaury, and Gentian.

In all acute Diſeaſes and 
Fevers, as well as in Inflammations of every Kind, Diapboretics alone, 
in ſmall. Doſes, given for ſome Time in proper Vehicles, anſwer all the 
Intentions of Cure, and are the beſt Purifiers of the Maſs of Blood. 


Exceſſive Heat in the Summer Time in hot bilious Conſtitutions, as alſo | 


in bilious Fevers, dries up the Humidity, and hinders Perſpiration ; and 
then acidulated and nitrous Medicines, and printipally Crab's-Eyes with 
Nitre, given in a Julep with alexiterial Waters, and Syrup of Orange ot 
Lemon Juice will temperate the Heat and promote a Diaphoreſis. When 
the Skin is dry, and its Pores ſtopped, attended with Pain, it will be 
neceſſary to add Anodynes and An!iſpaſmodics to the Diaphoretics. In 
acute Diſeaſes and Fevers, when there is little or no Acid in the Prine 
Vie, fixed and earthly Dizphoretics are belt in ſmall Doſes, and mixed 

with Syrup of Lemons, or Vinegar. | 
DIURETICS are thoſe Medicines which promote the Secretion of 2

Little Urine and Difficulty in making Water may proceed from various 
Cauſes, ſuch as, 1.

From their too great 
Laxity and Reſolution. , Hence it follows that the Remedies muſt be 
various. In the fir Cafe, Plenty of warm or cold Water may be 
drank, or Infuſions ot diuretic Herbs, or Tea, or Coffee. Sper Waters 
not only ſupply the Blood -with a Fluid to dilute, but by their alkaline 


Properties diſſolve viſcid and tenaceous Humors, and open the Ob- 


ſtructions of the Kidneys. In this Caſe likewiſe Whey is very good. 
In the ſecond Caſe recourſe muſt be had to fixed Salts properly diluted, 


ſaponaceous Medicines, diuretic Salt, the neutral Salts, a Solution of 


Crab's eyes, Magneſia Alba, and Lime-water.. In Spaſms of the re- 
nal Tubes Nitre will be proper, as alſo Emulſions of the greater Cold 
Seed, Poppy-ſeeds, Saffron, and Oil of ſweet Almonds. ben the re- 
nal Tubes are relaxed, then uſe Maſtic, Amber, Balſam of Capivi, Tur- 
pentine, Juniper- berries, Saſſafras, and Fennel.

Hot and ſtimulating Djuretics muſt not be given againſt the Gravel 
when the Blood is redundant without diminiſhing the Quantity, otherwiſe 
an Inflammation will be produced. On the contrary, ſuch Things are 

roper for moiſt and not over delicate Conſtitutions; for Ruſtics and 

berfons that feed coarſely; as alſo in Diſeaſes ariſing from impure 
Serum, the Whites in Women, a Gonorrhcea, and a Diſpoſition to a 
Leucophlegmatia and Anaſarca. When the Urine is flapped by ſpaſtic Pains 
and Conſirictions, or in a Fit of the Gravel, then Emulfions of white 
Poppy ſeeds, ſtibiated or depurated Nitre, Oil of ſweet Almonds, 
dulcified Spirit of Nitre, Whey, and emollient Baths and Fomenta- 
tions are proper. When there is a Salt Serum and Plenty of Tartar, 
the Parent of arthritic and rheumatic Pains, then give Sarſaparilla, 
Pareira brava, Saſſafras, Liquorice, Madder, Fennel, and Decoctions 
made therewith ; but - principally mineral Waters, whether Acidule, 
or the more temperate Therme. 

When there are wijcid, tenacious, and greſs Humors in the Bladder, with 
the firſt Rudiments of a Stone, which are to be evacuated, then the 
more acrid and powerful Diuretics come in uſe, ſuch as Garlick taken 
with the Spirit of Janes, Powder of Millepedes, Tincture of Cantha- 
rides, fc. They are alſo good in a virulent Gonorrhcea, when the 
Neck of the Bladder, Proſtate, and Urethra are ſtuffed with thick, 
clammy Matter. 

But the moſt proper, /afe, and uſeſul Diuretics in general are all fixed 
and neutral Salts ; for they not only diſſolve tenacious viſcid Humors, 
but ſtimulate gently to the Excretion of Urine. Theſe are Salt of Tar- 
tar, Salt of Wormwood, fixed Nitre, ſtibiated Nitre, vitriolated Nitre, 
vitriolated Tartar, ſoluble Tartar, diuretic Salt, and Sal Polychreſtum. 
Laſtly, if there are any PxESERVATIVEs againſt &dematous Tumors, the 
Dropſy, Stone, arthritic Diſorders, and the Gout, they are certainly to be 
expected from the prud:nt Uſe of Diuretics ; and in theſe Caſes the beſt 
are gently diuretic Decoctions, medicated Ale, and Acidule ; for In- 
ance, the Sellers Waters. | 
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ELEUTHERLE CORTEX, the Bark of Elutheriz, or Caſearills, 
Theſe are rolled up in Tubes or Pipes about the Thickneſs of one' 
Finger, of a hoary Alh-colour without, and within ferrugineous, The 
Taſte is bitter and ſpicey, and the Smell, when burnt, has an aromatic 
Fragrance; yet to ſome it is diſagreeable. This was called the grey Pers. 
wian Bark, and has reſolvent, diaphoretic, tonic, and ſedative Qualities, 
It is good in, Diſeaſes of the Breaſt, the Peripneumony, and Pleuriſy, and 
principally in the Diarrhœa of acute Fevers, and the Dyſentery, accor. 


ding to Stahl. Some give it in Agues, like the Jeſuits' Bark, Junle- 


ſays, it is beneficial in all Inflammations except the Quinſey; in Pains, 
in hy pochondriac and hyſteric Spaſms, in Diſorders of the menſtrual and 
| bemorrhoidal Fluxes, in internal Hemorrhages, Vomiting of Blood, 
Flooding of Child- bed Women, and Spitting of Blood, Likewiſe in 
the Hemicrania, Weakneſs of the Stomach after Diſeaſes, Vomiting, 
Looſencſs, &c. And though ſometimes it may ſcem to have no great 
Effect, yet by its anodyne and tonic Virtues, it relieves the Patient, and 
is much fafer than Opiates. 'The De in Subſtance is from gr. vi. to 
Diſs. or 3j. In Infuſion from 3s. to 3j. Of the Extract from gr. ii. 
to viij. Srah/'s reſolvent Poxwder, which he gave Morning and Evening 
in the State of the Pleuriſy, is thus made : ab

EMET!CS. Thoſe that are gentle evacuate crude pituitous and bi- 
lious Humois proceeding from a bad Digeſtion, from the . Stomach 
only. Strong Emectics greatly vellicate the Stomach, and act upon the 
bilious Ducts, the Glands of the Inteſtines, Meſentery, Pancreas, and 
the Liver itſelf. Sometimes theſe are neceſſary againſt Poiſont, eſpecially 
the narcotic Sort. As alſo againſt the contagious Miaſmata which ex- 
hale from infected Perſons, and deſcending into the Stomach mix with 
the fermenting Humors. They ſhould likewiſe be given when a he- 
terogeneous Mixture of vitiated Humors is lodged in the Stomach and 


Inteſtines, particularly the Duodenum, which corrupting there frequently 


give riſe to Agues, flow Fevers, chronic Coughs, grievous Diſeaſes of 
the Head, an Hemicrania, Melancholy, Vertigo, Epilepſy, and 
Apoplex yy. 3 

 Fomits ſhould be exhibited when a thick Bile degenerating into ſtony 
Concretions plugs up the biliary Ducts, and produce the yellow and 
black Jaundice, a Cachexy, and other Diſorders ; for theſe are generally 
efticacious When every Thing elſe fails. When they are given in 2 
larger Doſe in the Anaſarca, Leucophlegmatica, cxdematous Tumors, 
and a curable Aſcites, they bring away a watry Serum from the Dus 
and Glands of the lateltines, Meſentery, Pancreas, and Liver, and car- 
ry it off downwards. . | 

But Vomits muff be avoided in all febrile Acceſſions and Paroxyſms ; 
In Inflammations and ſpaſmodic Affections of the Stomach. As alſo " 


* 
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the Cardialgia, hyſteric and hypocondriacal Spaſms, in a Diſpoſition 
to ſpitting of Blood, and too great a Flux of the Menſes or Hzmor- 
roids. Likewiſe when Diſeaſes ariſe from Congeſtion of Humors in 
the Head, as the Apoplexy; Palſy, Dimneſs of Sight, Deafneſs, and the 
Vertigo. Add to theſe violent Pain, and when the Patient is plethoric 
before Bleeding, and when there is a Conſtipation of the Belly before 
Parging. Vomitis are always beſt in a liquid Form, drinking a relaxing Li- 
quor after them. When the Operation is over the Patient muſt abſtain 
from all Things that are cold, or hot, or ſtimulating, or ſalt, or acrid. 
EMMENAGOGUES. The monthly Evacuations of Women after 


the fourteenth Year, by the Uterus, and the periodical Diſcharges of - gt 


Blood by the hzmorrhoidal Veins in ſome Men, while they continue 
regular, are greatly conduſive to Health; but when they are ſuppreſſed 
or irregular, they are productive of grievous Diſeaſes. 4 

When theſe are deficient from Obfrudions of. the Veſſels, then Ariſto- 

lochia, Rhubarb, Borax, and Aloes with the Gums and Purgatives, will 
be proper. When the ſmall Tubes are firaitened with a Spaſm, then 
Mugwort, Yarrow, Saffron, and Caſtor are beneficial. When the Blood 
is too vapid, and the Fibres are to be ſtrengthened, then make Uſe of 
Spices, Myrrh, Bay-berries, Juniper-berries, Roſemary, Penny-royal, 
Savine, Amber, Filings of Iron, Tincture of Steel, and oleous roars 
Salts, When the Blood being in great Quantity reſiſts the Elaſticity of 
the Veſſels and retards the Flux, then Bleeding in the Foot alone is 
often ſufficient. In this Caſe no hot Emmenagogues muſt be uſed. 
' Common Emmenagogues can be of no Service where there is a Defe& 
of good Blood and , wing as in thoſe who are lately recovered from a 
Diſeaſe, and when the Prime Vie are ſtuffed with a viſcid Sordes which 
hinders a great Digeſtion and Chylification. Then the Patient ſtands 
in need of nouriſhing Broths and Gellies, and Digeſtion muſt be pro- 
moted with proper Remedies ; and, if needful, with gentle Pukes, mild 
Purgatives, aperient Salts, and ſtomachic Bitters. Sometimes the Men- 
ſes are impeded by the Oppilation and Infar&ion of the internal Neck 
of the Uterus and of the Vagina, and then all irritating and forcing 
Things are pernicious, unleſs the obſtructed and indurated Compages of 
the Tubes are firſt ſoftened and relaxed, which muſt be done with Fo- 
mentations and Baths. ' Or vaporous Baths may be-prepared with a 
Veſſel of hot Water, in which Mugwort, Penny-royal, and Camomile 
Flowers are infuſed. Then the Patient muſt be put in a warm Room 
with her Body well covered, and be placed over the Veſſel, that the 
Steams may aſcend to the Uterus and adjacent Parts, to preſerve the 
Heat of the Water red-hot Flints may now and then be thrown therein. 
Likewiſe Frictions with hot Flannel from the Feet to the Groin may 
be very uſeful juſt after warm Bathing. ' ' | 

EMOLLIENTS. | See Demulcents. 

ENULA CAMPANA, Elecampane. This has large radiated yellow 
Flowers, with long narrow pappous Seeds. The Root is thick, car- 
nous, and multifide, yellow outwardly, and white within, having an 
acrid Taſte, a little bitter and aromatic. The Smell, when dry, is ſweet 
and agreeable. The Root is good in Diſorders of the Breaſt from a 
proſs Phlegm, Aſthmas, an Hoarſeneſs, Coryzas, and Catarrhs ; and 
having a moderate heating Quality it is ſudorific and diuretic. Beſides 
its alexipharmac Qualities in Fevers is not to be deſpiſed. It Pony 
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the Menſes and the Lochia, opens Obſtructions of the Glands, and 
good in an Atrophy. It is very uſeful in trembling of the Limbs after 

livations, the Decoction being given alone or with Fennel; as alſo in 
the like Caſes which happen to Gilders from the Uſe of Mercury, 
Some affirm it is a Specific in the Green ſickneſs. It is given in Powder 


from 3j. to zij. The Extract from gs. to 3j. If Fs. is infuſed 


in 3 vi. of Wine over Night and drank in the Morning faſting, it is faid 
to quicken the Sight. Uſed outwardly in a Decoction, or a Liniment 
made with its Powder and Hog's Lard is a ſafe Remedy againſt the Itch, 

/ERRHINA are Subſtances that by ſtimulating the pituitary glan- 
dalous Coat of the Noftrils, promote the Excretion of of a mucid Lymphe, 
The milded Sort are called EX RUHINESs, the ſtronger STERNUTATOR1ES, 
and are commonly attended with fzeezing. Powders compounded of 
Marjoram, Marum Syriacum, Flowers of Benjamin, Lilly of the Valley, 
the Raſpings of Lignum Alves, and a Grain or two of Ambergreaſe, are 
good in heavy Pains of the Head, the Hemicrania, ſleepy Diſeaſes, 
Weakneſs of Memory, Running at the Noſe, Coryza, Difficulty of 
Hearing, pituitous Head-ach, eſpecially that of the Bones of the Fore- 
head, which often takes its Riſe from a Suppreſſion of a Coryxa; a mu- 
cous Defluction on the Eyes, Sleepineſs, Vertigo, and malignant Hu- 
mors in the Membranes of the Noſtrils, from the venereal Diſeaſe. 
Beſides merely promoting an Evacuation of Pituite, they add freſh Vi- 
gour to the animal Functions. Sal volatile Salis Ammoniaci mixt with 
Oil of Marjoram, and two or three Grains put up the Noſtrils, has a re- 
markable Virtue in Dis: neſs of Sight and Difficulty of Hearing, in ſleepy 
Diſeaſes, in the Palſy and an Apoplexy from a cold Cauſe. The fronger 
Errhines are Pepper, Aſarabacca, Mercurius præcipitatus, Powder of 
white Hellebore, and Euphorbium. This laſt is dangerous; and mercu- 
rial Powders muſt be uſed with the utmoſt Caution; for though, as 
Boyle relates, they have cured the Gutta Serena, yet it was not without 
putting the Patient into molt violent Commotions. But the 5% Errbine 
of all is the watery Extract of Lignum Guaiacum reduced into Powder, 
for it has not only a ſtimulating but a ſtrengthening Property, and 1s 
friendly to the Nerves. 

EXPECTORANTS are ſuch as promote the Excretion of a muſcid 
Lympba from the Glands, or rather the glandulous Coats of the Aera 
Arteria and the Bronchia of the Lungs, from whence it is thrown up and 
evacuated, In the Choice of theſe it muſt be obſerved, that when the 
Humor is thin and acrid, and the Tubes through which it 1s to paſs 
conſtricted, then thoſe Expectorants are beſt which are emollient, ſheath 
Acrimony, and coagulate the thin Phlegm, ſuch as Liquorice, Saffron, 
Sperma Ceti, Mallows, wild Poppies, Cream, Oil of ſweet Almonds, 


Diacodium, and Hartſhorn Gellies. When a Plenty of thick Matter fluffi 


the Bronchia of the Lungs, then Reſolvents are neceſſary ; as Veronica, 
Hyſſop, Scordium, diuretic Salt, and ſtibiated Nitre. Likewiſe ſuch 
Things as ſtimulate the nervous Coats of the Bronchia to Excretion, 
ſuch as Gum Ammoniac and its Tincture, Spirit of Sal Ammoniac ant- 
ſated, Myrrh, Benjamin, the Powder of the Root of Elecampane, Flo- 
rentine Orris, precipitated Salphur, and Balſam of Sulphur. - When a 
greater Spur is wanting, as in the pituitous Aſthma and the ſuffocating 
Catarrh, then Oxymel of Squills and Squill-pills will be of great 
Service. | Tn 
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In the Uſe of Expeforants we muſt farther obſerve, that if an epidemic 
Cough rages in the Spring or Autumn, no ſtimulating Medicines muſt be 
given before the thin acrid Matter is temperated ; nor, on the contrary, 
muſt we prefcribe emollient and relaxing Remedies when the Matter is 
decocted and, prepared. Jn a moifl chronic Cough, and a pituitous Afthma, 
when the Lungs are ſtuffed with Phlegm, ſweet 'Things, Lohochs, Syrups 
and oleous Subſtances tend to weaken the Stomach, which is already in a 
low State, and deſtroy the Appetite, Digeſtion, and Chylification, and 
by that Means promote a greater Quantity of Phlegm, which has a 
Tendency to bring on a Cachexy, oedematous Swelling of the Dropſy. 
In this Caſe it will be beſt to order balſamic Pectorals, Tincture of 
Myrrh, of Gum Ammoniac, of Saflafras Bark, Spirit of Sal Ammoniac 
aniſated, and the like. 

In a Diſpoſition to a Phthifis or Spitting of Blood in a dry Cough, in 
Straitneſs or Difficulty of Breathing, in a compre//ing Pais of the Breaſt, 
which ariſe rather from a Congeſtion of the Blood, than from any 
Thing that wants Expectoration, we mult neither mollify nor ſtimulate z 
for they rather encreaſe the Aﬀux and Congeſtion of the Blood and 
Humors, than remove them. Jn acute Diſeaſes of the Breaſt, as the 
Pleuriſy and Peripneumony, Expectorants mult be cautiouſly: uſed, eſpeci- 
ally in the Beginning, leſt the S and inflammatory State of the Blood 
be increaſed ; but when the Diſeaſe is declining, and the Inflammation' 
almoſt diſcuſſed, then they will be proper to promote the Ejection of 
thick coted Matter from the Lungs. x N

FOENICULUM DULCE, Sweet Fennel. This has a roſaceous 
umbellated yellow pentapetalous Flower. The Petals are placed in a/ 
Circle, and are ſeated in the Calyx which turns to a Fruit compoſed of two' 
oblong thickiſh Seeds, gibbous and ſtriated on one Side, and plain on the 
other. The Root is the principal of the five opening Roots. The Herb 
gently diſſolves the too thick Craſis of the Blood, incides viſcid Phlegm, 
and renders it more fluid. It is likewiſe aperient, diuretic, ſudorific, 
pectoral, and febrifuge. Simon Pauli ſays nothing exceeds it in putrid 
Fevers with Malignity. He likewiſe affirms nothing is more ſalutary than 
a Decoction of the Herb or Root, or Seed, in the Meaſles and Small- 
pox. E!muller commends the Root highly as an Antinephritic, and good 
in Pains of the Kidneys and Strangury. When there is Sickneſs, a 
Nauſea, Belching, a Heavineſs, Tenſion, Inflation of the Stomach, a 
Liſtleſſneſs, Sleepineſs, Pain of the Head, and other Signs of a bad 
Digeſtion, and of a mucilaginous Phlegm colleQed in the Stomach, it 
is of very great Uſe ; for it incides and attenuates the Phlegm, mildly 
deterges the Stomach, and recreates the Spiriis. It acts in the ſame 
Manner in the Inteſtines, and for that Reaſon is very efficacious in the 
flatulent Colic, for it expels Wind upward and downward. For theſe 
Purpoſes the Powder of the dry Seed may be taken from 3s. to 3j. 
with Sugar in Wine before or after Dinner; or the Seeds whole 2 
eaten candied. This Seed likewiſe promotes the Generation of Milk, 
by rendering the Chyle more fluid. Some recommend it in Diſorders 
of the Breaſt, in Aſthmas, and obſtin-te Coughs, mixt with other Pecto- 
rals. In Diſorders of the Eyes and Dinneſs of Sight, it is of very great Uſe, | 
eipecially when they are hurt by poring on Books by Candle-light. > 
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this Caſe the Powder of the Seed ſhould be taken with Sugar every 
Morning faſting. 3. | [18 | 

FOENU GRECUM, Fenugreek, the Seed. This Plant has a pa. 
pilionaceous Flower, from the Calyx of which ariſes a Piſtil which turns 
into a flat corniform Pod, full of rhomboidal or reniform Seeds. They 
abound with a ſoft lenient Mucilage, but are ſeldom uſed internally, 
Outwardly they are given in paregoric Clyſters and for the Tene/mus. 
They are alſo proper to obtund the Acrimony of the Humors, and ſo 
ſupply the Place of the abraded Mucus of the Inteſtines, in Looſeneſſes 
and the bloody Flux. They are likewiſe uſeful to ſoften Tumors applied 
in emollient Cataplaſms. ,

 GENTIANA, Gentian, the Root. The Flowers of this Plant are 
placed in a verticilated Manner, and are monopetalous, campaniform, 
open, quinquefidous, and of a pale yellow, with a Piſtil that ariſes from 
the Calyx, and perforates the Flower, and afterwards turns into a mem- 
branaceous, monocapſular, bivalved Fruit, full of flat, roundith, foliace- 
ous, and a little reddiſh Seeds. That Root is beſt which is of a duſky 
Colour without, and reddiſh within, and of an intenſcly bitter Taſte, 
There has been a poiſonous Root imported inſtead of Gentian, but it is 
white within and not bitter. It is recommended in intermitting Fevers 
when a groſs viſcid Sordes beſets the Prime Vie ; in obſtinate Diar- 
rhœas attended with Colic Pains, as alſo in the Heart-burn from a too 
great Repletion of the Stomach. It is a principal Ingredient in bitter In- 
ſuſions, Wines, and Tinctures; and, like other Bitters, it is a Vermifuge, 
reſtores a languid Appetite, takes away Loathing, and helps Digeſtion. 
In Agues 3j. muſt be given a little before the Fit. Geoffroy ſays the 
Dofe in Subſtance is from zſs. to 3ij. The Extract from 31s. to Diij. 
In Decofion ij. Some Surgeons make Tents of this Root to dilate 
Wounds and ſinuous Ulcers. 

GLYCYRHIZA, Liguorice. It has ſmall bluiſh papilionaceous 
Flowers, diſpoſed at the Top as it were like a Spike, whoſe Piſtil riſing 
from the Calyx turns into a reddiſh Pod half an Inch long, which is 
bivalved and monocapſular, and contains ſmall, hard, flat, reniform 
Seeds. The Root is emollient, ſheaths Acrimony, lubricates and at the 
ſame Time deterges the Paſſages, and incraſſates the Humors. It has 
a peculiar Power of removing a tenacious Mucus in the Thorax, and of 

romoting Expectoration. It is likewiſe given in Aſperities of the 

auces, moiſt clammy Coughs, acrid Catarrhs, bilious Diſorders, the 
Heart. burn, Heat and Difficulty of Urine, and the Gravel. The Doſe 
in Subſtance is 3j. In Infuſion or Decoction 3j. 

GUAIACUM LIGNUM, the Wood of Guaiac. Tt is called likewiſe 
Lignum Vitæ, Lignum Indicum, and Lignum Sanctum. This is a blackiſh, 
hard, denſe, and ponderous Wood ; with a fragrant Smell and an acrid 
bitteriſh Taſte. It has reſolving, cleanſing, diaphoretic, and diuretic 

ualities, and is accounted a Specific in the venereal Diſeaſe. It 1s 
likewiſe preſcribed with Succeſs in viſcid Catarrhs, cutaneous Foulneſſes, 
in obſtinate Coryxæ, and moiſt Coughs. Given ſeaſonably it is preva- 
lent againſt the Cachexy, and the Dropſy Anaſarca. In an Inſtance or 


two it has been found ſucceſsful againſt cancerous Ulcers and _ 
ome 
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Some prefer the Bark to the Wood, and they are both beſt given in 
Decoctions. They agree beſt with cold Conſtitutions, and may be dan- 

rous to the hot and bilious. A Powder of the watry Extract taken as 
Snuff purges the Head. See Er+bines, Some ery this up againſt Ob- 
fruftions of the Liver, Spleen, the Jaundice, rheumatic Pains, and all 
arthritic Diſorders. The Doſe of the Bark in Decoction is from gig. 
to zui. Of the Wood from Jfs. to Fj. Of the watry Extract gr. iv. 


to 51). 

GRANATA MALUS, foe PUNICA, the Pomegranate tree. This 
bears a red, rofaceous, pentapetalous Flower, in the Middle of which 
are many Stamina with their Apices, whoſe campaniform Cahyx is like- 
wiſe red, above an Inch long, and divided into five pointed Laciniz, 
which afterwards crown the Navel of the ſucceeding Fruit. The Calyx 
turns into a globous Fruit. The Ring, when ripe, is of alight reddiſh 
bay Colour, of an aſtringent Taſte. This is called Marticorun, 
which is a ſtrong Aſtringent and given prudently may be uſeful in all 
Fluxes of the Belly, Hæmorrhages, the Whites, and Gonorrhza. The 
Doſe in Powder is from 75. to 3 In Decoction to an Ounce. Out- 
wardly it is uſed in Garg/es and Clyfers. *

HEDERA TERRESTRIS, Ground Joy. The Flowers are mono- 
petalous, labiated, and blue, fet in a verticilated Manner at the Joints 
of the Stalks. T'he upper Labium is bifidous and reflected to the Sides; 
the lower is divided into four Segments. The Piſtil is ſmall with two 
Horns, and the Calyx is oblong with Edges divided into five ſhort Seg- 
ments, When the Flower decays it bellies out, and 1s pregnant with 
four oblong ſmooth Seeds. This Herb is aperient, abſtergent, diſcutient, 
and vulnerary, and is particularly recommended in Diforders of the Kid» 
neys, bloody Urine, and the Gravel. As alſo in internal Ulcers and 
Spitting of Blood; in obſtinate Coughs, in Tubercles and tartareous In- 
durations of the Lungs; in Diarrhœas and Dyſenteries. With this 
they make Gill-ale, ſo much admired by ſome for cleanſing the Blood. 
The Doſe of the Powder is from 3j. to 3jj. In Infuſion from Mj. to My. 
Of the depurated Juice from Z ij. to 3 ij. wks. 

HELLEBORUM NIGRUM, G6/ac# Hellebore, has roſaceous Flow- 
ers conſiſting of five Petals, firſt white, then purpliſh, at laſt greeniſh, 
and without a Calyx. There is a numerous Collection of Stamina in 
the Middle, between which and the Petals is a Corona of twelve or 
hfteen yellow Cornicula. In the Middle is a Piſtil compoſed of fix Sili- 
cle, which turn into membranaceous corniculated Si/ique or Pods, ga- 
thered into a Capitulum, which are full of Seeds. The Root of this Plant, 
if genuine, is a draftic Purgge, and has a violent Operation, and ſhould 
be given to none but ſtrong robuſt Patients. It is accounted a great 
Melanagogue, and operates on the groſs ſanguineous Humors, uſually 
called melancholic and atrabilarious. It acts particularly on the Inte/- 
imum rectum, as Experience teſtifies, and for that Reaſon promotes the 
Piles. It is given againſt Madneſs. It muſt be preceded with Bleeding, 
and Baths of ſoft Water, and then it is likely to be efficacions. Some

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JALAPA, five JALAPIUM, Jalap. This is plentiful in New Spair, 
and is brought to us cut into Pieces.

It muſt 
be ponderous, not carious, and apt to flame when held to a Candle, 
This is a celebrated Purge and much uſed among the common People, 
and carries ſerous Humors downward without working roughly. It is 
judged to be very uſeful in the Dropſy and the Cachexy, but ſhould 
not be given to Perſons of hot Conſtitution.

LAXANTIA five LENIENTIA, Laxatives or Lenients, called by 
the Greeks Eccoprotics.

three Inches mere of the ſame Stalks muſt be cut. They mult lie by 
in Baſkets 'till the Juice that would otherwiſe run out is thickened. 
Aſter they are dried, cut and bruiſe them, and infuſe them in hot Water 
for four Hours, then boil them for four Hours. Expreſs out the Li- 
quor ſtrongly, and let it ſtand ſome Days to ſubſide}; then clarify it 
with the Whites of Eggs, and evaporate it to the Conſiſtence of Honey, 


or of an Extract. Five or ſix Pounds of the Heads will yield a Pound 


of Extract. This in a double Doſe will anſwer the ſame Intentions as 
the Turky Opium, without inclining Patients to Deliriums, or occaſionin 


2 Nauſea or Giddineſs, like the other. Four Grains of the Decoction | 


boiled to the Conſiſtence of Honey, or two Grains of the Extract will 
make an Ounce of Syrup, which will keep better and is more certain 
in its Operation than that made the common Way. See Opium. 
PAPAVER ERRATICUM, red Poppy. The Flowers conſiſt of 
four thin, broad, red Petals, which adhere ſo looſely that a ſtrong Blaſt 
of Wind will take them off. Theſe are ſucceeded by ſmall oblong 
Heads not very unlike thoſe of white Poppies, divided into ſeveral 
Cells which contain ſmall dark reddiſh Seeds. The Flowers are only 
in Ufe, and make an elegant Syrup. Theſe, whatever ſome may pre- 
tend, are not deſtitute of Virtue ; for I knew a Man who was afflicted 
with an habitual Diarrhcea, who took an Ounce of the Syrup every 
Day, which reſtrained it ſo much as to render his Life comfortable, 
though it made him a little Drowſy. Various Medicines had been 
given him before by ſeveral Phyſicians, but all in vain, and therefore 
he deſpaired of an abſolute Cure. They have been recommended to 


diſſolve coagulated Blood, and ſome ſay they are a Specific in the 


Pleuriſy ; they are uſeful in Inflammations uſed internally and exter- 
nally, They are likewiſe good in Coughs, Catarrhs, Bleeding at the 
Noſe, Spitting of Blood, Dyſentery, and Overflowing of the Menſes, 
which is owing to their ſedative Qualities. The J»/«/ion of the Flowers 
may be drank as Tea. | 
PAREGORICS are ſuch Subſtances as by their ſoft, mucous ſulphu- 
reous fine Particles, relax the Fibres which are hard and conſtricted by 
a Spaſm, and ſheathe and blunt the vellicating Spicula, and conſequently 
are very uſeful in Pains, painful Tumors, and ſharp Fluxions. They 
are applied in Cataplaſms, Plaſters and Ointments. Of this Kind are 


Saffron, the Flowers of Camomile, Elder, Mallows, Poppies, white 


Lillies, Milk, Cream, and the Volk of an Egg. | 

PAREIRA BRAVA. This is a Root which is brought from Bra- 
, and is hard, woody, and crooked. Outwardly it is of a dark Brown 
and rough, with various Wrinkles, as well circular as longitudinal. Te 
is yellowiſh within, and ſeems interwoven with various lignous Fibres. 
It has no Smell, and is bitteriſh, with a kind of a ſweet Taſte not unlike 
Liquoriſh, Some of theſe Roots are as thick as one's Finger, others as 
a Child's Arm. Geoffroy has experienced its Efficacy againſt nephri- 
tie Complaints, and in Suppreſſions of Urine, in which it relieves in 
an Inſtant, and eaſes the Pain by a copious Flux of Urine, He adds, that 
it cures Ulcers of the Kidneys and Bladder, when the purulent Matter 


cannot be excreted but with great Difficulty ; for it renders the Urine fluid, 


cleanſes the Ulcer, and with a little Balſam of NA heals it. 
He has known it ſucceed in a noi 4fibma, which it cured by a PR 
Q4 
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| ful Expectoration. A Woman had a wiolent Colic from an inſpiſſated 
grumous Bile, and an acute Pain under the Liver in the right Hypo. 
chondrium. Her Skin was yellow, her Stools white, and her Urine 
Saffron coloured and thick. After Bleeding he gave her three Cups of 
the Decoction of the Root in an Hour and a half's Time; after the 
third Cup the Pain ceaſed, and by drinking a Cup every fourth Hour, 
the Colour of her Urine and Skin were reſtored to their natural State. 
When the Liver is tumid, hard, and ſchirrus, it will not ſucceed; I 
ſeems to act by diſſolving a viſcid and tenacious Mucus. The Brafilians 
look upon it as a Pandcea. The Doſe in Subſtance is from gr. xij to 3(5, 
Or boil 3 ij. of the bruiſed Root in f6jſs. of Spring Water to 5j. and 
ſtrain off the Decoction. This is for three Doſes, and muſt be drank 
hot like Tea, with a little Sugar, every half Hour in Fits of the Gravel 
and Suppreſſion of Urine, in the Jaundice from a tenacious Bile, and in 
the moiſt Aſthma. Too large a Doſe brings on a Heat in the Kid- 
neys, and may cauſe an Inflammation.

PERUVIANUS CORTEX, Feſuit's Bark. The beſt is of a reddiſh 
or Cinnamon Colour, of an aromatic bitter Taſte, and not very diſa- 
greeable. It ſhould be brittle when broken with the Teeth, not viſcid 
nor glutinous, nor woody, nor infipid, much leſs old and dead. It has 
a peculiar Faculty in curing Agues ; beſides which it ſtrengthens the 
Stomach, excites an Appetite, and diſcuſſes Wind. It rarefies the 
Blood and enl the Pulſe ; and therefore before the Bark is given, 
it is more neceſſary to bleed than purge, ſince on the firſt Day it gene- 
rally purges itſelf. The firſt Dot: muſt be given as ſoon as a fit of 
the Ague is over, which muſt be repeated five or ſix Times in rwenty- 
four Heurs, till the Fit returns, which ſeldom. happens. It muſt not 
be taken in the Fit. To confirm the Cure, Four Doſes a Day muſt be 
taken for eight Days, then three for another Week, and two for eight 
Days more. No Cathartic muſt be exhibited for ſeveral Weeks after. 
It drives away moſt periodical Diſorders. When after the Small-pox 
and Meaſles, the Fever that then ſometimes happens, begins to obſerve 
the Type of a continual Remittent, the Bark ſe!dom fails to cure it. 
In the confluent Small-pox with Petechiæ a Doſe from gr. x. to gr. xi. 
given in rich Syrup, 1 an aromatic diſtilled Water every four or five 

ours, will fill the empty Veſicles with Matter, change the Sanies into 
thick Pas, cauſe the Spots to turn pale, and the Pox to blacken ſooner 
than ordinary. It may be given with Succeſs in remitting and inter- 
mitting putrid Fevers which ſucceed a Peripneumony or Pleuriſy. The 
Uſe of the Bark has protracted the Lives of conſumptive Perſons, not 
only for Months but Years, as Morton obſerves. The Bark has like- 
wiſe been found efficacious in Gangrenes and Mortifications from inter- 
nal and external Cauſes, when 5 is given in a-Bolus every fourth 


Hour daily, and the Part anointed with Oil of Turpentine, or. other 
2 Topic. Mead obſerves, that to render the Cure of intermitting 
evers more certain with the Bark, a Vomit or Purge, or both is uſu- 


ally premiſed ; but he has been taught by Experience that it is ne- 
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ceſſary to procure two Stools in a Day, by adding à ſmall Quantity of 
Rhubarb with this Febrifuge, ſo as to two Stools at leaſt — 
Day. But when a Dram or two of Rhubarb has been given in this 
Manner, it muſt be omitted. He likewiſe affirms, it is not proper for 
any Fevers but the intermittent, and that it is pernicious in He&#tcs ac- 
companied with Ulcers. When the Bark alone fails, aromatic Bitters 
with Steel muſt be added; and in ob/tinate Quartans, Virginian 'Snake- 
root with Steel. After all it will not be improper to take Notice, that 
an Ague is ſeldom thoroughly cured, till ſome remarkable Evacuation 
ſupervenes, which is generally by Stool or Urine. When this does not 
happen, perhaps the morbific Matter goes off by inſenſible Perſpiration, 
eſpecially as Spring-A ſometimes retreat as the Weather becomes 
hot. Geoffrey ſays, the Doſe in Powder is from 3s. to 3 ij. But the firſt 
is ſufficient : The laſt Quantity was given before its real Uſe was well 
known. if 33. is infuſed in jj. of generous Wine, one third or fourth 
is a Doſe. 3j. may be boiled in f6jſs. of Water to jj. of which 
one fourth is a Doſe. Or this laſt may be given in Clyſters to Chil- 
dren, or thoſe that loath the Bark, in a ſuitable Quantity, 

PIPER NIGRUM, Black Pepper. This is the only Spice that comes 


| tous from the Eaft-Indies that does not paſs through the Hands of the 


Dutch. White Pepper is nothing but the Black decorticated by ſoaking 
it in Water. i | 
PIPER LONGUM, Long Pepper, is an upright dried Fruit about an 
Inch or an Inch and a Half long, like a Birch-nut, ſtreaked ſpirally 
with Tubercles like Net-work. Within there are ſeveral ſmall mem- 
branaceous Cells, each of which contains a ſmall blackiſh Seed ſcarce 
a Line broad. That which. is full, entire, recent, biting the Tongue 
ſlowly but laſtingly, is the beſt. Theſe Peppers heat, dry, attenuate, 
reſolve, and open; they ſtrengthen the lax Fibres of the Viſcera, pro- 
mote their Oſcillations, chear the Spirits, attenuate groſs Humors, and 
increaſe the Motion of the Blood. They are of Uſe in Coldneſs and 
Crudities of the Stomach, in Colic Pains, and a cold Intemperies of 
the Brain, In ſome Caſes they are beſt ſwallowed whole. A free Uſe 
of Pepper diſpoſes the Stomach and Bowels to an Inflammation, and. 
_ — Blood and Humors. Some give nine whole Grains before 
ue fits. 8 

LANTAGO LATIFOLIA, Great Plantain. This has a mono- 
petalous Flower, like a Tube open at the Top, and cloſed at the Bot- 
com, cut into four Parts. The Piſtil is attended with pretty long Stamina 
and turns into an oval Fruit, which, when ripe, opens, one of which 
lies upon the other, gaping tranſverſly, and contains ſeveral oblong 
Seeds. This is a very common and a very uſeful Plant, and with Hore- 
hound has been lately found to be an Antidote againſt the American 
Poiſon, which will juſtify the great Encomiums ſeveral Phyſicians have 
made on this Herb. It deterges, incraſlates, temperates Acrimony, 
and is aſtringent and vulnerary. Hence it is in all Kinds of 
Fluxes of the Belly, Spitting, Vomiting, and Piſſing of Blood, in Over- 
flowing of the Mn/es and Lochia, as well as in Gonorrbæat. It is good 
in Inflammations of all Kinds, as well internal as external; 1 
burning Fevers, creeping and other Ulcers; as alſo in Wounds, if not 
too deep, applying either the Juice or the Leaves themſelves. Gaherliep 
affirms, he cured an Inflammation which threatened a Gangrene by the

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Applications of the braiſed warm Leaves. A Dram of the Seed bill 


in Milk, or powdered and wa in Broth, cures Looſeneſſes. The freſh 

Root juſt taken out of the Earth ſcraped and put into the Ear cures the 

Tooth-ach like a Charm, according to Simon Pauli. The depurated 

Jaice, given from Jij to Z iv. in the Beginning of intermittent Fever, 

often cures them. The Doſe of the Seed is from 3j. to ij. of the 

Juice from 1055 to Jy. Of the Leaves in Decoction from Mj. to Mij. 
PULEGIUM, 


ennyrozal. This Plant has labiated monopetalous 


Flowers growing in Rings round the Stalks of a bluiſh or purpliſh Co- 
jour; ſometimes of a pale red, ſeldom white. A Piſtil ariſes from the 
Calyx, fixed in the back Part of the Flower like a Nail, attended with 
four Embryoes which turn into as many Seeds, covered with a Capſala 
Which was the Calyx of the Flower. The Herb is of the Mint Kind, 
and is aperient, uterine, ſtomachic, and pectoral. It promotes Ex. 
oration. and is uſeful in the Aſthma. The Juice, according to 

Boyle, cures the \Hooping-cough. It may be drank in the Manner of 
Tea. For the Hooping-Cough a Spoonful of the expreſſed Juice with 
Sugar-candy, mult be given to Children. | 

PURGANTIA,. Purgatives. Theſe are much ſtronger than Laxa. 
tives, and act by Means of a cauſtic inflammatory Salt, which ſtimu- 
lates the nervous Membranes of the Stomach and Inteſtines in the Man- 
ner of a Poiſon, which creates ſpaſtic Strictures, Anxieties of the Præ. 
cordia, Cardialgias, Gripes, frequent Stools, Hiccuping, Inflammations 
of the Stomach and Inteſtines, with Coldneſs of the Extremities; -and 
ſometimes Convulſions. The Salt diffuſes itſelf throughout the whole 
Maſs of Blood and Humors; for when the Nurſe who ſuckles an Infant 
has taken a Purge, the Infant will be purged likewiſe; and when they 
are applied outwardly, ſometimes violent Effects will follow. An Oint- 
ment with Cologuintida will not only purge the Children but Adults. If 
Cathartics are applied externally, they will raiſe Bliſters or Veſicles 
which is a Proof of their cauſtic Qualities. The Juice of Spurge con- 
fames Warts, and the Tincture of Jalap, Mochoacan or Scammony, 
being ſwallowed, burns and corrodes the Fauces and Oeſophagus, and 
produces Apiba and burning Puſtules. that have been forced to 
take ſtrong Purges which killed them, had their Stomach and ſmall In- 
teſtines inflamed and full of red Spots, as if they had taken Arfnich, 
The ſame Effects have been produced by Ro/in of Jalap. 
Hence it will ſeem no Wonder that there are ſo many Inſtances of 
the fatal Effects of draſtic Purges. Hoffman affims, he has known ma- 
ny who have fallen into a Cachexy, Dropſy, hypochondriac Paſſion, 
fatal Inflammation of the Stomach with a Fever, bloody Flux, and the 
Cholera Morbus ; as alſo a Palſy on one Side, from taking theſe Medi- 
caments. They are very pernicious to Infants, old Perſons, to ſuch 
as are juſt recovered from a Diſeaſe, to thoſe of a very weak Stomach, 
and when there is an Ataxia or Irregularity of the Motions of the ner- 
vous Syſtem. They are likewiſe very dangerous to Perſons of a bilious 
Conſlitution. Thoſe who are ſubject to an hæmiorrhoidal Colic, hy- 
pochondriac and hyſteric Diſorders, muſt ſhun them by all Means. 
But as Poiſons themſelves exhibited with Circumſpection may prove 
good Medicines, as is evident in Mercurials and antimoniat Emetics, 10 
ſtrong Cathartics may be ſometimes uſeful ; as in the Dropſy, Anaſar- 


ca, when there is no Induration or Schirrhoſity of the Viſcera or 
N Glands ;

lands; but which is produced ſpeedily from a Suppreſſion of che 
— or hzmorrhoidal Flux, or too great a Voracity after Diſeaſes. 
In this Caſe may be given two or three Ounces of the Juice of the Rost 
of common parple Flower de Luce, Gamboge, or Elaterium in a Pint of 
Milk. For dropſical Perſons, from a Torpor of the inteſtinal Fibres, 
ſtand in need of a greater Stimulus. The like may be ſaid in paralytic 
Caſes and ſleepy Diſeaſes ; as alſo in violent Pains of the //chium or 
Coccyx. 

Whenever draſtic Purges are given in Powder, take Care to mix 
them with Cream of Tartar, or Tartar witriolated, with a few Grains of 
Calx of Antimony. Or if Extra# of Black Hellebore, Scammony, or Rofin 
of Jalap, or Preparations of Cologuintida are to be given in Pills, let 
them be joined to ſuch Things as correct their Virulence, as Cinnaber, 
Vitriol of Iron, Saffron, Caftor, Salt of Amber, or Myrrh. And this ſhould 
always be remembered that if larger Evecuations are neceſſary, it will be 
always ſafeſt to procure them with larger Doſes of Laxatives, than with 
acrid, virulent Purges.

QUERCUS MARINA, Sea-wrack. This is the Fucus Marinus, of 
Nuercus maritima Veſiculas habens of C. B. This is a Kind of ſubmarine 
ramous Plant, growing on the Shores and Rocks, and has plain opaque 
Leaves of a thick coriaceous Subſtance, with Veſicles full of Air to 
cauſe them to float, with Tubercles or Pods about the Extremities, 
which ſeem 2 — 5 * 6 — Nature. en the 
Beginning of Augu/? the Pods break and pour out a ſaponaceous Liquor 
— the Rocks —— About the — this "Plant ſhoots out 
afreſh from the Branches of the Year paſt. At the coming in of every 
Tide the Air-bladders buoy them up; but when the Tide recedes they 
are left naked on the Shore. At the vernal Equinox, when the Shore 
begins to be warmed with the Heat of the Sun, then the Vegetation is 
promoted, and the Pods ſwell with a ſaponaceous Liquor, which from 
March to July grows ſenſibly thicker, *till the Pods burſt, as was men- 
tioned before. This Ruſſe! has found uſeful to rub the Swellings of 
the morbid Glands with 1n the King's-evil, when the Diſeaſe was de- 
clining. It has an oftreaceous Taſte, and in a large Doſe cauſes a Nau- 
ſea; he has given 3ſs. in Powder. By calcining it in the open Air it 
becomes a very black /Ethiops, which he calls VeGeETaBLE /ETH10PS, 
The Plant reduced to Aſhes contains a burnt bituminous Sea-ſalt, and al- 
kaline ſulphureous Salt, with its native Soap when the Water is evapora- 
ted. And he uſed this inſtead of burnt Spunge, and he thinks with 
much better Succeſs. He made Uſe of the ſame Atbiepi as a Dentri- 
fr to correct the ſcorbutic Laxity of the Gums, and ſo take off the 
Foulneſs of the Teeth, which it did effeftually. He obſerves like- 
wiſe there is a ſmoother Kind without any Veſicles at all, which is 
more proper to rub Tumors with.

RAPHANUS RUSTICANUS, Hor/e-rad;jf6. This has ſmall tetra- 
petalous, cruciform Flowers, with a quadrifolious Calyx, and a =

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which turns to a membranaceous, tumid, and roundiſh Fruit or Silique, 
containing Seeds, The Root is very uſeful in obſlinate Diſeaſes of the 
Abdomen, ariſing from a mucid vitiated Serum, ſuch as the Cachexy, 
Dropſy, Obſtruftions of the Glands of the Meſentery ; as alſo in the 
Jaundice, 'Palſy, Scurvy, Hoarſeneſs, obſtinate Catarrhs eeding from 
viſcid acrid Phlegm, Diſorders of the Kidneys, the wandering Rheuma- 
tiſm, and ſleepy Diſeaſes. For the Rheumatiſm the Decoction may be 
made with Milk, taking it at Bed-time and Sweating after it. In fleepy 
Diſeaſes it may be laid as a Cataplaſm to the Feet; as alſo in\Fevers 
with Muſtard-ſced or ſalt Herrings. For the Palſy in the Arms ſuc- 
; ceeding a dry Belly-ach, pound this Root in a Mortar with Vinegar, 
and rub the Parts with it Morning and Evening before the Mouth of an 
Applied as a Topic it is ſerviceable in Pains of ya- 
rious Kinds. Though it is exceeding penetrating it does not inflame 
the Blood and Humours, However it muſt not be given in Coughs at- 
tended with Dryneſs of the Breaſt and Spitting of Blood. The Juice 
mixt with Sugar is beſt in the Gravel and Dropſy. The Doje of the 
Juice is from 3j. to 3ſs. The freſh Root in Decoction may be given 
from Z ſs. to an Ounce ; but this Way the volatile Parts will fly off, 
unleſs done very quick. 


„ ..RHABARBARUM VERUM, True Rhubarb. Juſſiu affirms, that 


ID 11 5 we have hitherto no certain Deſcription of the Plant to which this Root 


belongs. It is brought from China, in Pieces about four, five, or fix 
Inches long, -and about three or four thick. It is of a yellowiſh brown 
on the Outſide, but within it is variegated with Saffron Colour and 
yellow. It is a little fungous, and of a ſubacrid, bitteriſh, and flight 


aſtringent Taſte, with an aromatic, but not very agreeable Smell. 1: 


evacuates biligus Humours, and ſirengthens the Stomach and Inteflines. It is 
a very ſaſe Laxative, and may be given to all Ages and Sexes. It 
cleanſes the Stomach and Prime Vie from bilious Impurities, . eſpecially 
in Children. It is of great Uſe in Looſeneſſes, the bloody Flux, Dif- 
orders, of the Liver, Green-ſickneſs, Gonorrhœas, and the Whites in 
Women. Its chief Fault is, that it leaves the Body bound; nor is it fit 
for thoſe whoſe Viſcera and Blood are over hot, or when a febrile Heat 
puts the Body in a Ferment; nor yet when a Jaundice proceeds from 
an exalted and volatile Bile diffuſed through the whole Habit, but only 
when the Bile is thick and clammy, and obſtruets the biliary Ducts, 
which is known from the Whiteneſs of the Excrements. Fallopius de- 
cries its Uſe in Diſorders of the Kidneys and Bladder. Some chew 
Rhubarb and ſwallow it before Meals, to help Digeſtion, and to 
ſtrengthen the Tone of the Stomach and Inteſtines ; as alſo in Obſtruc- 
tions of the Liver, Spleen, and Meſentery. The Doſe in Subflance 18 
from O ſs. to 3j. In Infufon to Zij. : 

ROBORANTIA, Strengtheners. Theſe are dedicated to the Solids, 
and according to their different Effects are called Analeptics, Aflringents, 
Stomachics, and Viſceralia, which ſee in their proper Places, The other 


Kind is named BALSAMICS, which according to Hoffman include 


NERVINES and CEPHALICS ; fuch as Ambergreaſe, Opopobal,amum, 
Amber, Benjamin, Care Storax ; the Balſams of Tolu, Peru, and Capivi; 
Caſcarilla, Peruvian Bark, Cinnamon, Cloves, Cardamoms, Cubebs, Mace, 
Nutmegs, Thyme, Rue, Lavender, Origanum, Marjoram, and their an 


ils; 
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Oil ; oleous wolatile Spirits, apoplictic Balſam, Friers Balſam, and Trau- | 
matic Balſam. Theſe, on account of their æthereal and ſubtile volatile 
Oil, are very friendly to Nature, and act on the Fluids as well as the 
Solids, reſtoring the warm, ſulphureous, and ethereal Particles wanting 
in the Blood; increaſe the hot inteſtine Motion, and beſtow a Spiritu- 
aſcency to the vital Humours. And as they abound with a ſubtile, 
acrid, balſamic Salt, they augment the Force and elaſtic Power of the 
Heart, Arteries, and muſcular Fibres, and thereby greatly promote the 
Progreſs and Circulation of the Blood and Humours, whence the groſs 
viſcid Humours will be attenuated, Obſtructions opened, and Perſpira- 
tion promoted, which is ſo neceſſary to vanquiſh Diſeaſes. | 

Such Medicines as theſe are of great Uſe externally and internally in 
Diſeaſes of the Head, Nerves, ſpinal Marrow, Stomach, and Heart, 
which proceed from the Spiſſitude and Condenſation of the Humours, 
and from an Atonia of the nervous and muſcular Parts, as in the Ab- 
plexy, Palſy, Stupor, and Torpor of the Senſes, Weakneſi of Memory, Hard- 
neſs of Hearing, Faintings, and Loſs of Strength. Diſorders of the Stomach 
2nd Inteſtines, which ariſe from viſcid Crudities, from Acids, and from 
bad Digeſtion, as /nflations, Diarrheas, flatulent Colics, and Vomiting are 
greatly relieved by theſe Medicines. They are likewiſe proper for the 
Aged, the Infirm, the Debilitated, and to Perſons of a lax Habit and 
phlegmatic Conſtitution. They are moreover ſucceſsful when a very 
moiſt laſting Conſtitution of the Year, eſpecially at the Spring and Fall 
in northern Regions, produces moi/t Coughs, Diarrbæas, pituitous Afthmas, 
edematous Tumors, Coryzas, Rheumati/ms, Agues, and Diſeaſes arifing from 
ſeorbutic Impurities, and are Preſervatives againſt them. But thoſe who 
are corpulent and full of Blood and Humours, the young, bilious, and 
coſtive muſt not uſe them in large Doſes. 

ROSMARINUS, Re/emary, has a monopetalous labiated Flower of 
a very pale blue Colour, whoſe upper Labium is bifidous and turns back- 
wards; the lower is divided in three Parts, the Middlemoſt of which is 
hollow like a Spoon. The Stamina are crooked, and from the Side of 
a bidentated or tridentated Calyx ariſes a Piſtil fixed in the back Part of 
the Flower like a Nail, attended with four Embryoes, which turn to as 
many roundiſh Seeds in a Cap/u/a, which was before the Cahæ of the 
Flower. The Herb and Flower: are aromatic, ſtrengthening, diſcutient, 
nervine, analeptic, cephalic, and uterine, It is reckoned uſeſul in Diſ- 
orders of the Breaſt, Catarrhs, the Aſthma; in Obſtructions of the Ute- 
rus and Nerves, Weakneſs of Memory and Sight, Inflations of the Sto- 
mach, Barenneſs, the Green-fickneſs, and Jaundice. They certainly 
incide clammy, viſcid Humours, excite the Oſcillation of the nervous 
Fibres, and reſtore their loſt Tone. The 7:f/ioz may be drank in the 
Manner of Tea. 

ROSA DAMASCENA, the Damaſt Roſe. Roſe buſhes in ral 
bear Flowers conſiſting of ſeveral Petals circularly placed, whoſe foliated 
Calyx turns to a roundiſh or oblong Fruit, which is carnous, unicapſular, 
and full of angular and villous Seeds. Damoſe Raſes have a purgative 
Quality, and therefore a ſolutive Syrup is made of them with the Liquor 
that is left after the Diſtillation of Roſe-water. Hofman ſays, theſe, 
while they are freſh, may be infuſed, not decocted, in a Pint of ſweet 
Whey or Aſſes Milk and given in a Morning for ſame Time to _ 
; the

tive ſtrengthening, and that are proper for iliovs, the

ROSA RUBRA, the Red Roſe. Theſe Roſes are aſtringent and de. 
terfive, and are uſeful whenever there is need of Aſtriftien. They are 
commended to ſtop Vomiting, as alſo for Looſeneſſes and Hæmorrhages. 
They are _ in a Conſumption to heal Ulcers of the Lungs, and in 
2 of Blood. Crugerus aſſerts he has cured deſperate Conſumptions 
of the Lungs with Cow's Milk and Conſerve of Roſes continued a long 
Time. And Riverius aſſerts, he knew a conſumptive Apothecary who 
cured himſelf by eating Sugar of Roſes almoſt continually. | 

RUTA, Garden Rue, has a roſaceous Flower conſiſting of four hollow 
Petals circularly placed; from its Calyx ariſes a Piſtil which turns into 
A roundiſh triangular Fruit, compoſed of four Capſulæ fixed to an axis, 
which are full of reniform Seeds. The Leaves are inciding, attenuating, 
ſimulating, detergent, and diſcutient. They are good in cold phl 
tic Conſtitutions, attenuate viſcid Humours, open Obſtructions of the 
Glands, and are good in Chronic Diſeaſes, the Epilepſy, Hyſteric, and 
_ Diſorders; as alſo in flatulent and humoral Colics. Some ſay, 
if Children afflicted with the King's Evil take three or four Leaves every 
Morning, they will have a good Effect. The Infuſion may be drank as 
Tea; or 3j. of the dried Herb is a Doſe. Two Spoonfuls of the Juice 
of Rue, in the Time of infectious Diſtempers, taken in a Glaſs of gene- 
rous Wine is thought to be a 2 Preſervative. Some direct the Con- 
ſerve of Rue with Vinegar. Valeriola praiſes 3 j. of the Juice with J{. 
of the Honey of Squills againſt the Epilepſy.

SABINA, Sawvine. This has ſmall, greeniſh, ſterile, amentous Flow- 
ers at the Extremities of the Branches. It bears Berries like thoſe of 
Juniper, which have angular, rough Kernels. This is looked upon as a 
great Diuretic and Emmenagogue, and lies under a heavy Imputation for 
e Abortion; but ſome will allow no ſuch Power to this ſuſpected 

emedy. However it is ſafeſt for pregnant Women to abſtain from it. 
It is certainly a warm ſtimulating Medicine, and proper to promote 
Sweat and Urine, being very penetrating, inciding, diſcutient, and ab- 
ſterging. But it ſhould not be given to weak tender Patients, or when 
there is great Heat and Commotion in the Blood. A Spoonful of the 
Mixture of the Juice and Milk, ſweetened with Sugar, is an infallible 
Medicine againit Worms, according to Ray. Or the Leaves may be 
bruiſed with Honey and laid to the Navel for the ſame Purpoſe. Bor- 
haave affirms, that the Leaves bruiſed with Salt and mixed with Oil- 
Olive and applied, are good for a ſtiff Joint and ſcald Heads. The Do 
of the Leaves in Powder is 3j. in a Glaſs of white Wine.

* SALIVANTIA, Salivating Medicines. Theſe likewiſe in a more 
refirained Senſe are APOPHLEGMATIZANT1A, or Prowokers of ' Spittle, 
becauſe they bring a ſalival mucous Matter from the Fauces, Uwvula, at 
falival Dus. The principal of theſe are Tobacco, Pellitory of Span, 
the Roots of Angelica, Zedoary, and Myrrh, which being chewed cauſe 
the Spittle to flow. Their U/ is to expel contagious Miaſmata W 
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with the Air, mix with the Spittle, and lodge in che Faust. Smonkiag 


Tobacco is very good in ſuſpected Places. The Deroctiam in Wine, or 
Irfufions in Brandy of Pellitory, Cloves, Marjoram, or Angelica are

A Piſtil riſes from the Ca/yx which is 
fixed in the back Part of the Flower like a Nail. It is attended with 
four Embryoes, which turn to as many roundiſh Seeds covered with a 
Capſula, which was the Calyx of the Flower. The Stamina reſemble 
the Os Hyoides, The L of this are recommended in an Atonia of 
the Parts, in cold catarrnA Diſorders of the Head and Breaſt ; the 
Vertigo, Aſthma, Trembling, Palſy,* Weakneſs, of the Stomach, Dim- 
neſs of Sight, all cold Diſorders of the Head, and Debilities of the ner- 
vous Syſtem, The beſt Way of taking it is as Tea. Uſed as a G 
it is good to faſten looſe Teeth from a Scurvy in the Gums. 
thinks it is uſeful, in uterine Diſorders, Suppreſſion of the Menſes, 
Sterility, the Phthiſis, and Gout, though it will notſabdue them. 
SAMBUCUS, common Elaer. This has a multifidous monopetalons 
Flower, the middle of which is pierced with the Point of the Calyx as 
with a Nail. The Calyx turns into a Berry full of Juice, in which are 
oblong Seeds. Hoffman ſays the middle Bark is good in the Jaundice. 
It has been given ſucceſsfully in the Dropſy, for which Purpoſe 3j. may 
be pat into fix Ounces of boiling Water with gr. xv. of Salt of Worm- 
wood and Dj. of Cinnamon. The Colature is a Doſe which may be 
taken in the Morning. It purges off Water, and is good in Obſtructions 
of the Liver, and the Jaundice, unleſs the Body is too coſtive, for it 
brings away Stones from the biliary Ducts, as Hoffman obſerves. - The 
Flowers put into'a Pancake aad eaten are a gentle Laxative, when dry 
they are diaphoretic ; as alſo the Rob, an Ounce of which, as Hef 
afirms, is a Specific againſt the Tooth-ach, if taken in Broth; when 
the Patient is in Bed. Some of it mixt in Beer ſhould be uſed as ia 
Gargle at the ſame Time. It is alſo good in an Eryſipelat, and the 
dried Flowers may be powdered and ſprinkled on the Part affected. The 
middle Bark is a good Remedy in Burns. \ 
SARSAPARILLA RADIX, the Root of Sarſaparilla. It is brought 
from America. It conſiſts of a great Number of ſlender Roots of the 
Thickneſs of a Gooſe-quil hanging from one Head. That is beſt 
which is longeſt, of a brown Colour without and whitiſh within, and 
will ſplit into ſmall Strings, with a moderate Quantity of a mealy Sub- 
ſtance. It is a great Diſſolvent, and carries off ſerous mucid Humors, 
and is good in Catarrhs and cutaneous Foulneſſes, particularly the ve- 
vereal. The Doſe is from 31s. to Zij. in Subſtance, and ſs. in 
Decoction. . ; 


SASSAFRAX. This is a light ſpungy Root with a fungous Bark,

Nature is languid and unable to expel the morbific Matter by Sweat, it

This has ſmall monopetalous, la- 
biated, quinquefidous Flowers growing at the Joints of the Leaves, and 
having the Stamina in the upper Labium. A Piſtil ariſes from the Ca- 
lyx, which is fixed in the back Part of the Flower like a Nail, attended 
with four Embryoes, which turn to four Seeds contained in a Capjula 
which was the Calyx of the Flower. This has reſolving, attenuating, 
balſamic, and ſudorific Virtues, and enters ſome officinal Compoſitions, 
but is ſeldom or never preſcribed alone. 

SENNA. The Leaves of Senna ſhould be choſen green, well-dried, 
entire, and of a ſubacrid and bitteriſh Taſte. They are uſeful as a pur- 
gative in all Caſes where it is neceſſary, being mild and yet effectual; 
but yet they are apt to gripe. The College Forms of taking it are beſt. 
The Doſe in Infuſion is from 3. to * | 

SERPENTARIA VIRGINIANA, Virginian Snake-root. This is 3 
fibrous ſlender light Root, brown externally and yellowiſh within, of a 
fragrant and aromatic Smell, and a ſubacrid and bitteriſh Taſte. It 1s 
diuretic, diaphoretic, and alexipharmac, and is often preſcribed in ma- 
lignant Fevers and epidemic Diſeaſes ; and alſo in nervous and paralytic 
Caſes. which proceed from cold pituitous Humors. The Doſe in Subſtance 
is from Oſs. to 2j. In Iifaſton from 33. to 71. 

SINAPI, Muſtard. This has a cruciform Flower conſiſting of four 


Petals, from the Calyx of which riſes a Piſtil, which turns to a 8 
| | tui 
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Fruit, divided into two Cells by a Septum in the Middle, full of round 
iſh Seeds. The Seeds are very uſeful in all Difeaſes from 
Phlegm and Crudities in the Prime Vie ; for they attenuate groſs 'viſ 
Humors and carry them off by Urine. They are good in hypochoh- 
driac Diſorders, Affections of the Spleen, the Jaundice, Dropſy, Ca- 
chexy, Green · ſickneſs, moiſt Aſthmas, and fleepy Diſeaſes. They ex- 
cite an Appetite, help Digeſtion; and are excellent for Perſons in Years. 
Externally they are good in the Hip-gout, and laid to the Feet' with 
Horſe-radiſh, attended with a Delirium they relieve the Head. The 
Doſ of the Seed whole is a Spoonful twice a Day, in ſome Caſes, for 
a Month together.

SEDANTIA, Sedatives. In this Caſe are placed Paregortes, A. 
ſpaſmodics, Anodynes, and Narcotics, which have been taken Notice of 


already. I ſhall only obſerve here that Mire atts by allaying the hot 
inteſtine Motion of the ſulphareous Parts of the Blood, by moiſteni 
the Solids and reſtoring their exorbitant Motions, and ſo becomes — 
of cooling, humecting, anodyne, and antiſpaſmodic Virtues. Cinabar 
is of great Uſe in appeaſing convulſive and epileptic Motions, which 
proceed from a viſcid Lympha lodged in the Brain-and its Membranes, 
as well as of thoſe of the ſpinal R w, by powerfully reſolving it. 
Camphire, eſpecially if mixed with Nitre, is excellent to diſcuſs u - 
tions, which are always attended with Pain and Watching, and ſome- 
times with Delirium, and ſo becomes an Antiſpaſmodie and Sedative. 
Aſa Fetida and Sagapenum, which relax the Spaſms of the Inteſtines of 
Women in hyſteric Fits, act partly by allaying the Spaſms and eaſing the +» 
Pains, and partly, by the ſaponaceous, gummous, acrid Salt, which re- 
ſolve the tenacious Humors and open the Obſtructions of the Glands and 
the minute Tubes. In general we ſhould never have Recourſe to 
Opiates when gentle Anodynes will ſuffice, ſuch as the Emulſions of Poppy- 
ſeed, Nitre, Cinnabar, Maſk, and Caſtor. SARI. 
SPONGIA, Spange. This is a ſoft, lax, porous, compreſſible Sub- 
ſtance, which readily imbibes Water, and is diſtended thereby. It is 
found adhering to Rocks and other Things in the Sea. Its principal 
Uſe, when burnt, is in the King's-evil, and to make Spunge-tents for the 
Dilatation of Wounds. Sa v 
STOMACHICA, Stomachics, are fuch Medicines as ſtrengthen the 
Tone of the Stomach and Inteſtines. Many of the Cephalics and 
Nervines {See Roborantia) are uſeful in Diſorders of theſe Parts, *—_— 
cially ſuch as proceed-from their debilitated Tone. But theſe Remedies 
are not to be uſed promiſcuouſly ; for when there is Want of Appei 
from a Load of acid and viſcid Crudities in the Stomach, .Gentian, 
Mormauood, Carduus Benediclus, Spices, Canella Alba, Pepper, Ginger, and 
Arum may be uſed with Succeſs, In a Loathing, Nauſea, and Vomiting, 
the beſt are Mint, Pepper-mint, or Maſtick. For the Cardialgia, Colic, 
and Gripes, uſe freſh Orange peel, the true Oil of Camomile, and dulcified 
Spirit of Nitre. When the Svlipperineſs of the Inteſtines cauſes a Flux, 
Cortex Eleutheriz or Caſcarilla is of ſingular Service. In an Inflation 
of the Inteſtines from Wind, the Tincture and Water of Zedoary, the 
aflilled Oils of Carraways and Cummin exceed every Thing elſe. 
SUDORIFERA, Sudorifics, Theſe were called by the Greeks Hy = 
portes, becauſe they procure a ſenſible Moiſture: on the Skin, ſup- 


pled from the Lymphatico-arterious Veſſels. Of this Kind are the

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| Roots of Angelica, Elrcampane, Valerian, Contrayerva, Virginian Sugh- 
roots Safſafras, and Lignum Guaiacum, crude Antimony, medicinal, R

No Sudorific, let the Doſe be what it will, can procure a Sweat, un- 
leſs the Body is diſpoſed thereto ; that is, unleſs the vaſculous Subſtance 
of the Skin be open and relaxed, and the Blood is diluted with a ſuffi. 
.cient Quantity of Fluid. Therefore before Sweating the Patient ſhould 
drink a pretty large Quantity of hot Water, Tea, or Water-gruel, and 
ſhould go into a hot Bed or Bagnio. However, profuſe Sweating is ſel- 
dom neceſſary ; for in a natural State a Perſon never ſweats unleſs after 
unuſual Motion, and then it is not a Sign of Health, like inſentible 
Perſpiration. Beſides the beſt Sudorifics act with too great a Force, and 
drive the Blood and impure Serum into the minuter Veſſels, and may 
ſometimes produce Inflammations and Congeſtions of the Humor. 
But they are very pernicious when a Load of vitiated Humors oppreſz 
the Prime /iz, and the Body is coſtive ; becauſe by this Means ar- 
thritic and rheumatic Pains, as alſo hectic Fevers, have not ſeldom been 
the Conſequence. | 

Siltlorifics are evidently bad in acute Diſeaſes, inflammatory and erup- 
tive Fevers, unleſs very moderate and ſeldom repeated; otherwiſe the 
Heat, Anxiety, and Violence of the Symptoms will be increaſed, 
Alexipharmacs and Theriaca/s are ſaid to reſiſt Poiſons and the Malignity of 
the Humors even in the Time of the Plague; but they are of greater 
Uſe as Preſervatives than for a Cure, eſpecially if malignant and epide- 
mieal Diſeaſes happen at a rainy, vapid, foggy Seaſon, when the north 
and eaſt Wind ceaſe to blow, or when there are great Floods or an 
Inundation of Waters. At theſe Times they are beſt given in Vinegar 
mixt with Water, or alexipharmac Roots ſhould be infaſed in Vinegar, 
= thus medicated a few Spoonfuls may be exhibited mixt with 
ater, | 

- Saveating is uſeful when Diſeaſes arife from external Cold, and a 4 
preſſion of Perſpiration, ſuch as Catarrhs, Rheumatifms, Colds, , 
and Tumors of the Glands, or when cold Liquors have been drank, the 
Body being in a Sweat, and Danger is apprehended therefrom; In theſe 
Caſes the ſooner they are given the better. Likewiſe, when a Perſon has 
received the Infection of a Diſeaſe, they are good after a Vomit, and 
+bezoardic Vinegars or Powders may be given with a little Camplure, 
which is the Prince of Alexipharmacs. Sweating may be admitted freely 
in thoſe Diſeaſes which lodge in the Skin and deſtroy its Texture, 
ſuch as the Scabies, Herpes, Leproſy, wenereal Puſtules and Ulcers. Like- 
wiſe the acrid viſcid Serum which ſtagnates in the nervous Membranes, 
producing arthritic and rheumatic Pains, may be carried off ſafely this 
Way. The ſame may be ſaid of all cold Diſeaſes, the Anaſarca, Leu: 


cophlegmatia, cold Scurvy, Lues wenerea, fixed Arthritis, Hip-gout, Paly, 


and the like; becauſe Sudorifics increaſe the elaſtic and contractile Force 
of the Heart and Veſſels, and reſtore the Circulation of the Blood for 
the better Expulſion of the impure Humors; but they muſt be con- 
tinued for ſome Time. Sweats ſucceed beſt with a ſufficient Quantity o 
bot Liquor, as is evident from the Effects of the DecoQion _

Woods in the Last wenera and other cold Diſeaſes. A Szdorific has 
often cured tertian and guarien Agues, among the loweſt Claſs of People, 
by giving an Emetic firſt and then the Sudorific ſome Hours before the 
Fit, obſerving a Regimen. This has been compoſed of Rob of Elder, 
Salt of Tartar, a few Grains of Pepper, and a little Brandy,

TAMARIN DUS, the Tamarind. tree. This bears Flowers conſiſting 
of three reddiſh Petals. The Calyx is thick with four Leaves turning 
downwards; from the Middle of this the Piſtil ariſes attended with thres 
Stamina, and turns into a Fruit like the Pods of Beans. Theſe have a 
double Shell, the external is thick, brittle, and reddiſh, the internal 
green and thin. Between theſe Shells lies a ſoft, acid, vinous, ſub- 
acrid, blackiſh Pulp, and the inner Shell contains hard, quadrangular, 
and almoſt flat Seed. This Fruit was formerly brought from Arabia, 
but now from the Yeft-Tadies and other Parts. They have a gentle 
purgative Quality and evacuate bilious Humors ; whence they are 
" in the Diſorders of the Liver, the Jaundice, and bilious Fevers. 

hey are very uſeful in bilious Diarrhceas, and allay the Orgaſm of the 
Blood. The Dofe of the Pulp paſſed through a Sieve, is from 3j. to 3 ij. 
In Decoction rom I to Fiv. : 

TEMPERANTIA, Temperating Medicines. Theſe are not only tempe- 
rate, tame, and refrigerate the hot inteſtine Motion of the ſulphureous 
Parts of the Blood, but the fervid, burning, bilious Humors themſelves 
contained in the Inteſtines. Of this Kind are Sorrel, Waod-ſorrel, 
Oranges, Currants, Strawberries, Cherries, the greater cold Seeds, Water- 
gruel, Whey, Butter-milk, the Decoction of Shavings of Hartſhorn, 
Hartſhorn-gellies, purified Nitre, Cream of Tartar, and Tincture of 
Roſes. Theſe are of great Uſe in all præternatural Heats, Fevers, In- 
flammations, grievous Spaſms, and Pains which are almoſt always 
attended with a hot Commotion in the Blood. Acids act by coagulating 
the Blood, and therefore are not ſo good as thoſe of the nitrous Kind 3 
for Nitre not only cools but relaxes the rigid Parts, being antiſpaſmo- 
dic, and at the ſame Time promotes Urine and Stools, and rather colli- 
quates, rarifies, and attenuates viſcid Humors than otherwiſe ; for if 
the Powder of Nitre is ſprinkled on black coagulated Blood it renders 
it more florid and fluid. Therefore it is good in all Inflammations and 
inflammatory Fevers, which proceed from a black, coagulated, and in- 
carcerated Blood. And as it likewiſe diſſolves coagulated Serum, it is 
a good Preſervative againſt Inflammations. l 3h 

In fow hefic Fevers, which commonly are owing to a Fault or a 
Corruption of the Viſcera, and when there is a Cough and Spitting of 
Blood proceeding from the Lungs, Acids are improper ; but nitrous 
Things and Diluents, Whey, and Harſhorn-gellies ſhould be uſed.

Morbus, then Acids and Refrigerants muſt not be uſed, but Diluents, 
Gellies, Mucilages, with temperating and abſorbent Powders, and a 
Grain or two of Nitre. 

TILIA, the Lime or Linden-tree. This bears a whitiſh roſaceous 
Flower, conſiſting of five Petals circularly placed, From its quinqueſo- 
lious Calyx ariſes a Piſtil; to this 1 a roundiſh Shell of the * 
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of a Pea, containing one or two blackiſh Seeds. The Flowers are ce: 
phalic, and good againſt the Vertigo, Epilepſy, and Apoplexy. They 
ſtrengthen the Heart and are good in hyſteric Diſeaſes. They like- 
wiſe diſſolve ſabulous Concretions and grumous Blood from Bruiſes or 
Falls. Hoffman declares he knew a chronic Epilepſy cured by drinking 
an Infuſion of theſe Flowers in the Manner of Tea. 

TORMENTILLA, Tormentil. This has a roſaceous Flower con- 
ſiſting of four Petals placed in a Circle. The Piſtil ariſes from a mo. 
nopetalous, multifidous, and pelviform Calyx, which tarns to a Fruit 
containing many Seeds involved in the Calyx itſelf, The Root, beſides 
its aſtringent Qualities, is likewiſe diaphoretic, which renders the Uſe 
of it more ſafe in Diarrhceas and other Caſes wherein Aſtringents are 
neceſſary. The Doſe of the Powder is from 3j. to 3j. In Decoc-

IRICHOMANES, Exgliſb black Maiden- hair. The Fruit of this 

ows on the Leaves which are membranaceous Capſulæ almoſt globu- 
ar. They are wrapped in Scales, and ſecured with an elaſtie Ring, 
which by its Contraction opens the Capſalæ, and ſeatters the exceedingly 
minute Seeds. This has been in Eſteem for Diſorders of the Breaſt, 
Hoarſeneſs, Coughs, the Aſthma, and Pleuriſy; its chief Uſe is in pec- 
toral Syrups. It may be drank as Tea. | 

TRIFOLIUM PALUDOSUM, Mar trefoil or Buck- beans. This 
has an infundibuliform, multifidous, monopetalous Flower, from the 
Calyx whereof ariſes a Piſtil fixed in the loweſt Part of the Flower like a 
Nail, which turns into a Fruit, or oblong bivalved Shell full of roundiſh 
Seeds. The Leaves of this are highly celebrated for their Efficacy in 
ſerophulous and ſcorbutic Cafes. Simon Pauli, from Experience, preſers 
it to Scurvy-graſs for the Scurvy. The Herb is aperient and ſtrength- 
ening, and incides groſs tartareous Humors in the Stomach, Lungs, 
Liver, Spleen, Pancreas, and Meſentery. It is good in moſt chronic 
Diſeaſes which proceed from Acids, Viſcidities, and a Defe& or Slug- 
giſhneſs of the Bile. It is uſed in Gargles for Rotteneſs of the Gums, 
and to faſten the Teeth. The Do/e in Powder is from Iſs. to 3j. 
and upwards, In Decoction or Infuſion in Water, Whey, or Broth, 
from Mj. to Mij. 

TUSSILAGO, Colts-fooz. This Plant has a radiated Flower. Its 
Diſk is compoſed of Floſculi; its Corona of Semifloſculi, ſeated on the 
Embryoes and comprehended in a multifidous Calyx. The Embryoes 
turn into Seeds with Pappi affixed to the Tha/amus. This is a pectoral 
Plant and is good in the Diſorders of the Lungs, Coughs, Aſthmas: 
Shortneſs of Breath, Ulcers, and Vomicæ of the Lungs; as alſo in 
| Catarrhs from ſalt Serum. Some recommend it againſt the Pleuriſy. 
Others would have it ſmoaked as Tobacco for Diſeaſes of the Break. 
The Flowers and Leaves may be uſed as Tea.

VALERIANA SYLVESTRIS, Vi Valerian. The Flowers are 
monopetalous, infundibuliform, multiſidous, and collected together on 
the Top of the Stalks into Urbe/las or Spikes.

Others have taken ziſs. in a Spoon!ul or two of white Wine. Children 
may take 3ſs. in the like Manner. When they fall into a Sweat, or 
purge downwards, or void Worms, it is a Sign of a Cure. 
| VERONICA MAS, Male Speed-wwell, This Plant has a monopeta- 
lous, multifidous, blue Flower, and a Piſtil riſes from the Calyx fixed 
in the Middle of the Flower like a Nail, which turns into a membra- 
naceous Fruit divided into two Cells full of Seeds. The Leaves of this 
are the European Tea, Many Authors have written Diſſertations on this 
Herb, among whom is Frederic Hoffman. Tt is celebrated for ſo many 
Virtues, that it would be tedious to recount them all. It is ſaid to be 
effectual in all Diſeaſes of the Breaſt, Coughs, Aſthmas, Vomicæ of 
the Lungs, Ulcers in the Kidneys, Retention of Urine, the Gravel, 
and nephritic Colic. As alſo in Coughs attending hectic Fevers, 
Heavineſs of the Head, Vertigoes, Torpors, and Stupors. It is uſually 
drank as Tea, but Svabl would have it macerated in Wine for ten or 
twelve Days, and then diſtilled ſo long as to have a ſmall Spirit, 
which, he ſays, is moſt effectual in a recent heQic Cough, Hoarſeneſs, 
and a ſenile Aſthma. 
VISCERALIA, Fifeerals, Theſe are dedicated to the Janguineaus 
Viſcera, as the Liver, Spleen, Uterus, Kidneys, and Lungs, and are in- 
tended to ſtrengthen them. They comprehend what have been uſually 
called HeyaTics, SpLENETiCs, PnEuUmMoNniICs, UTERINES, ANTI- 
HYDROPICS, ANT1-ICTERICSs, ANTIHYSTERICs, and ANTIPH- 
THISICS, Theſe act upon the Viſcera which are ſluffed and obſtructed 
with thick groſs Humors, inciding and diſſolving the viſcid Juices, and 
at the ſame Time reſtoring the contractile and elaſtic Force of their Veſſels, 
and fo ſerve as Preſervatives againſt, and Remedies for, thole tedious 
Diſeaſes which proceed from Diſorders in theſe Viſcera. But though 
they all agree in their ſtrengthening and aperient Virtues, yet it is 
neceſſary to prefer ſome to others in particular Diſeaſes. Thus, if 
the Liver is obſtructed and cauſes the Jaundice, Cachexy, and Scarvy, 
then bitter, deterſive, and ſaponaceous Medicines are beſt, as the five 
opening Roots, Rhubarb, Turmeric, Opoponax, Baellium, Spaniſh Soap, 
Almond ſoap, Elixir Proprietatis without an Acid, Tin&ure of Rhubarb 
prepared with Salt of Tartar, Tinfure of Marſh-trefoil, and Preparations 
of Iron. If there is a Laxity and Infarction of the Luxcs, and the 
Diſeaſe proceeds from thence, then we ſhould prefer Myrrh, Gum 
Ammoniac, Flywers of Suiphur, Veroniaca, white Hore-hound, and Maiden- 
hair. When the SPLEEN is tumified and ſluffed with Blood, and pro- 
duces an impure Blood, particularly the Cachexy, then martial Reme- 
dies are chiefly to be uſed. When the Kioxzxs have their Tone 
weakened ſo as to breed Gravel and cauſe other nephritic Complaints, 
then nothing is better than Rob of Funiper-berries, When the UrERus 
is weakened and retards the Progreſs of the Blood and Humors, and 
tedious Diſcaſes ariſe, eſpecially aſter Abortion, it will be moſt prudent 
to make Choice of Birthwort, Mugavort, Myrrh, Galbanum, Bdellium, 
Opoponax, Amber, and aloetic Pills, If the InTEsTINEs and their Glands 
and Ducts, or the Biliary, pancreatic, and /afeal Dufs are weakened, 
and a too plentiful Flux of Humors occaſion a Diarrhea ; or the 
MS Humore 
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Humors ſtagnating in the Veſſels become the Fomes and Cauſe of 


febrile Symptoms and Paroxyſms, more ſalutary Effects may be ex. 


peRed from Rhubarb, the Peruvian Bark, Canella Alba, Caſcarilla, and 
the Tinctures of Szee/ and Saffron, than any Thing elſe. 

In general it will be proper to bleed before the Uſe of theſe Medi. 
eines, eſpecially if there is a Plethora ; and the Prime Vie ſhould be 
cleanſed from Recrements, by ſuitable Laxatives. And to render the 
Blood more fluxile, it will be beſt to take them in Decoctions or In. 
fuſions, or what is better, with 2:ineral Waters or Whey, by which they 
will be enabled to vanquiſh.grievous chronical Diſeaſes. more certainly ; 
eſpecially by perſiſting in their Uſe and uſing Exerciſe, ſuch as riding 
on Horſeback, or in a Coach or Cart, or Walking. 

VISCUS QUERNUS, Miſietoe of the Oak. This is a paraſitic 
Plant with a monopetalous pelviform Flower, with Verrucæ which 
yield a Powder like the Apicet. The Embryoes are generated diſtin 
from the Flower. The tender Fruit is attended with ſour minute Leaves, 
and turns into a round Berry full of a glutinous Juice, and a compreſſed 


cordiform Seed. The principal Uſe of this is againſt the Epilepſy; 


it is likewiſe good for the Vertigo and to prevent' an Apoplexy. 
Simon Pauli recommends it to cure the Pleuriſy. The Powder of the 
Wood is given from 3j. to zij, Or 7ſs. may be infuſed in 3; vj. of 
white Wine fora Doſe. Pauli 's Doſe is 3j. of the Powder in 3 iv. of 
| Barley-water, which promotes a plentiful Sweat.

The beſt is thick, compact, 
weighty, not wrinkled nor worm. eaten, and of a ſtrong aromatic Smell 
and Tafte. It is an Alexipharmac and incides thick Phlegm in the 
Lungs and Stomach, and is good in Shortneſs of Breath, the Aſthma, 
flatulent Colics, the Scurvy, Palſy, and imparts freſh Vigour to a vapid 
Blood. It is carminative and ſtomachic, eſpecially its Tincture made 
with Spirit of Wine. The Doſe in Subſtance is from gr. vi. to 31s. 
or zij may be infuſed in hot Water, and drank as Tea. | 

INZIBER, Ginger. The Root is brought from the Faft and W:#- 
Indies, but is not a Native of the latter. It is good in all Diſorders 
roceeding from Acids, and where there is thick cold groſs Phlegm. 

t ſtrengthens the Stomach, promotes Digeſtion, corroborates the Brain, 
helps the Memory, cures Weakneſs of the Sight proceeding from Moil- 
ture, ſtimulates to Venery, and diſcuſſes Wind. It is not proper for 
Hot Conſtitutions, nor when there is a Fervor in the Blood, nor yet 
muſt it be given in too large a Doſe in melancholic Diſeaſes, becauſe 
it renders the thick Humors more immoveable. The Deſ in Powder 
Is from gr: x. to gr. xv.

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GUMS, ROSINS, OILS, IufckSs, and other Things pro- 


ceeding from VEGETABLES. 


ALOE, Ales, is the inſpiſſated Juice of a Plant of the ſame Name 
of which there are properly but two Sorts, SUccoTRINE and Ca- 
BALLINE, This laſt is either pure and is called HzyaTic, or impure, 
and then it is termed CaBALLINe. The Succatrine ſo called from the 
Iſland Succorra lying on the South of Arabia, looks bright and ſhining, 
and is brittle in the Winter, and ſomewhat ſoft in the Summer, and in- 
clines to a reddiſh purple Colour, and powdered to a bright golden 
Colour, with a ſpicey Bitterneſs and a ſtrongiſh Smell, but a little aro- 
matic and not very diſagreeable. The Hepatic is more duſky, denſe, 
and dry, of the Colour of Liver, of a ſtronger Smell and more intenſely 
bitter. The Caballine is heavy, denſe, black, full of Dirt and Gravel, 
of a moiſt nauſeous bitter Tafte, and of a ſtrong diſagreeable Smell. 
flees has two Principles the gummors and the rofinous, in the firſt of 
which the purgative Virtue chiefly reſides, and which may be eaſily 
ſeparated from the Roſin by a watry Menfiruum. The immoderate 
Uſe of Ales is hurtful, the moderate beneficial, eſpecially to free-livers 
who are too apt to overload their Stomachs and to live an inactive Life, 
and conſequently ſtand in need of having their Crudities diſcharged. 
It is friendly to the Liver by diſſolving thick Blood and viſcid Bile, 
and putting them in Motion. Bur it 1s not proper for thoſe that are 
dry and bilious, for it may induce an Atrophy. It inflames the Viſcera 
which are already too hot, and has a Tendency to cauſe the Piles and 
promote Hemorrhages. It is very ſerviceable to Perſons of a cold Con- 
ſtitution, for it warms the whole Habit, and promotes the menſtrual and 
hzmorrhoidal Diſcharges. I have known country People take it 
freely diſſolved in Brandy or a Proof Spirit, for the Worms with Succeſs. 
Externally it has been uſed to cleanſe Ulcers. The Doſe of the Saccotrine 
is from gr. iii. to 9j. though ſome give Dij. improperly. | 

AMMONIACUM, Gum Ammoniac. This is brought from Alexan- 
driain Egypt. It is a concrete Juice of a middle Nature between a Gum 
and a Roſin, and is in Lumps, becoming ſoft when handled, of a yel- 
low browniſh Colour without, and white or yellow within, and ſeems 
to be compoſed of ſmall Drops concreted together. Its Taſte is ſweet- 
iſh at firſt, and bitter afterwards. The Smell is fragrant a little like 
Calbanum. Amoniacum incides groſs Humors, reſolves the viſcid and 
tenacious, and diſcuſſes them when collected. It is of great Uſe in the 
Aſthma, and diſſipates crude Tubercles of the Lungs, and is ſaid to 
reſolve Schirrus's of the Liver, Spleen, Meſentery, and Uterus ; but 
this is doubtful. However it is a great Deobſtruent, and cures Colics 
ariſing from viſcid Matter lodged in the Inteſtines ; it is good in hyſteric 
Diſorders proceeding from an Obſtruction of the Menſes, and ſome- 
times moves the Belly. The Doſe is from Oſs. to 3j. in Emulſions, Pills, 
or Holuſſen. Externally it ſoftens and ripens hard } way | 

ARABICUM GUTAMI, Gum Arabic. It is brought from Egypt 
and Arabia. The beft is of a pale yellow, pellucid, ſhining, dry, and 
without Filth. It is without Taſte or Smell, and diſſolves only in Water 4 
and as it conſiſts of mucilaginous Parts, it ſheaths an acrid —

what like that of Garlick. This is very uſeful in flatulent Colics, byſ. 
teric Diſeaſes both inwardly and outwardly. As alſo in promoting 
the Menſes and the Lochia. It promotes a Diaphoreſis and Sweating, 
; f malignant Humors from the Centre to the Cirumference. - It is 
likewiſe good in Diſorders of the Nerves, and the Palſy, and in 
aſthmatic Caſes may be taken in a poached Egg. The Smell excites 
Women in hyſteric Fits. The Do/ is from gr. xii. to 3j. 
BALSAMUM PERUVIANUM, Balſam of Peru. This is of a 
reddiſh black Colour and of a fragrant Smell like Benjamin. It warms 
the Habit, and is very friendly to the nervous Syſlem. It ſtrengthens 
the Solids, attenuates viſcid Humors, promotes the Circulation, reſiſt; 
Putrefaction, is beneficial in Diſeaſes of the Breaſt, Aſthmas, Conſump- 
ions, nephritic Pains, Suppreſſions of the Menſes, ObſtuRions of the 
2 Diſorders of the Uterus, and Gonorrhœas. Outwardly it is 
good for Wounds, Ulcers, the Puncture of a Tendon, and Contractions 
' of the Nerves. The Deſe is from gut. iv. to gut. xii. In tlie dry 
Bell. ach it is given from gut. xxx. to gut. xl. thrice in a Day. 
_ BALSAMUM TOLUTANUM, Bal/am of Tolu. This proceeds 
from a Tree like a Dwarf-pine, and is a roſinous Juice of a mean Con- 
ſiſlence, between liquid and denſe, but with keeping becomes dry and 
brittle. It is of a tawny golden Colour inclining to red, and of a very 
fragrant agreeable Smell, between that of Benjamin and Lemons; the 
Take is ſweetiſh and a little pungent, but not nauſeous. It is brought 
Over in thin Shells in Shape like a Cocoa- nut. It has the ſame Virtues 
as the former, though ſome reckon it better for Conſumptions of the 
Lyogs, internal Ulcers, Gleets, and Gonorrhceas. 
BALSAMUM COPAIBA, Balſam of Capivi, by ſome called Bra- 
filian Balſam. Thus is a roſinous liquid Juice of an oleous Conſiſt- 
nce while recent, but in Time becomes more tenacious and thick. 
he Colour is of a whitiſh yellow. The Taſte is acrid, bitter, and 
aromatic, and the Smell fragrant. This has been accounted a Specific 
in the Whites, the benign anc Pens and Gleets. Fuller obſerves, 
this Balſam does not impart a Violet Smell to the Urine, like a Turpen- 


tine, but renders it intenſely bitter; as alſo that it abates and ſheaths 


the muriatic Saltneſs of the Sa/iva and Urine, reſtoring at the ſame 
Time the oleous Particles to the impoveriſhed Blood, and curing a rancid, 
atredinal, and ſcorbutic Cachexy. It promotes Urine and abates its. 
Heat, cleanſes the Kidneys, Ureters, and Bladder from ſabulous 
Concretions, flrengthens them when relaxed, and deterges and cures 
Ulcers in thoſe Parts, freeing them effectually from all purulent and 
foreign Matter. It is a great Pectoral, deterges the Bronchia, reſtores 
the Tone of the Lungs, and diſſolves crude Tubercles therein. It 


Cures violent and dangerous Coughs which threaten a Conſumption, 
and though it is hot it agrees with heQtic Patients. Uſed externally or 
ipternaily it cures Uicers, and is of Service in the Palſy, Gont, Weak- 
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neſs, and Pain in the Back. The is from gut v. to gut xx. 
Given to 3j. or 7zij. it purges like Tarpentine. It may be mixed 
with Sugar, or diſſolved in the Volk of an Egg; and ſo. made to unite

BENZOINUM, Benjamin. This is a Rofin gained from a Tree in 
the Eaſt- Indies. Some call it Amygdaloides, becauſe it has white Spots 
in it like blanched Almonds. It is dry, hard, brittle, inflammable, and 
conſiſts of ſeveral white or yellowiſh Bits made into a Maſs. The Taſte 
is roſinous and fat, the Smell ſweet and fragrant, eſpecially when kin- 
dled. This is a Pectoral and may be uſed with good Succeſs in Coughs, 
Colds, Catarrhs, Obſtructions of the Lungs, and Aſthmas ; for it pow- 
erfully incides and attenuates wiſcid Phlegm, and promotes Expectora- 
tion. The Doſe is from gr. xv. to 3ſs. Outwardly in Plaſters it 
ſtrengthens the Stomach, Hes , and nervous Parts. 

CAMPHORA, Camphire. This is a roſinous Concrete, brought 
from Japan, Zeylen, and other Places in the Eaft- Indien. When it is 
refined it is of a white cryſtalline Colour, and of a clear and almoſt 
tranſparent Body; of a bitteriſh, aromatic, acrid Taſte, ang yet with a 
Senſe of Coolneſs; of a very ſtrong odoriferous Smell, not” unlike Oil 
of Spike. It is wholly volatile, Jiflolving readily in ſpirituous or oily 
Bodies, and when it is ſet on Fire it is not eafily extinguiſhed, not only 
burning in the Air but in the Water, for which Reaſon they uſe it 
in ſome Sort of Fire-works. Cambbire is an efficacious Draphoretic 
and Sudorific, and is in high Eſteem for its good Effects in- malignant 
and epidemical Fevers ; for it penetrates like Lightering through the 
whole Body, and increaſes inſenſible Perſpiration without raiſing Com- 
motions in the Blood, and puts the ſtagnating Humors in Motion 'in 
the moſt diſtant Parts, promoting their Expulſion. It renders the 
Blood more fluid, leſſening at the 2 Time the Quantity of Serum. 
In malignant Fevers proceeding from an acrid or putrid State of the 
Humors, Camphire powerfully corrects the Acrimony, expels the putrid 
Matter through the cutaueous Pores, preventing an Inflammation or 
Mortification when there is a T'endency thereto. It reſtrains Hzmor- 
rhages in acute Fevers by ſtrengthening the Veſſels, and promotes critical 
and periodical Evacuations. What has been ſaid is chiefily the Senſe 
of Hoffman, to which he adds, that it expels even the wenereal Virus, 
and that Camphire has cured the Pox, only premifing a Purge, and 
that in recent Claps no one Medicine can equal it. In continual Feyers, 
Pleurifies, and inflammatory IO when there is a Tendency to a 
Vortification, intenſe Heat, Thirſt, or when the Skin is dry and par- 
cned, whether before or after a Delirium is come on, Camphire joined 
with Mitre produces moſt happy Effects, ſoon relieving the Symptoms, 
and oceaſioning a calm Sleep and plentiful Sweat without fatiguing 
the Patient. He farther obſerves that Camphire by its antiphlogiſtic 
Quality prevents the bad Effects of irritating Medicines ; and that Can- 
tharides, acrid flimulating Cathartics, and Diuretics, by mixing a little 
Camphire with them, become much more mild and ſafe. Its Power 
in correcting Cantharides is the Diſcovery of Groenvelt, for which See 
Cantharides. The Doſe is from gr. iii. to'Dj. diſſolved in Oil- olive or 
in a Bolus, FJunker, who is very loath to acknowledge its Virtues, ſays 
it is very efficacious in the Head. ach, Clawvus Hiſtericus, Ear. ach, Opthal- 
ava, (in which it myſt be laid upon the Eye with Caution and _ 
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about the Neck) phrenetic Deliriums, catarrhal Tooth ach, Inſſammation 
of the Neck, Stomach, Pleura, Liver, Spleen, the Rbeumatiſn, Eryfipelas, 
Plymon, Gangrene, &c. That it mitigates the Heat of the ſerine Scabies, 
and hung to the Neck allays the acute Heat of Infants by Perſpiration, 
and recalls Sweats when driven back. | 
-- CATECHU, Japan-carthb. This is the inſpiſſated Juice of a Fruit 
in the Taff Indies ſuppoſed to be the Areca. It is reddiſh within when 
broken, and melts when held upon the Tongue, having an auſtere 
Taſte at firſt, but ſweetiſh afterwards.

It is a gentle 
Aftringent, and ſerves to faſten the Teeth, cures Ulcers of the Mouth 
and Tonſils, abates Spitting of Blood, reſtrains Catarths, corrects acrid 
Phlegm, ſtrengthens the Stomach, helps Digeſtion, and uſing it with 
Caution is good in Fluxes of the Belly and Overflowing of the Menſes.

That now in Uſe is brought from Braſil, and is of 
a yellowiſh or greeniſh white, ſomewhat tranſparent, and reſembles the 
Rofin of the Pine-tree. The beſt is pellucid, greeniſh, fat, tough, and 
of no unpleaſant Smell, a little like Fennel. It js not uſed inwardly, 
but externally ; it is excellent in Applications to tender and extremely 
ſenſible Parts, chiefly to Wounds of the Head and Skull, to PunQures, 
to Wounds and Tumors of the Joints, Tendons, and nervous Parts; 
FULIGO LIGNI, #794 fcor. This is of a ſhining black Colour, a 
diſagreeable Smell and an acrid bitter Taſte. It is chiefly uſed in ner- 
vous and hyſteric Caſes. Taken in Vinegar it is recommended for re- 
folving grumous Blood from Bruiſes or Falls, and Riverius ſays, if 
g's. or 3j. of it is taken in Wine, it will cure a Pleuriſy by Sweat. 
Others ſay the ſame in Colics and the hyſteric Paſſion, becauſe it” ſub- 
dues the Acid which offends the nervous Parts. It has been greatly 
eſteemed in epileptic Caſes. | | | 
GALBANUM. This is the concreted Juice of an African Plant of 
the ferulaceous Kind, and is of a middle Nature between a Gum and a 
Roſin. It is a yellowiſh fat Subſtance of a bitter acrid Taſte, and a 
difagreeable Smell. It has the ſame Virtues as Ammoniac but weaker, 
except in hyſterical Diſorders, in which Caſes it is alſo good, being ap- 
F | externally to the Navel. Spread like a Plaſter and applied to the 
art affected, it appeaſes ſpaſmodic Motions of the Inteſtines, Convul- 
Hons of the Limbs, and is good in the Palſy. The Doſe in Subſtance is 
Jrom Dj. to 3j. | ; 
GUAIACI GUMMI, Gum Guaiacum. This is a Rofin and not a 
Gum though ſo called, and is outwardly brown, and pellucid within, 
ſometimes a little reddiſh, and ſometimes greeniſh, brittle, of an acrid 
' Taſte, and of no diſagreeable Smell when kindled, like that of the Wood. 
This has much the ſame Virtues as the Wood, and is of very great 
Efficacy againſt the Rheumatiſm and wandering Pains all over the 
Body, and is often preſcribed in Electuaries for thoſe Purpoſes ; but the 
Eff-ts are more certain when diſſolved in Spirits of Wine, as in the 
Ballamum Guaiacinum. I wonder it has never been placed in the Claſs 
of Purges, for it operates without griping or Sickneſs, and its attenu- 
ating and opening Qualities render it very ſuitable for moſt chronic Dif- 


eaſes, ſuch as the Dropſy, Jaundice, Gout, Lues Venerea, ſleepy _ 
cales, 
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eaſes, and the Palſy. For the lame Reaſon it is good againſt Diſeaſes 
of the Head, and where there is Dullneſs, Heavineſs, or Torpor of the 
Senſes. The Doſe, as an Alterative, is from gr. viii. to 31s. As a 
Purge, from 3 to ij. 

KERMES SUCCUS, Kermes Juice. This is contained in a mem- 
branous Bag, of the Size of a Pea, which is ſmooth, ſhining, and of 


- duſcy red, covered with a fine Down or Aſh- coloured Duſt. It is 


turgid, with a great Number of ſmall Eggs or Animalcules, which rubbed 
with the Finger pour out a crimſon Liquor of a ſubacrid bitteriſh Taſte, 
and no diſagreeable Smell, It adheres to the Leaves and tender Twigs 
of a Kind of an Lex in warm Climates in hot Years, in May and June, 
from whence the Juice is expreſſed. It is a Cordial any way given to 
raiſe the Spirits in difficult Births, to ſtop Vomiting, to ſtrengthen the 

Stomach, and prevent Abortion. The Do/e of the Juice is from 3j. to ij. 
MANNA. This is gathered in Calabria from the twentieth of June 
to the End of July from the Trunk and larger Boughs of two Kinds of 
Aſh. It flows ſpontaneouſly like a limpid Liquor from Noon till the 
Evening, which then congeals, grows hard and white. They collect it 
in the Morning, ſcraping it off with wooden Knives, and-then expoſe 
it in the Sun till it will not ſtick to the Fingers. The beſt is in Flakes 
of Tears of a whitiſh or pale yellow Colour. It is often adulterated 
with Sugar or Honey, but thoſe who are acquainted with the Taſte of 
Manna cannot be deceived. It ſtimulates the Belly, obtunds the Acri- 
mony of acid faltiſh Humours, and appeaſes the ſpaſmodic Conſtriction 
of the inteſtinal Fibres ; whence it is good in hypochondriacal Diſor- 
ders, and Diſeaſes of the Breaſt, and excels mall order Purges. If 
there is Occaſion for a Stimulus, it may be mixed with Rhubarb or 
Sema. Or — to Hoffman, when that is not ſufficient, Fiij. of 
Manna may be mixed with gr. v. of Emetic Tartar, and being diſſolved 
may be given by Spoonfuls, till it produces the deſired Effect. The De 

is from 3j. to 3j. In ſome particular Caſes he gave giij. | 
MASTICHE, Maftick. This Roſin exudes from the Lentiſc-tree in 
the Iſland of Chis or Scio, in ſmall yellowiſh, brittle, pellacid - Grains. 
It ſoon grows ſoft between the Teeth, and is of a flight aſtringent 
Taſte, and of no unpleaſant Smell. It is diſcutient, abſtergent, ſtoma- 
chic, and ſtrengthening, and is uſeful in Weakneſs of the Inteſtines, 
Nauſeas, Fluxes of the Belly, Spitting of Blood, the benign Gonor- 
rhæa, the Whites in Women, Incontinence of Urine, catarrhal Diſ- 
orders, and old Coughs; but if taken immoderately it cauſes Belching. 
The Doſe is ſrom Dj. to 31s. Being chewed it promotes Spittle plen- 
tifully, and ſometimes cures Hardneſs of Hearing, becauſe it evacuates 
the peccant Matter from the Euflachian Tube. Applied to the Temples 
it tops DefluQions and cures the Tooth-ach. ; 
MYRRHA, Myrrh, a gummy Roſin. It is brought from Atbiopia 
and Arabia; the beſt is brittle, ſhining, of a yellowiſh duſky red, all of 
a Colour, bitter, acrid, and of a fragrant Smell, It is balſamic, heating, 
reſolving, cleanſing, and ſtrengthening. Its principal Uſe is in chronic, 
cold, cachectic, catarrhal, ulcerous, and venereal Diſeaſes. It is like- 
wiſe of great Service in Weakneſs of the Stomach, Looſeneſſes, ſtinking 
Breaths, and the Worms. Given in roper Doſes it is prevalent in the 
Irregularities and Suppreſſion of the Men/es, the Hzmorrhoids, and the 
Lochia. Nor is it leſs efficacious in Coughs, the Aſthma, june ; 
or 
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for diſſolving Tubercles of the Lungs, and for healing internal-Ulcere, 
Some give it in the Small-pox, putrid and peſtilential Fevers, as a Dia- 
phoretic.and Enemy to Putrefaction. The Doſe is from Oſs. to 36. 
in Pills or Bolus. Externally it is of great Uſe in Wounds and Ulcers 
of all Parts, whether tendinous or nervous. As alſo to diſſolve cold 
Tumors, and in Diſorders of the 'Teeth and Gums, Fiſſures of the Nip- 

es, and Spots of the Face. It is bad in Hæmorrhages. | 

OLIBANUM. This Rofin is brought from Arabia, and is a paliſh 

yellow pellucid Subſtance, in Tears like Maflick, but larger. The 
Taſte is bitteriſh, ſubacrid, and roſinous, but not diſagreeable. It is 
eommendcd againſt Diſeaſes of the Head and Breaſt, Spitting of Blood, 
and Fluxes of the Belly, becauſe it obtunds the Acrimony of ſharp faltik 
Humors. Some reckon it a Specific againſt the Pleuriſy, if a Dram 
is put into a ſcooped Apple and roaſted, for a Doſe, and then the Patient 
mult be well covered in order to ſweat. This is confirmed by Riwverins, 
but Geoffroy ſays it will ſometimes fail. If the firſt Doſe does not 
ſucceed it muſt be repeated fix Hours after. The common Doſe is 
from D(s. to 3j. It may be uſed in Fumigations againſt Diſeaſes of the 
Head and Nerves. | | 

OPIUM, a gummy Juice. It is brought from Natolia, Egypt, and Jr. 
dia. It is of a browniſh black, heavy, denſe, viſcid, inflammable, of a 
Krong ſoporiſerous Smell, and of a bitteriſh acrid Taſte ; wrapped up in 
Poppy-lteaves. The dry and brittle is bad. This Juice diſtils from the 
wounded Heads of a Kind of a white Poppy. This Drug has various 
Effects on different Subjects. Sometimes it excites an agreeable Sen- 
ation about the Heart, and chears the Spirits like Wine. In general 
at reſtrains the impetuous Motions of the Blood and Spirits, eaſes Pain, 
and ſtops Hæmorrhages from a Fervor of the Blood. It abates all 
Evacuations except Sweat and inſenſible Perſpiration. It enlarges the 
Pulſe and renders it more ſlow, makes the Mouth dry, and the Skin to 
«ch. Its Effects are greater in hot moiſt Seaſons, and in Perſons of lax 
Fibres. It docs not always procure Sleep, for it makes ſome more 
wakefal. R renders Digeſtion flow, blunts the Appetite, and pro- 
anotes the Lochia when ſuppreſſed by the Irritation of the Fibres. 
It greatly aſſiſls the Birth, and brings away the Aſter-birth, helps the 
Expulſion of Sand and Gravel, encreaſes the Milk in Nurſes, and 
cauſes a Swelling of the Breaſts. The Uſe of Opium after enormous 
Hzmorrhages is greatly to be dreaded. Joo large a Doſe of Opium cau- 
ſes immoderate Laughter, Weakneſs, Diſturbance of the Mind, Loſs of 
Memory, Swimming of the Head, profound Sleep, a great and flow 
Pulſe, Redneſs of the Face, Relaxation of the lower Jaw, Hiccuping, 
Vomiting, Convulſions, Fainting, Swooning, Death. When too large 
a Doſe has been taken it will be beſt to bleed and vomit if the Strength 
will permit; then give Acids, as the Juice of Lemons, Vinegar, or the 
Spirit of Vitriot or Sulphur properly diluted. Then fharp Clyſters, 
Blowing a little Eupborbium up the Noſe. And to theſe, Bliſters ap- 
plied to the Soals of the Feet or Nape of the Neck, Scarifications, 
Burnings, pricking and painful Frictions, in ſhort, every Thing that ſli- 
mulates. The Dupe is from pr. i. to gr. ii. 

OPOPONAX, This is a concreted gummy roſinous juice, in round 
Drops or Tears, but moſt commonly in irregular Lumps, outwardly of a 
yellowiſh red, and inwardly of a whitiſh yellow. They are OF 
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vine, of a Taſte intenſely bitter, and a ſtrong Smell a little muſeous- 
It incides groſs viſcid Humors, and purges without Uneaſineſs 3 whence 
it is good in Diſeaſes of the Nerves and Brain, in the Palſy, Epileplp, 
moiſt Aſthma, old Coughs, Obſtructions of the Viſcera and Menſes, 
and hypochondriacal Diſorders. The Doſe is from Dj. to 3j. This 
laſt Quantity 18 a little purgative. | 2 

PIX BURGUNDICA, Burgundy Pitch, This is a Composition 
made of white Roſin, Turpentine, and Oil of Turpentine. It is often 
applied to the Nape of the Neck, to draw Humors from the Head, 
Eyes, and Teeth. | 

PIX LIQUIDA, Tar. This is a thick, black, unctuous Subſtance, 
obtained from old Pines and Fir-trees, which are as it were ſtrangled ty 
the large Quantity of nutritious Juice, by burning them in a cloſe ſmo- 
thering Heat. It has not been given inwardly till of late, and that in 
Tar water and Tar- pill. Outwardly it is an excellent Remedy again 
Diſeaſes of the Skin, ſcabby Eruptions, Tetters, Ringworms, Scald- 
heads, and, as fome ſay, the Leproſy itſelf. It is generally mixed wich 
Mutton-ſuet to render it more mild. 

PIX ARIDA, common Pitch, is only Tar deprived of its Moiſtere by 
Evaporation. | 

SACCHARUM, Sagar. This is a fat oleaginous, eſſential Salt, 
drawn from Sugar-canes, of a brown Colour when un refined, but white 
when refined. It is endowed with abſtergent, reſolvent, and lenient 
Qualities, being a natural Soap, for it will mix with' Oil as welt as 
Water. Hence it helps Digeſtion, deterges the Mucus of the Lungs 
and Inteſtines, and is good in a — Coughs, promotes Urine, 
and is beneficial in a Pleuriſy and Peripneumony. Boer ſays, it is 
proper where Laxatives and Emollients are required, and whenever 
an oily Acrimony is in Fault, for being dilated by the Humors of the 
Body, it yields a ſaponaceous Lixivium which diſſolves all oily viſcous 
Matter, and readily reſolves but never generates Phlegm; but from its 
relaxing Quality is not good in the Scurvy and Rickets. But Pringle 
thinks the contrary, for as it is an Antiſeptic, it is not only a Preſer- 
vative from the hot Scurvy, but from putrid Diſeaſes in general, ſuck as 
Leprofies, Plagues, peſtilential Fevers, Dyſenteries, and the like, which 
were formerly to frequent. Some have objected, that there is a corroſive, 
noxious Acid in Sugar, which is not true till after Fermentation, no more 
than in Wheat, Barley, and many other Things. It neither hurts the 
Teeth nor cauſes Conſumptions, ſor an Apothecary was cured of that 
Diſeaſe by almoſt living on Sugar of Roſes ; and Dr. S/are uſed nothing 
but Loaf-ſugar to keep his Teeth white and clean for many Years. 
Externally Sugar is a great Vulnerary, eſpecially if mixt with a little 
Brandy; for then it will heal Wounds, cleanſe Ulcers, and prevent Pu- 
trefaftion. A little Powder of Sugar-candy blown into the Eye will 
Ciſlolve the A/bugo or Spot on the tranſparent Cornea. 
 SAGAPENUM. This is a gummy Roſin, brought from Penſa, and 
tie Coft-Indies. The beſt is a tranſparent reddiſh without, and within, 
when broken, ſeems compoſed of whitiſh or yellow Drops, and which 


grow ſoft when handled. It has a biting bitteriſh Taſte, and a ſtrong | 


Smell almoſt like Garlick, or between Gallanum and Aſia Fatida. It is 

2 powerful Aperient, Diſcutient, and Attenuant, as well as an Ab- 

lergent; and therefore is good ia Diſorders of the Lungs from a me 
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viſcid Phlegm. 
Spleen, and Meſentery, the Dropſy, Diſorders of the Nerves, Spaſms, 


the Epilepſy, trembling of the Limbs, and hyſteric Complaints ariſing 


= a Defe&t of the Menſes. The Doſe is from Dj. to Dj. ſome

A GUIS DRACONIS, Dragon's Blood. This proceeds from a 
wounded Tree growing in the Eaft-1ndies, like other Tears, and is 
brought to us wrapped up in Leaves or in Cakes. It is of a roſinobs 
dry brittle Subſtance, melting at the Fire, inflammable, of an obſcure 
red, which becomes more bright when powdered. It is without Taſte 
or Smell, unleſs when kindled, and then it yields an Odour like liquid 
Storax. It incraſſates, dries, and binds, and is good in violent Fluxes, 


the Dyſentery, Hzmorrhages, and internal Ulcers. The Doſe is from 


Dfs. to 21s. Geoffrey ſays to 3j. See Pulvis Stypticus. | 

SAPO ALBUS HISPANICUS, Spaniſb Soap. This lubricates 
greatly, and is a powerful Reſolvent: It attenuates thick, groſs, gluti- 
nous Humors, diſſolves viſcid Bile that plugs ” the biliary Ducts, and 
cures the Jaundice. It mixes readily with all Kinds of Subſtances, and 
is therefore very efficacious in opening all Obſtructions of the Viſcera 
and other Parts of the Body. It promotes Urine, diſſolves and expels 
the Gravel, and taken to 3 j. a Day in ff iii. of Shell Lime-water it diſ- 
ſolves the Stone in the Bladder. When Children have ſour green 

corroſive Stools, and are much griped, it is very uſeful in Clyſters. 

' SCAMMONIUM, Scammony. This is a concreted Juice, and is 
brought from Aleppo and Smyrna, but the former is beſt. The beſt is 
clear, brittle, light, and of a greyiſh black. It ſhould bite the Tongue 
When touched with it, and turn white and milky. It is uſed to purge 
bilious, ſerous, and pituitous Humors from the remote Parts, and is 
beſt for cold phlegmatic Bodies. It is moſt ſuitable to robuſt Patients, 
but is not proper for Infants, pregnant Women, or the Weak, nor yet 
for hot Conſtitutions, hot Diſeaſes, or in Fevers. When corrected with 
the Fumes of Sulphur it is called Diagridium. The Doſe is from 
gr. vi. to gr. xii. 

STYRAX CALAMITA, Cane Storax, a Rofn. This uſed to be 
brought from Pamphilia in Reeds or hollow Canes, whence its Name. 
It ſhould be a ſolid roſinous Subſtance, clear, and ſomewhat fat, con- 
ſiſting of whitiſh and reddiſh Grumes, which grow ſoft between the 
Teeth ; but this is hard to be met with. The Srorax commonly fold 
in the Shops is mixed with Saw-duſt, and is in light ſpungy Maſſes of 
a browniſh Colour mixt with yellow. It ſerves well enough for Tinc- 
tures, becauſe the Spirit of Wine diſſolves nothing but the Roſin, lea- 
ving the woody Part untouched. It has an anodyne Virtue, ſtrengthen? 
the Bran, chears the Spirits, and reſtrains their inordinate Motions. It 
a ſo eaſes Pains in the Head, and allays inveterate Coughs by abating 
the Acrimony of the Humors, cures a Hoarſeneſs, and is excellent in 
Catarrhs. The Do/e is from Oſs. to z1s. » FA 
 SUCCINUM, Amber, white and yellow. Theſe are found in Polifo 

Pruſſia and Pomerania, near the Baltic Sea. It is diſſolvable in Spirit of 
Wine, as alſo in Oil of Spike, Oil of Lavender, and Linſeed-oil, tho 
with more Difficulty. Amber is reckoned excellent in a cold Intempe- 
ries of the Brain, ſleepy and convulſive Diſeaſes, in all Diſorders of the 
Lympha, in catarrhal Oppreſſions of the Breaſt, Congeltions, Defludtions, 


hylteric 


It is uſeful in the ¶Hfbma, Obſtruftions/ of the Liver, 
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hyſteric and hypochondriac Paſſions, Noiſe in the Ears, Hoarſeneſs, Co- 
ryza, blind Piles, Gonorrhœas, the Whites, and Hzmorrhages. But the 
TinAure is beſt in theſe Caſes, The Doſe in Powder is from Dj. to 3j. 
TEREBINTINA VENETA, PFenice Turpentine. This has been 
extolled for its Efficacy in cleanſing internal Ulcers of the Lungs, Blad- 
der, Kidneys, and of all the Viicera ; in obſtinate Coughs; purulent 
Spitting, and incipient Conſumptions. It promotes Urine, and gives ic 


a Violet Smell, and is prevalent in Heat and Suppreſſion of Urine, and 


to prevent Fits of the Gravel by expelling the Cauſe; as alſo in Gleers, 
Gonorrhceas, and the Whites. But in all Inflammations it is hurtfel. 
The Doſe is from 3 ſs. to gifs. in a Bolus, or in a convenient Vehicle, 
after it has been diſſolved with the Volk of an Egg. It is of great Uſe 
in Clyſters for the bloody Flux, Ulcers of the Inteſtines, Fits of the 
Gravel and Suppreſſions of Urine. ?, 


ANIMALS and thir PARTS. 


CANTHARIDES, Spani/> Flies. Theſe are frequently to be met 
with in Spain and Tach, and ſome Parts of France. They are well 
known by their green, bright, ſhining Colour, and their ſtrong un- 
pleaſant Smell. They are full of a moiſt acrid Salt, and conſequently 
are a very great Stimulus ; for, applied to the Skin, they raiſe Bliſters, as 
every one knows; and they affect the urinary Paſſages ſo much as 
ſometimes to cauſe a Strangury. Given inwardly injudiciouſly they 
cauſe great Heats, Inflammations, bloody Urine, and ſcalding Heat, 
Priapiſms, frequent Pollutions, and other bad Conſequences, And yer 
ſix or ſeven Grains may be taken ſafely with the ſame Quantity of . 
Camphire diſſolved in Oil. Olive, and made into a Bolus. Thus cor- 
rected they are good for the Leproſy, Gravel, Dropſy, virulent Go- 
norrhœa, the Whites, and Ulcers of the Bladder. In the lait Caſe it 
may be proper to give the Cantharides an Hour or two before the Cam- 
hire. Hoffman ſays, Cantharides mixed with Salt of Tartar, with the 
Addition of a few Grains of Nitre and one of Camphire, will care the 
Dropſy, by cauſing a great Flux of Urine. Sometimes they are fool- 
iſhly and raſhly given as Love-powder to the endangering the Life of 
the Perſon, in which Caſe a Scruple of Camphire mult be given every fix 
Hours till the Effects ceaſe. He would have Blifers laid to the Nape 
of the Neck in Lippitudes, Fits of an Apoplexy, and the convulſive 
Aſthma from the driving back Achores and other FEruptions. He adds, 
that Bliſters and rubefying Remedies are good in Diſeaſes of the Head 
that proceed from an Atonia and Imbecility, ſuch as Weakneſs of Memo- 
ry and of the Senſes, Sleepinefs, and the Palſy which ſucceeds an Apoplexy. 

BlistEss are likewiſe beneficial in a Defect of the vital Heat, hen 
the Pulſe is weak and Janguid, in nervous Fevers ; towards the End of 
putrid malignant Fevers when Nature wants a Spur; in the Beginning of 
tlie Small-pox, when Puſtules will not come out, but lie buried in the 
_ ; — the cryſtalline Small- pox; in pulmonic Diſeaſes, when applied 
to the Legs. 

BLisTERS are not proper for the Lean, the Hectic, for thoſe that la- 
bour under Hemorrhages, or who have the Fibres of their Bodies too 
tenſe and rigid ; nor yet in Inflammations of the abdominal Viſcera, 
Fits of the Gravel, Stone in the Kidneys or Bladder, plethoric Habits, 
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in the Beginning of Inflammatory Fevers, and of putrid malignant Fo- 
vers, not yet in the Beginning of Diſeaſes, when no ſufficient Evacy- 


ation has been premiſed. ; 


When Blifters hade been applied, a free Uſe of Diluents and contem- 
perating Liquors is neceſſary. In Heat, or dribbling, or Suppreſſion 


of Urine proceeding therefrom, Emulſions with Gum Arabic, or Al- 
monds, or Barley-water are proper. Sometimes acrid Bliſters laid to 


the Thighs or Calves of the Legs and continued there too long, have 
produced a Gangrene, becauſe Fluxes of Humors are more eaſily de. 


rived to thoſe Parts; therefore they ſhould never be laid to the Feet, 
Legs, or Thighs, when they are cedematous, but rather to the Inſide of 


the Arms, Wriſts, Nape of the Neck, or Head. 

Blifters add in Fevers by ſtimalating the Solids, attenuating the Fluids, 
deriving them to the Part affected; as alſo by Revulſion, and by 
bringing out the morbific Matter. In common Caſes the Doſe of Can- 
tharides muſt be very ſmall. 

CASTOREUM, Cajtor. This is the inguinal Glands of the Beaver, 
an amphibious Animal about the Size of a Pig of fix Months old. 
The largeſt are three or four Foot long, and weigh from forty to ſixty 
Pounds. The | beſt is brought from Ry/ia, and are large round hard 
Cods, and when cut are of a red Liver-colour. It is looked upon to 


be highly nervine and hyſteric, and to be good in Diſeaſes of the Head 
and Brain, the Palſy, Epilepſy, Lethargy, Spaſms and Convulſions; 


as alſo in Diſeaſes of the Uterus, to promote the Menſes and to eaſe 
Pains after Child-birth, but principally in the hyſteric Pafſion, The 
Doſe is from Oſs. to 2 fs. 

 CORNU CERVI, Harthorn. This is uſeful in all Diſeaſes where 
an Acid predominates. The Gel/ly.is good in flow hectic Fevers which 
proceed from ſome Diſorder in the Viſcera, and attended with a Cough 
and Spitting of Blood. It is ſeldom preſcribed unprepared, though ſome 
give it in Powder from 33. to 31. | 

COCCINELLA, Cocbhineal. This is an Inſe& brought from Mexico 
and New Spain, and has been thought cordial, ſudorific, and alexi- 
pharmac, butis ufed now chiefly on Account of its Colour. 

MEL, Honey. This is cleanſing and aperient, and is proper to dil- 
ſolve groſs viſcid Humors, and conſequently is good in Diſorders of 
the Breaſt, and to promote Expectoration. It agrees beſt with phleg- 
matic Conſtitutions, and is improper for the bilious, the hyſteric, and 
the melancholic. ' 

MILLEPE DE, Hog-lice, or Wood lice. Theſe are diuretic, and are 
good to cleanſe the Kidneys and Bladder from all viſcid and fabulous 
Concretions, and conſequently to prevent the Gravel. For the ſame 
Reafon they are of great Service in the Dropſy ; for they attenuate, 
and evacuate the gelatinous Serum. Taken with Nutmeg in a diuretic 
Water they prevail againſt the Tympany. They open Obſtructions of 
of the Liver, Spleen, and Meſentery, and are powerful in Infarctions 
of the Lungs, and the moiſt Aſthma, in an incipient Phthiſis, and the 
hooping Cough ; nor are they to be deſpiſed in the King's-evil, ſcro- 
phulous Tumors, and old Ulcers. They cure the Jaundice, help Dim- 
neſs of Sight, and deſtroy the firſt Rudiments of a Cataract, if we 
credit the Aſſertions of experienced Practitioners. The Doſe from 


Dj. to 3j. Or from xx Hog-lice to lx, may be bruifed and = 
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into white Wine, and the expreſſed Liquor taken in the Morning 


faſting. \ 99 Ro 
MOSCUS, Muſe. This is taken from the Muſk-animal of the Goat- 
kind in the Eaſtern Parts of Ala, particularly Tonquin and China. The 


Sag, which contains the Muſk, is nearer the Genitals than the Navel, 
an 


is hairy on the Outſide, of the Size of a Hen's Egg, and will con- 
tain a Nutmeg in its Cavity. The Integrity of the Bags and the Bitter- 
neſs of the Taſte of the Muſk are Marks of its Goodneſs. If it is not 
adulterated it will lame and burn almoſt entirely away, when laid upon 
a red-hot Iron. This Remedy is of late come-into the higheſt Reputa- 
tation, and is not given timorouſly as at firſt, but from gr. x. to gr. xxv. 
which laſt Doſe has cured a mad Patient. It is a wonderful Medicine 
in all Diſeaſes of the Nerves, Spaſms, Convulſions, Vertigoes, Epilep- 
ſies, Dimneſs of Sight, and Loſs of Smell. Dr. Vail, of Worceſter, 
gives gr. x. to raiſe a Diaphoreſir, which gives no Uneaſineſs, but 
raiſes the Spirits, and, after the Sweat breaks out, uſually procures a 
refreſhing Sleep. Thoſe who are averſe to the Smell can take it in a 
Bolus ; and when Convulfions prevent its being taken by the Mouth, 
it may be given in Clyſters. Two Perſons bit by a mad Dog, and who 
underwent extreme Anxiety, and Want of Sleep with Sub/ultus Tendinum, 
were cured by taking two Doſes of gr. xvi. each. Convulſive Hiccups, 
as he affirms, have been removed by a Doſe or two of gr. x. each. 
Leſs than gr. vi. have little or no effect. A Grain or two put into 
the Ear with Cotton cures Hardneſs of Hearing. þ 

OSTREORUM TEST, Oyfter-/hells. Theſe when prepared are 
of great Uſe to abſorb Acids ; and when calcined they make a much 
better Lime-water than the common Lime. | | 

SPERMA CETI, Sperma Ceti. This is got out of the Brain of 
the Parmaſitty Whrale. The Brain is boiled in a Lixivium of. Pot-aſhes 
till all the Humidity is extracted, and it changes into a thick Conſiſtence 
like Soap, which they put into convenient Pots till it is cold. Then 
they melt it over again, and when it is cold they cut it into Flakes. 
This is very uſeful, to abate the Sharpneſs of acrimonious Humors, 
and conſequently is beneficial in Catarrhs of the Lungs, Coughs, Aſth- 
mas, Heat of Urine, and the Gravel. It is anodyne, and allays Spaſms, 
eaſes Pains of the Colic, Joints, and ſpaſmodic Pains of the Abdomen. 
It likewiſe diſſolves congrumated Blood, attenuates coagulated Milk, 


and is excellent in ſuſfocating Catarrhs after Bleeding. It is uſeful in 


internal Ulcers, and reſtores the Mucus of the Bowels when abraded it 
Diarrhceas and Dyſenteries. Outwardly it reſolves the hard Tumors in 
Women's Breaſts ; and, uſed in Time, prevents the Pitting of the Small- 
pox by ſheathing the Acrimony of the hardened Puſtules. Mixed with 
Oil of Tartar it is a Coſmetic, takes away Spots of the Skin, and ren- 
ders it clear. The Doſe is 3j. It may be taken in a Bolus, or in hot 
_ or with a pectoral Syrup, or may be reduced into Powder, with 
ugar, 


MINERALS and FOSSILS. 


AS wel CUPRUM, Copper. This is called Venus by the Chemiſts, | 
and is one of the ignoble Metals well known to all.

ALUMEN RUPEUM, Roach- Alum. This is factitious, and conſiſt 
' of a vitriolic Salt and an aſtringent Bole or chalky Earth. It is a 
great nr way and has been uſed to faſten looſe ' Teeth, to give Firm- 
nefs to the lax Fibres of turgid Gums, to dry and deterge Ulcers, and 
conſume proud Fleſh when burnt. But of late it has been famous for 
Hæmotrhages, when mixed with Dragon's Blood. The foreign Way of 
giving it is this:“ Take of purified Roach-alum Jij. melt it over the 
« Fire, and then add of Dragon's Blood in fine Powder 3 ſs. Before the 
„Mixture grows hard, make it into Pills. The Doſe is from 3j. to 
« 3]. eyery four Hours, till the Flux of Blood is ſtopped, Afterwards 
« a Doſe mult be taken every Day, or every other Day, for ſome Time, 
10 TN a Draught of Liquor after each Doſe.” It is ſometimes 

proper to bleed before this Medicine is given. See Sanguis Draconis. 
ANTIMONIUM, Artimony. This is a metallic, ſolid, heavy, brit. 
tle Subſtance of a leaden Colour, with ſhining Streaks like Needles, and 
which melts in the Fire, but is not ductile. It conſiſts of Sulphur like 
the common, and of a metallic Regulus ſhining like poliſhed Iron. If 
| this reguline Matter is freed from its Sulphur by a flight Calcination, it 
| turns to a greyiſh Calx, which with violent Fire turns to a kind of Glaſs, 
and if to this Glaſs a ſulphureous or inflammable Subſtance be added, 
„ it reaſſumes its priſtine Form of a ſhining Regulus. It diſſolves like 
| Gold in Agua regia. There are various Preparations of Antimeny which 
gre either emetic, cathartic, or diaphoretic, and when it is crude and 
finely levigated it is a ſafe Medicine, and may be taken from Dj. to 3j. 
| to diffolve and attenuate viſcid Humors, to open Obſtructions, to van- 
| uiſtr Diſeaſes of the Skin, to cure the Rheumatiſm, and a Pareſis 

which happens after a Salivation. | 

| AQUA, Water. The more ſimple are the Spring, River, Well, 
| Pond, Rain, and Snow Waters. That is beſt which is clear, thin, void 


of Taſte and Smell; which gives no Diſturbance to the Stomach, paſſes 

freely, boils quickly, and grows cold again ſpeedily. It likewiſe Jathers 

readily with Soap, and ſooneſt boils Pulſe and Fleſh. That is unfit 
| for drinking which is muddy, thick, ſtagnating, and is replete with 
| ſtrange Qualities imbibed in the Bowels of the Earth. WS, 
| Water is the natural Drink ſor all Sorts of Animals in all Parts of the 
| World, and beſt aſſiſts Digeſtion and the Diſtribution of Aliments: It 
renders the Chyle fluid, ſoft, and ſweet, abates Acrimony, and reſtrains 
Heat, opens the urinary Paſſages, dilutes thick Humors, and renders 
them fluid. It renders the rigid Parts ſoſt and flexible, and is very 


| uſeful to the Sick and Well; the former ſhould drink it hot, _—

but the Aſtriction to the Decoction of Tea prevents any bad Conſe-

T4QUE MINERALES, Mineral Waters. Of theſe ſome are coup, 
and are called ACIDULA; and ſome are xoT, which are termed 
THERME. Before the Uſe of theſe we ſhould know, if poſſible, the 
Elements of which they are compoſed ; for what Diſeaſes they are moſt 
convenient ; in what Manner they are to be drank ; what Regimen is to 
be obſerved ; and how to remedy the Symptoms they may occaſion. 

The Spaw and Pyrmont Waters are ſuppoſed to partake of Iron, for 
if the Powder of Galls is mixed with them, they turn of a reddifs 
black. When they are juſt taken from the Springs, they ſtrike the Noſe 
zgreeably with a volatile Vapour, but of what Nature is hitherto dif- 
puted, They have a vitriolic vinous Taſte, a little like that of Ink, 
which is thought to proceed from the Vitriol of Iron. Some Waters 
again, as the Selters, have a faltiſh Taſte, which is aſcribed to a neutral 
or alkaline Salt. Our Bath-waters are ſuppoſed by ſome to partake 
chiefly of Sulphur, mixt with an exalted vitriolic Steel, and yet the Sand 
of them will ferment with the Juice of Lemons. But Authors, who ap- 
peal to Experiments, differ ſo much about theſe and other Mineral Ma- 
ters, that I am afraid we are not yet arrived at the Method of diſco- 
vering their true conſtituent Principles ; which may be partly owing to 
their Volatility and partly to the Combination of the various _ 
dients, which baffle every Attempt to reduce them ſeparately to their 
firſt Principles; therefore the ſafeſt Courſe will be to attend diligently to 
their good and bad Effects, and preſcribe accordingly ; which will be of 
— real Service to Mankind, than the moſt ſucceſsful chemical 

nquir 7. 

Bath Waters are good in Languors, Weakneſs, and Decays of the 
Conſtitution ; for they ſtrengthen all Parts of the Body, eſpecially the 
Stomach, when relaxed, and as it were worn out with frequent De- 
bauches. By reſtoring the Oſcillation of the Fibres they quicken the 
various Motions, and give freſh Vigour to the animal Functions. They 
likewiſe diſſolve and carry off viſcid and ſaline Particles in the Blood 
and Humors, and ſweeten the Fluids in general, and render them fit 
for Nutrition, as well as to yield a plentiful Supply of animal Spirits. 
By this Means they will cure Dropſies before the Blood is too much 
impoveriſhed and the ſolid Parts rendered too weak; as alſo Conſump- 
tions before they are too far gone, and the Lungs become too flabby. 
They are likewiſe excellent in Catarrhs, Cachexies, Jaundice, Scurvies, 
ſcorbutic Rheumatiſms, Aſthmas, all cutaneous Diſeaſes and Fluxes of 
every Kind ; as well old Pains and Ackes, the Offspring of nervous 
Diſorders attended with Congeſtions of Humors which are to be diſ- 
lodged. In the Loſs of the Ule of the Limbs, ſucceeding the dry Belly- 
ach, they have often done great Service. Nor are they leſs efficacious 
in Women's Diſorders, as the Green-fickneſs, Whites, Overflowing of 
the Menſes, and Barrenneſs. As to the Method of uſing theſe and other 
Waters it is beſt learnt upon the Spot, where Phyſicians attend to give 
Directions; for different Diſeaſes require a different Regimen. 
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 "WaTERs that more evidently partake of Iron are thoſe of Saab, 
mont, Tunbridge, Scarborough, Hampſtead, and Mington. Thele in gene- 
ral diſſolve groſs Humors, and correct thoſe that are ſalt and acid, 
render them fluxible and open Obſtrutions ; and are proper for "thoſe 
that lead a ſedentary Life, and have Crudities in the Prime Viz, and 
who have been too free in the Uſe of Spirituous Liquors. - Therefore, 
they are very uſeſul in Diſeaſes of the Head ariſing from a Conſent with 
the Stomach, ſuch as the Vertigo, Head-ach, fleepy Diſcafes, Dread of 
an Apoplexy, Melancholy, Epilepſy, Weakneſs of Memory and Sight, 
' Defluctions on the Eyes, Noiſe in the Ears, and other Diſeaſes of the 
Head, which proceed from pituitous, viſcid, and acid Humors. In 
Diſeaſes of the Breaft from the ſame Cauſes, Shortneſs of Breath, Aſh. 
mas, Coughs, Spitting of Blood, unleſs the Lungs are too much ulce- 
rated, and Palpitation of the Heart. In Diſorders of the lewwer Belly, 
the Heart burn, Pain at the Stomach, Vomiting, Diarrhcea, Weakneſs 
of the Stomach, Nauſea, Loſs of Appetite, the Pica, hypochondriac 
Paſſion, Obſtructions of the Liver and Spleen, the Scurvy, Cachexy, 
Jaund ce, Gravel, Heat of Urine, Lumbago, Strangury, and Colic 
cauſed by an acid Phlegm, bilious Humors, or Flatulencies. In D 
eaſes of the Uterus, the hyſteric Paſhon, the Green- ſickneſs, Barrenneſs, 
and Irregularities of the Menſes and Hzmorrhoids. - In Diſeaſes and 
Pains of the Joints, paralytic Diſorders, Impurities of the Blood, and Foul- 
meſſes of the Skin, the Itch, Scabs, Gutta Roſacea, Herpes, Serpigo, 
cedematous Ulcers and Swellings of the Feet, a bloated Habit of Body, 
the Hip-gout, and rheumatic Pains. | Fae 
' Steel Waters ſhould not be uſed by Perſons under ten or more than fixty 
Vears of Age, unleſs accuſtomed thereto ; nor in the bloody Flux, and 
'a Stone in the Kidneys or Bladder. They will not cure venereal Diſ- 
eaſes, but will ſtop Gleets, and a benign Gonorrhcea. 5 

Before the Drinking of the Waters, it the Patient is plethoric he ſhould 
bleed; if otherwiſe, he needs only cieanſe the Prime Viz with neutral 
or Epſom Salts, or other Laxatives that will raiſe no Commotions in 
the Blood. If there is a Pain and Load in the Stomach, Bitterneſs in 
the Mouth, a Nauſea, Inclination to vomit, he ſhould uſe a gentle 
Puke a few Days before the Uſe of the Waters. The beſt Seaſon of the 
Year is June, July, and Auguſt ; but if the Caſe is urgent they may bs 
drank in May and September. The beſt Time of the Day is fix or ſeven 
in the Morning, that their Operation may be over before Dinner- time; 
not earlier, becauſe the Air is generally too cold which will hinder 
Perſpiration. | | * 

AQUA CATHARTI CE, Purging Waters. There are few Coun- 
ties in England that have not one of this Sort of Springs. Thoſe abort 
Londen are the Epſom, Acton, Northall, and Dulwich. Theſe ſerve to 
cleanſe the Prime Viz, and to carry downwards the offenſive Matter 
that is lodged in the Stomach and Inteſtines ; and, as they abound 
with Salts, they are diuretic and reſolve thick viſcid Humors, open Ob- 
ſtructions of the infarcted Viſcera, cure the Jaundice, and free the 
Kidneys from tenacious and ſabulous Concretions. 

AQUA MARINA, Sea Water. This abounds not only. with 2 
ſoſſile Salt but an alkaline fixed Salt gained from the Earth, and a ro- 
latile urinous Salt, produced by the Putrefaction of Fiſh and marine 
Plants, as alſo from a Kind af Bitumen, from whence ariſes the — 
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Taſte. Sea Water has been ſeldom given inwardly till of late, by 
Dr. Rufſel, and others, in morbid Diſeaſes of the Glands. The Reſult 
of their Obſervations is, that they are good, 1. In all recent Obſtruc- 
tions of the Glands, of the Inteſtines and Meſentery, and diſperſe the 
Tumors occaſioned thereby. 2. In all recent Obſtructions of the 
Glands of the Lungs and other Viſcera, which often cauſe a Conſump- 
tion, by increaſing the continual and daily Secretion of the inteſtinal 
Glands, and conſequently diverting the Fluxion from the Lungs ; which 
cauſes the Cough to ceaſe before an Abſceſs is formed, and removes 
the Dread of a Conſumption. 3. In recent Tumors of the Glands 
of the Neck, and in other Parts of the Body. 4. In recent Tumors 
of the Joints, if not ſuppurated, when neither ſchirrous nor cancerous, 
and do not proceed from a Caries of the Bones. 5. In recent 
Fluxions on the Glands of the Eye-lids, from whence proceed Lip- 
pitudes. 6. All Foulneſſes of the Skin from an Eryſipelas to a Leproſy. 
7. Diſorders of the Glands of the Noſtrils, and Swelling of the 
upper Lip. 8. Obſtructions in the Kidneys, when there is no Inflam- 
mation, nor Stones too large to paſs through the urinary Paſſages. 
9. Recent Obſtructions of the Liver; for by this Means the Body 
is kept open, and Medicines given againſt the Jaundice become more 
efficacious. f 

Sea Water at firſt is apt to occaſion Thirſt, which however will go off 
with frequent Uſe. In ſome Caſes it is neceſſary to continue the 
Drinking of this Water for a long while together, which may be done 
without Danger ; for one Woman took a Pint every Morning for 200 
Days together. The general Way of preſcribing it to Adults is that 
Quantity in a Morning, after ſome other Medicine adapted to the Diſ- 
eaſe. One of twelve may take half a Pinc. 

Bathing in Sea Water has been formerly recommended againſt the 
lieb, Pfora, Impeligo, Elephantiafis, Tumors, and Pains in the Limbs. 

BOLUS GALICA, French Bole. This abſorbs Acids, and is 
aſtringent, and may be uſeful in Looſeneſſes, Dyſenteries, and Spitting 
of Blood. Outwardly it dries, aſtringes, and ſtops Blood in Wounds. 
The Doſe of it prepared is from 3j. to Zij. | | 

BORAX is brought from the Eaft-Indies, and in Appearance much 
reſembles Alum, but its Compoſition is altogether unknown. Over the 
Fire it wells and becomes ſpungy like Alum ; and when diſſolved in 
Water and cryitallized, it has a bitteriſh Taſte, inclining to Sweetneſs. 
It is neither alkaline nor acid, and yields in Diſtillation an inſipid 
Water, leaving a kind of Glaſs, which is diſſovable in Water. It unites 
readily with a vitriolic Acid, which turns it into an inſipid Salt, and ren- 
ders it more volatile. It is uſed by Mechanics to haſten the Fuſion of 
Metals, and in Medicine to promote the Menſes, to aſſiſt Women in 
Child-birth, it being good to haften Delivery, and to expel the Aſter- 
birth. Herman affirms, it is a great Diuretic, and efficacious againſt 
venereal Impotency. The common Doſe is Dj. though Geoffrey ſays 
from fs. to 3j. Some would have it that its Virtues are doubtful, but 
Brerhaave and Aftruc recommended it frequently. 

CALAMINARIS LAPIS, Calamine. This is of a middle Conſiſ- 
tence between a Stone and an Earth. Its Colour is different, being 
either pale, or grey, or yellowiſh, or of a blackiſh red, and is dug out 
et different Kinds of Mines. Some affirm it abounds with Iron, be-

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cauſe a Magnet will attract the greateſt Part of it; but nowit is faid, 
that later Diſcoverers have found it to be the Ore of Zinc. It is 
uſed in outward Applications to dry and heal moiſt Ulcers, to cure 
2 S of Children, and in Calhyria, againſt acrid Defluxions on 
the Eyes. | 72 

CRETA ALBA, White Chalk, This is an alkaline Earth, and is 
a great Abſorbent, and is good to correct acid Phlegm in the Stomach, 

and for Diſorders occaſioned thereby, particularly the Heart-burn.. 
_ FERRUM, Iron. This is better than Steel for medicinal Purpoſes, 
and has two remarkable Virtues, the one @//ringent, and the other ape- 
rient. Hence the Chemiſls have tortured this Metal in various Man- 
ners to gain Crocus's, Tinfures, and Salis, with a Deſign to increaſe one 
of the Virtues and to weaken the other, but all to little Purpoſe ; for 
the aſtringent Preparations have been found ſometimes to promote 
Urine and Stools, and the aperient to cure obſtinate Fluxes. Either of 
them will promote the Menſes when ſuppreſſed, and reſtrain them when 
exorbitant. The Effects of Iron may be partly known from the Taſte, 
which is tic; and its Power of altringing the Fibres of the Tongue, 
Palate, and Mouth may readily be perceived; whence a more copious . 
Flux of Saliva and frequent Spitting. From theſe Effects we ma 
conclude, that [ror taken inwardly will conſtringe the Fibres, and 9 
reſtore and increaſe their Elaſticity, and by that Means expel the ſtag. 
nating Humors lodged between them; that, the Veſlels will act more 
ſtrongly on the inſpiſlated Juices, and by their frequent Oſcillations ren- 
der them more fluid, and conſequently accelerate the Motions of all 
the Fluids of the Body. 
_ tron has been found by Experience to be good in /eucophlegmatic Ha- 
bits, Hemorrhages, Diarrbæas, Night Sweats, the Green-fickneſs, Suppreſſimn 
of the Menjes, Obſtructions of the Viſcera, a Cachexy, the Jaundice, an in- 
cipient Dropſy, and all Diſeaſes where there is too much Serum in the 
Blood. It does not act merely as a S/yptic in the alimentary Tube; but 
being diſſolved in the Juices of the Stomach and Inteſtines, it is diffu- 
ſed throughout the whole Body, as may certainly be concluded from its 
raiſing the Pulſe, mending the Complexion, and increaſing the Flux of 
Urine, It will turn the Excrements black, which has greatly terriſied 
ſome who were not apprized of it. Its Effects are not certain when 
clogged with Salts, becauſe the ſtomachie Fluid cannot then ſo eaſily | 
diſlolve it. 

Tron is not convenient in ſchirrous, ſcorbutic, or melancholy Diſor- 
ders, when the Blood is thick without a ſufficient Quantity of Serum ; 
and in hectic Fewvers, which ariſe from obſtinate Obſtructions, it is hurtful ; 
as alſo in a confirmed Dropſy, It is accounted a Specific in hypochon- 
driac Affections; but if not given with Judgement it will ſometimes 
tail. The Doſe is from gr. xii. to 3ſs. in Pills or a Bolus, once or 
twice a Day. 

HYDRARGYRUS, 9uickfilver. This is heavier than all Metals, 
Gold excepted, and yet placed over the Fire it will all fly away. It is 
either found fluid in the Mines, or obtained from a kind of Cinabarine 
Mineral in various Parts of Europe, particularly Germany, Hungary, and 
Spain. It is very often full of Impurities or adulterated with Lead or 
Biſmuth, But that is reckoned good which diſtilled in a Retort leaves 


no Recrements behind it; or which cvaporated in a Silver Spoon leaves 
a 
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a white or yellow Spot not brown or black. Some to cleanſe it, ſtrain 
it through ſhammy Leather; others waſh it with Vinegar, or an alkaline 


Lixivium till the Liquor comes off clear, not dark or blackiſh. 'But 


the beſt Way is to diſlil it in a Retort from Lime or Pot-aſhes, or 
Filings of Iron. | | 5 | 

Quickfibver is a Specific againſt the venereal Diſeaſe, and is endowed 
with a remarkable aperient Virtue. It attenuates and diſſolves thick 
viſcid Lympha in the remoteſt and moſt inacceſſible Parts of the Body, 
and opens the Obſtructions of all the moſt minute Veſſels. and Pores. 
Whence it is effectual in Tumors aud InfarRions of the Glands, in a 
ſchirrous Spleen, Meſentery, and Liver, in Ganglions, the King's-evil, 
and other Diſorders of that Kind. It has likewiſe a peculiar Power in 
temperating the Acrimony of the Humors, and rendering them bal- 
ſamic, and is excellent in venereal Tumors, Buboes, and Ulcers: Its 
peculiar Property to affect the Glands of the Mouth is univerſally known, 
and the Salivation that it procures. And it is generally ſappoſed, that 
Mercury. melts down the noxious Humors, which are afterwards eva- 
cr=ted by Spittle ; but this is a terrible Miſtake, which has been the 
Death of many an unhappy Patient. The true Secret of curing Diſea- 
ſes with this Subſtance is to cauſe it to circulate with the Blood as long 
as poſſible without any Evacuation at all. And as it obtunds or de- 
firoys the Acrimony of the Humors, they mult needs leſſen its Power, 
who clog it with Salts before it is taken. The repeated Sublimation of 
Mercurius dulcis is to render it more mild, and conſequently more ſafe ; 
which is taking a vaſt deal of Pains to no Purpoſe, fince it will never 
be ſo mild as Nature has prepared it to our Hands. However, I 
would not be underſtood to decry Mercurial Emetics and Cathartics, for 
they have their Uſe in many Diſeaſes. But what I would infiſt upon. 
is, the Folly of running the Hazard of a Salivation when a Cure may 
be performed by a more ſafe, gentle, and effectual Method. To guard 
againſt an unexpected Salivation many Ways have been thought of; 
the moſt common is to give it along with a Purgative in a reſracted 
Doſe, that the Humors may have a Tendency downward, which bas 
often met with the deſired Succeſs. Bello/ie's Pills are founded upon 
this Principle. But it is better to rub a few Grains with Sugar till they 
are united, for one Doſe, without any Purgative at all. This may be 
continued every Day 'til! it begins to affect the Mouth, at which Time it 
mult be forborne, and a Purgative given to prevent its proceeding any 
farther. After which the ſame Method may be repeated zoties quotzes, 
till the Diſeaſe is vanquiſhed, taking great Care all the while not to catch 
Cold. Sugar and Quickſilver have been frequently given to cure Chil- 
dren troubled with the Worms with very great Succeſs. 

NITRUM, Nitre, or Salt. petre. This is a white cryſtaline Sub- 
ſtance, of a pungent and bitteriſh Taſte, with a Senſe of Cold, which 
ſhocts into priſmatic Cryſtals, which are ſmall, long, and equally thick. 
They have fix Sides, and the Ends terminate in a Point like a Pyramid. 
It eafily diſſolves in Water, melts readily over the Fire without Confla- 


gration, unleſs — ſulphureous or Charcoal be added ; for then 


it ſoon takes Fire and riſes in a Flaſh. It temperates, relaxes, and re- 


ſolves. It is likewiſe diuretic, and involving acrid, bilious Sordes, car- 
"les it out of the Blood, but it does not move the Belly unleſs taken in 
100 large a Do/e. 
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It reſtrains the Orgaſm of the Blood, leſſens the Quantity of the exor. 
bitant Excretions, and moderates their Impetus. Hence it is good in 
all Hemorrhages, particularly Spitting of Blood and a Tendency thereto, 
It has a ſalutary Effect in Congeſtions, Rheumatiſms, and Inflammation; ; 
relieving Pains of the Head, Ears, Eyes, and Teeth. It is particularly ef. 
ficacious in the Cholera Morbus and a burning Fever, as alſo in Fits of the 
Gravel; for in theſe Caſes nothing will ſooner give the Patient Eaſe, 
which is owing to its anodyne and antiſpaſmodic Virtues. For the 
ſame Reaſon it prevents the bad Conſequences of ſpaſtic. Pains more 
certainly than Opium. It is beneficial in the Arthritis, Heart-burn, and 
Vomiting ſometimes occaſioned thereby; the Pains of the Piles, the 
Spaſms of the Hypochondriacal and Hyſterical. It likewiſe promotes 
Expectoration in Coughs and the Abma, corrects the ſcorbutic Acrimony 
in bilious Conſtitutions, is good in Suppreſſions of. Urine from the In- 
flammation of the Kidneys and Bladder, and mitigates its Heat, even 
in venereal Caſes. It is. free from all Danger when given to pregnant 
Women, or when in Child-bed, allaying the Spaſms that ſometimes 
afflict them. | 
In almoſt all Fewers this ſimple Remedy, by obtunding the peccant 
Matter, mitigating the Heat, and calming Inquietude, is of excellent 
Service. It is remarkably uſeful in the Eryſipelas, in the Diarrhzas 
of acute and malignant Fevers, and thoſe attending the Small.pox. In 
this laſt Caſe two or three Doſes of two, three, or four Grains, according 
to the Patient's Age, are generally ſufficient. In the Diarrbæas which 
ſupervene to malignant Fewers it is beſt mixed with Abſorbents and fixed 
Diaphoretics. In Spitting of Blood it ſhould be given from 3 ſs. to 3j. 
at a Time, and repeated at proper Intervals. The laſt Quantity taken 
for ſeyeral Mornings together has cured a deſperate Dropſy. 

A few Grains of depurated Nitre will quite extinguiſh the preterna- 
tural Fervor of the Blood, allay Thirſt, bring a Moiſture on the Skin, 
render the Belly ſlippery, and moderate a great and rapid Pulſe. But 
in ſome Caſes it is beſt mixed with a few Grains of Camphire, and then 
it becomes a moſt excellent Remedy in 1»flammations, the Peripneumony, 
Pleuriſy, acute Rheumatiſm, inflammatory Fevers, profuſe Evacuation of 
Blood, hyſleric and wenereal Diſeaſes, and even in the Gonorrhea ; but 
chiefly in perſpirable Bodies, and when the Quantity of Blood is 
8 too great. The Doſe of Nitre is from gr. iii. to Oj. In ſome 

aſes 3j. 


SAL AMMONIACUS. Sal Ammoniac. This was ſaid by Diaſco- 


rides to be a fofſile Salt, and was ſo called from a Part of Lybia, where 
the Temple of Ammon is fituated, where it was found. It is now 
made in various Parts of Egypt, but the beſt comes from Damietta near 
the Mouth of the Nile. It is ſublimed from a Kind of Soot in large 
glaſs Veſſels, a Foot and a Half in Diameter, which they fill about two 


thirds ; into which is thrown a little Sea-ſalt diluted with Camel's Urine. 


There are commonly twenty or thirty of theſe Glaſſes regularly placed in 
a Furnace conſtructed for that Purpoſe. Their Necks ſtand out about 
half a Foot above the Bricks and Clay which ſurround them. The 
Fire is increaſed by Degrees till it becomes ſtrong, and in which they 
are kept three Days and three Nights. By this Means the Salt is raiſed 
and ſublimed to the upper Part of the Veſſels, leaving a black Maſs 


at the Bottom. All Soot will net ſerve for this Purpoſe,. but ſuch * 
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s from the burning of the Dung of Camels and other Ani- 


mals. For Cakes made of this are their common Fuel. 

Sal Ammoniac is a uſeful Medicine, and is given inwardly to incide 
and attenuate groſs viſcid Humors, and to promote a Diaphoreſis, 
Sweat, and Urine, It has a peculiar Power in freeing the villous Coat 
of the alimentary Tube from foul ſlimy Matter, for which Reaſon it 
is of great Uſe in many Diſorders of the Stomach, and curing intermit- 
ting Fevers. In which laſt Caſe 3 fs. is a Doſe mixt with Dj. of Crab's 
Eyes, which muſt be given a little before the Fit; others have given a 
Dram of the Sa't alone half an Hour before the Fit, with a Diſh of 
Tea or Coffee. Externally Sa/ Ammoniac vellicates the Fibres, and-pro- 
motes their Oſcillation, opens the Pores and incides thick, groſs Hu- 
' mors. Hence it is good in Swellings of the Uwvula and Tonſili, and a 
Palſy of the Tongue ariſing from pituitous and viſcid Humors, for 
which Purpoſe it is uſed in Gargles. | 

SAL CATHARTICUS AMARUS, Epen Salt. The true Feen 
Salt was firſt gained from the Waters of the mineral Spring at Ep/om, 
by Dr. Grew; but that now ſo called is made from the Bittern which 
is left after the Coagulation of common Salt, but is not at all inferior in 
Virtue. It diſſolves very ſpeedily in common Water, an Ounce of 
which will imbibe an Ounce of the Salt. If highly rectified Spirit of 
Wine is poured upon the Solution, it turns it into a ſolid Maſs like Ice. 
If it be mixt with Powder of Charcoal and put into a Crucible, it all 
flies off with a ſulphureous Fume, filling all the Room. Whence it is 
plain, that it conſiſts of very ſubtile Parts, which render it a better 
Purge than any other neutral Salt whatever. And though it infinuates 
itſelf into the Coats of the Inteſtines, it neither creates a Nauſea, Sick- 
neſs, nor Gripings. G/auber's Salt is diſſolved in Water with greater 
Difficulty, and is not ſo good a Medicine, though it has been more fre- 

uently preſcribed, nor will it cleanſe the Prime Vie ſo effectually 

m groſs; tenacious Humors which often reſide therein. The Doſe 
is from Fs. to Fj. 2 

STANNUM, Tin. This is a ſoft, white, ſhining, brittle, Mettal, 
which is gained in great Plenty out of the Mines in Cornwall. It is the 
lighteſt of all Metals, is moſt eaſily melted, and may be reduced into a 
whitih Calx, If a little of the Filings of Tin is thrown upon a lighted 
Candle it makes the Flame turn blue, and emits a Smoak with ſulphu- 
reous Smell, a little like Garlick. If Jin is thrown into a Crucible 
with Nitre there will appear a bluiſh Flame; whence the Chemiſts con- 
clude it is compoſed of a ſulphureous arſenical Matter and an Earth, 
which will vitrify when placed in the Focus of a Burning-glaſs. But it 
will reaſſume its priſtine Form when mixt with Sulphur, like other Me- 
tals, When calcined it will readily diſſolve in Acids, but before that 
nothing will diffolve it entirely except Aqua Regia ; from the Cryſtalli- 
zation of which Solution real Arſnick may be obtained. Neither Tir 
nor any of its Preparations ate now given inwardly, except its Powder 
and Filings againſt the Worms, in which Caſe it is an excellent Re- 
medy. The Doſe of the Powder is Zij. twice a Day; of the Filings 
36. in common Treacle. 

- SULPHUR, Brimflone. This is of two Sorts, the naTivE and FAC- 
TITIous, The native is called SULPHUR vivum, and is dug out of 
the Earth, not far from the Surface, The Fragments of this are hard 

outwardly 
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outwardly, inclining to an Aſh colour, and within yellowiſh and ſhi. 
ning ; but when exceeding pure it is pellucid like Amber. It is found 
in Iceland, in the Fields between Puteoli and Nafles ; as alſo in Germany, 
and other Parts of Europe. The ractirrous, or common Sulphur, is 
obtained in various Manners. At Aix /a Chapelle there is a hot mineral 
Spring which they are obliged to keep covered, becauſe the Steam of 
Sulphur which proceeds from it is ſo ſtrong that it almoſt ſuffocates any 
Perſon that holds his Head over it. They take the Cover off from 


Time to Time, and find a great Quantity of white Flowers of Sulphur 
adhering thereto, which they preſerve. Another Kind is got from a 


Pyrites like the Ore of Lead; but the greateſt Quantities are obtained 
from a Sort of ſulphureous Marcaſite or Copper Mineral, near Grflar in 
Sexony, Which they lay upon large Piles. of Wood, where they undergo 
the Action of Fire for ſeveral Days, which renders them ſoft, inſomuch 
that they can make deep Pits in their Surface, which in half a Year's 
Time are filled with Sulphur. This is taken out with Iron Spoons, 
and afterwards refined. a 

Suſphur being kindled emits a blue Flame and a noxious Vapour, 
which admitted into the Lungs will ſuffocate any Animal; but being 
kept over the Fire in Fuſion ouly, the Steam will not produce ſuch fatal 
Effect:. It will not diſſolve in rectiſied Spirits of Wine, nor efferveſce 
either with Acids or Al/kalies. Being taken in ſmall Doſes and often 
repeated, it gently purges and cleanſes the Prime Vie. Be ſides it diffuſes 
itſelf throughout the whole Body, and Jays hold of and deſtroys acrimo- 
nious Salts and fo reſtores the balſamic Quality of the Blood, Its dia- 
phoretic Qualities are evident from the fulphureous Smell of thoſe that 
take it, and from the diſcolouring Money in the Pocket. It is of 
great Uſe in catarrhal Di/orders of the Breaſt, moiſt Coughs, humoral Ajth- 
mas, and the Pil/zs, But whether it is proper for conſumptive Perſons 
will admit of a Doubt, notwithſtanding what is ſaid to the contrary : 
But in theſe Caſes we can only appeal to Experience. It is very effica- 
cious in ſome cutaneous Diſeaſes, and is a Specific for the Itch. I have 
known many cured only with an Ointment made with Flowers of Sul- 
phur and unſalted Butter, without any internal Remedy, and without 
any bad Conſequence, When the Blood is tainted with ſcorbutic and 
ferophulaus Humors it throws them out on the Skin, and in Time carries 
them off, if given with Caution and Judgment. It wonderfully re- 
ſtrains the Activity of mercurial and antimonial Medicines : Hence 
Salivations may be checked, and the violent Operation of Antimonials 
reduced within due Bounds by the timely Exhibition of Sulphur. The 
wal Doſe is from Dj. to 31s. But the Quantity of zij. has been fre- 
quently given in Milk to cure the Piles and the Iich. Geoffrey lays, it is 
not too much to take Night and Morning. 

VITRIOLUM, Fitriel. All Vitrials conſiſt of a ſulphureous, acid, 
and a metallic Earth, of which there are only three which this Acid is 
capable of diſſolving perfeQly, Iron, Copper, and Zinc; of which the 
firſt is green, the ſecond blue, and the laſt white. The Green or GR ass- 
COLOURED V1T#10L-is either the Roman, Piſan, Swediſo, French, or 
Engliſh, which laſt is called Copperas. The Roman is concreted into large 
rhomboidal Cry/ials, and has an acrid ſlyptic Taſte. The BLUE VITEI ox, 
falſly called the Roman, is dry to the Touch, and is of a depreſſed 


rhomboical Figure, having ten Sides, and looks like a Saphire. It 18 
- prepared 
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paged in ſeveral Places, but chiefly in Cyprus and Hangary. The 
aſte is very acrid and auſtere. Wurrs ViIralel is obtained from a 
Foſil which is got out of the Mines not far from Goflar in Saxony. A 


Lye made with this when ſufficiently ſtrong is put into Tubs wherein 


Reeds are properly placed, to which, in about fourteen Days, the F7- 
triel joins itſelf by little and little like Sugar-candy, from which it is 
ſeparated and dried. It looks pretty much like- Sugar, and is of a nau- 
ſeous, ſweetiſn, and aſtringent Taſte. The internal Uſe of theſe Vi- 
triols is now laid afide ; but the b/ue is ſometimes uſed to ſtop Bleedi 
externally ; and the hire is frequently uſed in Collyria for the Eyes, o 
which hereafter. Hoffman ſays, if a hot ſalt Defluction infeſts the Eyes, 
attended with Redneſs, which is called an Epiphore, eſpecially if the 
Eye-lids are glued together in the Night with a viſcous Humor, and 
a Grain of white Vitriol well blended with a little freſh Butter is 
put into the greater Corner of the Eye, jt will be a certain and a 
peedy Cure. | 

ZINCHUM, Zinc, is a Semi-metal of the Colour of Lead, and is 
{ulphure>us, heavy, and volatile. If this be melted in a red-hot Cru- 
cible, it will emit copious Fumes, and if it be ſtirred with an Iron Rod, 
will yield a white bright Flame, ſuch as proceeds from a Mixture of 
Nitre and Sulphur ; at the ſame Time the Crucible will be filled with 
exceeding white, light, and copious Filaments, like Spiders“ Webs, 
which are to be collected. The Stirring being repeated the ſame 
Phœenomenon will be renewed, till almoſt all the Zinc is converted into 


theſe filamentous Flowers. Theſe diſſolved in Roſe: water have been long 


fince found to be an excellent Remedy againſt an Opbibalmia proceeding 
from a ſalt acrid Lympha, 'They likewiſe heal Chops in the Nipples, 
and dry up old Ulcers. 


MILK, BUTTER-MILK, awd WHEY. 


LAC, Milk. There are ſeveral Sorts of Mill, which are uſed medi- 
cinally, of which the beſt is the Human, the next A es, then Goats, and 
laſt of all Cows' Milt. In general, that Mut is beſt which is white, 
pure, and of a faveet Taſte, free from Bitterneſs, Acrimony, Acidity, 
and Saltneſs. It ſhould be Crank as ſoon as it is milked from an Ani- 
mal that is well fed and is in a good Condition. Ae Milk is not 
very nouriſhing, but is eaſily digeſted, and is diſtributed throughout 
the Body with great Facility and Expedition. Goat, Milk is of a mid- 
die Conſiſtence, being neither ſo thin and ſerous as Aſes, nor ſo thick 
and cheeſy as Cows, The laſt-is hardeſt of Digeſtion, is more apt to 
curdle upon the Stomach, and conſequently to caufe Obſtructions of 
the Viſcera, With Regard to the Seaſons, the Spring and Summer Milks 
keep the Body more open, becauſe the Animals then uſe a more ſuecu- 
lent Aliment : Winter Milk is more thick and cheeſy, becauſe they live 
upon dry Fodder, and conſequently it is not fo laxative. 

Ail good wholeſome Milk is eafily digeſted, is readily turned into 
Blood, yields ſufficient Nouriſhment, ſtrengthens the Body, encreaſes 


Fleſh, and keeps the Body open. To prevent curdling on the Sto- 


mach it will not be amiſs to ſweeten it with a little double refined Su- 
gar. Aſes Milk is a great Anodyne in ſcorbutic Pains, and is a Specific 
againſt Decays, Atropbies, Conſumptions of the Lungs, and the Gout. F, 
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fides a judicious Uſe of it is the beſt Means to procure Loygeviy, 
Cows" Milk plentifully drank is an excellent and ready Antidote againſt 
corroding . Poiſons, ſuch as 4r/enich, corroſive Sublimate, or mineral acid 
Spirits; and cures the Strangury cauſed by bliſtering with Cantharides. 
Chalybeated Milk, which is made by quenching hot Iron in it till one 
third is conſumed, is an excellent Remedy againſt the bloody Flux, the 
| Doſe of which * 2 twice a Day or oftener. Or it may be uſed as 

a Ch/ter, either alone or with the Volk of an Egg, or with Turpen- 
tine. / | 

Milk uſed externally heats Excoriations ; and uſed as a Bath, either 
alone or with Water, is good againſt the Dryneſs of the Skin in a 
Tabes or Atrophy ; as alſo in Pains of the Parts about the Abdomen, 
from the Cryſpature or ſpaſmodic Contraction of the Fibres. Some 
would have the Animal if poſſible feed on ſuch Herbs as are proper 
for the Diſeaſes for which Milk is given. In the Uſe of this all Acids 
ſhould be avoided, becauſe they coagulate the Milk ; and if there are 
any Acidities already in the Stomach it will be neceſſary to take Cyab';- 
eyes, to preveht their Effects. | ä 

Milk is not convenient in Diſeaſes occaſioned by Acids 'till they are 
quite abſorbed; nor in Fevers, becauſe the Body will corrupt them 
and render the Diſcaſe worſe ; nor yet in the Drop, Pleuriſfy, Vomiting, 
Looſeneſſes, nor the Cholera Morbus, unleſs they proceed from Poiſons or 
a ſaline ſcorbutic Acrimony. Thoſe who have Infarctions or Tumors 
of the Liver, Spleen, or Meſentery, ſhould avoid Milk, becauſe it will 
increaſe the Obſtructions. Corrupted Milk will occafion the Colic, a 
- Vomiting, and Looſeneſs, and Obſtructions of the Meſentery. 

A Milk DitET when $sTR1CT excludes all other Aliment except fine 
Wheat Bread. In this Caſe ſuch a Quantity of Milk may be taken as 
the Stomach will bear, or as the Strength and State of the Diſeaſe 
ſeem to require. . However, the whole Day's Allowance ſhould be di- 
vided into three Parts, whereof one mult be taken in the Morning, the 
other at Noon, and the third at Night. The MDD Mirx-DiEr is 
when Milk is only drank ia the Morning, and ſuch Aliment taken at 
Noon as is light of Digeſtion ; as Chickens, Veal, poached Eggs, Rice- 
milk, Sc. The Supper muſt be either more ſparing, or conſiſt of 
Spoon-meats. The Drink ſhould be Water, or Milk and Water, or 
ſome ſuitable Decoction, but no Wine or ſtrong Liquors at all. A 
$LIGHT MiLk-DieT is only to drink about a Pint, more or leſs, of 
Milk in a Morning ſweetened with Sugar to prevent a Coagulation; 
and ofherwiſe living regularly and feeding upon wholeſome Aliment of 
eaſy Digeſtion. | 
In general, it may not be proper to enter upon a Milt. diet all at 
once, nor before the Body is prepared. And therefore the Patient may 
begin with Spoon-meats, Chickens, &c. and bring himſelf to live upon 
Milk by Degrees, abridging himſelf of vinous and fermented Liquors 
at the ſame Time. In the firſt and ſecond Months of a fri Courſe it may 
be proper now and then to take a gentle Laxative, as alſo when the 
Body is coſtive. The Time of continuing this Courſe is various ; in ſome 
Caſes two or three Months may be ſufficient ; in others, as the Gout, 
as many Years, to prevent the Return of the Diſeaſe. - When it is left 
off it ſhould be gradually, and with great Temperance, drinking nothing 
but Water, or at moſt Wine and Water. — 1 
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LAC EBUTYRATUM, Butter- mill. The Virtues of this Liqu 


are not yet ſufficiently known, otherwiſe it would be more often preſcribed 
in regular Practice than it is. It is not only cooling, bhumecting, and 


nouriſhing, but ſuppreſſes all præternatural Heats proceeding from Diſ- 
orders of the Viſcera. It has cured obſtinate Hoarſeneſſes, and Catarrhbs, 
and has done Wonders in hedic Fevers, Its Effects in this Diſeaſe we 


may rationally conclude, are owing to its peculiar Power of correQting 


animal PutrefaQtion ; becauſe I have known it cure the Morbus niger of 
Hippocrates, when all the uſual Remedics were tried in vain. In this 
Diſeaſe the Patient throws up black Humors by the Mouth, and the 
Stools are of the ſame Colour, attended with an intolerable Stench. It 
is generally cauſed by an Eruption of Blood from the Veins of the In- 
telline called the Ileum, which, being carried downwards with the Fæces, 
is corrupted and putrified to ſuch a Degree as to occaſion Death in a 
ſhort Time. For as Hoffman Gudiciouſly obſerves, the Patient is not 
killed by the Loſs of Blood, but from its Putrefaction; for the very 


- ſetid Vapours which ariſe from thence are the moſt oppreflive to human 


Nature, becauſe it infects, contaminates, and deſtroys the nervous Flu- 
id, Now as Strength depends upon the molt ſubtile and pure Conſti- 
tution of the Humors, it is no Wonder that it ſhould fink and entirely 
fail under ſo heavy a Load. This Effect is evident in Mortifications 
and ulcerated Cancers, wherein Putrefaction penetrating inwardly de- 
ſtroys the Agility of the animal Spirits, and ſo puts an End to the Pa- 
tient's Life. Now if Butter:milk can reſtrain the morbid Effects of Cor- 
ruption in this dire Diſeaſe, as well as in hefic Fevers, we may rationally 
extend the Uſe of it to all Maladies which are occaſioned by, or at- 
tended with, Putrefaion 

SERUM LACTIS, Whey. This is Water impregnated with a ni- 
trous and ſomewhat volatile Salt. It keeps the Body open and cleanſes 
the Prime Viæ from Filth with Eaſe and Safety; whence it may be given 
to pregnant Women who are inclinable to be coſtive, It likewiſe is 
cooling, and gently reſtrains Ebullitions in the Maſs of Blood : Hence 
it is beneficial in bilious, burning, and even malignant Fevers, either 
alone, or rendered a little acid with the Juice of Oranges or Lemons. 
When Milk is contra- indicated from Fevers or Borborygmi in the Hy- 
pockor:dria or other Cauſes; when the Heat of the Liver or Kidneys 
is to be temperated in the Spring and Summer; when aduſt melan- 
cholic Humors, exciting wandering Heats, are to be corrected and eva- 
cuated ; and in all Caſes where there is more need of Contemporation 
than Nutrition, then Whey will be of the greateſt Service. Sydenbam 
from Experience affirms, that if a Patient lives four Days upon Whey 
only, and after that eats white Bread for Dinner, and on the laſt Days 
of his Illneſs for Supper, it will cure the Rheumati/m. Hoffman obſerves, 
that Whey has excellent Effects in long tedious chronical Diſeaſes, if 


drinking of it is continued for a Month or two, uſing the ſame Regimen 


as is obſerved in drinking the mineral Waters. 

It is neceſfary to obſerve, that Hoffman made Uſe of a particular 
Kind of Whey which he calls SweeT Wrer, the making of which 
is as follows:“ Take a Quart of Milk and evaporate it gently over 
* the Fire, keeping it almoſt continually flirring leſt it ſhould burn to, 
*'till it is reduced nearly to the Conſiſlence of a Powder. After which 
„pour a Quart of Water upon it, let them boil together, and _ 
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« ſtrain the Liquor to free it from its cheeſy Part.” This muſt have 
the ſame Effects as what is called the Sucar of MiLx, which is its 
ential Salt, obtained by a much more laborious Proceſs ; for if the 
View contains this Salt, I think it is of no Manner of Conſequence, 
whether it is made to appear in a ſaccharine Form or not.

As none of theſe Waters are now depended upon alone 
for the Cure of any Diftemper, the Number of them in moſt of the 
late Diſpenſatories have been julily abridged. However, when they are 
preſcribed thoſe ſhould be choſen which coincide with the Intention of 
the other Remedies. They are to be diſtilled in an Alembic with a lar 
Refrigeratory as is uſed in obtaining ential Oils, and there ſhould 
ſo much Water put into the Still as will keep the Subſtances from burn- 
ing-to after the defired Quantity is drawn off.

ANTIMONII REGULUS MEDICINALIS, Medicina! Regulus of 


Antimony. Take of Antimony five Parts; of common Salt, four Parts; 
and of Salt of Tartar, one Part. Theſe being beat and mixed together, 
ut them by little and little into a red-hot Crucible; then increaſe the 
Fire ſo much that the Matter may flow freely, that is, to a moderately 
melting Heat. Let it remain in this ſlate for about a Quarter of an 
Hour, then pour it into a-Cone greaſed: en the Inſide, and hit it a 

Blow on the upper Part, that the Regulns may fall to the Bottom. 
It may ſeem ſtrange to many, that if in the room of one Part of 
Salt of Tartar, the Antimony be melted with two or three Parts, inſtead 
of a Medicine we ſhall gain a Poiſon. To underſtand rightly how this 
comes to paſs, we muſt remember, that Antimony eonſiſts of an Inflam- 
mable Sulphur and a mercurial earthy Subſtance. This Hiſt is that 
active Part from whence its violent Operations are derived. Now, a8 
Sulphur is of a friendly Nature, ſo long as it is intimately united with 
the Reguline Part, ſo long the Virulence of it is reſtrained. This Aſ- 
ſertion admits of a very ſtrong Proof; for if Arſenic, the greateſt of 
Poiſons, is melted with an equal Part of Sulphur over à gentle Fire, 
they will be turned into a Maſs deprived of almoſt all their Virulence. 
Likewife; if the Regulus of Antimony is melted with an equal Part of 
common Sulphur, it looſes all its draſtic Qualities. Therefore, as an 
alkaline Salt readily unites with Sulphur, it is no Wonder it ſhould 
cauſe a Separation between that and the reguline Part, and in a deter- 
minate Quantity deprive the Antimony of all its Sulphur. This is ne- 
ceſſary to be underſtood to prevent dangerous Miſtakes that might 
otherwiſe happen in Operations of this Kind. And we may lay this 
down as a Rule, that whatever deprives Antimony of its innocent Part 
or Sulphur, and leaves its Reguline or noxious, Part, turns it into 4 
Poiſon. But this is not the Caſe in preparing this Regulus, for there 
is only ſo much Salt of Tartar as will deprive the Antimony of a ſmall 
Part of its Sulphur, and change it into a more active Medicine. | 
This Regulus, after it is levigated, produces a dark reddiſh Powder, 
which does not e emetic, or act with Violence, but gently ſtimula- 
ting the glandulous Ducts and nervous Fibres, cauſes the — 
mp . 
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Lympha to return into the Stream of Circulation ; and by opening the 
Emunctories, particularly thoſe of the Skin, happily promotes the ſa- 
lutary Excretions. Hence proceeds its Efficacy in opening obſtinate 
Obſtructions of the Viſcera, which are the Parents of chronic Diſeaſes. 
Its diaphoretic Virtues. are likewiſe greatly applauded in Fevers, for 
which it is looked upon by ſome as a Specific ; inſomuch that a Doſe 
or two has cured both the intermittent and continual Kind. It may 
ſometimes give a Puke or two, or carry the Humor downward by 
Stool ; but it moſt commonly throws the Patient into a Sweat. Its 
general Way of operating is in promoting a Diaphoreſis, in attenuating 
the Humors as well in the Prime Vie as in the Blood, and in, correctin 
the morbific Matter. It is beſt given in the Form of a Powder, which

Some look upon it as 
a Panacea, When it is deſigned for Evacuations the Doſe is from gr. i. 
to gr. iv. If it is given to incide, attenuate, and correct the Humors, 
the Doſe is from gr. fs. to gr. i. repeated every fourth or ſixth Hour. 


It may be given alone or with Sugar, either in Water or Wine. It js 


commended in the Gravel, Difficulty of Urine, intermitting and con- 
tinual Fevers, the Dropſy, Vertigo, and other Diſeaſes, of the Head 
and Nerves. The golden Sulphur is of the ſame Nature, but milder. 
BALSAMUM aNoDYNUM, Anodyne Balſam. Take of the ſapo- 
naceous Balſam h jſs. of Liquid Laudanum ffs. Mix. This is deſigned 
toeaſe Pains of the Gout, the Sciatica, &c. Linen Cloths or Rags may 
be dipped in it and applied every ſourth Hour.

Tt rariſies 
the Blood, raiſes the Pulſe, promotes the Circulation of the Fluids, 
and produces a temporary Fever. It is of great Uſe to allay Spaſms, 
and to open recent Obſtructions of the Viſcera, and to facilitate the 
Paſſage of the Blood through the Feet. But when the Obſerudtions are 
inveterate, or there is Reaſon to ſinpect a Schirrus, all warm Bathing is 
hurtful. I ben Colds are freſh caught, and in humoral Peripneumonies, it 
is frequently an immediate Cure. 'It opens the Pores, by ſoftening. 
and relaxing the Skin, moiſtens the Body, eaſes Pain, and 
Sleep. It is likewiſe a ſafe Cordial, and has this Advantage over 
other Cordials and Sudorifics, that its Effects may be taken off at Plea- 
ſure. It is good in hypochondriac and convulſive Diſorders, the Colic, 
Cardialgia, painful Piles, and promotes Excretions of all Kinds; the 
Menſes, and bleeding Piles. there is a Plethora, it will be proper 
to bleed before its Uſe, which ſhould be at Bed-time, and the Feet 
are to be kept warm after it, which will have a Tendency to promote 
an univerſal Perſpiration. It is not to be ventured upon at the Time 
of the menſtrual Flux, or when it is juſt over; but if directed ſome 
Days before the uſual Period, it will tend to promote it. It is dan- 
gerous to uſe aluminous, aſtringent, or ſulphureous Waters to prevent 
{weating of the Feet, to diſcuſs oedematous Swellings, to cure Ulcers, 
and in a Fit of the Gout, becauſe the Humors will be driven back to 

the noble Parts, and produce dangerous Diſeaſes. | 2 

PRDILIVVIATRIOIDA, Cold Bathing of the Feet, has this in common 

with the former, that it raiſes pleaſing Senſations in the Mind. This, 

and not warm bathing, as was formerly ſuppoſed, cauſes a Re - 
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of the Blood from the upper Parts. In ſome it promotes Urine; fn 
others it occaſions Stools. It has had very remarkable Effects in the 
iliac Paſſion, and has ſnatched ſeveral Patients from the Jaws of Death. 
In this Caſe, the Patient has walked with his naked Feet upon the 
cold Floor, and Water has been daſhed firſt on the Feet, then on the 
Legs, and by Degrees as high as the Pubes, which has produced Stools 


moſt ſurprizingly. 
ERIPNEUMONY, or Inflammation of the Lungs, and Pireugtsy. Bleed 


freely the firſt three Days of the Diſtemper ; But if the Spitting begins 
in that Time, the Bleeding muſt be omitted, or ſo moderated, as to re- 
lieve the Breaſt, without checking the Expectoration. After the fourth 
Day, Bleeding is unſafe. Bliſters will ſhorten the Cure, and prevent 
the Loſs of a great deal of Blood. A s1uyLE PLEURISY, or one 
attended with little Inflammations of the Lungs, may be cured with 
little Bleeding, for a Bliſter of the Size of the Hand and Fingers laid 
to the affected Side, is the Remedy, which is beſt applied immediately 
after the firſt Bleeding. If the Symptoms vaniſh upon this Application, 
it will be ſafeſt to bleed again, unleſs a profuſe Sweat eaſes the Pain, 


and then all other Remedies will be unneceſſary. But if the Lungs are 


much inflamed, the Bliſter and Bleeding muſt be repeated though the 
Patient is pretty eaſy. Sometimes the Stich returns and fixes on the other 
Side, and then it muſt be treated as the firſt. BY: | 

In a Perr1PneEUMONY, Bliſtering is moſt to be relied on after Bleeding, 
firſt on the Back, and then on one or both Sides. Bliſtering on ; 
Extremities likewiſe tends to eaſe the Breaſt and promote 8 
ration. Bleeding muſt be cautiouſly uſed, if at all, after the Spitting 


appears. 


In the firſt Stage of either of theſe Diſeaſes, laxative Clyſters are proper ; 


as alſo cool Diaphoretics, ſuch as gr. viij. of Nitre, with pr. iii. of 
Camphire made into a Bolus with Conſerve of Hips ; or the diapho- 
retic Juleps. But Cathartics and warm Sudorificks are hurtful. The 
Time of promoting a Diaphoreſis is when the Patient finds Eaſe by the 
Blifter. But whenever he begins to ſpit, the Diaphoretics muſt be 
omitted or joined to Expectorants, of which the chief is Oxymel of 
Squills. I Lowneſs after repeated Bleedings, Salt of Hartſhorn, joined 
to ſome Oil, or the pectoral Bolus, is powerful to raiſe the Palſe and 
promote Expectoration when it flags. Notwithſtanding this Diſcharge, 
if the Breaſt continues to labour, Bleeding is ſtill requiſite ; for it is dan- 
gerous to ſuffer the Lungs to be overpowered by the Omiſſion of Bleed- 


ing; as alſo to hazard the Suppreſſion of the Spitting by Bleeding too 


freely. But Bliſters are always ſeaſonable. In the Courſe of Eæpectoration, 
2 Doſe of the Oxymel of Squills large enough to vomit, will be uſeful 
to diſcharge the Load of viſcid Phlegm. Opiates are not to be given 
wohile the Pulſe is hard, the Breathing difficult, or Watchfulneſs continues, 
occaſioned by a Fever. But when the Fever is over, and Sleep is only 
prevented by a thin Defluxion of the Lungs, Opiates will procure Reſt, 
and promote the Spitting. F the Phlegm is tough, and the Patient 
coftive, Squil's may then be properly joined. But if the Body is 
open, and the Head affected with the Opiate, Salt of Hartſhorn is the 
beſt Corrgor.
